The Record Commissioners herewith submit the seventh 
volume of the publications issued under the authority and at 
the expense of the City of Boston. It is a continuation of 
the Town Records from the point at which their second 
printed volume closed, and includes all the records from 
March 11th, 1660-1, to March 10th, 1700-1. Up to this latter 
date the records of town meetings were kept with those of 
meetings of the Selectmen ; from this date they are in separate 
books. It seemed best to close this report at the point of 
division, in order that hereafter the Town Records may be 
printed in one series, and the Selectmen’s Records in another. 
It is unnecessary to point out the value of the volume here 
presented to the public, but attention may be called to the 
careful “ Index of Places and Subjects,” prepared by Mr. 
John T. Priest, assistant City Clerk, by which reference to 
the valuable records is so greatly facilitated. 

The Commissioners have the material prepared for a vol- 
ume of the earliest records of births, deaths, and marriages, 
contained in the records of the Town Clerk and of the First 
Church, which will be sent to press forthwith. It is also their 
* intention to continue the publication of the Town Records, 
believing that no more important duty can be found. As 
this volume has been stereotyped, it will be always possible 
to supply copies to all persons having any reasonable claim.

1. That wee may haue Deputies in the Generall Court, propor- 
tionable to our Nomb™ of Freemen at least to our Nomb* of 
Churches. 

Objection. —That y* Cittie of London hath but 4 Burgesses 
to y’ greate Cittie, w™ by y' rule beares noe proportion with lesser 
Townes. 

Answere — The priuiledges & imunities w™ the Cittie of London 
peculiarlie enjoys either as they are a Corperation or otherwise is 
such y' they are in a capacitie to helpe themselues, and secure 
theire interest, both respecting suppression of vice, incouragem of 
virtue and aduancem! of Trade, w® if the like priuiledge or some 
thinge equivolent, may be granted to the towne of Bostone will be 
duely and thankfully acknowledged. 

2°. Our Charter make y® Gouern’ & Company (w™ are the Free- 
men) to be ye Generall Court to make Lawes &c. And our Towne

TWENTY-SECOND ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


MILK INSPECTOR. 


To His Honor the Mayor and the Board of Aldermen of the 
City of Boston: — : 


GENTLEMEN,— The annual report of this office for the 
year ending March 31, 1881, is herewith respectfully sub- 
mitted. 

The year has been marked by a radical change in the law 
regulating the inspection and sale of milk. The law of 
1880 was enacted in sound policy, and is daily proving its 
worth. Like all laws, however, it has to stand a certain 
strain, and it is now passing through an ordeal which, it is 
hoped, will result in a final triumph. ‘The law made quite 
a change in the routine of business, both to dealers and the 
office. The law required an annual license, and, as it was 
published on the 27th of April, but little time was allowed 
to prepare books and issue licenses, to be dated from the 
lst of May. The time of the office was mainly consumed 
for two months in the work of issuing licenses, and answer- 
ing the thousand questions proposed by the dealers. The 
most valued object in requiring annual license is to bring 
the dealers in direct communication with the office, thereby 
becoming better known to each other, and the occasion was 
used to its full extent. While a general dissatisfaction was 
expressed against the law, there is now a better feeling in 
regard to it, and a large class see in it their only hope of 
future welfare. The provision of law requiring annual 
license has been very generally observed, and has been most 
salutary in its influence. 
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The new law has had an important influence on the milk 
traffic. The penalties are more severe than in any former 
law, and the imprisonment clause, which may follow a 
second and shall a third offence, is considered a strong pre- 
caution against adulteration. The most important section of 
the law, however, is that which makes a standard for milk. 
Heretofore a vast amount of time and labor was consumed in 
the courts as to the quality of milk, and if a milk, however 
poor, came once from a cow, it was urged upon a jury that — 
the case they were trying might be the same. Now, if the 
analysis be proved correctly done, and if the milk be below 
the standard, “it shall be deemed to be adulterated.” In 
prosecutions during the year the importance of the stand- 
ard has been demonstrated. The influence of the law has 
been satisfactory, and those interested think that, however it 
may be opposed for a time, its success is assured. 

The number of prosecutions has not been so numerous 
as in the past year. It was thought -prudent to move 
slow and sure, as evidence was not wanting that a formidable 
combination among a certain class of dealers was in exist- 
ence to thwart and fight the law; hence great care and judg- 
ment were necessary to prepare cases for trial. Much time 
is consumed in this branch of labor, and, if attended to at 
the cost of other branches, the public interest would suffer. 
Hence it was thought necessary for the protection of the 
public to devote a portion of time to early morning visita- 
tion, and examination of stores, thus making dealers cautious 
as to the quality of their milk. - 

In most of the prosecutions of the year the law has been 
opposed by the trial of cases in the municipal courts; and 
when, as has been the rule, they have been convicted, have 
appealed to the Superior Court. In two cases tried in the 
March term of the Superior court, which resulted in con- 
viction of the parties,— one for assault and resisting the 
Inspector, — exceptions have been taken to the Supreme 
Court, to test the constitutionality of the law. There are 
other cases pending which it was thought best to await the 
action of appeal to Supreme Court. If the law be sustained, 
the last hope of those who violate its provisions will vanish, 
for they must live up to its requirements or suffer its penalties. 

The supply of milk during the year has fully met the de- 
mand ; indeed, with the exception of a few days, the demand 
has been below supply. This is accounted for by the cool 
weather of the summer and fall. The winter experience has 
been in keeping with past years, —a falling off of consump- 
tion; though it is said the exceptional cold of the winter has 
caused an additional loss to dealers. 
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THe Prick or MILK. 


_ The price of milk has been higher this year than it has been 
- for several years past. The price by dealers to contractors at 
depots, from April to November, was thirty-three cents per 
can, each can containing eight quartsandapint. In Novem- 
ber, the price was raised to thirty-five cents per can, and has 
remained at that price since. The price was made by action 
of the Association of Milk Producers, —the men who sup- 
plied the contractors. The dealers were quite uneasy about 
the price, thinking it too high, and that they would be un- 
able to obtain an advance from their customers. Their fears 
proved groundless, and there is now a more uniform price, 
a better article, and less improper competition than under 
the old system. The united action of producer and dealer 
in getting a better price for milk, has resulted in placing a 
better article in the market, by at least reducing the tempta- 
tion to impair it. 

There is. little probability that the price of milk will go 
much below its present standard, though there is at present 
a conflict between the producers and contractors as to price. 
The producers, represented by their Association, demand 
that the selling price by contractors, at depot, shall be 
thirty-three cents per can, while the contractors insist upon 
a selling price to milkmen at thirty cents per can. The in- 
terest of the producer in the selling price of contractors is, 
0: course, in the difference which he would receive for his 
milk ; while the interest of the contractor is to have his usual 
profit, and at the same time to give the retailer, or the milk- 
man, his share of profit. The milkmen are endeavoring to 
settle the price of milk, during the summer, at six cents per 
quart, and are looking with interest to the contest, for the 
difference is, to them, a factor in their profits. The present 
retail price of milk is from six to eight cents per quart, seven 
cents being very generally charged. The milk producers 
claim that milk cannot be raised at profit at less prices than 
now charged; and if they maintain their position, the con- 
tractor and milkman must add their profits ; and the price of 
milk is settled on that basis, and will be governed by the law 
of supply and demand. It is to be hoped that all parties in 
interest wiil be governed by a broad spirit, so that this 
indispensable article of food may be placed at such a fair 


price as will increase its consumption among our people. 


The milk trade in stores has decidedly improved, and the 
relation of dealers with them are more uniform and _ satisfac- 
tory. The prices paid to dealers are higher, and the stores, 
in turn, charge the same to customers, the result of which is 
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that all parties look more sharply to see that they get the full 
value of their money. Milk is sold in stores for from five 
to six cents per quart, — six cents being the most common. 


The amount of skimmed milk sent into the market varies 
very little from last year. There are very few regular 
dealers, and they find a ready market for all they produce. 
This branch of the trade has been a great benefit to a class of 
people who could not afford to purchase a sufficient quantity 
of whole milk for family use, and who find in pure, fresh, 
skimmed milk, a healthy article of food. Where this article 
is openly sold and advertised as such, it is almost invariably 
a good article, though there is, doubtless, much of it sold 
which would be better designated as watered milk. 


Mitk SUPPLY. 


The sources of milk supply are the same as formerly, 
though an increase is noted in the amount raised within city 
limits. The supply is mainly by railroad, and is brought 
daily from extreme points of the State, and from New 
Hampshire. This milk arrives, as a general rule, a pure, 
rich milk, not a can of which would not go beyond the law 
standard. The greater part of this supply is under the 
charge of contractors who thoroughly understand the care 
and handling of milk. 

Another source of supply is from the towns surrounding 
the city, probably one-third of the amount of milk used in 
the city coming from that source. Some persons prefer this 
milk, while others prefer the milk brought over the roads. 
Many persons also believe, and it is often urged upon them, 
that “railroad” milk, so-called, is not as good as “ farm 
milk,” especially if it is within afew miles of the city. There 
is no better milk made than that brought into Boston by the 
railroads. Good milk comes from the town as well as rail- 


roads ; but certain persons will not let “well enough” alone, . 


hence the variety. 

There are few cities better supplied with milk than Boston. 
The sources of collection and distribution are in the hands of 
men who have grown with the business; and it would seem 
difficult to improve the system. Any one who looks upon 
the arrival of a train laden with thousands of cans of milk, 
and sees the hundreds of dealers, each loading his team with 
his daily quantity, and in a few minutes sees cars and teams 
vanish, would admit the perfection of the system. However 
perfect the working, however, there are those who dislike the 
system, and would like to see a change. 

Durmg the summer a committee of the Worcester West 
Milk Producers’ Association submitted a report embodying a 
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plan for the organization of a stock company to bring milk to 
Boston. The report was accompanied by letters of indorse- 
ment from health authorities, and others. The report is care- 
fully drawn, and urges, as arguments, a better article, a better 
supply, a saving of middlemen’s profits, and the closer re- 
lation of producer and consumer. The New England 
Association of Milk Producers, by invitation of the Worcester 
Association, took the subject under advisement, and reported 
its hearty concurrence, and it would seem as if the enter- 
prise would be inaugurated at an early day. There have 
been several attempts to furnish milk to the city, independent 
of contractors or dealers, but nothing which assumes the 
proportion of the proposed association. The former trials 
in this direction have not been fortunate, and have had but a 
brief existence. Without special acquaintance with them, 
one cause of failure is apparent. They entered into compe- 
tition with men who thoroughly understood their business, 
while they had to live and learn. In such a contest, the 
struggle is brief. 

The milk trade of ation is estimated at nearly $3,000,000 
per annum, and it would appear to be a fair field for a lively 
and honest competition. The addition of a large number of 
dealers soliciting business, would make quite a change in 
many directions, and, doubtless, for the best. It is claimed 
that the new project is in the right direction, and as such I 
hail that and every movement which will result or aid in 
giving our city a pure article of food. Without entering 
into the merits ofthe present or proposed plans, much good 
would probably result from the organization.

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Aside from the above analyses, many experiments have 
been made gratuitously during the year, the object of which 
was to test the accuracy of analyses. A pure milk would 
be selected, and then divided into three parts, two portions 
of which would be adulterated by five or more per cent., re- 
spectively, and then the three portions would be sent to the 
chemist. The marks of each were taken at the office, and 
in every instance they came back correctly done. The 
chemist had no means of knowing one sample from another, 
and the result added to the confidence already felt in the 
ability and integrity of the gentleman making the analyses. 
The chemists employed by ‘office are Professors J. F. Bab- 
cock and C. E. Avery. 


Amount oF MILK CONSUMED. 


In the report of last year an estimate was made of the 
amount of milk consumed in the city, and as there were no 
reliable means of ascertaining the amount, though much time 
and labor was bestowed upon it, it was felt to be imperfect. 
That report placed the

As one of the benefits flowing from the law requiring an 
annual registration, we are enabled to form a very correct 
knowledge of the actual amount consumed. When a license 
is issued, among other facts, we get the number of cans 
which the dealer is then using. It may vary from the figures 
given, sometimes more, other times less, but the basis is 
safe. By this means we are able to sum up the total supply. 
The result will surprise many persons in and out of the busi- 
ness, and for the first time show the pecuniary magnitude of 
the business. 

We have on the books of the office 600 dealers who daily 
supply the city. From this number we get the

The cost is estimated at six cents per quart, which is a fair 
average, as much of it is sold at seven and eight cents per 
quart. Aside from this amount should be added the cream 
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trade which, though no figures can be given of the amount, is 
very large, and would doubtless bring the sum total of

_ The annual registration has settled the question as to the 
number of dealers supplying milk to the city. The number 
is not so large as was generally supposed, and while the 
number would seem large to many, it will be found on re- 
flection not to be beyond the need of consumers. The milk 
has to be delivered at a certain time daily, for few persons 
will wait the convenience of the milkmen. If time were al- 
lowed, a dealer might supply double the amount of his daily 
trade, but customers could ill afford to wait his slower move- 
ments. Hence the number is not excessive; Indeed many 
persons get into the business, and find customers from no 
other reason than the delay of the milkman. The route of a 
milkman is widely separated, and takes time to go over it. 
Much time and labor would be saved if arrangements could 
be made to make the routes more compact; but as each 
dealer will take customers as he finds them, the present sys- 
tem will prevail. 

There have been few changes among the dealers during the 
year, a few leaving, and some selling their routes. A few 
new dealers who were never in the business have licensed as 
wholesale dealers. 

The retail dealers, or those who sell in stores, have not 
fully realized the requirements of law; for, while a large 
number have registered, there is still a large number who 
have failed to do so. As the office has tried many ways to 
reach them, and as: ample notice by advertising has been 
given them, special attention will hereafter be paid to that 
class of dealers. 

The public seem to feel a growing interest in the milk 
question, and we have had more calls at the office during the 
year than formerly. The milk brought to the office has 
been of a better quality than in the past, and as the samples 
came from every section of the city, it points to a general 
improvement. The testimony of dealer, producer, and con- 
sumer, as well as my own experience, points in the same 
direction. 

The office is supplied with every aid to examine milk ; and 
during the year a centrifugal machine, for raising the cream in 
a few minutes, has been added. It is a very important 
instrument, for it enables us in ten minutes to tell the cream- 
quality of the milk, which, with gravity, and other tests, 
practically settles the quality of any specimen of milk. 
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The work of the office will be commenced under more 
favorable auspices than in the past. We have béen moving 
forward, and gathering experience ; we have improved in the 
law, and in working under it. All parties, producer, con- 
sumer, and dealer, are feeling a common interest, and will 
soon work for acommon end, — the good of all. Much prog- 
ress has been made, and it requires but a vindication of the 
law now in force to make success sure and permanent. 

I have to acknowledge the kindness of T. M. Babson, Esq., 
of the City Solicitor’s office, for his services in defending 
many of the cases brought in the municipal courts, and bear 
testimony to his zeal and interest in bringing them to a 
successful issue. I would also acknowledge the sympathy and 
support of every official with whom I have been brought in 
contact.

DRAFT OF AN ORDINANCE 


IN RELATION TO 


SAFEGUARDS AGAINST FIRE, 


In Common Councin, April 8, 1881. 


The Joint Standing Committee on Ordinances, to whom 
was referred the draft of an Ordinance in relation to Safe- 
guards against Fire, having considered the subject, would 
respectfully recommend the passage of the ordinance in a 
new draft, as follows.

CITY OF BOSTON. 


In the Year One Thousand Hight Hundred and Eighty- One. 
AN ORDINANCE CONCERNING SAFEGUARDS AGAINST FIRE. 


Be it ordained by the Aldermen and Common Council of the 
City of Boston, in City Council assembled, as follows : — 


Section 1. The chief engineer and the assistant engineers 
of the fire department shall have authority, under the 
direction of the fire commissioners, to examine all places 
where shavings or other combustible materials are collected 
or deposited, and report to said commissioners from time to . 
time the condition in this respect of the district to which they 
are assigned; and whenever said commissioners deem said 
materials so collected or deposited are liable to cause fires, 
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they shall direct the tenant or occupant of said places to 
remove such shavings or other combustible materials. In 
case such tenant or occupant shall neglect or refuse to remove 
such combustible materials, the said commissioners shall 
cause the same to be removed at his expense. Any. person 
neglecting or refusing to remove such combustible materials, 
or obstructing the said commissioners or engineers in the 
discharge of the duties herein imposed upon them, shall be 
liable to a penalty of not less than five dollars, nor more than 
fifty dollars.

The Committee on Elections, to whom was referred the 
petition of Martin T. Folan, contesting the seat now occupied 
by Joseph B. Gomez at this Board, having considered the 
subject, beg leave to submit the following 


REPORT: 


The petitioner claimed that three courses of action were 
open to the ‘committee: Ist, That the returns of the pre- 
cinct officers must be received as setting out the true state of 
the vote, in which case the petitioner must be declared 
elected, he having received, according to these returns, a 
majority of six votes over Mr. Gomez. 2nd, That if the re- 
turns of the precinct officers were not so received, then, 
owing to the impossibility of determining the true result 
of the voting in Precinct 3, the whole poll of the precinct 
should be rejected, and the election should be declared void. 
3rd, That if neither of the above views should meet with the 
approval of the committee, the committee should recount 
the votes counted by the Board of Aldermen. 

It appeared to the committee, in view of the many dis- 
crepancies found by the present Board of Aldermen to exist 
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in the recount by the committee of the former Board, that 
little confidence could be placed in their return. It, more- 
over, appeared from the evidence taken at the investigation 
into the conduct of the election in Precinct 3 of Ward 13 
(City Document No. 26) that it was impossible to place any 
reliance in the returns of the precinct officers. In this phase 
of the case it seemed to the committee that it was their duty 
to count the ballots cast in said Ward, and counted by the — 
Board of Aldermen, and to declare to the Council the result. 

Accordingly, the committee have made a very careful and 
thorough recount of the said ballots, and present the follow- 
ing exhibit, showing the votes cast for both the petitioner 
and Fieamnbents as AAbepaitea by the ward officers, as counted 
by the aldermanic committee of 1880, and as recounted by 
your committee.

It is clear from the above exhibit that, whether the ballots 
found in the ballot-box in Precinct 3 (which were counted 
by the committee of the Board of Aldermen) be counted or 
rejected, the petitioner would still have a majority over Mr. 
Gomez of 26 votes, if the ballots are counted, and of 44 if 
they are rejected. It was therefore unnecessary for the com- 
mittee to consider, in the present case, whether the entire 
poll of Precinct 3 should be rejected or not. 

The committee would further state that, although they are 
of opinion that the conduct of the precinct officers in Pre- 
cinct 8 was such as to undoubtedly disfranchise a certain 
number of voters in said precinct, still, in view-of the fact 
that over four-fifths of the voters of W ard 13 hada proper 
opportunity to exercise their franchise, and have clearly 
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manifested their choice, and, in the absence of any evidence 
to show that the votes of the persons so disfranchised would 
have changed the result, the committee do not think that they 
can properly reeommend that the election in the whole of the 
Ward should be declared void. | 

They would, therefore, respectfully recommend the adop- 
tion of the following resolution.

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OrpERED: That the salaries of the following officers, for 
the year beginning on the first day of April, one thousand 
eight hundred and eighty-one, and until otherwise ordered 
(with the exception of His Honor the Mayor), shall be as 
herein mentioned, to be paid monthly, subject to the deduc- 
tion of any and all sums due from such officers to the city.

Lunatic Hospital shall be at the rate of Two Thousand Five 
Flundred Dollars per annum; and he shall be allowed sufh- 
cient -house-room, free of rent, and board for himself and 
his family in said Hospital, which compensation and _ privi- 
leges shall be in full for his services as Superintendent of 
said hospital, and also as Physician to all the Public Institu- 
tions at South Boston. 

Secor. 83. The salary of the Superintendent of the City 
Hospital shall be at the rate of Zwo Thousand Two Hundred 
Dollars per annum, said sum to be exclusive of the amount 
(not exceeding Hive Hundred Dollars per annum) allowed 
to him by the Board of Trustees of the Hospital for his ser- 
vices as admitting physician; and the Trustees shall allow 
him what, in their opinion, shall be sufficient house-room in 
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said building, free of rent, and board for himself and family ; 
but no other fees or perquisites shall be allowed him. 

Sect. 34. The salary of the Superintendent of Common 
and Public Grounds shall be at the rate of Lwo Thousand 
Two Hundred Dollars per annum. 


OrpERED: That the salaries of the following officers, for 
the year beginning on the first day of April, one thousand 
eight hundred and eighty-one, and until otherwise ordered, 
shall be as herein mentioned, subject to the deduction of any 
and all sums due from such officers to the city. 


Section 1. The salary of the Chairman and the Secretary 
of the Board of Five Assessors shall be at the rate of Three

AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND AN ORDINANCE IN RELATION TO 
THE REGULATION AND INSPECTION OF BUILDINGS. 


Be tt ordained by the Aldermen and Common Council of the 
City of Boston, in City Council assembled, as follows : — 


SrotTion 1. Section 23 of the Ordinance in relation to the. 
regulation and inspection of buildings, as printed on pages 
138-140 of the edition of the Statutes and Ordinances of 
1876, is hereby amended by striking out all from the words 
“forty-two,” in the sixth line of said section, to the word 
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“city,” in the ninth line thereof, both inclusive, and substi- 
tuting therefor the words “ forty-five feet.” And by striking 
out all from the word “above,” in the thirty-seventh line of 
said section, to the word “part,” in the thirty-eighth line 
thereof, both inclusive. And by striking out all from the 
word “fifty,” in the forty-third line, to the word “city,” in 
the forty-sixth line, both inclusive, and substituting therefor 
the words “ fifty-five feet.” And by adding as a new para- 
eraph at the end of said section the following: “And in no 
case shall the sills of any building referred to in this section 
be laid below the grade of the street unless by special permit 
of the Inspector of Buildings.” 

Sect. 2. Section 27 of said ordinance is hereby amended 
by adding thereto the following: “Provided, however, that 
the foregoing dimensions for posts and girts shall not apply 
to buildings not exceeding four hundred feet in area, and 
less than fifteen feet in height. i 

Sect. 3. The Ordinance to amend an ordinance in relation 
to the survey and inspection of buildings, passed Feb. 26, 
1879, is hereby repealed.

NEW COURT-HOUSE. 


In Boarp oF ALDERMEN, Boston, April 18, 1881. 


The Joint Standing Committee on Public Buildings which 
was empowered by an order, passed Feb. 9, 1881, “to sell 
the whole or any part of the Reservoir B uilding, situated on 
Derne street, Boston, the receipt thereof to be placed to the 
credit of the Sinking-fund, ” begs leave to report in part at 
this time as follows : — 

The committee caused due notice to be given, by public 
advertisements inthe usual form, that it would receive pro- 
posals for the purchase of the entire building, the material to 
be removed within two years ; and also for the removal of the 
same, the City to retain the stones. 

On April 12, 1881, the date appointed, the box was opened, 
and but one bid was found therein, being an offer of three 
thousand dollars for the entire building. The estimates of 
the City Architect and City Engineer were that the reservoir 
contains sixteen thousand cubic yards of granite, of grades 
which cost the users from five to twenty-five dollars per yard 
delivered. 

The City Engineer further states that a large proportion of 
the stone, perhaps two-thirds, can be used by his department 
within the next two years. It is also thought that though no 
_ buyers were ready to bid for the whole reservoir there would 
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be numerous smaller buyers ready to take some portion of the _ 
stone at a fair price, if the City were ready to deliver mod- 
erate lots. 

Feeling that it would be unwise to sell for $3,000 property 
which cost $368,000, without trying every mode of obtaining 
a better price, your committee has decided to reject that bid. 
It is, therefore, necessary to adopt some other plan ; and it has 
been thought advisable for the City to undertake the disman- 
tling and removal of the stone by its own agents. As soon 
as the basin is removed to the spr ing of the arches, there will 
remain the upright piers and walls, and the cost of delivering 
the stone on teams in the streets can be easily calculated. 
Buyers desiring any quantity of such stone can have it 
delivered promptly, and as cheaply as at any wharf in the 
city. 

To do this, your committee will require to employ men, 
steam-power, and derricks, and will require some money, to 
be refunded out of the proceeds of sales. An order to this 
effect is, accordingly, annexed. 

Your committee would remind the City Council that this 
removal is but a step towards an end. For some thirteen 
years, the question of erecting a new Court-House was almost 
constantly before the City government. The necessity was 
conceded; but no site for a new building could be agreed 
upon. Happily, all controversy was ended by the action of 
the Board of Aldermen in November, 1880, taking for that 
purpose the reservoir site. Section 5 of chapter 128 of acts 
of 1880 reads as follows: “It shall be the duty of the City of 
Boston, acting by its City Council, to erect, within a reason- 
able time after any taking authorized by this act, a suitable 
Court-House . . . upon the land so taken.” 

The statement is plain and conclusive. The City Coun- 
cil must erect a Court-House, on the reservoir site, with- 
in a reasonable time. Of course the City Council will act, 
as usual, by a joint committee ; and it is respectfully submit- 
ted that the Committee on Public Buildings may properly be 
appointed to attend to the work. One great advantage of 
this choice would be that the committee in charge of the stone 
could easily arrange to retain such portion, if any, of the 
present walls and foundations as would be of use in a new 
building. Should the committee be empowered to proceed 
to have plans drawn by the City Architect for a new Court- 
House on this site, it would undoubtedly be a compliance 
with the statute, and indicate the intent of the City to perform 
its duty within “a reasonable time.” 

It must also be considered that the land covered by the 
row of dwelling-houses on Mt. Vernon street, adjoining 
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the reservoir, must be acquired by the city. This fact was 
stated last November, when the assessed value of the 25,523 
square feet so covered was stated to be $115,000. 

Undoubtedly the Legislature will pass a special act so that 
the City may take this land by right of eminent domain. But 
probably it will not be necessary to do this, as the owners 
will be willing to accept a fair price. It seems desirable, 
however, that this fact should be ascertained, and this com- 
mittee might be instructed to open negotiations. 

In conclusion, therefore, the committee submits the follow- 
ing orders.

Ordered, That the Joint Standing Committee on Public 
Buildings be, and they hereby are, authorized to take down 
and remove the whole or any part of the reservoir on Derne 
street, and to sell and dispose of such material by private or 
public sale; the expense attending the same to be advanced, 
if necessary, from the appropriation for Public Buildings. 

Ordered, That all sums received from such sales, or from 
amounts credited by transfer from departments of this City 
government using any of said material, be kept by the City 
Auditor as a special fund from which all expenses of remov- 
ing said reservoir shall be defrayed, the final disposition of 
the surplus being such as may hereafter be ordered by the 
City Council. 

Ordered, That the Joint Standing Committee on Public . 
Buildings be charged with the duty of erecting a new Court- 
House on the reservoir site, and that they cause the City 
Architect to prepare plans and estimates therefor within a 
reasonable time; provided that no expenditure of money be 
made for erecting such Court-House until the same has been 
ordered by the City Council. 

Ordered, That said committee be instructed to ascertain 
and report the terms upon which the City can purchase or 
obtain the whole or any part of the land lying between said 
reservoir and Mt. Vernon street.

Gentlemen, —In compliance with the provisions of the 
City Ordinance, the Board of Fire Commissioners herewith 
presents its Eighth Annual Report. 

The personnel of the Board remains unchanged, Cacrirnite 
sioner Edward A. White, whose term expired . on the first 
Monday in May, being his own successor, having been re- 
nominated by the Mayor, and confirmed as Commissioner by 
the City Council for three years from the above date. 


ORGANIZATION. 


The total number of men in this department is 643, di-

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The permanent force has been increased by three, and the 
call force by fourteen, since the last annual report. On the 
30th of July, 1880, a new Hook and Ladder company was or- 
ganized, and located on Tremont st., near Cabot, for the- 
purpose of affording additional protection to that section of 
the city and to the Back Bay, and supplied a want long felt 
in the localities mentioned. 


HowsgEs. 


The houses of the department are in good condition, and 
extensive repairs have been made in the stables of many of 
the houses to save time in hitching. The stalls have been 
changed, and the horses put in a direct line with the appara-. 
tus. Among the houses changed during the last year were 
the following : — | 


In tHe Crry Proper. 


Hook and Ladder-house No. &.— (Fort Hill Square.) 
The stalls in this house, which were at the extreme end of 
the apparatus-room, were brought forward to the wheel of 
the truck, thus giving the horses a short and straight run. 
The smoking-room has been enlarged by moving the parti- 
tion to the rear some six feet, giving the company an oppor- 
tunity to place and use a billiard table there. 


Engine-house No. 6.—(Wall st.) The stalls in this 
house have been moved forward about four feet, in order to 
bring the horses nearer the pole. A new floor has been laid 
in the stable and in part new stalls made. The lower part of 
the house has been repainted, whitened, and grained. 


Engine-house No. 22. — (Dartmouth st.) Extensive 
alterations are being made in this house. On the lower floor 
the stable accommodations have been improved by the addi- 
tion of another stall. A room directly off the apparatus- 
room, formerly used as a stable, is being thoroughly fitted for 
a sleeping-room. A new hard-pine floor is being laid, the 
walls and ceilings to be painted and whitened, and new pat- 
ent blinds put on the windows, and when completed will be 
the dormitory for eight men. A part of the old sleeping- 
room upstairs is to be fitted up for a hay-loft. A new 
manure-pit has also been made under the stable. 


Engine and Hook and Ladder houses No. 3. —(Uarrison 
ave., cor. Bristol st.) The stalls in each of these houses are 
being brought forward to each side of the apparatus, on the main * 


° 
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floor, and the old stable is being remodelled to accommodate 
the housing of the coal and supply wagons, three horses, 
and the horse and buggy used by the Superintendent of Fire 
Alarms. ; : 

A sliding pole has been placed in Engine-house No. 4, 
from the sleeping apartments to the floor, and saves much 
valuable time. It is the intention of the Board, after testing 
the utility of this plan, to apply it to the other houses where 
needed. 


In THE Roxpury DISTRICT. 


Engine-house No. 13. — (Cabot st.) ‘The stalls, four in 
number, have been faced to the front and brought forward to 
the wheels of the apparatus. The whole lower part of the 
house has been painted and grained. 


Engine-house No. 14. — (Centre st.) The stalls in this 
house have been brought forward to the hub of the wheels of 
the apparatus, giving the horses a short and straight run to 
the pole. 


Hook and Ladder-house No. 4. — (Dudley st.) On the 
lower floor of this house three bunks have been placed, for 
the accommodation of members desiring to sleep in quarters, 
whereby the efficiency of the company is inereased by the 
assistance rendered the driver in case of an alarm, he being 
the only permanent man in quarters. 

The establishment of an additional Ladder company in the 
Highlands, and the necessity for additional fire protection 
in the vicinity of Mount Pleasant, necessitated a change of 
apparatus in the Roxbury District. That section of the city 
lying between Old Engine-house No. 12 (on the corner of 
Dudley and Winslow streets) and Engine-house No. 21, 
being one and one-half miles in length, is being rapidly 
covered with dwellings, and, in the opinion of the Board, 
needed additional fire protection. The Board, after due con- 
sideration, deemed it advisable to remove the quarters of 
Engine No. 12 to its present location on Mt. Pleasant, and 
transfer the quarters of Hook and Ladder No. 4 to where 
Engine No. 12 was formerly located. For this purpose 
the quarters of old Engine No. 12 were adapted to the 
use of a ladder truck, the stalls changed to face the pole 
of the truck, and other repairs made in this house. The 
new quarters of Engine No. 12 were renovated, the stalls 
changed to the new plan, with swinging doors, etc. The 
Board thinks the change, while involving very little expense, 
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affords ample protection to all sections in that part of the 
city. 3 


In THE Soutru Boston District. 


Hook and Ladder-house No. 5. — (Fourth st.) The 
stalls in this house have been faced to the front and brought 
forward nearer the pole. 


In THE East Boston DIstTRICcT. 


The stalls in Engine-house No. 9 have been faced to the 
front, and the lower part of the house repainted. Two ad- 
ditional stalls have been put in Engine-house No. 11, for 
the accommodation of an extra horse for the new hose 
wagon. | 


In THE DORCHESTER DISTRICT. 


Engine-house No. 18. — The stalls in this house have 
been faced to the front and brought forward nearer the wheels 
of the apparatus. The stalls and lower part of the house 
have been put in good condition. 

In addition to the special communication sent by the Board 
to the City Council, recommending that a house be furnishsd 
on the Back Bay, for a chemical or steam fire-engine com- 
pany, this Board would also call your attention to the neces- 
sity for establishing an additional steam fire-engine com- 
pany in the Charlestown District. Charlestown now has one 
engine company and 4 hose companies, but if a fire occurred 
in certain localities, the hydrant pressure is so low that 
hose companies would be of little use. -If this Board were 
furnished by the City Council with an engine-house, one of 
the hose companies could be changed to an engine com- 
pany, and the whole done without entailing a great deal of 
expense. ‘The hose-house near the locality needing a steam 
fire engine is too small to meet the want. 


APPARATUS AND APPARATUS REPAIR SHOP. 


The large amount of money saved to the city in the re- 
pair of apparatus by the establishment of this shop, and that 
for the repair of hose and harness, is a sufficient justification 
for its establishment and continuance by the commissioners. 
The work is there done expeditiously and well, and at first 
cost. In it are employed eleven machinists, blacksmiths,

the department.

The new apparatus purchased during the year were one 
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buggy, for the use of the commissioners, two wagons, a steam 
fire-engine of the Silsby pattern, and a hook and _ ladder 
truck fully equipped. | 

Three of the ladder trucks in the city proper have been 
supplied with a calcium-light apparatus, which has proved 
very useful on more than one occasion since its introduction. 

The necessity for a new apparatus repair shop is so appar- 
ent that the City Council has recently set apart 8,000 feet of 
land at the junction of Albany and Bristol streets, on which 
to build anewand more commodious structure. This Board 
respectfully urges upon your honorable body the necessity 
of a building on this site as soon as possible, in view of the 
great saving to the city by the establishment of this shop. 


APPARATUS REPAIR SHOP. 


The following table shows the number of pieces of ap- 
paratus in use each year, during the last seven years, since 
the establishment of this Board, and the seven years preced- 
ing the same, together with the cost of repairs for each year. 
From these figures it will be seen that while the apparatus in 
actual use has more than doubled during the past seven 
years the cost of keeping the same in repair is 60 per cent.

HorsgEs. 


The number of horses in the department is 146, and, with 
few exceptions, they are in good condition. <A hospital for 
sick horses is in Hose No. 7’s house, where they are attended 
by George W. Stimpson, a member of the department, who is 
an excellent veterinary surgeon, and to whom, under the 
Chief, is confided the inspection and care of the horses of 
the department. During the year 1 horse has died, 4 have 
been exchanged, and 14 purchased. 

In addition to the above there stands to the credit of the 
department one horse exchanged in part payment for a new 
horse, which, failing to give satisfaction, was returned to the 
owner. 


WATER AND HYDRANTS. 


During the past year additional hydrants have been added, 
viz., Lowry, 16; Post, 54; Boston, 26; and Boston Lowry, 
64, making a total of hydrants for supplying water in case of 
fire 4,834. In addition to these hydrants there are 216 fire 
reservoirs located in different sections of the city, capable of 
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holding from 300 to 500 hogsheads of water. In its last 
report this Board called the attention of the City Council to 
the large tax charged by the water department for each 
hydrant and reservoir located in the city, viz., $30 per 
hydrant and reservoir. This tax had increased from $59,730 
in 1872 to $128,940 in 1880, —an amount altogther out of 
proportion to the cost of the water used or the price paid by 
private consumers. <A special committee was appointed by 
the City Council to look into the matter, and the result was 
that the Water Department has reduced its tax from $30 to 
$20 per hydrant and reservoir, making a total reduction in 
- the water-tax chargeable to the department of about $45,000. 
This Board contends that even this amount is not a sufficient 
reduction, and that, with the necessary increase of hydrants 
throughout the city, from year to year, the tax must be still 
further reduced at no distant day. If this department were 
~ taxed for the actual amount of water used at fires, at the rate 
of 2 cents per 100 gallons,—the rate paid by private in- 
dividuals, — $3,000 would be more than sufficient to pay the 
total cost. 


Frire—ALARM TELEGRAPH. 


Early in the year work was commenced at head-quarters 
in making improvements in the apparatus and arrangement 
of the battery and circuit wires. New and _ substantial 
structures were placed on the roof of the City Hall for the 
purpose of carrying the wires. These are of sufficient 
height to allow no wires belonging to other companies to 
pass above those of the fire-alarm department, and this has 
been accomplished in all the work of reconstruction during 
the year. 

The interior wires, leading to the operating room, have 
been renewed and run ina systematic way, by which each 
may be traced its entire length, and an entirely new arrange- 
ment of the batteries has been made, affording more room 
and better facilities for inspection and repairs. 

A supplementary local circuit has been established, by 
which alarms are indicated by vibrators placed in the sleep- 
ing apartments; giving. the signals to the employés occupy- 
ing them through the night at the same time that they are 
recorded by the register in the operating room. ‘This is 
intended to cover the contingency of the operator on duty 
being suddenly incapacitated by illness from performing 
his part in giving the alarm to the public after it has been re- 
ceived. The old circuit call bells have been removed, and a 
new annunciator substituted for them, by which any call or 
alarm can be more quickly or certainly located than before, 
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removing all chance for delay in adjusting the apparatus 
which previously existed. 

A new eighteen-pen, ink-marking register has been sub- 
stituted for the old ten-pen one, which had been in use for so 
many years, and the office has been equipped with new appa- 
ratus throughout, wath the exception of the striking-machine 
and switch-board. It is intended to provide a glass case for 
the striking-machine, the better to exclude dust and moist- 
ure, and a new Saath Wasevel of enlarged dimensions and 
more modern design. A set of galvanometers, of uniform 
design and resistance, have been placed in an isolated position 
to remove them from local influence, and a full set of relays 
and keys has been obtained to replace the old instruments. 
All the new work in the office has been-done on the basis of 
eighteen circuits, giving a surplus of four circuits for future 
need. 

Renewal and reconstruction of the circuits have been carried 
on through the year, and in all cases where new work has 
been done substantial structures have been erected of suff- 
cient height to carry the wires above all others, obviating to 
a great extent the troubles from grounds and crosses which 
prevailed at the commencement of the year. 

The wires have been renewed running south from the 
City Hall to the bridges, forming a part of the South Boston 
and Dorchester circuits, and these with the dial circuit are 
new through the “ Burnt District.” | 

The south-west and north-west circuits have been placed 
on new structures for a short distance. 

The south-east is rebuilt on the left side to East street. 

New wires have been run from the City Hall to Charles- 
town and East Boston for the alarm and dial circuits, also 
the wires for the new circuit which is being built in East Bos- 
ton the present season. The north-east circuit is now being 
reconstructed throughout. 

The two Roxbury circuits have been partially rebuilt, the 
east as far as Common street on its right side, and on’ the 
Jeft to the house of Engine 24, and the west to Common 
street on the left, and Tremont Temple on the right. Over 
40 miles of new wire have been laid during the year. 

A new séven-wired cable has been laid across the Chelsea- 
bridge draw, and an old one taken from Mt. Washington ave. 
bridge was laid at the Meridian-st. bridge draw for the East 
Boston alarm and dial circuits.

The telephone company has kindly allowed this depart- 
ment to lay wires on its structures wherever erected in the 
city. The keyless door is now on trial in connection with 
our fire-alarm boxes, and so far has given satisfaction. In 
Chicago, where this door is used very extensively, it has 
proved a success. It saves time in hunting up keys, and 
facilitates the giving of an alarm, for it can be opened by any 
person by simply turning a handle. The problem of how to 
carry on telegraph and telephone business, which is continu- 
ally increasing, without the aid of the unsightly poles that 
disfigure our streets, is occupying the attention of persons 
interested in electric science. Several plans are presented 
to the public, but they are practically the overground and 
underground plan; but no plan yet has been put to such 
practical test as to justify this Board in recommending its 
adoption at present. 

In the matter of giving an alarm of fire, when the delay of 
minutes or a failure might involve the destruction of millions, 
it would be unwise to give up that which is known to be 
safe and economical, under ordinary circumstances, for a sys- 
tem which has never been applied to the fire-alarm telegraph, 
until at least a series of experiments are made, and its prac- 
ticability absolutely tested. 

The Board has under consideration this matter through an 
order from the Board of Aldermen. The cost of the pro- 
posed change, if deemed advisable, will involve a large expen- 
diture, which might be lessened if done in connection with 
telegraph or telephone companies. If any organized com- 
pany hereafter obtain permission to lay wires “underground 
or by an overground system, the city should exact for the 
privilege the right to lay its wires without fee, or for a small 
sum. Several companies are on the eve of organization, and 
will ask permission to lay their patent appliances either 
under or over and along the streets of the city for the pur- 
pose of carrying telegraph and telephone wires, and _ this 
right of free transit should be secured to the city as one of 
the conditions of granting any license to parties who apply. 

The burning of the upper portion of the City Hall, in which 
is located the fire-alarm office, is one of the possibilities, and 
there is no structure in this city in which fire can so rapidly 
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travel as in this upper section of the hall. To meet this pos- 
sible danger batteries of from 60 to 90 cups each have 
been placed in East Boston, Burnt District, and South Bos- 
ton, everything being in readiness so that the alarm can be 
given in the houses on the tappers. It is intended to extend 
this system to the South End, Roxbury, and Dorchester Dis-. 
tricts. In the opinion of the Board the present location of 
the fire-alarm office is a very dangerous one, and some iso- 
lated building should be selected in which to locate this 
branch of the fire service, where it will be less liable to ex- 
posure in case of fire, for upon it depends the prompt and 
efficient work of our whole department; when it ceases to 
work the department becomes paralyzed. 

Appended is a comparative statement of ‘the cost of main- 
taining the fire-alarm telegraph for the past seven years, 
since the establishment of the Board of Fire Commissioners, 
and for the seven years preceding, together with the number 
of fire-alarm boxes established each year, and the miles of 
wire maintained.

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The largest loss by any one fire was that in the clothing 
establishment of Messrs. Whitten, Burdett & Young and 
others, $470,125, on the morning of May 6, 1880. This 
loss is more than one-third of the loss for the whole year,

It will be seen by the first table that the aggregate 
losses on buildings are sixty per cent. less than on the con- 
tents of the same, and that while the building loss may be 
very small, as in the case of Messrs. Whitten, Burdett & 
Young, the loss on that which the building contains may be 
very great. 

The building laws in operation for the past eight years, 
and the appointment of competent inspectors to enforce the 
same, are a great improvement on former systems, on what 
might be termed “the build-as-you-please” style of com- 
bustible architecture. By this method many blocks of houses 
in the dwelling localities of the city have been constructed, 
and in such a manner as to insure communication by fire 
from one dwelling to another in the shortest space of time. 
If the architects and builders who constructed these blocks 
designedly erected them for the purpose of rapid destruction 
by fire, they could not have succeeded better, for while they 
have provided hollow spaces behind furrings and floors and 
under roofs, by which fire can travel from basement to attic, 
and thence, by the concealed spaces in the roof, from house to 
house in a block, they have admirably protected the fire 
from the water of the steam fire-engine. And this style of 
building is by no means confined to the poorer or middling 
class of houses in the city. It is to be found in Beacon 
street equally with the wooden blocks in East or South 
Boston. On the night of Oct. 22, 1880, a fire occurred 
in the basement kitchen of No. 188 Beacon street, and 
though a large amount of money was spent packing the 
space between the floor and the under ceiling of each story, 
yet fire worked its way behind the furring in the wall and up 
to the attic. If one story were cut off from another behind 
the furring, by the application of a little brick and mortar 
or lathing, and at small expense, the damage would have 
been nominal instead of $6,421. 

Since the great fire in 1872 all the buildings in the burnt 
district have been built, and though they have not all the defects 
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mentioned, they have others that are equally disastrous in 
case of fire, and which are beyond the reach of building laws, 
but which owners and architects can remedy, if they will, 
and at very little cost. The bulk of our fire’ loss is in the 
business section of the city, and is occasioned by defects in 
the internal construction of the buildings, by which fire and 
smoke can communicate from the first to the sixth story 
through every floor, and *occasion a loss of hundreds of 
thousands on the contents, though the loss on the building 
itself may be very small. In many of the large buildings in the 
“burnt district” there are.as many kinds of business car- 
ried on as there are stories in the building, each story being 
under the control of a different occupant. These floors, © 
instead of being separated from each other as much as pos- 
sible, are usually connected by elevator shafts, without 
automatic hatches or other appliances to cut off communica- 
tion, and by wooden stairways and glass doors and windows 
at the head of each stairway, all excellent conductors of flame 
and smoke, and calculated to produce the largest amount of 
loss in case of fire. <A little additional expense, the use of 
a little more sheet-tin around elevators and doors,—the 
expense a mere trifle, — would save thousands yearly in this 
city and State. The estimated losses by fire in the whole 
State during the past year aggregate $4,454,221, and one 
quarter of the above loss occurred in this city. In no other 
part of the civilized, world is so much of the capital of 
the country destroyed through fire as in the United States, 
the amount averaging each year $75,000,000; and all this, 
notwithstanding the fact that in no countries are its large 
cities so well supplied with fire apparatus, men, and water- 
hydrants, to fight fire, as in the United States. If Boston, 
New York, or ‘Chicago, had only the facilities which the large 
cities of London or Paris have to combat fire, the loss here 

would be enormous. The difference in loss is due to the 
methods of building in vogue here and in European cities. 

Carelessness in construction, carelessness i in the supervision 
of goods stored in buildings, and over-insurance, are the 
fruitful seeds of large as aeration? 

Of the whole number of fires during the year in this State 40 
per cent. are reported as incendiary or unknown. ‘This city 
during the past year has been visited by many serious incen- 
diary fires, especially in lumber-yards, and all efforts to de- 
tect the perpetrators have thus far proved unavailing. Many of 
these fires have been discovered in season, and before much 
damage was done, the places selected being stores in “ the 
burnt district.” Broken panes in basement windows, in our 
large warehouses, afford ample facilities for the incendiary to 
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perform his work; and owners or occupants should see that 
these basement windows are in good condition, especially 
during the night. If every fire in this city could be investi- 
gated by some person authorized to act, and empowered to 
send for persons and papers, and take evidence in the nature 
of a fire inquest when necessary; if the result of those in- 
quests was published, and the origin, cause, and course of 
each fire given to the public, theofficial exposure of these 
faulty methods of construction, which make fires so disastrous, 
would bring about a reform in the building of warehouses, 
dwellings, etc., in the city, more effectually than even the 
building laws, because it would tend to remedy through 
public opinion that which the building laws cannot reach. 
Last year the City Council petitioned for authority to create 
the office of Fire Marshal, whose duty it should be to make 
investigation as to the origin of all fires in this city ; but the 
act failed, principally because of a disagreement between the 
representatives of the insurance companies and the city as to 
how this officer should be paid, whether by the city or the 
insurance companies. A more expeditious method than the 
roundabout way now prescribed by statute for a fire inquest 
is necessary. 

Appended are given the losses and insurances on property, 
with the number of fire alarms since the year 1829, covering 
a period:of fifty-one years. In this connection it is proper 
to state that the only correct report of the losses by fire in 
the subjoined table is that given since the establishment of the 
Board of Fire Commissioners. ‘The reports of losses preced- 
ing the years 1873-4 are but approximate, and fall far short 
of the actual loss sustained. In many cases of fire, where 
second and third alarms were given, no return of loss appears 
in the reports, and few losses under the head of still alarms. 
Since the establishment of this Commission the loss by every 
fire, with the insurance on the same, is obtained as accurately 
as possible. The department responded to a larger number 
of fires during the past year than any preceding year, the 
number being 731. 

The difference between the losses and the amount of 
insurance on property during the past seven years as com- 
pared with the preceding years is noticeable; in nearly all 
cases the insurance reported Coe less than the amount of 
property destroyed.

PENSIONS OF DISABLED FIREMEN. 


This Board would again call the attention of the City 
Council to the necessity for setting apart some amount to help 
pension disabled and aged firemen. Last year the Legislature 
passed an act enabling the city to pension disabled firemen, 
or the widows and children of men killed in the discharge of 
their duty. The Mayor and Board of Fire Commissioners 
have also been made a body corporate to receive moneys, etc., 
in trust, for the purpose of aiding firemen or their families re- 
ceiving assistance. This corporation has already entrusted 
to it the sum of $17,958, of which $16,000 are invested in 
bonds of the City of Boston. During the past year the sum 
of $3,482.27 has been distributed among our sick firemen tem- 
porarily incapacitated from performing duty. This money 
has been principally obtained from the proceeds of the Fire- 
men’s Annual Ball, though several generous donations have 
been received ; among them, $500 each from Messrs. Whitten, 
Burdett & Young, the Misses Wigglesworth, and the firm of 
Nash, Spaulding & Co. 


POLICE. 


At all our large fires the police are invaluable in aiding 
this department by their promptness and efficiency in keeping 
the streets clear in the vicinity of fires, and thus enabling the 
Fire Department to work without obstruction. 


PROTECTIVE DEPARTMENT. 


The protective department is a valuable and indispensable 
corps of men, and a necessary adjunct to all fire departments, 
especially in large cities. Their prompt work saves much 
valuable property from destruction by water. They are paid 
by the insurance companies. ‘

A constant watch is kept at the head-quarters, City Hall, 
night and day, by the operators. Each operator has assigned 
to him certain hours of duty, during which time he is respon- 
sible for the correct working of the apparatus in giving alarms, 
and all testing of the circuits and other details pertaining to 
the service. An automatic arrangement is connected with 
the receiving apparatus, by which assistance may be called 
from the sleeping apartments, if at any time the eperator 
should be suddenly incapacitated by illness from performing 
his duties. No operator is permitted to sleep during his 
watch, unless expressly relieved by some-one else, and by 
consent of the Superintendent. 

Each operator is accountable to the Superintendent for 
any mistakes that may occur at the office during his hours of 

+ duty. 

An accurate account is kept of the time of giving each 
alarm, and of the station from which it originates, and all 
other necessary information. 
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The following notice is printed with the numbers of the 
boxes and circulated among the citizens, for the purpose of 
instructing them as to the manner of giving alarms and cau- 
tioning holders of signal keys in regard to the use of such 
keys. - 

The fact that an alarm-box is located near their residence, 
and where the key is kept, should be known to all persons, 
both male and female, and the simple manner of giving an 
alarm in case of fire should be a matter of common education. 
The Board of Fire Commissioners recommend to all persons 
who may see this notice, that they make the necessary inqui- 
ries to enable them, in case of need, either to get the key 
and give the alarm, or direct others to do so. Tvme saved 
in this way may sometimes prevent a conflagration. 

In case of fire, follow these 


DIRECTIONS. 


Get the key to the nearest box to the fire. 

Open the box — pull the hook all the way down once, and 
let go. 

Wait one full minute for the sound of the bells. 

If you hear no sound pull again, and a third time if you 
get no sound. 

If you fail the third time, go to the next nearest box and 
do the same there; but do not touch any other box if the 
nearest one gives the alarm. 

After giving the alarm, remain a while, if possible, by the 
box, so as to direct the firemen to the fire. 


CAUTIONS TO PErRsons Houpine SIGNAL Keys. 


1. Never open the box or touch the apparatus except in 
case of fire. 

2. Never sound the alarm for fire seen at a distance. 

_ 38. Be reasonably sure that there is a fire before sounding 
the alarm. 

4. Be sure your box is locked before leaving it. 

5. Never let the key go out of your possession, except 
to some responsible person to give an alarm of fire, and be 
sure the key is returned. 

6. If you remove from your house or place of business, 
return the key to the Fire-Alarm Office without delay.

In cases where Hook and Ladder Companies only are 
wanted, signal to be given by striking ten blows once, with 
the No. of the Company struck twice, thus: H. & L. No. 1,

If more than one Hook & Ladder Company, the signal 
will be given thus: H. & L. Nos. 1 and 3, 10-1-1-3-38 ; H.

In case of second and third alarms the “tappers” in all 
the houses of the apparatus will be struck 2-2 twice when 
fire is out. ‘The order for this signal to be given by the 
officer in command, at the earliest possible moment.

SPECIAL REGULATIONS. 


Members of companies of the “Call Force” shall report 
at the houses of their respective companies, and remain there 
twenty minutes, whenever second or third alarms are sounded 
from boxes to which their companies would respond on the 
next succeeding alarm. 

Members of the several companies of the department, call 
as well as permanent, must remain in their respective dis- 
tricts when a fire is in progress in any other district, unless 
the apparatus to which they are attached is called thither. 
The necessity for this requirement must be evident in view 
_ of the possibility of two or more fires occurring at the same 
time in different parts of the city. 

There are 288 Signal Stations or Boxes, and the accom- 
panying “Running Card” shows the location of each Box, 
and also the companies responding to Ist, 2d, and 3d alarms 
from the several Boxes.

OF THE 


RECORD COMMISSIONERS. 


Ciry Hatui, April 28, 1881. 


The undersigned, the Record Commissioners of the City of 
Boston, beg leave to submit the following report of the work 
performed by them during the past two years, in accordance 
with the votes of the City Council. 

This work has been of two different kinds, — superintend- 
ing the copying of church records, to make good the deficien- 
cies in our town records, and printing such volumes of munic- 
ipal records as the City Council has, from time to time, 
directed. 

At the date of our last annual report, the fourth printed 
volume was nearly ready, and it was duly issued last summer. 
During the year, a fifth volume was printed, containing Mr. 
N. I. Bowditch’s * Gleaner” articles on Boston estates; and 
also a sixth volume, containing the Roxbury Land Records 
and the records of the First Church of Roxbury. A seventh 
volume is now in the printers’ hands, being a portion of the 
old town records of Boston, beginning with 1661, and thus 
continuing from the point at which our second report ended. 

The demand for the earlier reports has been unexpectedly 
large, and, as the first and second volumes were practically 
out of print, the City Council has instructed us to reprint 
and stereotype these two reports. The second volume is 
now in hand, and will be ready this summer. The seventh 
report, agreeably to pe hem also be stereotyped. 
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The material has been collected for a volume of early Boston 
statistics of births, deaths, and marriages, and it will be sent 
to press during the present financial year. ‘The appropriation 
will suffice for other volumes which will be hereafter ordered 
by the City Council. 

The financial statement of the cost of these volumes is as 
follows : —

In regard to these, it should be said that the fourth volume 
was, by order of the City Council, made to cost one thou- 
sand dollars, including the cost of preparing copy, etc. The 
appropriation for 1880-1 was $3,500 for printing, binding, 
etc. Of this amount, the fifth and sixth reports have cost 
$1,252.40, leaving an unexpended balance of $2,247.60, 
which remained in the credit of the general appropriation for 
printing. The cost of reprinting and stereotyping the first 
and second reports will be charged against this sum in real- 
ity, and probably the third volume can also be stereotyped 
this year. The appropriation for printing this year is also 
$3,500, and will be ample for all the volumes that can be 
properly prepared within the time. 

The other work of the Commissioners has been in superin- 
tending the copying of the records of the old churches of 
Boston, the transcripts being deposited in the office of the 
City Registrar, for public use. This work has now been 
pursued for two (financial) years, with the following results : 

Volumes have been prepared containing — 

1. The First Church Records. Baptisms, from 1630 to 
1847. This is bound in one volume, with a separate index. 

2. The Second Church Records, 1650 to 1740. This is 
in one volume, consisting of the printed leaves from Rob- 
bins’ History, carefully revised item by item. It is alpha- 
betically arranged, and contains baptisms and admissions. 

3. do. do. 1741 to 1816. Baptisms and admissions. 

4. The First Baptist Church Records, from 1665 to 1879. 
Admission, marriages, and deaths. This volume is arranged 
alphabetically, as the original from which it was copied is in 
that form. 

5. The Old South Church Records, from 1669 to 1875. 
Baptisms one volume, with a separate index. 
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6. Brattle-street Church Records, 1699 to 1805. Bap- 
tisms, with index. 

7. do. do. 1700 to 1803. Admissions and marriages, 
with index. 

8. King’s Chapel Records, 1703 to 1824. Baptisms, with 
index. 

9. do. do. 1714 to 1844. Burials, with index. 

10. do. do. marriages (in progress ). 

11. The New North Church Records, from 1714 to 1800, 
the original of which, as the society has become extinct, is 
now deposited with the City Clerk. An alphabetical tran- 
script, made by the late Thomas B. Wyman, Jr., was given 
to the Commissioners, and this having been carefully com- 
pared with the original, is now placed with the City Registrar. 
The revision cost less than an index would have done. 

12. New Brick Church Records, 1722 to 1776. Admissions 
and baptisms, with an index. 

13. New South Church Records, 1719 to 1812. Baptisms 
and index. 

14. do. do. marriages (in progress ). 

15. Christ Church Records, 1723 to 1851. These have 
been copied in two volumes, each with an index appended. 
The first book contains baptisms, the second, marriages and 
deaths. 

16. Hollis-street Church Records, 1732 to 1847. Baptisms, 
marriages, deaths, and admissions, with an index in another 
volume. 

17. New North Church Records, 1815 to 1863. Baptisms, 
marriages and deaths, two volumes with indices appended. 

We have also had prepared — | 

18. Index to the volume of the First Universalist Church 
(Rev. Paul Dean’s) from 1813 to 1840, the original of which 
is now held by the city. 

19. Index to the volume of marriages by Rev. F. T. Gray, 
of Bulfinch-street Church, 1835 to 1846; the original belong- 
ing to the city. 

20. Index to the Records of the Twelfth Congregational 
Church, 1825 to 1861. Baptisms, marriages, and deaths ; 
the original belonging to the city. 


Much of the work has been indexing, —a most important 
part, which makes but a small show for the labor bestowed 
upon it. Every reasonable, care has been taken to obtain 
accurate copies; but, of course, these transcripts cannot be 
held to be as authoritative as the originals until revised by 
acknowledged experts. This would be a costly undertaking, 
and may well be postponed for our successors to perform. 
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The appropriations for this work have been, in 1879-80, 
$3,000; in 1880-81, $3,000, with $1,500 additional for mak- 
ing copies of the printed volumes for the printers. The 
expenses have been : —

In conclusion, the Commissioners venture to express the 
belief that both branches of their work have been approved 
by the public. The demand for the printed volumes is in- 
creasing, and the transcripts in the City Registrar’s office are 
daily examined by many persons. The work could be better 
done if a suitable room could be spared for the department, 
which, for the past year, has had to borrow space wherever 
obtainable. These difficulties, however, have only caused 
delay, but not increased the cost of the work, and are not to 
be remedied until the city has other buildings for occupancy. 

The appropriations for the next financial year are the same 
as for the present, and will enable us to do, at least, an equal 
~ amount of work.

The Joint Special Committee who were instructed to ex- 
amine and report the reasons for a second appropriation in 
excess of the original appropriation for building the addition 
to the Marcella-street Home, having attended to that duty, 
beg leave to submit the following 


REPORT. 


The Committee had before them, at their meeting, the Di- 
rectors for Public Institutions and the City Architect, and re- 
ceived from them full explanations regarding the work and 
the manner in which the money has been expended. They 
also visited the Home, in company with the Directors and 
City Architect, and made a thorough and detailed examina- 
tion of the new building. 

The original appropriation for enlarging the Marcella- 
- street Home was made May 3, 1879, and amounted to 
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$68,500, which included the sum of $3,500 for furniture. 
As the work progressed the original appropriation was found 
to be insufficient, and it was supplemented, March 30, 1880, 
by an additional appropriation of $17,000, and the Directors’ 
request for a still further sum of $11,000 is now before the 
City Council. | | 

The causes or reasons for this state of affairs, the Com- 
mittee, from the information they have received, believe to 
be, briefly, as follows: 

The plan upon which the estimate of $65,000 was based, 
as the cost of the proposed enlargement of the Home, con- 
templated a new building, costing $40,000, to accommodate 
one hundred girls and an addition to the old building, cost- 
ing $25,000, to accommodate seventy-five boys; but, after 
the appropriation was made, this project was abandoned, and 
it was decided to build one large addition, of increased area 
and greater height, that should afford the additional accom- 
modations the Directors desired to obtain. This change of 
purpose would, of course, necessitate a radical change in the 
design. It appears, however, that up to this time no cém- 
plete plans for the improvement had been made; but, under 
the belief that the work could be done within the appropria- 
tion, the building was commenced, plans being made and 
contracts entered into, from time to time, for different portions 
of the work. 

About the time that work was commenced the prices of 
labor and building materials began to rise, and the upward 
tendency has generally continued during its progress, so that 
the city has been contending with an advancing market, and 
in almost every instance bids for work were in excess of the 
estimates. 

There were also important changes made in the plans, 
from time to time, as the work progressed, which generally 
occasioned increased expense. 

As a natural result the appropriations have been over-run, 
the building is still uncompleted, a number of bills remain 
unpaid and these, with various incidentals that require atten- 
. tion, will necessitate the additional appropriation of $11,000, 
which is asked for. In summing up the reasons that oc- 
casioned the increased cost of this improvement the Com- 
mittee find : — 

First. —'The appropriation for the building was made and 
work commenced before the plans were fully developed. 

Second. — Estimates and contracts. were made upon a 
rapidly advancing market. 

Third. — Changes in the plans were made as the work 
progressed. : 
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The committee are satisfied, from their examination of the 
building, that the work has been well and faithfully done. 
There appears to have been no extravagance or useless ex- 
penditure of money, and the city has, in their judgment, 
received the full value of the money that has been expended. 

A mistake undoubtedly was made in entering upon a work 
so extensive before the plans were fully matured, for other- 
wise a material saving in expense might have been effected 
in letting out the entire work at once, instead of piecemeal, 
thereby anticipating, in a measure, the advance in prices. The 
changes that have been made in the plans, although adding 
to the cost, have been judicious, and no one questions their 
advantage to the institution. They could not, of course, be 
foreseen, as they were developed and their desirability became 
apparent during the progress of the work. It was impos- 
sible to calculate upon the advance in prices, and to this fact 
is attributable, in a great measure, the seeming errors in the 
preparation of estimates. 

In conclusion, the committee would say that, in their 
opinion, it is decidedly impolitic for any department to begin 
a work of such magnitude as the one in question until the 
plans and specifications are fully matured. When these are 
complete, contracts for the entire work can be made at one 
time, and the necessity for changes and alterations is not so 
likely to occur. ‘The latter course, the committee under- 
stand, is pursued in the public building department, and it 
should be adopted by all departments of the city. Your 
committee consider this matter of sufficient importance to 
be regulated by ordinance, and to that end respectfully 
recommend the passage of the following order.

Adding the profit resulting from the labor of prisoners 
employed in the stone-cutting department, the actual cost 
in 1879-80 is reduced to $1.99 per week, and the actual cost 
in 1880-81 to $1.96 per week. This comparison will be in- 
cluded in the House of Industry income and expenditures 
account in the next Annual Report. 
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The preceding financial statement shows an increase of 
expenditures compared with the previous year of $37,764.- 
92, and in the actual cost of $35,414.40. There has been a 
decrease in expenditure for the House of Industry, House of 
Correction, Lunatic Hospital, and Charlestown Almshouse 
ageregating $14,156.44, and an increase in that for Marcella 
Street Home, Austin Farm, Steamboat, Office Expenses, and 
Pauper Expenses aggregating $51,921.36, of which amount 
$42,859.91—more than four-fifths of the entire amount—has 
been on account of the pauper expenses. The great in- 
crease of expenditure in this account is owing to very large 
additions in the number of city cases in the institutions of 
the State—particularly in the Lunatic Hospitals—for whose 
support the city is liable. This resulted from the recent 
decision of the Supreme Court upon a question regarding 
the construction of the Settlement Law of 1879 in relation 
to the legal settlement of married women. Under the de- 
cision of the Court the city has been obliged to pay from 
the appropriation for pauper expenses a bill amounting to 
$24,257.63, for the maintenance of additional cases sup- 
ported from May 22, 1879, the date the law went into effect, 
to December 31, 1880. The number of insane patients added 
to the city list in consequence of this decision was 99, 
and the number of these remaining in the various 
hospitals on the first day of April was 75. 


The average number of inmates in the institutions under 
the charge of the Board has been 2,263, against 2,480 in 
the previous year, a decrease of 217. 

This number does not include the number of city insane 
patients in the State Lunatic Hospitals, which on the first 
day of April numbered 525. 


Full and interesting details of the present condition of the 
several institutions are contained in the reports of the super- 
intendents, which are appended to this report. The task 
of reviewing the year is, in consequence of these reports, 
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greatly lightened. They embrace a history ofthe year’s work, 
and are so complete as to render any extended comment un- 
necessary. The attention of the members of the City Coun- 
cil is respectfully invited to these reports. The year has 
been marked by no event which may be regarded as unusual 
or unexpected; and the changes which have occurred are 
only such as are incident to the round of institution life. 
The general health of the inmates has been good, and 
although at times there have been indications of the appear- 
ance of unusual or epidemic disease, the prompt measures 
employed to check its progress have been uniformly suc- 
cessful. 


The following table shows the average number of inmates, 
the aggregate expenditure for the institutions in which they 
have been supported, and the average expenditure for each

DEER ISLAND. 


The average number of inmates during the year has been | 
1,264, or 124 less than during the previous year. There 
have been 76 less in the House of Industry, 65 less in the 
Truant School, and 22 less in the House of Reformation. 
In the Alms-house department there have been 389 more. 
The decrease in the number in the Truant School is owing 
to the fact that in July last the Supreme Court pronounced 
the ordinance under which the truants had been sentenced 
to be illegal. In consequence of this decision the Board at 
once liberated all those for whom application was made, and 
the number thus discharged was 103. The City Council 
adopted a new ordinance, and the number in the Truant 
School is gradually increasing. 

As the natural result of this decrease in the number of 
the inmates to be supported, there has been a proportionate 
decrease in the expenditure on account of the Deer Island 
institutions. The amount of this reduction has been 
$11,615.69. The average expenditure for each inmate has 
been $2.23 per week, an increase of 4 cents per week com- 
pared with the previous year; but by adding the profit 
resulting from the labor of the prisoners employed in | 
the stone-yard to the regular income of the institution, 
the actual cost is reduced to $1.96 for each inmate per 
week. 


The stone-cutting business has been carried on during 
the year. The value of the stock on hand at the commence- 
ment of the year was $6,178.66, and the expenditure for

labor and stock has been $9,998.97. The income actually 
paid in amounts to $12,079.40. The finished stock is 
sold to the city for use in the street and sewer departments. 
Owing to the fact that the street department appropriaticn 
became exhausted before the close of the year, it has been 
impossible to collect all the amount due for stone delivered 
during the year. Adding to the amount actually paid in 
the value of the stone delivered and that of the finished stone 
on hand, showing the amount of the year’s work, aggregat- 
ing, less the cost of freighting stock now on hand to the city, 
$9,222.68, we have a total credit to this department of $21,- 
302.08, showing a profit on the year’s business of $5,124.45, 
an increase over the previous year of $2,102.64. 

The school examination on the 27th of April was 
attended by members of the Board, Superintendent Seaver 
of the Boston public schools, and others, and proved to be 
very satisfactory The Committee on Schools make the 
following full report of the condition of the schools, both 
at Deer Island and Marcella Street Home. 


REpPorT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


The Committee on Schools in accordance with the Rules 
of the Board would hereby respectfully report. 

That though during the past year many circumstances have 
occurred to interfere with and interrupt temporarily the 
schools both at Marcella Street and Deer Island, the Com- 
mittee at the annual examinations of these schools, which 
have been attended during the present month, find them in 
a condition worthy of commendation. 


MARCELLA STREET SCHOOLS. 


The examination of the schools at Marcella Street Home 
took place on the afternoon of the 14th inst.— 


The schools are here divided into four classes, called 
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Grammar, Intermediate, and first and second Primary, 
comprising 55, 57, 59 and 60 pupils respectively. A)bout 
three hours were devoted to an inspection of these classes. All 
did well, and especial praise is due to the first and fourth 
divisions under the charge of Mr. Kelley and Miss Paul. The 
recitations in Physiology and the Constitution of the United 
States were a novel and very interesting feature of the ex- 
amination of the first class. When it is stated that but one 
teacher is now in service at Marcella Street who was there 
a year ago, that frequent changes have been necessary, and 
insufficient accommodations afforded, the past year’s work 
cannot be considered other than satisfactory. Mr. Leander 
Hatch, head teacher a year ago, died at the institution 
August 3d last, and his loss is still deeply mourned both by 
officers and pupils. He served as officer or teacher in the 
institutions for about eight years, and was an. upright, con- 
scientious and faithful official. The classes have been all 
transferred to commodious and pleasant school-rooms in_ the 
new building. 

Two of the school-rooms which are now occupied, and two . 
others which must very soon he occupied, are, however, 
very deficient in ventilation. In these four rooms the 
ventilation shafts have been completely closed, as it was 
found necessary to utilize them for flues connected with the 
steam-heating apparatus, otherwise the latter would have 
been a failure. Immediate action should be taken to pro- 
vide other means of ventilation at whatever cost, as foul air 
is a most fruitful source of disease, often of a most alarming 
nature. The Committee earnestly recommend this matter 
to the serious consideration of the next Board. 


DrEER ISLAND SCHOOLS. 


The schools at Deer Island have undergone some changes 
during the past year. In July last the Supreme Court de- 
cided that all the inmates of our truant school were illegally

committed, and accordingly all whose parents or guardians 
applied for them were immediately discharged. The number 
remaining was so inconsiderable that the truant school as 
a separate school was abandoned and the boys were placed 
in the reformatory department, where they now remain. 

The defect in the truant law was remedied early in the 
fall, and we now have 108 of this class, composed mostly of 
new commitments. 


Whether it would not be advisable to separate these tru- 
ants from the reformation boys at an early day is a subject 
deserving prompt consideration. 

The whole number of pupils in all the schools at the 
Island on Examination Day, which occurred on Wednesday 
last (April 27), was 317. This number includes 7 who 
were in the hospital and 10 in the printing department. 
The schools comprise five divisions as follows: first, sec- 
ond and third clases of reformation boys ( 206 in all), in- 
cluding the truants; one class of reformation girls (22), 
and one class of pauper and neglected girls (72). Though 
it cannot strictly be said that these schools were carefully 
examined, yet a half hour was spent with each class by the 
Committee, other members of the Board, and invited guests. 
Among the latter class were Mr. E. P. Seaver, Superinten- 
dent of the Boston public schools, and Mr. George B. Hyde, 
for more than a third of a century a most successful teacher. 
Both of these gentlemen assisted in the examination, and ex- 
pressed themselves both in the school-room and the chapel 
highly pleased with the proficiency displayed. Your Com- 
mittee heartily concurs in the compliment so well bestowed 
upon the children in the chapel by the President of the 
Board, when he stated that the examination excelled those of 
previous years. 

The classes in the male department are all rather large 
for a single teacher—but the numbers will soon be reduced 
by a considerable number of the boys going out to work on

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the farm. The girls, who are soon to be transferred to 
Marcella Street, will require a second teacher at an early 
date. 

The Committee on Schools cannot close their report with- 
out especially commending the whole juvenile department 
of our institutions to the watchful care and. earnest thought 
of every member of the Board. While among the adult 
population in our institutions, reformation to any consider- 
able extent may be almost hopeless, with these boys and girls 
of tender years much may be accomplished. 

Few of them, comparatively, have ever known what it is 
to have a good home. The institution at best supplies this 
defect in part only. We feed them, we clothe them, we 
school them, and in whatever degree the influence of 
those in whose charge they are placed approaches the 
parental influence, to such a degree are we supplying what 
is even better than knowledge. 

Let them be encouraged in every good trait, that their 
manly qualities may be developed. Let the discipline be no 
more severe than is necessary for good order and the founda- 
tion of good character. Let occasional entertainments be 
provided, sometimes by some of their own number and 
sometimes by others. Let those whose conduct is exem- 
plary be allowed extra privileges as a reward for themselves 
and an incentive to others, to the end that our work may be 
weil done, and these precious wards, whom the city places 
in our charge, may become upright and useful members of 
the community.

JOHN B. MARTIN. Schools. 
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The printing department has been continued in success- 
ful operation during the year. The receipts from the labor 
of the boys have amounted to $4,775.37, or $128.84 more 
than during the previous year. No other trade has been in- 
troduced. ‘The absence of suitable trades or industrial labor 
for the inmates of the House of Reformation is a source of 
regret to the Board of Directors. Could these boys be in- 
structed in some trade they would be better prepared to ob- 
tain suitable employment upon the expiration of their terms 
of sentence. The Directors have frequently referred to this 
subject in their Annual Reports, and are constantly watching 
for an opportunity to introduce some desirable branch of 
mechanical labor, but as yet no such opportunity has pre- 
sented itself. 


Nine boys who have been instructed in the printing de- 
partment at the Island are now employed in printing 
offices in the city, and have good positions. Of the number 
of boys who have received musical instruction in the House 
of Reformation band, three have enlisted as musicians in 
the navy at $30.00 per month, and four in the band of the 
5th U.S. Cavalry, at $18.00 per month. Several have se- 
cured good positions in bands inthe city, and twelve others 
are members of bands in other places. 


The agents for discharged male and female prisoners have 
continued their work as heretofore. The good results of 
their labors begin to appeer in the diminished number of 
commitments of those who have received assistance at their 
hands. ‘The usual number of persons have been the recip- 
ients of their attention. The agent for the male prisoners is 
employed under the direction of the Committee on Pardons 
to examine and record all applications for the discharge of 
persons before the expiration of sentence, and also to visit 
all children who have been placed in families, at least as often 
as once a year. Great care is also exercised in finding suit- 
able persons to take charge of children. The agent reports 
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that 87 per cent of the children who go to homes in the 
country do well. Nearly a thousand discharged prisoners 
of each sex have been assisted during the year by material 
aid, as seemed best adapted to their wants. 


AUSTIN FARM. 


At this institution the accommodations thus far have been 
umple and there is nothing of special importance to note. 
The average number of inmates has been 159, an increase 
of 22 over the previous year, and the actual cost has been 
$2.00 per week, or 35 cents per week more than last year. 

The farm has been successfully managed and has yielded 
an income of $1,724.06. A good crop of excellent ice was 
secured early in the winter, which is abundant for the sup- 
ply of this institution and the Marcella Street Home. 

A special appropriation of $4,000 has been granted by the 

‘ity Council for the purchase of additional live stock and 
contemplated improvements at the farm for the purpose of 
making it more serviceable as a source of income. 

The work of enlarging the barn and making the requisite 
changes to carry the plans into effect is already in progress. 
The number of cows has been increased by purchase from 
this appropriation, and one of the first results has been to 
enable us to supply the Lunatic Hospital and House of Cor- 
rection, as wellas the Marcella Street Home, with all the 
the milk required. When the improvement is completed 
the farm will be worked to better advantage, more additions 
will be made to the stock, and the income of the institution 
largely increased. 


MARCELLA STREET Home. 


At the date of the last Annual Report it was expected 
that the work on the new buildings, which had been in 
progress since August, 1879, would be completed during 
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the year 1880, but owing to unforeseen delays the work has 
been retarded, and at this date, although the buildings are 
practically completed, much yet remains to be done in the 
matter of finishing the grading of the grounds and preparing 
the building for its occupants. In consequence of the delay 
in securing the appropriations necessary to defray the ex- 
penses already incurred, the Board are prevented from 
sarrying into effect their plans for the removal of the pauper 
girls from Deer Island. The subject of the expenditures 
atteuding the erection of these buildings has lately been the 
subject of inquiry on the part of the City Council by a 
special committee. We are happy in the assurance that 
the inquiry had no ground for justification in fact. The 
extraordinary expenditure in excess of the amount of esti- 
mated cost was caused not so much by any alterations in the 
plans, as by greatly increased cost of building material and 
labor after the plans were adopted—an unlooked-for result 
wholly beyond the power of the Board to control. 

The average number of inmates for the year has been 218, 
or 4 less than last year, and the actual cost has been $2.30 
per week for each inmate, an increase of 15 cents per week 
compared with the previous year. 

The Annual Examination of the schools occurred on the 
14th of April, and a good degree of progress was observed. 


ALMSHOUSE, CHARLESTOWN DISTRICT. 


No special event has transpired at this place during the year. 
The recommendation of the Board for the discontinuance of 
this Almshouse, which was referred to at length in the last 
Annual Report, and which at that time was before the City 
Council, received no definite action during the year. The 
Committee on Public Institutions reported an order authoriz- 
ing the Directors to discontinue the institution and remove 
its inmates to Rainsford Island and Austin Farm; but sub-

sequently the subject was referred to the special committee 
on the treatment of the poor. This committee reported 
that the order for the discontinuance of the institution ought 
not to pass. The order reported by the committee was not 
adopted,and at the close of the municipal year the question re- 
mained undecided. Early in the present year the Board re- 
newed their recommendation, and asked for an expression 
of the intention of the City Council with reference to the 
further maintenance of the institution. In their communica- 
tion the Directors stated their unwillingness to continue the re- 
sponsibility of longer conducting the Almshouse unless a 
radical change should be made in the buildings, which, in 
their opinion, would be too expensive for the benefits to be 
derived. They also stated that should the City Council 
decide to maintain this institution they would prepare esti- 
mates of the amount required to place the buildings in a 
suitable condition for that purpose. The Committee on 
Institutions again reported an order for the discontinuance 
of the institution. This order was adopted by the Board 
of Aldermen, but was rejected by the Common Council. 

Interpreting this vote to be an expression on the part of the 
Council of its desire to continue the institution, the Board 
of Directors, though adhering to the opinions they had _pre- 
viously expressed regarding it, have now under consideration 
the subject of the alterations and repairs needed to place the 
building in proper condition, and will at an early date sub- 
mit an estimate of the appropriation which w ill be required 
for this purpose. 

The average number of inmates during the past year has 
been 34; some have been removed to Rasen Island and 
Austin Farm, and the number now remainingis 20. The 
actual cost of each inmate per week has been $2.70. 


Lunatic Hospiran. 


During the year a change has occurred in the management 
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of this institution. On the 31st of December last, Cleme rt 
A. Walker, M. D., in consequence of failing health, and the 
inability to longer continue the discharge of the duties of his 
‘ position, resigned the office of superintendent, which he had 
held for nearly thirty years. His resignation was accepted 
by the Board, with a resolution expressing the sympathy of 
the members with Dr. Walker in his illness, and the hope of 
his restoration to health and future usefulness. Theodore W. 
Fisher, M. D., was elected as his successor, and he entered 
upon his duties January 1, 1881. Dr. Fisher was assistant 
superintendent of the hospital for six years—from 1863 to 
1869— and for the last ten years had been the examiming 
physician at the office of the board. The vacancy in the 
office of examining physician caused by the election of Dr. 
Fisher, was filled by the appointment of George TF. Jelly, 
M. D., formerly superintendent of the McLean Asylum, who 
has performed the duties of that office since January 1, 1881. 

With the exception of this change in the management of 
the institution, there has been nothing of unusual importance 
during the year. The average number of inmates has been 
162—5 less than last-year; and the actual cost of each patient 
has been $4.84 per week, an increase of 20 cents compared 
with the previous year. 

The decision of the Supreme Court regarding the settle- 
ment law of 1879, referred to in the preface to this report, 
added seventy-five to the number of those remaining in the 
State Hospitals chargeable to the city, making the total 
number of city patients in the State hospitals on the Ist of 
April, 1881, 525, distributed as follows: — Danvers, 176; 
Taunton, 90; Worcester, 57; Northampton, 20; Asylum for 
chronic insane at Worcester, 157; Receptacle for the insane 
at Tewksbury, 25. The whole number of city patients under 
treatment during the year in the city and State Hospitals has 
been 949; or 59 more than last year. 


The total amount expended by the city for the 
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support of the insane in 1860 was $27,622.02; in 1870-1 
$64,441.48 ; this year it has increased to $150,602.71, while 
the number under treatment has increased from 265 in 1860, 
to 949 in 1880-1. 

In a recent communication to the Committee on Public 
Institutions with reference to the proposed location of the 
railroad across the land in Winthrop known as the Winthrop 
Farm, which had been purchased and held as the site of a 
proposed new Lunatic Hospital—the Board of Directors felt 
called upon to direct the attention of the Committee to the 
fact that the question of providing accommodation for the in- 
sane belonging to the city has assumed such proportion that 
its serious consideration cannot longer be postponed. The large 
increase In the number of these unfortunate wards of the city 
now in the State Hospitals has caused the State Board of Health, 
Lunacy aud Charity to agitate the question of the removal 
of a portion of the chronic insane to some of the institutions 
under the charge of this board. The Board of Directors 
have already received a lengthy communication from the 
Inspector of State Charities upon this important subject. 
There are, however, no institutions belonging to the city in 
which these patients can be provided, and the only alterna- 
tive, should a removal of any considerable number of these 
patients be determined upon by the state authorities, would 
be the erection of one or more buildings for this purpose. 
A limited number could probably be received at the Boston 
Lunatic Hospital, but the relief thus secured would be only 
temporary and entirely inadequate. The subject is one of 
great importance; it will not be set aside at our bidding, 
but demands and should receive the careful and deliberate 
consideration of the City Council. 


Hovusk oF CORRECTION. 


The Directors are gratified in being able to report an in- 
creased income from the labor of the prisoners over that of 
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the previous year. The expenditure has been but $945.16 
less than the year before, which, however, on account of a 
ereat reduction in the number of prisoners supported has 
increased the amount to $3.53 per week for each prisoner ; 
but notwithstanding this, the income has been increased to 
the amount of $4,167.65, which reduces the actual cost of 
each prisoner to $1.19 per week, or 4 cents less than the 
actual cost last year. Under the circumstances this result 
is highly creditable to the institution. Good work has been 
obtained at remunerative prices, and the steady increase of 
income encourages the hope that the institutions will at no 
distant day be again self sustaining. 

The average number of prisoners has been 426, or 67 less 
than last year, and 149 less than two years ago. 

The new laundry building has been completed and occu- 
pied during the year. It admirably serves the purpose for 
which it was erected, andis likewise « great improvement to 
the appearance of the institution. 

The late report of the Board of Prison Commissioners 
and the Legislative Committee on Prisons mention this insti- 
tution and the House of Industry in the most complimen- 
tary terms as being extremely well managed. 

In submitting this final report and retiring from the service 
of the city in connection with the department of Public 
Institutions, I deem it but fitting to express my sense of 
obligation to the superintendents of the several institutions 
for the faithfulness which they have manifested in the per- 
formance of every duty, for the high standard of discipline 
maintained in all of the institutions, and for their cordial 
support. 

The institutions of the city have ever been regarded with 
just pride by the citizens, and have been the models after 
which other municipalities have reared, it may be more 
elaborate and costly institutions, but none that have more 
fully and creditably fulfilled the mission for which they have 
been established.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF DEER ISLAND AND 
RAINSFORD ISLAND INSTITUTIONS. 


To THE Boarp or Drrecrors FOR PuBuic INSTITUTIONS. 


Gentlemen,—The report of the Deer Island and Rains- 
ford Island institutions, forthe year ending April 30, 1881, 
comprising the House of Industry for male and female prison- 
ers, House of Reformation for boys and girls, female 
pauper hospital, pauper girls’ school and nursery on Deer 
Island, and Almshouse for adult male paupers on Rainsford 
Island, is respectfully submitted as follows : 

There has been a slight increase in the average number of 
male paupers on Rainsford Island, though the number has 
been less than before the introduction of stone work. 

The buildings on Rainsford Island are in good condition. 
The accomodations are ample for the present, unless it be at 
the hospital building, which at times has too many inmates 
for health. With any considerable increase a new hospital 
would be required. 

All of the able-bodied inmates were employed in the stone 
yard during the winter months, that could be spared from 
other work. In the warm months there are not more than 
enough able-bodied men to perform the necessary work about 
the premises. 

The Chaplain of Deer Island makes weekly visits to Rains- 
ford Island. The Catholic priest also makes weekly visits 
to that institution. There is an excellent chapel in the main 
building, in which religious services are held. 

The female pauper hospital on Deer Island has been full 
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of inmates during the greater part of the year. They are 
nearly all old chronic cases of sickness that require much 
care and attention from the physician and nurses. The 
quarters are very pleasant, and the patients have been made 
comfortable. 

It was supposed a year ago that the pauper girls. would be 
removed to Marcella Street Home before this time, but 
through unforeseen circumstances they still remain on Deer 
Island. Until within two months the school has not been full, 
but at this time every seat in the school-room is_ occupied. 
There are several girls inthe nursery old enough to attend 
school if there was room enough in the pauper school for 
them. There is but one school-room, and it is impossible 
for one teacher to do full justice to a school with so many 
pupils, who differ so much inage and intellect. This diffi- 
culty will be remedied at Marcella Street Home, with more 
school-rooms to classify the girls. The teacher and matron 
have been zealous and faithful in the discharge of their duties. 


There has been an increase in the average number of 
nursery inmates. Diphtheria was brought to the nursery 
last fall by a new arrival from the city. By the prompt action 
of the physicians, the dreaded disease was prevented from 
spreading to a great extent, and soon succumbed. Measles 
of a mild type were brought to the nursery in the same way, 
and many of the children had them. The removal of the 
printing office to the new brick extension, gave us additional 
nursery accommodations, by appropriating the rooms vacated 
by the printing department. 

The average number of inmates in the Girls’ Reformation 
School has been twenty-two, with accommodations for double 
that number, which would involve but little additional cost, 
the teacher and matron being competent fora larger field of 
labor than now called upon to perform.: As in former years, 
the girls are given a good common school education, and in 
addition are taught the various useful branches of house work, 
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to fit them for such station in life as they are liable to fill. 
Good health has prevailed. One death has occurred. The 
progress made in studies has been satisfactory. 

The number of inmates in the House of Reformation for 
Boys continues small—the number of discharges therefrom 
being about the same as the commitments thereto. The 
schools of this department have had the services of competent 
and interested teachers, and the result of the year’s school 
work is satisfactory. While the discipline has been kept 
fully up to a high standard, there has been more effort on 
the part of teachers and officers to study the peculiarities and 
character of the boys, and the discipline has been maintained 
without harshness or severity. 

According to the custom of past years, the larger Ref- 
ormation boys worked on the farm from May Ist to Nov. 
Ist, when they again resumed studies with hardened muscles, 
good health and renewed energy. 


The printing office has been removed from the laundry 
building to more spacious quarters on the second story ot 
the new brick extension. This industry is not only a source 
of income to the city, but teaches the boys a good trade, 
and those who have graduated therefrom are now doing well. 
Mr. Gilkie, who was employedas instructor When the work was 
commenced, continued in office until last February, when he 
resigned. Mr. Packard was appointed as instructer to fill 
the vacancy, and is still in office. 

The boys’ brass band, composed of some 24 boys, is still 
under the instruction of Professor Ripley. There is nec- 
cessarily quite a number of changes each year by boys being 
discharged and their places filled by new beginners. The 
band is not only a pleasant feature of the Island, but has 
been the means of starting quite a number of boys in good 
places away from the institution, who are now doing well. 

Last July the Chief Justice of Supreme Court rendered a 
decision that the City Council had not complied with the 
law, by enacting suitable ordinances concerning truants, 
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consequently all were deemed to be held illegally. The 
parents and other relations of the truants commenced at 
once to remove them from the institution, some one hundred 
und thirteen availing themselves, from time to time, of this 
defect in the law, so that by Oct. 1st the number was re- 
duced to forty-one. There being plenty of room in the House 
of Reformation department, the Board of Directors instructed 
the superintendent to transfer the truants to the House of 
Reformation building, and to close the truant school building, 
which remains unoccupied, the commitments of truants thus 
far not being considered large enough to require its re-open- 
ing. 

The number of female prisoners in the House of Industry 
department remains small. Many are so broken down 
in health and by old age as to be unfit for labor, yet by 
economizing labor in the several departments we have suc- 
ceeded the past few months in keeping the machines in the 
sewing room supplied with operatives, making institution 
clothing and contract work. Those who are not employed 
in the sewing room, and are able to work, are employed at 
cooking, washing, ironing, mending, etc. for the several in- 
stitutions on the island. 

The stone yard has been in operation during the year, ex- 
cepting some two weeks that we were out of rough stock, 
furnishing work for an average of 47 male prisoners, making 
edge-stones, catch-basins and paving blocks for the street and 
sewer departments of the city. 


The dormitory formerly occupied by female paupers has 
been fitted up for a work room, and twenty-four sewing ma- 
chines have been put in, which are operated by male prison- 
ers, making contract and institution clothing. The tailor 
shop occupies a part of the same room. As this work room 
connects with the female prisoner’s sewing room, the cutting 
and making of contract and institution clothing is brought 
under the immediate supervision of the cutter, who devotes 
his entire time to these two work rooms. 
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The male prisoners not employed on the stone work or in 
the sewing room are kept constantly at work at various kinds 
of mechanical Jabor, on the farm, making land, taking care 
of barns, stock, etc., the opportunity of keeping such at labor 
during suitable weather never being lost. 

In this department we intend to deal with the prisoners in 
such manner, that, while requiring from them strict and prompt 
obedience to all orders from proper authority, and to all 
established rules aud regulations, we also strive to have them 
retain their self respect, and to realize that kind treatment 
is accorded all who are deserving. 

Fines and costs for 1036 House of Industry prisoners have 
been paid during the year, amounting to $5,235.28, all of 
which has been paid into the city treasury. 

Many prisoners arrive at the institution ina destitute con- 
dition in regard to clothing. To cover the nakedness and 
make such comfortable, 4481 garments have been given away 
during the year, involving considerable expense. 

The farming operations have been carried on with energy, 
and the general results satisfactory. The principal products 
were as follows :—

Improvements on the farm are constantly being made. 
The waste land in the vicinity of the piggery is being made 
available for agricultural purposes, by filling in with soil 
taken from the hill at the southeastern end of the island. 
The making of land between the main building and receiving 
house on the wharf furnishes employment for a large force 
of male prisoners during the winter months. The past win- 
ter was so cold that progress was not so great as during 
the previous winter. 


The value of the product of the piggeries for the year 
has been as follows, viz :—

The army worm made its appearance on the Island in June 
last, and devoured a considerable amount of the first hay 
crop. As soon as discovered, all of the available force of 
mep and boys were put to ditching the grass lands, by 
which means the worms were kept from the cultivated crops. 
Millions of them either died or were killed in the ditches. 
Had they not been checked by this or some other method, 
all of our crops would have been severely damaged. One 
must see to fully realize the amount of damage that they 
can do in twenty-four hours. Fortunately the greatest dam- 
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age was only to the first hay crop. The copious rains which 
followed the disappearance of the worms, gave us an excellent 
second hay crop, making sufficient for our wants. 

Last summer a silo 22 feet long. 94 feet wide and 124 
feet high was built under the onion shed. The corn with 
which it was filled was planted July 10th. On September 
15th, the corn having been prostrated by a gale of wind, was 
cut, and the filling of the silo commenced. About two feet 
in depth was filled daily and kept trampled down by a gang 
of men. After being filled, it was properly covered and_ 
weighted with stone. On December 15th, just three months 
after the fillizg of the silo commenced, it was opened, and the 
contents found in excellent condition. Feeding cows with 
it was immediately commenced. At first they smelt of it 
and ate but little, but in a week it was eaten heartily. In 
this silo was packed at least fifty tons of ensilage, equal to 
twenty-five tons of hay for feeding cattle. It was raised on 
about three acres of land. It was planted late, and in con- 
sequence of having been blown down, was cut early, and 
before it was quite enough matured. Under favorable cir- 
cumstances, a much larger crop of corn could be raised on the 
same amount of land. Some ten cows have had two meals of 
ensilage and one of nay per day, and they have thrived on 
it. It has proved so satisfactory, and such an economical 
food for stock, that I recommend a much larger silo being 
built, which will allow of our keeping more stock, giving 
us more milk and butter. 


Gas for the several institutions on the Island has been 
made at the following cost:

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It will be seen that the above statement does not include 
labor, repairs, or interest on cost of the works, but simply 
the cost of coal for making, and lime for purifying the gas. 
The purifyer used in the gas works is an old fashioned wet 
purifyer, which has been in constant use ever since the gas 
works were put in, some eighteen years ago. It is not of 
sufficient capacity to properly purify the amount of gas now 
required for the institutions on the Island, the result being a 
frequent stopping of gas pipes by coal tar. Modern dry 
purifyers of sufficient capacity are required. 

When the Mystic water was brought to the Island, in 1871, 
one strong argument in favor of its introduction was, that 
in case of 2 fire we were almost completely unprepared to 
extinguish it, our only means being an old fashioned hand 
engine and hand fire extinguishers. Until withina few months 
the water pressure has been sufhcient to carry a stream of 
water to any and all parts of any of the buildings, but of late 
the water pressure has so decreased that it would be almost 
useless in case of fire. It is recommended that a steam pump 
be put in, of sufficient power to force water through pipes or 
hose to all parts of the buildings. 

The two upright boilers which were put into the truant 
school building when erected, not being considered econom- 
ical nor entirely safe, have been replaced by two horizontal 
boilers ; this change occasioned the enlargement of the boiler 
house by an L, one story high, 30 feet wide by 15 feet long. 
These boilers supply steam for heating the truant school and 
pauper school buildings, and also for the general cooking in 
those departments. ' 

The plank covering of the wharf in front of the coal sheds 
is becoming decayed in places, and unsafe for teams to pass 
over; in another year it will be necessary to entirely recover 
it. 

The store sheds inthe male prison yard are getting di- 
lapidated. Thorough repairs will be required in another 
year. 
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The recent storms and heavy sea have carried away a part 
of the Gut wharf and rendered it unsafe. It has filled in at 
this point some eighty feet within ten years. The boat used 
to carry passengers to and from the Island and Point Shirley 
cannot now land at the steps at low tide. An extension of 
one hundred feet is required. The City Engineer has 
prepared plans for the extension, and the work will soon 
be commenced... 


The Board of Directors continue their liberal pro- 
visions for aiding discharged inmates by the employment of 
Miss Burnham, who meets on the boat all discharged female 
prisoners, and renders them such assistance as may be nec- 
essary to restrain them from returningto an abandoned life. 
Mr. John E. McCarthy devotes his time in looking out for 
the interest of discharged male prisoners and House of 
Reformation boys and girls, finding places for boys and girls 
withouthomes. Mrs. Ellen C. Johnson dispenses gratuitous 
services by making visits to the Island in the interest of 
female prisoners Setine to avail themselves of the benefit of 
the ‘Dedham Home” ontheir discharge. 


The Rev. John W. Dadmun continies as Chaplain of the 
Island institutions. He holds services in the chapel every 
Sunday morning. His report as chaplain and superintendent 
of schools will be found on the following pages. 

Rev. Father Holland has officiated as Catholic priest 
during the entire year. He holds Mass each Sunday morn- 
ing. 

Dr. Berry resigned as Resident Physician in November 
last, in consequence of ill health. Dr. F. H. Copeland was 
appointed to fill the position, and has proved himself com- 
petent. He is ably assisted by Dr. A. B. Heath, Port 
Physician. The report of the Resident Physician will be 
found hereto annexed. 

The usual statistics of the several institutions will be 
found on the following pages. 
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The past year has been one of general good health, good 
order and great harmony. 

The excellent corps of officers, teachers and matrons 
under my superintendence have attended faithfully and consci- 
entiously to all duties assigned them. 

The resignation of President Samuel Little from the Board 
of Directors is undoubtedly regretted by all with whom he is 
officially connected. I wish to tender him my hearty and 
sincere thanks for the many acts of kindness and courtesy, 
and for the readiness he has always shown to consult upon 
matters relating to the institutions. The resignation of 
Charles J. Prescott from the Board of Directors is also re- 
gretted. He has always been a staunch friend to the insti- 
tutions. To all other members of the Board of Directors, 
from whom [ have received nothing but kindnees and cour- 
tesy, my thanks are given.

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REPORT OF CHAPLAIN AND SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS. 


To Guy C. UnpEerwoop, Esq., Superintendent of Deer 
Island Institutions.— 


Sir :—In my department as chaplain of these institutions, 
1 hereby respectfully report that the rules of the Board of 
Directors, relating to religious services, have been punctually 
and faithfully complied with. We have never heard any ob- 
jections to these services, and we think, if we may judge 
from appearances, that they have a salutary influence upon 
the inmates. We know of marked cases of reformation, 
and sincerely hope they may be lasting and permanent, » 
There are times when all hearts respond to the truth, so 
far, at least, as to assent to its rightfulness. Your presence 
every Sabbath day tends to make all feel that they are no 
unmeaning ceremonies. 

We have made music an essential feature of religious wor- 
ship, believing that, when properly directed, it is cheering, 
instructive and devotional. Our choir consists of about 
three hundred boys and girls; and although it is necessarily 
subject to frequent changes, the singing steadily improves 
from year to year. 

Prayer is the language of want, and praise is the language 
of gratitude ; both constitute the heart’s divine adoration ; 
therefore religious worship should always be rendered cheer- 
ful by the aid of the melody and harmony of human voices, 
accompanied by the deep, sweet tones of the organ. 

It is said when the poet Carpani inquired of his friend 
Hayden how it happened that his church music was always 
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so cheerful, the great composer made this beautiful reply : «I 
cannot make it otherwise ; I write according to the thoughts I 
feel; when I think upon God, my heart is so full of joy 
that the notes dance and leap from my pen; and since God 
has given me a cheerful heart, it will be pardoned me _ that 
I serve him with a cheerful spirit.” 

Such sacred music always has a reformatory and elevating 
influence upon all classes of men. 

As usual we have made our weekly visits to Rainsford 
Island, occasionally taking a part of the choir with us, and 
holding religious services in the chapel. 


LIBRARIES. 


No additions have been made to our libraries since our last 
report, mainly for the reason that the juvenile department 
continues to receive a monthly supply of books from the 
Public Library. 

We are greatly indebted to the Hospital Newspaper Society 
for liberal donations of picture cards for the children, and 
papers and pamphlets for the hospitals; and for which we 
return many thanks.

SCHOOLS. 


In the work of education everything depends upon the 
constancy, fidelity and thoroughness of the teacher. We are 
happy to report that we have a corps of excellent teachers 
—teachers who have devoted many years to the work, and

exhibit a competency which is clearly indicated in the im- 
provement and proficiency of the pupils committed to their 
care. 

The annual examination, which was held April 27th, 
was under the direction of the Hon. Charles J. Prescott, 
Chairman of the Committee on Schools. About thirty 
ladies and gentleman, including E. P. Seaver, superintendent 
of public schools; George B. Hyde, member of School 
Board; T. R. Glover, D. O. Clark and H. M. Blackstone 
were present to witness and enjoy the festivities of the occa- 
tion. Messrs. Seaver and Hyde participated in the examina- 
tion of the classes, and expressed themselves delighted with 
the appearance of the scholars, their faultless discipline, and 
marked proficiency in their studies. 

The exercises were concluded with a musical entertain- 
ment in the Chapel, which consisted of solos, duets and cho- 
ruses, interspersed with instrumental music from the band. 
This part of the examination constituted, as usual, the most 
attractive and pleasing feature of the exhibition, and was an 
appropriate climax to one of the most successful year’s work 
that was ever done in this department. 

Samuel Little, Esq., in behalf of the Board, which was 
very fully represented on this occation, made a very neat 
and appropriate address, which was heartily applauded by the 
children and visitors, and then introduced E. P. Seaver, Esq., 
who took for his subject, ‘‘Be good for something.” His 
remarks were very appropriate and practical. George B. 
Hyde, Esq., one of Boston’s oldest and most celebrated 
teachers, was then introduced with three cheers from the 
boys and girls, who had been delighted during the day with 
the pleasing manner in which he had examined the classes, 
and who, by the way, has been present at the annual exam- 
ination for the last three years. He gave a pleasing sum- 
mary of what he had seen, and declared it would compare 
favorably with any examination he had ever witnessed in 
the Boston schools. 
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Hon. Charles J. Prescott, in feeling terms, announced 
that this would be the last time he would. ever address them 
in his official capacity, and, after giving some excellent ad- 
vice, read the names of eight scholars—seven boys and one 
girl—who were pardoned for good deportment. 

President Little concluded by expressing his gratification 
that his term of service would close with the most success- 
full examination he had witnessed since he had been a mem- 
ber of the Board. 

Personally, we must join in the general regret that the 
President of the Board and the Chairman of the School Com- 
mittee have concluded to resign as members of the Board 
of Directors for Public Institutions. No words that we can 
offer will add anything to their reputation for honesty, in- 
tegrity and efficiency in the public offices they have so ably 
filled for many years. |

The above report shows a large increase in the number of 
patients treated in the hospitals of the Almshouse. The 
Almshouse hospital on’ Deer Island has been filled with 
patients suffering from chronic and incurable diseases. Many 
of the patients have come here in the last stages of their 
disease, and in several cases dying within forty-eight hours 
of their arrival. 

Ths nursery has also been crowded to its utmost capacity 
during the year. In the first half of the year we had an ex- 
tensive epidemic of purulent ophthalmia, which proved very 
stubborn to treatment, but, thanks to the skill and care of 
Dr. A. B. Heath, it was finally eradicated with the loss of 
only one eye. During the winter we had an epidemic of 
diphtheria, followed by one of measles. ‘The first cases of 
each came from the city. By isolating the patients as soon 
as the first symptons appeared, we were able to limit the 
diphtheria to fifteen cases. The first cases of measles ap- 
peared early in January, and the epidemic continued until 
the middle of March. The disease generally was of a mild 
type, but several of the patients suffered from relapses, and 
the second attack was more severe than the first, being 
followed in a few cases by broncho-pneumonia. At the 
present time the health of the children is excellent. 
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The pauper girls’ schoo] has retained its past record of 
good health. The cases of sickness have been few in 
number, and all of them have been mild. 

At the male hospital on Rainsford Island there has been 
an increase in the number of patients, as compared with 
former years, and there has been the usual number of deaths 
from chronic diseases. 

In November Dr. William F. Jarvis was appointed to the 
vacancy occasioned by my transferral to Deer Island. He 
has performed all the duties pertaining to his department in 
the most satisfactory manner. 

There has been a decrease in the number of patients treat- 
ed in the hospital of the House of Industry. As in past 
years the patients suffering from the effects of intemperance 
head the list; but we have also had quite a number of severe 
diseases of an acute character during the past winter. 

The Reformation and Truant departments have been free 
from epidemics, and the diseases, with a few exceptions, 
have been of a mild form. 

There have been several changes in the medical depart- 
ment in the past year. In August Dr. Woodbury resigned, 
and Dr. A. B. Heath was appointed Port Physician and 
Assistant Resident Physician in his place. To Dr. Heath I 
am much indebted for the valuable assistance he has ren- 
dered me in the discharge of the duties connected with the 
hospitals on the island. 

In October Dr. Horace Berry resigned the office of Resi- 
dent Physician on account of ill health, and I was transferred 
from Rainsford Island to fill the position. 

In conclusion I desire to express my gratitude for the 
courtesy and kindness you have always shown in your 
dealings with me.

Of the number discharged, 31 have been by death. The 
health of the inmates has been generally good, although the 
death rate appears large, but not any larger than one would 
expect that knew the feeble condition they are in when ad- 
mitted. I refer you to the report of Dr. Orville F. Rogers, 
the visiting physician, for particulars of the hospital depart- 
ment. 

The nurses and matrons have faithfully performed their 
duties and kept the house and inmates neat and tidy. 

There was a piazza built on the front of the old house 
which adds much to the appearance of the house, besides 
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making the front rooms much cooler in warm weather. In 
March it was decided to increase the number of cows and 
supply the South Boston institutions with milk, and we com- 
menced to send milk to those institutions on the first of April. 


With increased number of cows it was necessary to enlarge 
the barn to make more room to tie them up, and to build a 
silo to preserve green feed in to feed them on in the fall and 
winter. Anappropriation was made to build it, and we have 
it under way at the present time ; will probably be completed 
about the first of July. 

‘The farm products have been about the same as in years 
past, and as usual the labor has been mostly performed by 
male paupers detailed from Rainsford Island.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF MARCELLA STREGT HOME. 


Boston HigHuanps, May 1, 1881. 


To the Board of Directors for Public Institutions :— 


Gentlemen,—The following is respectfully submitted as 
the fifth annual report of this institution. 

Early in the year the law under which truant and neglected 
children were committed was found to be defective, and the 
courts refused to commit children to the Home until the or- 
dinances was corrected, and until recently we have received 
no inmates from this source only from applications as paupers ; 
and with better times and returning prosperity for the poor 
classes, these have been fewer than formerly. We have also 
had a greater demand for boys to fill situations found for 
them by the Board’s agent than ever before, so that the 
average number for the year will be smaller than was ex- 
pected. But since the revision of the law concerning ne- 
glected children which was effected some weeks since, the 
commitments have been numerous, and we close the year 
with a greater number of boys thanat any time since the 
home opened. The health of children during the summer 
and autumn was remarkably good, nothing serious occurring 
until the cold weather in December and January, when 
quite a number were attacked with pneumonia, and were 
more seriously ill than had been the case during the pneu- 
monia period in previous years. December 30, the physi- 
cian reported a case of diphtheria. This case was at once 
isolated in the new building, and put under the care of a trained 
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nurse, and so promptly was it removed that we had little fear 
of any evil result from exposure of the other children; but 
two days later another case was reported, and for nearly 
two weeks new cases broke out, until thirteen boys and two 
officers had fallen sick. All recovered save one—John 
Porter, 11 years of age, who, when attacked with diphtheria, 
was dangerously sick with pneumonia, and not expected to live. 
He survived the pneumonia and was hopefully struggling 
with diphtheria, but was re-attacked with pneumonia and died: 
January 12th. 

When the death rate from diphtheria in the community at 
large is estimated at 334 per cent., all can but feel profound- 
ly grateful that we escaped with but one fatal case, or a 
death rate of less than seven per cent. 

The teachers, officers and matrons of the Home merit 
much praise for the fearless manner in which they met. the 
alarming epidemic, and steadfastly discharged not only their 
regular duties but all extra work required of them; and I 
feel deeply grateful to them for their praiseworthy conduct. 
To Dr. Rogers too great compliment cannot be paid for his 
faithful attention and successful management of this most 
serious sickness. The scientific knowledge and_ practical 
common sense which he so admirably combines in his _ pro- 
fession were of inestimable value in this trouble. 

There are four schools, the same as at the close of last 
year, and graded in the same manner. They are now large 
and average about sixty in each room, and should our num- 
bers continue to increase as rapidly as for the last month, 
another school will have to be organized soon. In recording 
the changes in the corps of teachers, it becomes my sad 
duty to notice the death of Mr. Leander Hatch, teacher of 
the grammar schovl, who died August 3d, after a severe 
illness of some five weeks. Mr. Hatch possessed rare abil- 
ity for institution service and not only has the Home lost a 
faithful and valuable officer, but each individual boy feels 
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the loss of a kind and interested friend, one who was ever 
thoughtful of their welfare and comfort. 


Mr. James E. Kelley was promoted from the intermediate 
to the grammar school. He was succeeded in the inter- 
mediate school by Mr. George F. Lull, transferred from the 
truant school. 

The teacher of the first primary grade resigned October 
1, and Miss Mina Steadman was promoted from the second 
grade to this position, and Miss Mary Paul was appointed 
us her successor. The teachers have worked diligently. and 
those who were present at the annual examination must 
judge of the result. This examination took place April 14, 
conducted by Mr. Charles J. Prescott, Chairman of the 
Committee on Schools, with President Little and Directors 
Hayden, Pease, Risteen, Whiting and Devlin, and their 
ladies present. 

The religious services remain unchanged since last report. 
Mass in the morning and sabbath school in the forenoon, 
conducted by Catholic teachers. The afternoon service has 
not yet been resumed. 

The new building containing home for girls and addition 
for boys, is now completed, and the boys occupy their portion 
of it. The apartments assigned for girls are still unfinished, 
and the grounds are not yet graded or fenced. This work 
will be speedily done, the city council having just made the ~ 
necessary transfer of land and appropriations for the same, 
and the girls will soon be transferred. I wish to call the 
attention of the Board to the crowded condition of the sleep-' 
ing apartments for boys, and would most respectfully urge 
your early consideration of the subject, especially in its two 
most important features, better sanitar y protection and 
greater security against fire. 

In the retirement of President Little and Director Prescott 
the institutions lose the vaulable services of two of their best 
managers ; valuable because of the time and study given for 
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years to the many and varied interests of these institutions, 
and the ability to administer their affairs wisely and profitably. 

Especially shall all the officers of the institution miss 
President Little, for by his frequent visits and constant 
oversight of their affairs he has gained a thorough knowl- 
edge of all institution business, which could only come 
through years of experience and attention. This familiarity 
with every detail of each institution has enabled him to 
readily understand all matters, minor and important, laid 
before him, giving us the benefit of his excellent executive 
ability, and his prompt disposition of the same has relieved 
ns of much responsibility; we can only regret that our 
official relations with him are to close. To the members of 
the Board I desire to return my warmest thanks for their 
manifest interest in our institution and uniform courtesy 
and kindness extended to me.

During the past winter there was an unusual amount of 
serious illness in the institution, attributable, I believe, to 
the severe weather. 

Nearly all of the cases of pneumonia were of a specially 
grave character. 

Early in January an outbreak of diphtheria occurred; no 
local cause of the disease could be discovered. 

Prompt and vigorous measures were adopted to prevent 
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the spread of the disease, which disappeared after a few weeks. 
One death from diphtheria occurred ; a boy 12 years of age 
was attacked by the disease just as he was beginning to re- 
cover froma severe pneumonia, and died after an illness 
of about a week.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF THE LUNATIC HOSPITAL. 


To the Board of Directors for Public Institutions :— 


GENTLEMEN,—In presenting my first report, which is also 
the forty-second annual report of the Boston Lunatic Hos- 
pital, it is my duty at the outset to mention the resignation 
of my predecessor, which took effect January Ist, 1881. 

Dr. Walker’s long service as superintendent extended 
over three-fourths of the hospital’s existence, and thoroughly 
identified him witb it in the minds of a whole generation of 
citizens. That this service was full of earnest devotion to the 
unfortunate persons in his charge, and of a zealous perfor- 
mance of his manifold duties, as guardian, councellor, phy- 
sician and friend, I need not state of one so well known in 
this community. He is followed in his sickness and _retire- 
ment by the gratitude of a host of patients to whom he once 
ministered, and by the best wishes of numerous friends. 

My own appointment also took place on the first day of 
the present year, and I entered immediately upon my duties 
here. I accepted this position in the strong hope and belief 
that the City of Boston would soon provide suitably and credi- 
tably for at least, all her curable insane, and would at once 
put this hospital in condition to properly accommodate its 
full number of patients. IJ had the advantage in this accep- 
tance of nearly twenty years’ experience in the service of the 
Board, including six years as assistant superintendent here 
and eight years as examining physician, in which capacity | 
had examined many thousands of the city insane. I was 
therefore no stranger to my position. Neither the inmates 
nor the institution are unfamiliar, and I have a very strong 
desire to see the old hospital continue its long career of use- 
fulness. 
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The following table, which is the first of a series recom- 
mended by the Board of Health, Lunacy and Charity for 
use in the State lunatic hospitals, and designed to secure 
uniformity of statistical information, will show the changes 
in the hospital population, for the year ending April 30, 1881.

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The hospital has for several years ceased to accomodate 
all the city insane, and since the transfer of fifty patients to 
Danvers a year ago, has been free from over-crowding. 
Its proper capacity is about 160 patients, although beds can 
be placed in dormitories and attics for 200. The latter num- 
ber, however, would crowd the wards in the daytime, creating 
noise and confusion. As our two dining rooms will only ac- 
commodate twenty-five patients each, three-fourths of the in- 
mates would be obliged to eat in the wards, increasing the 
excitement of over-crowding three times daily by the bustle 
of preparation for meals, and adding the odors of cooked 
food to the other sources of vitiated air. The lower hall 
would as at present suffer most in this respect. By a small 
addition to the rear of each wing, a dining room for each 
hall could be secured, with a room inits upper story for an 
infirmary, which is also greatly to be desired. Visitors who 
are now necessarily admitted freely at all times to the halls, 
could be restricted in most cases to the present dining 
rooms, which could be used solely as reception rooms. By 
these changes, with the steam-heating and ventilation which 
we have in immediate prospect, 200 patients could be com- 
fortably cared for in this hospital. 


Of the 54 admissions 21 were cases of emergency sent on 
the certificate of two physicians, on Sundays, or holidays, or 
during the month of August, in the temporary absence of 
all the probate judges. This accommodation has been high- 
ly advantageous to the patients and their friends. Most of 
these cases were transferred in a few days to other hospitals, 
while three were sufficiently recovered from their excitement 
to be allowed to return home. A bill is now before the 
legislature to limit and regulate this very useful function and 
to extend it to all hospitals in the State. A few days’ delay - 
gives time for a revision of opinion on the part of physicians, 
or a change of mind on the part of friends, and such speedy 
improvement ensues in some cases as to prevent the neces- 
sity of commitment altogether.

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The percentage of recoveries is quite large considering the 
fact that these twenty-one cases did not fully come under 
hospital treatment here. It is about 33 per cent of all the 
admissions, which is as high as the average in hospitals which 
receive more acute cases than ours. None of the 54 cases 
were readmitted during the year, so that the number of per- 
sons and of cases was the same. The disease in two of the 
patients discharged as recovered being of the recurrent type, 
they had been discharged recovered from this hospital twenty- 
two times before, or eight and fourteen times respectively. 
The death rate, as will be seen by the table, was very large, 
one-fourth of all the deaths having been due to cases of gen- 
eral paralysis happening to terminate this year. The large 
number of aged and very sick patients brought to this hospi- 
tal on account of its nearness to the city will always tend to 
increase our death rate. 


I must refer to the report of your president for a detailed 
account of our annual expenditures. The average weekly 
cost was $4.84 for each patient. The appropriation of 
$45,000 was not exceeded, and the same amount was asked 
for again. This estimate was based on the present number 
of patients, and made no allowance for the subsistence of 
any larger number nor for certain alterations desirable with 
an increase of inmates. The State Board of Health, Lunacy 
and Charity has notified the city of the probable necessity 
for a return of seventy-five harmless chronic insane persons, 
now in the State hospital, and chargeable to the city. If 
they should exercise this undoubted legal right of removal, 
it might become necessary to provide for a part of them here. 
It would be preferable, I think, to take all the city insane as 
they are committed hereafter, until the full capacity of the 
hospital is reached. This plan would relieve the pressure on 
the State hospitals by keeping patients out, instead of taking 
them out, and would prevent the accumulation here of astill lar- 
ger number of incurables than we now have. It should bethe 
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policy of the city to keep as many as possible of her recent 
cases near home, while the family interest is strong, and the 
chance of recovery is in the balance. It is then that the 
hardship and expense of frequent visits to a distant hospital 
are greatest. 

The hospital is to be congratulated on having secured a 
special appropriation for the introduction of steam from the 
House of Correction, a distance of six or seven hundred 
feet. Combined and systematic heating and _ ventilation 
have long been needed. When the hospital was built 
the walls were honeycombed with small ventilating flues, 
and each room had a small: opening for ventilation. In 
practice it was found that whenever a current of air 
existed it usually set the wrong way. They have long 
since been disused, and never could have been adequate 
to the ventilation of the hospital. By indirect steam heat and 
large ventilators properly located it is hoped the atmosphere 
of the halls will be much improved and a more evenly dis- 
tributed temperature maintained. It will also be possible to 
heat a number of single rooms in each ward, which can now 
only be heated indirectly from the corridors. The want of 
heat in the rooms of sick and excited patients has always 
been a great inconvenience, sometimes necessitating restraint 
in bed simply to keep the patient warm. We shall also re- 
joice in getting rid of seven furnaces and as many stoves, 
with the accompanying care, expense for repairs, dust, dirt 
and risk of fire. We shall avoid the annual nuisance of 
getting in a cargo of coal, and shall have our bins for storage 
purposes. 


Since January a few minor alterations have been made. 
A new double French range has taken the place of an old 
one in the hospital kitchen, and the steam kettles have been 
reset on open iron supports. A room in the lower male 
hall has been fitted up with a wash-sink, slop-hopper, water- 
closet, urinal and bath-tub of the best kind, and the back

entry fitted with closets. The other bath-rooms on the male 
side will soon be renovated, and it is hoped warmed and 
ventilated. The dining rooms have been furnished with 
chairs and red damask cloths, and the female dining room 
given up each evening to the attendants for a common sit- 
ting room. This change puts an end to idling in out-of- 
the-way places, and meets with general acceptance. New 
shades have been provided, and vases of chelsea ware for the 
abundant supply of flowers from the greenhouse have been 
placed in the halls and rooms. Metallic thermometers, with 
a dial visible at a distance, have been introduced, and will 
help to secure a uniform témperature. A thermometer 
which can be seen and read from any part of a ward will 
command constant attention. We hope soon to remove the 
heavy plank doors with long disused observation holes, from a 
part of the lower hall corridors. They offend the eye and 
add unnecessarily to the antiquated appearance of this part 
of the ward. <A little more light in these corridors by means 
of an alcove would also be desirable, even at the expense of 
one or two single rooms. Sun in the day-rooms of the most 
demented class of patients would prove advantageous from a 
sanitary as well as a sentimental point of view. 


We are indebted to President Little, I believe, for a very 
desirable change in our milk supply. By his suggestion 
the few acres at Austin Farm will be made to furnish milk 
for several of the city institutions, by means of the system 
of ensilage which the superintendent, Mr. Bacon, is 
about to introduce. We have already begun to profit by 
the new stock of cows, and without reflection upon our old 
supply, which was of good quality, we shall have milk from 
a source entirely removed from all temptation to adulteration. 
Other changes, outside the hospital proper, are likely be 
required in the near future. The wooden piggery which 
was burned down a year or two ago has never been rebuilt, 
although plans have been drawn for it. Our stock of pigs 
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occupies in winter an old carriage shed, and in summer a 
large pen which is fenced off from the vegetable garden. 
Numerous vehicles crowd the stable, originally too small, or 
find shelter in old wooden sheds exposed more or less to the 
weather and the risk of fire. The piggery and a carriage- 
shed should be rebuilt in brick, after all necessary internal 
alterations have beenmade. All the detached wooden sheds, 
including an old bowling alley, should be torn down anda 
work-shop of small dimensions built, in which the patients 
could carry on some easy mechanical employment, like box- 
making, for instance. These suggested improvements, with 
those already provided for, will fit the hospital for the suit- 
able care of 250 patients. 


A system of hospital records similar to that in use in gen- 
eral hospitals has been introduced and made to include every 
patient now in the house. The desirability of furnishing in 
connection with insane hospitals some opportunity for clin- 
ical instruction to medical students, is a subject which has 
often been discussed. There are certain objections of some 
weight to such acourse, growing out of the risk of annoyance 
and excitement to the patients and the necessity for pro- 
longed and intimate acquaintance with the insane in arriv- 
ing at clear ideas of insanity. I think an insane hospital 
near a large city, may, without detriment, provide occasional 
facilities to students specially interested for becoming fa- 
miliar with certain forms of insanity by the study of selected 
cases. I have therefore taking the liberty to ask Dr. 
Charles F. Folsom to bring his class in mental diseases to 
visit the hospital in convenient numbers at suitable times. 
The hospital is always open to the visits of physicians, and 
consultation withthe family physician is especially encour- 
aged. A consulting board of physicians, including a surgeon, 
gynecologist, neurologist, and other specialists would be a con- 
venience easily obtained in view of our proximity to the 
city. 
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I take pleasure in stating that I have secured the services 
of Dr. W. W. Gannett as pathologist to the hospital. Dur- 
ing the last year, with the consent of relatives, fourteen 
autopsies have been made by the hospital staff, but it is de- 
sirable that such examinations should be conducted by some 
one trained in the delicate manipulations, and the minute 
observations required by modern pathology. To profit most 
by the valuable material at our command, a special scientific 
training is requisite. J am assured that Dr. Gannett has the 
skill as a microscopist and pathologist which his position 
demands. As a small contribution to the study of the path- 
ology of insanity, his report of our last autopsy is appended. 
The case in its clinical aspect is only briefly presented, as it 
did not come under my observation until near its close. It 
will help to give an otherwise uninstructive report some 
interest for physicians, as well as for the body to which it is 
addressed. 


The following statement will give an idea of the present 
condition of our patients, which is an exceptionally favorable 
one. Out of 75 males and 78 females, 22 males and 15 fe- 
males work daily and regularly, and 38 males and 25 females 
take daily exercise in the grounds in front of the hospital, 
making 100, or 67 per cent, who are active in their work or 
exercise through the winter. After May Ist and for the six 
months following, there must be added all the patients in 
the lower halls, nearly fifty in number, who will spend several 
hours daily in the airing courts. These patients are of a 
class too demented and inactive to profit by out-door exer- 
cise in very cold weather. The whole hospital is practically 
turned out of doors every day insummer. The number sick in 
bed is at present 8. The average attendance inchapel 50, and 
about a dozen patients attend Catholic services at the ad- 
joining House of Correction. A few attend church in South 
Boston or the city proper. The attendance is in no case 
compulsory. Two patients are at home on trial, and 25 or 
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30 patients are allowed occasionally to visit home for the 
day. ‘This facility for visiting is one of the many advantages 
connected with our proximity to the city, and tends greatly 
to the contentment of our patients. One young man takes 
two evening lessons a week in the city in drawing, going 
and coming alone. 

There is no patient in the hospital whose friends are not 
at liberty to visit him. The number of actual. visitors is 
about 100 weekly. These visitors all see their friends in the 
halls, our visiting-day making a very public occasion. 
There is hardly any need of official inspection while this 
great committee of the whole sits in judgment onus weekly. 
All letters and postal cards not indecent are sent at once to 
their direction, unless dropped in the State letter boxes, when 
they have to wait for several weeks. ‘This accounts for the 
fact that very few letters find their way into the boxes. No 
patient is constantly in restraint or seclusion, and the percent- 
age of both is very low. ‘The average for four months has 
been about one per cent, and I presume the average for the 
year would not be much higher. The whole amounts to one 
female wearing the camisole all the time, and one male 
wearing it at night only, and one female in seclusion. The 
seclusion on the male side has amounted to a few days only. 
Restraint and seclusion have been intermittently applied to 
a very few patients, and fora few hours at atime only. All 
mechanical restraint could easily be dispensed with by em- 
ploying two or three more attendants, but is in some cases 
much better for the patients than manual restraint. If our 
worst cases were in a detached, excited ward, or if we had 
separate entrances to each hall from the outside, it would be 
easy to dispense with bars and locks for half our patients. 

The total quantity of stimulants and narcotics in daily 
use is also small; the present daily average of chloral is less 
than one dram; of all the bromides ten drams, used chiefly 
for ten epileptics; of morphine one and a half grains; of 
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whiskey five and a half ounces; of wine twenty-one ounces, 
The sleep record has improved rather than otherwise under 
a diminished use of narcotics. We have few recent cases 
just at present, and few excitable dements. Two or three 
patients have suicidal tendencies strongly marked, and 
several are dangerous by reason of constant false-hearing. 
It requires great vigilance even with our present diminished 
number of inmates to present occasionel outbreaks of vio- 
lence on the part of demented and epileptic patients. 

Our resources for amusement and recreation are numer- 
ous; being near a large city we can take advantage of 
churches, lectures, concerts, theatres, art-galleries and 
many other means of entertainment and instruction afforded 
to the.same population. We have alsothe advantage of se- 
curing some of them gratuitously, through a growing interest 
in, and kindness for the insane. Wetake this opportunity 
to thank Mr. Barnum for free admission to his circus, and 
Messrs. Bailey and Cooper for a similar favor. Officer 
West and Superintendent Bates of the South Boston Horse 
Railroad, were, as usual, of great assistance on these occa- 
sions. Our thanks are also due to Messrs. Tompkins and 
Hill, for frequent passes to the Boston Theatre; to Mr. 
Schoeffel, for admission to the Park Theatre, and Mr. Halleck, 
for several invitations to the Alhambra, also to the St. 
-Matthew’s church lecture committee, for tickets to their 
lectures in South Boston; to Mrs. Prang, for Christmas 
cards, and to Mr. Anagnos, for a very enjoyable concert 
by the pupils of the Blind Asylum. The tickets for Mr. 
Stoddard’s illustrated lectures were purchased by the hos- 
pital. 

Through the kindness of the Board, harbor excursions 
have been continued year after year, affording a source of 
pleasure and benefit seldom enjoyed by the insane in other 
hospitals. Barge rides to the Brighton road were made in 
January, to the great satisfaction of all who participated. 
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All the holidays have been appropriately celebrated during 
the day and evening. Weekly parties for music, reading 
or dancing have been kept up, largely through the energy of 
our organist, Mrs. Osborn, who seems to have an unlimited 
supply of amateur talent at her command. Our young friends 
in South Boston to whom we are indebted are so numerous 
that it is impossible to acknowledge their assistance individ- 
ually. 

We gladly adopt the custom of recognizing in a formal 
manner, the continued faithful services of the officers and 
employes of the hospital. They have performed their re- 
spective duties well, with few exceptions. Some changes have 
occurred among the attendants, and two on the male side 
have been dismissed for cause. One was discharged chiefly 
for concealing the faults of the other. The rule has been 
adopted, that any attendant concealing the misdemeanours 
of another, especially neglecting to report the ill treatment 
of a patient, will be treated as if he had committed the con- 
cealed offence himself. When the interests of the insane 
are in question, the natural reluctance to give information 
against a comrade must be overcome. 

The Rev. Mr. Clinch, whose connection with the hospital 
as chaplain has continued unbroken for twenty-one years, 
still officiates each Sunday in the chapel. His faithful and 
judicious ministration has given him a strong hold upon 
the affections of all. Dr. Boland and Dr. Schwab continue 
zealously and intelligently to fulfil their duties on the hospi- 
tal staff, and as attending physicians to the hospital of the 
House of Correction. I am indebted to them also, for 
assistance in preparing the statistical tables, and a minute 
Inventory of every article belonging to the city in the house 
and grounds. 

The hospital has met with an unexpected loss in the resig- 
nation of President Little and Director Prescott, both of 
whom have been especially devoted to the welfare of the 
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patients and the general interests of the hospital. I had 
personally expected to rely very much on their advice and 
assistance in attempting to fit the hospital for a higher de- 
gree of usefulness, and [hope we may still have the benefit 
of their influence and experience, in spite of this severance 


of official connection with the Board. I have no doubt, | 


however, that the hospital will find as in the past, a friend 
and advisor in each of your members. 

I would suggest that hereafter the hospital report be 
printed separately, to the extent of 200 or 300 copies, at 
least, as is customary in all other insane asylums. The 


circulation is very largely among physicians and superinten- . 


dents who would find the other reports superfluous. The 
saving in cost of printing and postage would also, I should 
think, warrant the change.

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APPENDIX II. 


Record of the Autopsy in a case of General Paralysis. 


Mr. A , 53 years old, of Scotch parentage, died at the 
Boston Lunatic Hospital in March, 1881, after a residence of 
two years and two months. He was said to have had a 
sun-stroke in the army. He had been out of health and 
depressed in mind for some time previous to his admission, 
and was distinctly suicidal and homicidal at times. He was 
under the constant delusion that he should die in ten min- 
utes. He refused food and remained speechless at first in 
consequence of this delusion. He had marked hallucina- 
tions of sight and hearing. He had slight impairment of 
locomotion, and claimed that his legs were paralysed and his 
stomach gone. The tongue was protruded with difficulty. 
He had some defect of speech also, from the first. He had 
spells of stretching his arms and hands, as if to relieve some 
unusual feeling. Complained of a burning sensation of the 
surface, due probably to hyperesthesia. His sense of 
weight was perverted, as he said his body weighed ten 
pounds and his coat eight. 

The depression rapidly changed to dementia, with excite- 
ment and increasing paresis. He soon lost control of the 
sphincters, his gait became shuffling, his speech obscure, 
and he acquired the habit of grinding his teeth and growl- 
ing. When irritated he would rave and swear, at other 
times was dull and quiet. He had occasional attacks of a 
congestive nature, marked by decided coma. At times ex- 
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pressed himself asif under delusions of self-importance, grow- 
ing out of the-resemblance of his name to that of a famous 
historical personage, and alluded to a stream of light as 
‘‘oolden lava”. In short, he showed most of the usual char- 
acteristics of general paralysis. 

His death occurred during an attack of coma like his pre- 
ceding ones. He had, however, ejected a quantity of oat- 
meal gruel given him at the beginning of the attack,and took 
enough of it into his lungs on inspiration to produce some 
degree of pneumonia. 

Autopsy, 15 hours post-mortem. Body well devoloped 
and well nourished. Slight lividity of dependent portions of the 
body; rigor mortis marked; on the posterior surface of the 
left thigh a superficial loss of substance about one inch in 
diameter; with a dry base skin in neighborhood very dry, 
dense and of a blackish color. 

Head. Nothing unusual noticed about the calvaria. Dura of 
the usual thickness and presented no unusual appearance. 
The venous sinuses contained a moderate amount of fluid 
blood; considerable clear fluid in the meshes of the pia 
over the convexities; thickening and opacity of the pia in 
patches, more marked over the sulci; abundant develop- 
ment of pacchionian granulations ; during removal of brain 
considerable escape of fluid from the cavity of the skull; 
vessels at the base of the brain apparently normal; the 
lateral ventricles contained each about 8 cm. clear fluid; 
the ependyma thickened and very granular; afew small 
cysts of the choroid plexuses; the ependyma of the fourth 
ventricle presented the same granular appearance; the gray 
matter of the cortex of brain much thinned, especially invol- 
ving that portion not in the sulci, this measuring 2 mm. 
in thickness, pale and soft; the white substance anzmie, 
soft surface moist; nothing unusual noticed about the cor- 
pora striata or nuclei lentiformes. The thalamus opticus 
of either side or section of a diffuse yellowish tint, other- 


lard 
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wise not remarkable; the medulla oblongata apparently 
normal; cerebellum presented no unusual appearances; ex- 
aminations of the cord failed to show, microscopically, 
anything abnormal about the membranes or the cord itself. 


Microscopic Examination of the Brain. 


Gray matter of convolutions; the ganglion cells con- 
tained almost without exception much granular pigment ; 
this was in the body of the cell, and nowhere observed in 
the nucleus or nucleolus; it was in the form of very small 
granules of a slightly brownish tint, and was tobe distin- 
cuished from fat by its not staining with osmic acid. Along 
the course of many of the smaller vessels extending into 
the gray matter from the pia was a considerable amount 
of ruby-red, coarsely-granular pigment (haematoidin) lying 
on the outer wall of the vessel and apparently in the adven- 
titial lymph sheath. In several places along the course of 
the vessels were to be observed a peculiar agglomeration of 
cells similar to those described by Billroth Arndt and Waldey- 
er (the nature of which is wholly unknown). Lying free in the 
eray matter were here and there larger ruby-red granules ; 
white matter(centrum semi-ovale) nothing abnormal noticed 
beyond numerous pigment granules lying free in its sub. 
‘stance. The ependyma of the lateral ventricles and fourth 
ventricles contained very numerous corpora amylacea; the 
ganglion cells of the corpora striata, thalami optici and 
nuclei lentiformes presented a similar appearance to that des- 
cribed in connection with the gray matter of the convolutions ; 
in the thalami optici were numerous ruby-red pigment granules. 

Cord. The ganglion cells of the gray matter contained 
much brownish, granular pigment; as in the ‘brain, it was 
limited wholly to the body of the cell, the nuclens re- 
maining free; nothing unusual noticed about the white 
matter of the cord. 
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Pericardium. Contained a few centimetres of clear, yellow 
fluid ; ‘both visceral and parietal layers in many places thick- 
ened and opaque in patches. : 

FHleart. Normal in size, both ventricles contracted ; auricles 
dilated with tolerably firm clots; aortic and pulmonary 
valves sufficient; mitral admitted three fingers, tricuspid 
tips of four; valves, cavities and muscular substance pre- 
sented no unusual appearances. ; 

Left pleural cavity contained a few cm. clear fluid; pleural 
surfaces free from adhesions; left lung denser than usual; 
more marked over lower lobe; on section the surface dark 
red, slightly granular, and on pressure yields much aerated 
serum and considerable puriform material; on opening the 
bronchi the mucous membrane found to be deeply reddened 
and injected, covered with a puriform material, and here and 
there many solid, whitish bits resembling partially cracked 
cereal | microscopically found to be oat-meal]; on following 
out the bronchi to the finest, the same condition of the mu- 
cous membrane was found, and numerous bits of oat-meal, 
many of the finer tubes being completely plugged by them. 

Pleural surfaces, right, adherent by easily broken down, 
apparently old adhesions; thetwo lobes of the right lung 
presented appearance similar to those described in connec- 
tion with the left lung; the upper lobe almost completely 
collapsed and atelectatic, in some portions of a brown color, 
in others ofa black color; on section the black portion found 
to be very dry, firm, atelectatic and deeply pigmented; on 
pressure of cut surface of brown portion considerable thin 
fluid and also puriform material exudes ; a small cavity, size 
of a pea, with grayish fluid contents. 

Spleen. Rather smaller than usual, dense, light colored ; 
the capsule in numerous places much thickened and opaque ; 
on section surface rather dry; trabecula and follicles quite 
distinct ; considerable diminution in the amount of the pulp. 

Kidneys. Slightly smaller than usual; density and color 
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normal; capsule readily detached; on section the cortex 
found to be considerably diminished; pyramids and pelves 
apparently normal. 

Microscopically. Many of the glomeruli were found to 
be reduced one half in size, homogeneous, and refracted 
light strongly [atrophy ] ; the cells of the convoluted tubules 
in many places contained a small amount of fat; the epithe- 
eliam of the straight tubules contained still more fat [latter 
of no clinical importance]; no increase in the interstitial 
tissue noticed. 

Peritoneal cavity contained no fluid, and peritoneum 
presented nothing unusual. 

Bladder. Well contracted, contained a few centimetres 
cloudy urine; mucous membrane and muscular wall ap- 
parently normal; in the cavity of the pelvis, lying free 
was founda body resembling in color and. shape a small 
white bean; could be cut partly by a knife, center hard. 

Stomach. Contained about 200 centimetres thin, coffee- 
ground-colored fluid; mucous membrane not remarkable ; 
intestines examined in situ showed nothing abnormal. 

Liver. Normal in size, of usual color and density and 
on section presented nothing remarkable. , 

Aorta. Numerous thick yellowish patches on inner sur- 
face; in arch several circumscribed erosions of the endo- 
thelium. 

Diagnosis. Chronic lepto-meningitis ; external hydroceph- 
alus; chronic ependymitis: atrophy of gray matter of 
convolutions ; ceedema of brain substance ; general pigmenta- 
tion of ganglion cells of brain and cord; free pigment 
[ haematoidin] in brain substance and in sheaths of vessels ; 
chronic thickening of pericardium ; chronic adhesive pleurisy, 
right; pneumonia from inhalation of foreign bodies with 
oedema ; chronic interstitial pneumonia; general bronchitis ; 
chronic perisplenitis; simple atrophy of kidneys; slight 
parenchymatous nephritis ; free body in peritoneal cavity ; 
chronic endoaortitis.

Dear Dr. Fisher :— 

I send report of the microscopic examination of the har- 
dened brain and cord of Mr. A ; as you will see, there 
are but few additional facts to be added to the report of the 
examination of the first specimens. 

Pia mater. In some portions the pia is of normal thick- 
ness, showing a delicate connective tissue meshwork, with 
here and there nuclei; in other portions pia is thickened, 
and in such places there is considerable increase of the 
connective tissue fibers and considerable round-cell infil- 
tration ; around the vessels there is, almost without excep- 
tion, abundant round-cell infiltration, apparently in the 
adventitia, here and there a few granules of pigment in the 
sheath of the vessels. 

Gray matter of Convolutions. The vessels show round- 
cell infiltration of the adventitia with considerable pigment 
in the adventitial lymph-sheath. The ganglion cells contain 
considerable finely granular pigment; here and there in the 
periganglionic lymph-space were to be seen one or more 
small round cells, and more rarely a single such cell was to 
be observed in the ganglion cell itself. 

The White matter showed nothing unusual beyond chan- 
ges in the vessels similar to those already described. 

The floor of the fourth Ventricle showed very well the 
appearances of chronic ependymitis, ¢. e. thickening [hyper- 
‘ trophy] of the connective tissue [neuroglia] with considera- 
ble infiltration of small round cells ; superficially the connec- 
tive tissue has formed papillary-like growths above the 
level of the surface [of the floor of the 4th ventricle]. 
These were made up of the most delicate interlacing connec- 
tive tissue fibres, infiltrated with small round cells. 

The Medulla Oblongata showed pigmentation of the 
ganglion cells and round cell infiltration of the adventitia of 
the vessels ; beyond these nothing unusual was observed. 
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Cord. Marked pigmentation of the ganglion cells; the 
vessels of the gray matter are worthy of mention; on cross 
section the lumina of about the usual size, but the walls very 
much thickened and of a homogeneous, glistening appearance ; 
question, whether this change deserves name of ‘hyaline 
degeneration”. 

There is nothing to be added to the diagnosis previously 
sent.

DISCIPLINE AND Foop. 


There has been no change in any respect, since my last 
report in the quantity or quality of the food furnished to the 
prisoners. The best proof that it is sufficient and nourish- 
ing, is found in the record of the weights of our inmates, 
which shows for the past year an average increase of 7 lbs. 
3 oz. 8 dr. Nor have I any change to note in the discipline 
of the prison; whenever punishment has been required it 
has been administered with strict justice and impartialty, 
according to my best judgment, but without any undue 
severity ; it is never inflicted arbitrarily or unnecessarily. 
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WoRK. 


Mr. J. D. O’Neil still keeps employed in the manufacture 
of slippers from 30 to 40 men. All others except those who 
are necessarily employed in the yard, the prison, and in 
summer, are kept steadily at work on the sewing machines, 
of which we have had about 160 in constant operation, 
turning out clothing for our customers in this and other 
cities. We have had no delay or interruption in the work. 


| Gas Works. 


The gas works are in good working condition, and gas of 
a superior quality is produced in sufficient amount to supply 
this institution and the Lunatic Hospital as heretofore. 


REPAIRS AND IMPROVEMENTS. 


tepairs and improvements have been about up to the 
average of former years. In an establishment like this, 
more or less of this kind of work is always needed, but in 
the past year there has been no special demand beyond our 
ordinary requirements. 


LAUNDRY. 


The new laundry was finished and occupied for the first 
time on the 22nd day of November and is found in all re- 
spects as suitable as it could possibly be for the several uses 
to which it is appropriated. The old building was removed 
during the months of December and January. As soon as 
the spring opens, the grounds under the old and around the 
new building will be laid out and sodded, so as to make a 
great improvement in the general appearance of the estab- 
lishment. 
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Prison ACCOMMODATIONS. 


The cells in the two prisons have been sufficient to accom- 
modate all our prisoners for the year past, so that the dormito- 
ries have not been required except for females. The num- 
ber of prisoners has been considerably below the average of 
former years, and there is no present appearance of any 
great Increase. 


HEALTH. 


The Hospitals have had their usual percentage of inmates, 
but there have been few serious cases. There has been no 
epidemic. The majority of sickness is due to intemperate 
habits of life, and excess and exposure. The seeds of dis- 
ease are planted outside and bear their fruit here.

RELIGIOUS SERVICES. 


Everything in this department has continued during the 
year without any variation. Roman Catholic worship is 
celebrated in the morning on Sundays and the Protestant in 
the afternoon. ‘There have also been religious services on 
Fast Day, Thanksgiving and Christmas. The prisoners are 
required to attend whichever form of worship they prefer, 
and are allowed to attend both if they wish. 


Liprary. 
The library is still in good working order, though the 
number of volumes is somewhat diminished since my last 


report. Ona careful examination made during the past 
winter about 700 volumes had to be condemned as_ useless 
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for further distribution. The present numbers are, in the 
male prisons, 1080, in the- female prison, 373, and in the 
hospital 154, giving a total of 1607. A much larger num- 
ber than usual of books have been sent in to the prisoners 
by friends outside, which after being first read by the person 
to whom they are sent, are added to the catalogue. Notwith- 
standing the utmost care, the books rapidly deteriorate in 
rough and careless, and sometimes mischievous hands, but 
by the great body of the prisoners the use of the library is 
fully appreciated. 


PIGGERY. 


The piggery still continues to fulfil its useful mission ; 
there is enough pork raised to meet all the requirements of 
the house and of the prison, and a small surplus is occasion- 
ally disposed of to dealers in the market, who are glad to 
purchase, knowing that House of Correction pork is always 
sweet and clean. 


GARDEN. 


The short sentenced prisoners, who are not available for 
manufacturing work, are employed in summer, under the 
charge of our efficient gardener in the raising of vegetables ; 
enough of these, with the exception of potatoes, are raised 
to supply all our wants. ) 


CONCLUSION. 


I feel a great degree of satisfaction in having to report so 
few changes, and that the whole machinery of the institution 
has worked smoothly and pleasantly. Iam happy to say that 
the several officers under my charge have been prompt, 
fuithful and zealous in the discharge of their respective 
duties. No prisoner has escaped during the year, which is a 
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proof that there has been no carelessness or lack of vigilance 
in any department. I beg to offer my sincere thanks to 
all the members of the Board for their unfailing kindness 
and interest, and the good feeling which they have always 
manifested. To. the late President of the Board especially, 
I would express my thanks for his undeviating good feeling 
and gentlemanly courteousness, and I cannot but regret 
that he has thought it necessary to resign the position which 
he has so ably filled. In the responsible position in which I 
am placed, my hands have been strengthened and my labors 
lightened by the valuable suggestions which they have made 
and the general interest which they have taken in the 
working and the welfare of the institution.

~The Joint Standing Committee on Public Buildings, in the 
discharge of its Saies begs leave to submit the following 
report on the subject of the proposed restoration of the old 
State House : — 

The scheme proposed involves the renovation of the inte- 
rior of the building, at a cost estimated by the City Architect 
at $35,000, and the removal thereto of certain departments 
of the city now located in Pemberton square, Tremont street, 
and City Hall, for which (with the exception of City Hall) 
the city is now paying in rents and taxes the sum of $7,000 
per annum. In the meantime the city is the loser in the 
annual income which it is receiving from the State-street 
property of $16,000. 

We submit that the measure is not one of economy; and, 
while admitting the necessity that exists for the concentration . 
and enlargement of the city offices, the gain in neither case 
is sufficient to warrant the expense. City Hall, which is now 
so much overcrowded, would not be materially relieved by 
the removals therefrom, three rooms only being vacated by 
the proposed change. In substance, it is proposed to expend 
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the sum of $35,000 to relieve the city from the payment of 
an annual rental of $7,000, the city gaining relief in City 
Hall to the extent of three rooms vacated, and being deprived 
of the annual income of $16,000 derived from the “Old State 
House. 

We look upon this scheme merely from a icine: point of 
view ; the question of the preservation of the Old State House 
does not enter into the case ; whether the building is occupied 
for business purposes, or taken by the city for its public 
offices, the exterior will still remain intact, and that is all 
there is left to preserve. 

As members of the committee we would reaffirm that we 
are ready to advocate any measure that is feasible, that has 
in view the better accommodation of our public offices, and 
the relief of the present pressure for‘more room in City Hall ; 
but the measure advanced does not commend itself to our 
judgment as business men dealing with the city’s interest as 
with our own. For the reasons herein set forth we object to 
the report of the minority of the committee, and to the er 
sage of the order aera it.

MINORITY REPORT. 


In the annual appropriation for the present year there was 
inserted an item of $35,000 “for the renovation of the Old 
State House, for the purpose of its occupancy by such city 
departments as may be assigned there.” Your committee has 
carefully considered the subject, and it plainly appears, from 
the plans and estimates furnished by the City Architect, that 
the building can be thoroughly renovated and fitted for occu- 
pancy by various city departments at a cost which will not 
exceed the appropriation. The question only remains to be 
considered whether the City Council will authorize the expen- 
diture of the money thus set apart for this purpose. 

There can be no dispute as to the fact that the building is 
well placed for the transaction of public business. It is cen- 
tral, has abundance of light and air, and will be as capable 
of being protected from fire as any public building need be. 
The fact that it has been used for the past fifteen years for so 
many branches of business is a proof that its location is suit- 
able for public offices. The plans of the City Architect look 
to a thorough renovation of the building, excavating a sub- 
cellar, putting In iron staircases enclosed in brick walls, 
proper ventilation, new inside walls and fire-proof vaults, with 
a new and safe roof over all. 

Your committee has made a provisional assignment of 
rooms, assigning them to the City Registrar, Board of Health, 
Registrars of Voters, Improved Sewerage, Law Department, 
Survey and Inspection of Buildings, and one or two minor 
departments. * Should any change hereafter be made in these 
assignments, there is no reason to apprehend that the cost of 
fitting up the rooms would be increased. 

The financial position of the change deserves to be clearly 
stated. Of course there has been no expectation that the 
city would save money by the change, as offices on State 
street would naturally cost more than those on Pemberton 
square. The gain must be found elsewhere. 

The city now pays for rent as follows : — 


Law Department. ; : : ; - $1,925 82

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And, in City Hall, rooms are occupied by the CityRegistrar, 
and the department of the Survey and Inspection of Build- 
ings, which would probably cost $2,000 if accommodations for 
them were hired elsewhere. We may safely assume that 
the cost is $9,000; and against that we may set the $16,000 
net annual rent lately paid for the Old State House. 

On the other side must be placed the gain of having these 
public offices concentrated under one roof, and of having them 
in a location so accessible and central. The accommodations 
will be much greater, and the public business accordingly 
carried on to greater advantage. It will be a great gain to 
have the City Registrar’s rooms adjoining the Health Depart- 
ment; another gain to have the registration of voters, male 
and female, on a lower floor, on a central street. 

Again, the value of the room thus made in City Hall is 
incalculable. The removal of the City Registrar will enable 
the committee to give to the Board of Aldermen a suitable 
anteroom, the lack of which is a serious detriment: and a 
lasting reproach to the city. 

But the main reason for the change — the one which probably 
influenced the City Council in its decision to appropriate the 
money —is that the Old State House will thus be renewed 
and preserved for our successors, while it will be a constant 
gratification to our citizens and our visitors. Occupied by 
public offices, it will be always open to the public,. whilst 
some apartments at least can be restored nearly to their 
former style of decoration, and thus renew the reminiscences 
attached to this building. 

The money value of this sentiment is not small; for every 
object of interest which brings strangers to our limits serves 
to add to the commerce of the city. If we allow that the 
city nominally loses $7,000 annually by holding the Old State 
House in its own hands, we may be sure that it is but a nomi- 
nal loss, and that indirectly the gain will be far greater. 
Even discarding this view, is not the city rich enough and 
public-spirited enough to cease to make merchandise of its 
inheritance of past glories? ‘This building represents every- 
thing of note in our history for the past century and a half. 
From 1742 to 1798 the Legislature sat here; from 1830 to 
1840 it was the City Hall. It still is intact, so far as its walls 
and floors are concerned, and it can easily be converted into 
an ornament to the city, instead of being a monument of un- 
necessary thrift. 

For all of the foregoing reasons, a minority of the com- 
mittee recommend the passage of the following order.

THE OLD STATE HOUSE. 


REPORT OF A HEARING BEFORE THE JOINT STANDING 
COMMITTEE ON PUBLIC BUILDINGS OF THE CITY 
COUNCIL OF BOSTON, ON THE PETITIONS FOR AND 
AGAINST THE REMOVAL OF THE OLD STATE HOUSE. 


City HALL, June 8, 1881. 


The committee met at 3 o’clock P.M., Alderman Woolley, chairman, 
presiding. : 

The Chairman read the petition of Franklin Haven and others, for the 
removal of the Old State House, and said the committee were ready to 
hear the petitioners for removal. 


STATEMENT OF Hon. FRANKLIN HAVEN, IN BEHALF OF THE PETI- 
TIONERS FOR REMOVAL. 


Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen : —I wish to say a few words in regard 
to the removal of the Old State House, or the easterly part thereof. 

The building stands in the way of carrying out an important public 
improvement projected by the City of Boston some years ago, viz., that 
of the extension of Devonshire street from the southerly side of State 
street to New Washington street. Wilson’s lane has been widened, 
and it is now known as Devonshire street. It is an important street, 
particularly for the northern and southern sections of the city, as it 
affords great facilities as a thoroughfare for carriages, horse-railroads, 
and heavy teams. But the way from the extension of Devonshire street 
to North Devonshire street is obstructed by the Old State House 
building, thereby causing the constant current of heavy teams in both 
directions to deflect from the true line of travel. 

Persons passing up or down State street on the northerly side are 
sufficiently subjected to much difficulty and danger, owing to the 
vehicles and heavy teams blocking the way. From personal experience 
and observation, I can vouch, Mr. Chairman, for this fact. 

I had the honor to bring this matter to the attention of the Committee 
on Streets, at a hearing which they gave to the petitioners for the re- 
moval of the Old State House, five years ago. I also supplemented my 
remarks at that time by a letter which I addressed to the chairman of 
the committee. J suppose the letter is in the archives of the city, but, 
as I have a copy of it with me, I will, with the permission of the com- 
mittee, read it as a part of what I have to say now :— 


Boston, May 3, 1876. 
Joun T. Crarx, Esq., Chairman Committee on Streets: — 


Dear Sir,—I had the honor of appearing before your committee on 
Wednesday last, at the hearing in reference to the removal of the Old State 
House, and gave you the suggestions which occurred to me at the moment 
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without much previous reflection. Having conferred with my directors since 
that time, we are all impressed with the importance of this matter, and should 
be remiss in our duty to the stockholders of this institution if the occasion 
should pass without a more formal appeal on our part. Iam, therefore, in- 
structed to address you on this subject more directly in my official capacity. 

Your committee are aware that this bank has paid to the City of Boston 
the sum of $16,000, as betterment assessment for the extension of Devonshire 
street. Ido not think that I put it too strongly when I say that if the Old 
State House is suffered to remain this sum is a total loss to us. Aside from 
the addition of a little more light to the lower story on the west side of our 
building, which was not materially needed, the project has thus far been of no 
benefit at all. Onthe contrary, as I stated to the committee, the constant 
current of heavy teams in both directions, deflected from the ordinary centre 
of the street by reason of the projection of the Old State House, is a serious 
injury to the free access of our tenants and customers. Whatever benefits 
might be expected from a mercantile thoroughfare have thus far been deferred 
by the presence of this building, and rendered it useless to open any entrance 
to our building on the Devonshire-street side. Under these circumstances, 
we think we are justified in making a special appeal for the removal of this 
building. 

It cannot, we think, be denied that the city is fairly and honorably bound, 
to complete this improvement. It is true that there was no vote of the City 
Council at the time to remove the building when the leases expire. But such 
a vote by a municipal government, annually changing, to take effect several 
years subsequently, would have been irregular and inoperative. Indeed, 
there is no way in which the city could have expressly bound itself at the time. 
But we submit, that in every way in which it was possible to do so, the city 
did commit itself to the removal of this building. 

The very title of the resolve is almost sufficient of itself. It would, natu- 
rally, have been called the ‘‘ widening of Wilson’s lane,” which is precisely 
what it nowis. But the order was entitled the ‘‘extension of Devonshire 
street,” which, at that time, terminated at the south side of the Old State 
House. After full discussion and deliberation, the city declared, by a formal 
vote, that the public convenience and necessity required the extension of 
Devonshire street by the removal of the buildings which stood in its way. It 
is true, that in the order for taking the property of abutters this building was 
not mentioned; but this was only for the reason that being public property it 
was unnecessary and improper that it should have been included. 

Does any one doubt that if it had been private property it would have 
been taken at the same time with other private estates? Does any one be- 
lieve that the Devonshire-street extension would ever have been carried 
through the City Government if it had been understood that the Old State 
House should remain? Could any one suppose it possible that the city would 
take private property of its citizens for widening a street with the purpose of 
leaving its own property to obstruct the whole improvement? We therefore 
claim that the city pledged itself in every way in which it could do so that this 
improvement should be completed when the leases of the building should ex- 
pire, not to mention the repeated declarations of its own officers, as testified 
to by several gentlemen at the hearing. Relying upon this promise of the 
city, so directly implied from its own acts, the Merchants National Bank paid 
such betterments as the city chose to assess upon their property. .Having 
patiently waited for a long time, receiving no return for the assessments we have 
paid in order that the city might be saved from heavy damages to its tenants, 
we think that we have the right most respectfully to ask and reasonably to 
expect that the building may be removed at the earliest possible day. In what 
I have now said I have confined myself to considerations which more particu- 
larly affect the property of the institution which I represent. I cannot, how- 
ever, be indifferent to the great public improvement which would result from 
the removal of the building, and, as I stated in the remarks which I had the 
honor to make before the committee, there can be no doubt, in my judgment, 
that the removal will tend not only to maintain the taxable value of property 
in State street and its vicinity, but to appreciate the same, so that the city, 
even without the consideration of additional betterments, would realize ample 
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compensation for any loss it might sustain consequent upon making this great 
and desirable public improvement.

Mr. Chairman, in closing these remarks permit me to say a word 
respecting the objection which has been made to the removal of the Old 
State House on the ground of sentiment. When it is considered that the 
building has been exclusively used for business purposes for fifty years, 
and that during that time or longer it has undergone a great many 
changes and alterations, both inside and outside, so that the building 
presents little or no resemblance to what it was when originally con- 
structed, I must confess, Mr. Chairman, I am quite unable to appreciate 
the value of the sentiment. Remove the building, sir, and in its stead 
erect a shaft or other monument, and thereby you will best commem- 
orate the spot and cherish its patriotic associations. 


STATEMENT OF HARVEY N. SHEPARD, EsqQ. 


Mr. Chairman: — Mr. Henry D. Hyde and myself had the honor of 
appearing before the Committee on Streets five years ago, when this 
same question was considered. The question was considered very thor- 
oughly indeed. We had the honor to present numerous witnesses, 
letters, ete. We also have the privilege of appearing this afternoon in 
behalf of certain petitioners, whose names we will present at the proper 
time, who remonstrate against any change, that is, against the removal 
of the building or its being used for city purposes. We do not propose 
to take the time of the committee by going into an extended hearing, 
but we desire to ask one or two questions of such witnesses as appear 
for the removal of the building or using it for city purposes. 

The CHAIRMAN. — The committee have no objections to the gentle- 
man asking any questions. 

Mr. SHEPARD. — Then I would like to ask Mr. Haven if he is willing 
to state whether or not, in his opinion, a wide street is as advantageous 
for business purposes as a narrow one—say a Street 100 feet; is it as 
advantageous as a street from 60 to 80 feet wide ? 

Mr. HAveN.— That is a question which could be best answered by 
the peculiarities of the street or place. In some cases a wide street is 
very desirable —not too wide, 100 feet wide perhaps ; — and in other 
cases a much narrower street—40 or 50 feet— would answer the 
purposes. 

Q. So far as the experience of the City of Boston has been concerned, 
do you think such streets as we have made 100 feet wide have been an 
improvement, so far as business is concerned ? 

A. I should think that they have not—bearing in mind Hanover 
street. Ido not think it has been benefited by the widening of it at 
the upper end. 

Q. I believe you were here five years ago, at the time of the hearing 
before the Committee on Streets ? 

A. I just stated so to the committee. 

Q. Do you remember that certain persons appeared here who owned 
property on State street, among them Mr. Dresser and others? 

A. I do not remember who was at the hearing. 

Q. Do you remember when the question came up whether the city 
could collect any betterments in case it should: remove the Old State 
House and throw the land into State street ? 

A. I don’t recollect whether it did or not. 

Q. Don’t you remember that Messrs. Dresser and Shattuck stated 
that, in their opinion as lawyers, no betterment could be collected ? 
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A. I don’t recollect. 

Q. And didn’t it appear that your bank was the only ys operty holder 
willing to pay any betterment ? 

A. I don’t recollect any such statement made by any gentleman; 
probably it was made. 

Q. I will ask you whether the question has been raised as to whether 
any betterment could be collected by the removal of the Old State 
House ? 

A. I have never heard it discussed, and do not know that any such 
question has been raised; but my own dunemen is that a betterment 
could be assessed and collected: 

Q. I believe it appeared five years ago that it was the opinion of your 
bank that betterments could be assessed and collected; but other prop- 
erty owners did not think so. But leaving that out, have you ever 
known any serious blocking of teams there ? 

A. Yes, sir; I have known it in my own experience, and have had to 
wait some minutes to get across, on account of the blocking of teams 
there. They were going in both directions. 

Q@. But was that due to the continuous passage, or because they were 
stopped by the block? 

A. I think it was due more to the obstruction of the Old State House, 
by projecting into the street. On reaching New Devonshire street, we 
did not know what was coming. If the projection was not there, and 
the whole street could be seen, “I think one could select his way across 
the street and get up or down State street much easier, and with less 
difficulty. 

Q. But, as a matter of fact, have you known of any teams being 
stopped there ? 

A. Ihave. I have had to stop myself. 

Q. But isn’t the obstruction generally due to the continuous passage 
of teams, rather than to their being stopped ? 

A. [have known them to be stopped there frequently, because the 
street was crowded, or because they encountered each other, or for 
some reason or other they could not go continuously on. 

@. Do you recall that five years ago the police officer appeared before 
the Committee on Streets and testified that for five years he had never 
known any blocking there ? 

A. I do not know anything about his testimony; I did not hear it. I 
should be happy to have the- committee to subpcena the police officer * 
who is now there attending to that duty. I think he would give dif- 
ferent testimony. 

By Mr. Wuirmore. — Do you remember that this statement, that 
there was an implied bargain in relation to the widening of Dev onshire 
street, was discussed in 1874 by the Board of Aldermen, “and was denied 
entirely by members of the Board? Did you happen to read the debate 
on the subject? 

A. I did not, sir. I know this, the Merchants Bank paid the better- 
ment cheerfully, with the expectation that the building would be re- 
moved. That betterment was assessed some time before the hearing 
before the committee in 1876. 

@. Do you remember in what year the betterment was assessed ? 

A. No, I have not looked back; but the assessment distinctly stated 
that it was for the extension of Devonshire street, and the assessment 
was $16,000. The gentlemen in the direction of the Merchants Bank 
have generally looked for that extension. We also paid a betterment 
of $4,000 for the extension of New Washington street. We did not 
hesitate to pay either sum. We supposed it was right and proper that 
it should be done, but we did look for the removal of the Old State 
House. The reason given some time previous to the hearing I have 
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alluded to in 1876, that the building could not be removed, was that it 
was leased to various occupants and it would cost the city a great deal 
of money to compensate them for giving up the leases. We did not 
think it right or proper to insist upon that, but we did expect the 
removal of the building, until in April, 1876, we found that the City 
Government had, under serious contemplation, the, leasing of the Old 
State House again for five years. We therefore appeared and remon- 
strated, and sent in the letter I have just read to the committee. 

@. You say the assessment for the betterment was $16,000 ? 

A. Yes, sir; for the extension of Devonshire street. That was the 
language used. 

Q. But do you remember that the following year the valuation of 
your land was raised $110,000 ? 

A. No; I have not kept the run of the valuation yearly. 

Q. Don’t you suppose that was owing mainly to laying out of the 
new street ? 

A. If it was owing to that it was an erroneous valuation. 

Q. Possibly; but I believe it was a fact. I have looked at the 
assessors’ records and understand that the year following the assess- 
ment of the betterment of $16,000 upon the Merchants Bank, they 
returned $110,000 additional value conferred upon the estate on accouut 
of the improvement. 

A. Well, sir, the improvement was nothing to the Merchants Bank. 
It gave a little more light, as I said in the letter, to the lower story of 
the building on Devonshire street. But we did not require any more 
light for our banking-rooms or for the rooms above it. The old building 
on Wilson’s lane did not shut off the light there or from the tenants 
above the Merchants Bank. 

Q. I want to ask youa question on one other topic. Do you remember 
how wide north Devonshire street is? 

A. I do not. 

Q. There is a plan which I would like to have you look at for a 
moment. It has been prepared at the City Surveyor’s department. 
This being the Old State House here, the width of south Devonshire street 
is 45 feet, and north Devonshire street is 50 feet, which is the full width 
you have here. The width from that corner of the Old State House to 
the curve of the Traveller building, is 43 feet. In other words, all the 
traffic that comes in here, and passes down here, and comes in here 
again, has the full width of 45 feet, excepting at that corner, which is 
two feet narrower than the rest of the street. 

A. Well, sir; there are various horse-railroads passing around on 
that street, and interfering a good deal with the passing down or going 
down on the northerly side, and helping to make up the obstruction. 

Q. Iwish to ask you how much effect the horse-railroads have had 
there during the last five years in obstructing travel P 

A. I think that the passing of the horse-railroads made it more 
imperative that the easterly end of the Old State House should be cut 
off and make a straight line there. I cannot help regarding that as an 
imperative necessity, and that the city is bound to do that much, if 
it does not take away the whole building, which [ think would be a great 
improvement and an honor to the city to take it away, and that it would 
tend to increase the value of property, not only around there, but in the 
whole city. 

Q. One other question. You have expressed the opinion that there 
was nothing left of the appearance of the Old State House in the present 
building. Have you paid any particular attention to the subject? Have 
you examined the views of the condition of the Old State House for the 
last 100 years? 

A. I haven’t paid any special attention to them. Of course I can- 
not judge of what the building was seventy-five or one hundred years 
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ago, but it seems to me the roof of the building is altogether different 
from what it was. 

Q. Undoubtedly. 

A. Undoubtedly, and there are many other variations about it. 

Q. But you have never examined the views taken of the Old State 
House in 1775 or ’76, or in 1800, or anywhere along there? 

A. Not particularly. 

By Alderman O’BrIEN. —I would inquire if the noise of the passing 
teams interferes with the transaction of business in the Merchants 
Bank building? 

A. It does not upon the Merchants Bank floor, which is in the 
second story; but I am inclined to think it does somewhat with the 
tenants below. The Exchange Bank, for instance, occupies the whole 
length of the building down to the story next to Mr. Wiggleworth’s 
new building. But while I am up I will say that it has appeared to 
me strange that we have not in north Devonshire street realized the 
advantages of this improvement of carrying Devonshire street through 
to new Washington street. Itis not apparent to me that the advantages 
are great there. ‘They are certainly not great to the Merchants Bank, 
because we did not need the light, for at great expense to ourselves we 
get the light from the roof by carrying up a dome, which gives suffi- 
cient light for us, but at the cost of the loss of room, which we could, 
perhaps, lease for a handsome income. 

Q. Do you have any trouble in letting your rooms in the Merchants 
Bank building on account of the noise from passing teams or anything 
of that kind ? 

A. No, sir; the Exchange Bank has been there for many years, and 
have just renewed their lease for five years more. Our rooms are all 
occupied. But one reason why we find no difficulty in leasing the rooms 
is that, since the fire, which we had there two or three years ago, we 
have put on an additional story, and altogether improved the interior 
of the building, and made it more attractive, so that all the time our 
rooms have been in demand at a low rent, because we have never raised 
the rents much. 

By Alderman WuittEeNn. — Was this increase in the valuation made 
by the assessors due to any repairs made on your building ? 

A. I don’t know what the valuation is this year. 

@. I mean the increase of $110,000. 

A. I don’t know that there was such an increase. The valuation 
was $550,000 or $600,000; I have forgotten. 


STATEMENT OF W. E. L. Dittaway, ESQ., IN BEHALF OF CERTAIN 
PARTIES DESIRING REMOVAL. 


Mr.Chairmanand Gentlemen of the Committee : —I have been requested 
by certain persons who favor this petition, to state some reasons which 
an urgent for granting this prayer, and I will detain you but a little 
while. 

I beg you first, gentlemen, to examine the names appended to the 
petition. You can judge, from the character and standing of those men 
in this community, that they are in earnest in regard to the project which 
they recommend. They are gentlemen of property, of experience, and 
long residence, and who, above all others, are more familiar than the 
general run of the inhabitants of the city with that which is complained 
of. I hardly think anybody will say that they would come here with 
malice towards the building, that they come here with disregard for any 

_of the sentiments that appertain to that locality, or that they come here 
excepting for the single reason that having deliberated upon this thing, 
and seen the trouble occasioned by the building standing there in its

present location, they desire most heartily that it be displaced. I need 
not but refer to the names appended to that petition to substantiate what 
I say in this regard. 

Now, what do these gentlemen ask? They ask that this building may 
be removed, because it stands in a place where there is as much trouble 
as in any other spot in this city. What do they ask to have removed? 
This building which is called the Old State House. 

But I beg to submit that it is not the Old State House itself. I desire, 
just for one moment, to read from a well-known book in this city, called 
‘¢Old Landmarks of Boston,” written by Mr. Drake, a brief description 
of this building as it was: — 


The following was the interior arrangement of the building after the fire 
of 1747. The eastern chamber was originally occupied by the Council, and 
afterwards by the Senate. The Representatives held their sittings in the west 
chamber. 

The floor of these was supported by pillars, and terminated at each end by 
doors, and at the east end by a flight of steps leading into State street. On 
the north side were offices for the clerks of thte Supreme and Superior courts. 
In the day time the doors were kept open, and the floor served as a walk for 
the inhabitants who thronged it during the sessions of the courts. After the 
removal of the Legislature to the new State House, the internal arrangement 
was changed to suit later occupants. . 

The building has undergone material alterations, especially in the roof, 
which gives ita more modern appearance, and the steeple or tower was con- 
siderably higher than at present. The sun-dial, which formerly adorned the 
eastern gable, has been superseded by a clock; the lion and unicorn once 
replaced the ornamental scrolls at the other end. There have been a lottery 
office, engine-house, and even a newspaper published, in the old building. 


How many other uses it has been subjected to many of us can testify 
to now. This building, — changed entirely from what it was, — changed 
so much that it has been justly said it barely resembles the original 
structure ; modernized in its roof; changed in its steeple, which has _ 
been lowered; every timber which was a witness of historic events 
displaced and demolished so that it could not be traced to-day ; — and 
this building, bearing, so to speak, only a few timbers of the old one, is 
the building which these gentlemen ask to have removed.. 

Mr. Chairman and gentlemen, we do not need to be reminded that 
out of its eastern window the Declaration of Independence was first read 
in Boston; but we should very much like to see the eastern window. 

We do not ask to see the place, and do not need to be reminded, where 
the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company used to have their rendez- 
vous. We do not need to be reminded, as John Adams says, that Inde- . 
pendence was born there. But we should like to see the place. We do 
not need to be reminded of anything that has happened about that local- 
ity, because to Boston people every inch of it is sacred. 

But that building, in its remodelled condition, stands to-day as a mon- 
ument of these events, and is of no more value than any other monument 
that may be substituted in its place. It is a spurious thing, — gar- 
bled, changed, and modernized, — and if vandalism is to be charged to 
us, we are guiltless, for it was gone years ago. It has been invaded by 
fire; it has been desecrated by improvement; and what it was, the 
children of these days know not. 

We do not yield, Mr. Chairman and gentlemen, to anybody in Boston 
so far as reverence for the place, — so far as reverence for the few 
timbers and bricks that may be in that building, — are concerned. , But we 
come here fairly and say it is a matter of public necessity that this 
building should be removed, and that the place can be as well marked 
by a monument more elaborate, more commennorative, than the building 
that is there to-day. And the idea that a sentiment should stop this 
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necessity — if we prove that there is a necessity — seems to me ridicu- 
lous, when we have seen it this many years in such a common way. In 
fact, it has become a building which hardly anybody desires to occupy, 
except in the lower stories, for business purposes. 

We say that that building is an obstruction. Ido not care if there is a 
space of 45 feet between the corner of one curbstone and the diagonally 
opposite one. It is plain that 45 feet in the street passage-way is more 
serviceable than 45 feet around something that is almost a circle. 
Whether it be so or not, — for I do not expect those gentlemen who are 
married simply to the Old State House to concede much, — it is a fact 
that there are continuous blocks in that locality occasioned by the passage 
of teams. <A policeman, as we all know, is stationed at the corner of 
Devonshire street, at the left-hand side going down, and is obliged to 
remain there to prevent blocks. On the other side there is Washington 
street and Court street, through which this immense amount of travel 
passes, coming right by the Old State House, and a policeman is 
stationed there to prevent it from being blocked. 

We have incurred a large expenditure to widen Devonshire street, 
and by that we have a passage-way to the northern depots, and all that 
freight being transferred makes, at times during the day, a block of 
teams, which prevents foot passengers from going along, and thereby 
makes Devonshire street so blocked that it is almost impossible to get 
through. . 

These facts are known to everybody, and I do not think any testimony 
is needed to help the matter here. Go there and judge of it, as 
those men who have sent this petition here have judged of it, deliberately. 
’ Tell me then if what we say is not absolutely true, and if such blocking 
of the streets as that is not absolutely dangerous, and an obstruction 
to the business of-the city, but makes the place about there one con- 
tinuous hubbub, and impairs the value of property all along the 
street; and it continues so simply because some people, out of senti- 
ment, desire to cherish this ancient building. 

Why, sir, as a result of that you will see one of the buildings on the 
right-hand side of the street absolutely vacant. I have had a little 
experience with that building, and it is almost impossible to get tenants 
init. It was put in thorough condition, and yet it is vacant because of 
the darkness and narrowness of the passage-way, and of the noise, 
crowd, and confusion, which render it to a great degree uninhabitable. 

Mr. Chairman ‘and gentlemen, it seems to me that when gentlemen 
of the class who have signed this petition come to you and ask that 
this building be removed; and when it is found to be a building which 
answers the purpose of a monument, and the purpose of which can be 
accomplished by something that will be less of an obstruction; when 
these gentleman who are familiar with this locality more than other 
men in the city, judge of it as they have, and place themselves upon 
record as they do, it seems to me the time is ripe for doing what is 
needed, and for granting to them the request for which they pray. 


STATEMENT OF Mr. Ext FERNALD IN FAVOR OF REMOVAL. 


Mr. Eli Fernald said: — 


Mr. Chairman, —I have taken down a few remarks. Jam not aman 
who can speak off-hand, and will read them. 

The CHAIRMAN. — You are one of the petitioners ? 

Mr. FERNALD. — Yes, sir. 

In presenting this petition for the removal of the Old State House, it 
was for the express benefit of the public, and not for a few owners of 
real estate round the Old State House, as some of the Council have 
stated. I was the sole mover, and carried round the petition myself for 
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some four weeks, and had a good opportunity to get the sense of the 
public, and the motives that caused their decisions. Now, Mr. Chair- 
man, let us look at some of the reasons and see if they are reasonable. 
In the first place, to have sentimentalism reasonable, it must be founded 
on facts. Well, now what are the facts as regards the Old State House ? 
Mr. Whitmore has given us a long list of what he calls good reasons for 
keeping the Old State House standing, one of which is, because men 
have sat there with fine broadcloth coats, old wigs, etc.; not one 
sensible or reasonable remark in the whole list, according to my mind, 
to keep the old building standing. 

Now, in presenting my petition, I met with sentimentalism, but in 
every case they admitted the Old State House stood in the way of the 
public travel, and would have it removed if they could get rid of their 
sentimental feelings for old landmarks ; one of the Council expresses the 
same feelings when he says his office is in State street, and in crossing, 
as he does many times in the day, he meets with great inconvenience ; 
but his sentimental feelings say, let the Old State House stand, which 
shows to my mind that when men give up their common-sense and put 
sentiment in its place, they are on dangerous ground. Some men say, let 
the old building stand, because it brings in dollars and cents to the 
city, but say, at the same time, it is in the way of the public; but no 
matter for that, the public can get along with the inconvenience in the 
future as well as the past. Mr. Whitmore has referred us to Phila- 
delphia, setting forth what they have done in restoring Independence 
Hall. 

Now, let us look at the location of each before we make comparisons. 
The Old State House stands in the middle of State street, and twenty 
feet in Devonshire st. ; Independence Hall stands entirely out of the street, 
with a large broad sidewalk on one side and a park on the other side. 
Now, does Mr. Whitmore think the Philadelphians will go to work and 
widen the street twenty feet, and leave Independence Hall standing in 
the street twenty feet, for the sake of saving an old landmark; if so, I 
think he will find himself mistaken. 

If the Old State House, in Boston, was located the same as Indepen- 
dence Hall, in Philadelphia, I should not have any reason to get up a 
petition to have it removed for the benefit of the public, for it would 
already be removed. One of the Council says there cannot be found three 
of the Council that will vote to have the building removed. Well, if we 
can get one, we shall be as well off as Mr.. Whitmore, with his one 
adopted friend, to save the old building, and shall make up our minds 
that one man had saved some of his common-sense to use in the hour of 
need. But, sir, we are looking, hoping, and expecting a larger vote 
than one to remove the Old State House for the benefit of 500,000 men, 
women, and children, to say nothing of dumb animals, which would 
speak if they had the power. Now, it is cruel to animals to keep the 
Old State House standing, which makes their work so much harder 
than it would be if they could have the space of ground now occupied 
by the Old State House. Now, let us consider the remedy of some of 
the objections. We will take the pecuniary question, which will be readily 
met by a reasonable assessment, both for the city and the owners. No 
question about this, so we can dispense with all other questions about 
letting or occupying the building by the city. 

Now, Mr. Whitmore talks about a World’s Fair, and he wants to keep 
the old building standing for four or five years, so strangers coming to 
Boston can see the Old State House with its new dress on. What a sight 
it must be! The majority report says, keep the old building as it is and 
let it for $16,000. Well, I have shown that the assessment will meet all 
these contingencies. When any public benefit is started, it meets with 
strong opposition. Take, for instance, bringing water into Boston ; fought 
for ten or twelve years; but the right prevailed, and I well remember 
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the first spouting from the Frog Pond. Who would have it taken out 
Then came horse railroads; fought to the hilt; but the right prevailed. 
How many would have them removed?  Scollay’s square cost money. 
Who would have the buildings put back for ten times the cost? Some 
men propose to have what stands in Devonshire street cut off. Small 
favors greatly received. But if it was left to me I should go as far as 
Johnny Lepine did when he cut off his dog’s tail, clear up to his ears. 
Now, remove the Old State House, and fix up the square as it should 
be, and men will wonder that the scales had not fallen from their 
eyes long ago. Some men propose to have a perfect model of the Old 
State House placed in the square, which they think would be very appro- 
priate; other men think it would make a fine square for some monu- 
ment, or statues, all of which the Council could take into consideration. 
Some say, since the great fire business has moved south, which had 
removed travel from State street. This is not a fact. Since the widening 
of Devonshire street and laying down the horse-railroad track, it can 
be proved that twice, if not three times, the travel goes by the Old State 
House than ever before. 

Now, remove the Old State House, and looking from east, west, north, 
and south, it will open up a fine view and give light and air, that will 
be highly appreciated by all. Now, Mr. Chairman, the sentimental 
portion look at all men who have signed the petition and advocate the 
removal of the Old State House, as void of a fine feeling for old land- 
marks ; but it is not so, as I have said, if the building was situated as 
Independence Hall; but the reason they have signed and advocate the 
removal is because they have not let sentiment blind their common- 
sense so they could not see clear what was right and just for the public 
good. Now, sir, we ask the Council to take a common-sense view of 
the whole matter. Look at what Boston was in 1830, with its 30,000 
inhabitants, more or less, when one could start from the Old State 
House and run a horse through Washington street to the Norfolk House 
without being interrupted. Look at Boston to-day, with her 350,000, 
more or less, with streets blockaded, calling for a large number of 
policemen to conduct passengers across streets, and all other means the 
city are using to make travel more easy and safe; and, after looking at all 
these facts, and many others, they will, in conclusion of the whole matter, 
make up their minds that the city requires the removal of the Old State 
House, and give up their sentimental feelings, and come out with a 
unanimous vote for the removal of the Old State House, and the public 
will ratify your doings with a hearty good cheer, and in six months 
there will not he a dissenting voice against your doings. Now, let us 
look at another question. The city wants to build a Court House, which 
will cost a large sum of money. Now, remove the Old State House, and 
appropriate the money to build a Court House. A $100,000 assessment 
will be cheerfully paid, and save the $35,000, making $135,000, which 
will be quite an item to help build the Court House, and when we have the 
World's Fair, and strangers come to Boston, and want to see the Old 
State House, we can say to them, it concluded to join itself to the new 
Court House, and leave State street for the benefit of the public, which 
will be killing two birds with one stone. 

Now, I will suggest that it might be appropriate, if some location be 
selected, to remove the cupola, and have it all put in good repair, which 
would be a perfect model of what it was. This will be a matter for the 
Council to consider. Now, it looks to me for a city like Boston to lay 
out and widen streets at a great expense to the city and private individ- 
uals, and then leave an old building standing 20 feet in the street to 
please the sentimental part of the public, to the disadvantage of the 
real wants of the public, must look to the world rather a low standard 
for’such a city to take. Now, we expect sentimental opposition without 
stint; but we hope the fair, candid statements we make will, after our 
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opponents have fairly considered the subject in all its bearings, come to 
the conclusion that to remove the old State House is the most feasible 
disposition to make of it for the best good of the public. Well, just say 
here that five owners of property round the Old State House have signed 
the petition themselves, or by their trustees or attorneys. Some owners 
are in Europe, and some out of the State, which I could not see. Some 
parties refuse to sign, saying it would open a broad door for a large 
assessment, but a reasonable one would be accepted. Now, remove the 
Old State House, and it will increase the value of property in State, 
Court, Washington, and Devonshire streets to a much larger amount 
than it now bears, which will be a benefit to the city by a reasonable 
increase of taxes, and a benefit to the owners in letting their property 
for a reasonable advance, and parties hiring would be willing to pay 
more rent, for it would be in a great measure of restoring State street 
to its former condition. Five years ago, when the same subject was 
before the Council to remove the building, it was strongly argued that 
the financial state of the city required the leasing the building, which 
was done, but no one ever thought of renewing the lease, and especially 
as Devonshire street had been laid out with the intention of cutting off 
or removing it entirely. Since then business has changed much for the 
better, and it is argued by the minority that the city can afford to-day to 
act differently than what they could five years ago. Now, if this minority 
party would change their sentimentalism and Jet common-sense take its 
peace, and put their shoulder to the wheel to remove the building for 
the public benefit, the whole common-sense community would thank you 
for your effort. 

Now, the majority party take the ground of mixing sentimentalism 
and pecuniary matters together, which makes a strong dose for us to 
manage. But, now, let us reason together and see if they will look from 
another stand-point and survey the whole ground, having in their minds 
the greatest good for the City of Boston now and her future welfare. It 
is said men, after they retire for the night, give their thoughts to the 
business of the past day, and lay out what they will do on the morrow, 
and say the noise and bustle of business life they are glad toleave, and 
have some time for quiet thought. 

‘Now, I ask each one, after being in the heat of the Council Chamber, 
and holding strong debate until the brain becomes excited, which may 
impair the judgment, to look at things, as they would in a more quiet 
position, and change their views. Now, take the standard scale that is 
equally balanced and put common-sense in one side and sentimentalism 
the other side, and see how they balance, and I shall leave it to yourself 
to make the decision. While you are in this state of mind take a look 
at State street, being 30 feet wide from the Old State House to Mer- 
chants Bank Building, with a horse-railroad track, and for hours of the 
day filled with heavily-loaded teams passing and repassing,, with all the 
foot passengers, with the police force to assist, and then see if you have 
not seen some reason to change your mind for the removal. Now, look 
at one other question ; — 

Mr. Whitmore has made remarks about the Old State House and In- 
dependence Hall. Now, let us look at each: first, take Independence 
Hall, that never stood in the way of the public, and, so far as I know, 
was never talked of being in the way. What was the question? Why 
simply what use should it be put to? Now,.sentiment used in such a 
case as this was common-sense and reasonable, and every man that 
signed the petition to remove the Old State House, if it stood out of the 
way as Independence Hall does, no doubt would use much sentiment to 
collect part, if not all, of Mr. Whitmore’s articles that had graced the 
old building. But the Old State House is different, and not so much 
what shall be put into it, but whether it shall be removed or stand? It 
was not so with Independence Hall. 
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When the petition was presented to the Council, and asking for a 
hearing, it was treated as much as to say, the Couneil have settled this 
question, and a hearing would be of no use, only to throw away time 
and make expense for the city. But some members thought this rather 
a bold push, and seeing the position it would place the Council in, 
moved a hearing be granted, and, by Mr. Whitmore favoring it, it was 
passed. I understand when it was proposed to appropriate $35, 000 to 
remodel the Old State House, that it was a unanimous vote, or nearly 
so; but, after consideration, the Council changed their mind, and a ma- 
jority vote was not to remodel. Now, I do not think the Council have 
considered the subject, to use any haste in taking the final vote, as some 
of the members wish to do, and, for one, I protest against ever leasing 
the building again for one hour. If the Council, after hearing all sides, 
in favor and against, come to the conclusion to let the building stand, 
keep it just as it is, and let the tenants remain tenants at weil, in doing 
so no one will be injured, and the city, after looking at the subject for a 
longer time, will be better prepared to make a decision. Something 
may come up that will convince the parties that wish to retain the old 
building to have it removed, and then the Council can act any time on 
the subject by giving thirty days’ notice. Mr. Whitmore speaks of a 
coincidence that took place in Philadelphia about the time of the com- 
mencement of restoring Independence Hall, and speaks the same about 
the proposed World’s Fair here as being the same to restore the Old 
State House. 

Now, I met with one class of men that had great sentiment for the 
Old State House, but none for the Old South, and wished it torn down. 
Now, such sentiments as these only go to show the stand-point men look 
from at different questions. One man had such strong sentiment for 
the old building, and at the same time said it was in the way, and had 
been so much cut up, that if it should burn down then the subject would 
be settled, and his sentiment would be wiped out with it. 

Now, Mr. Chairman, this present Council has a great question to de- 
cide for the City of Boston, and, as I have said before, they should con- 
sider the subject carefully before taking the final action. And if they 
want the glory of removing the Old State House for the express benefit 
of Boston, for her citizens to enjoy, now is the time for them to act. If 
they think otherwise, I will repeat my protest in letting the building on 
a lease, and ask the Council to give the City of Boston at least one year 
to have another election, and elect a new Council to take action in the 
matter. If it should be thought advisable to take a yea and nay vote 
on the subject, so as to see how the whole city stands on the subject of 
keeping or removal, tt can be done. 

But I have strong faith in the present Council, that within a few 
months it will come tothe conclusion of the whole matter, and decide in 
favor of removing the Old State House. If not, as 1 have said before, 
please give us the opportunity of trying a new Council, and get their 
views on the subject; and, as I have said before, don’t lease the Old 
State House, so as to put anything in the way to prevent any Council 
acting as they may wjsh at any future time. 

Mr. Chairman, I did not come here to dictate to the Council what 
course to take, but think I have a right to present to your committee my 
own ideas, which may be of some benefit to the Council in making up 
their decision. Now, the Council is made up of all classes of citizens, — 
some with no experience in the wants of the city ; some with one or two 
years; others, of long standing, who have become leaders, and can win 
over a great portion of the younger members by setting forth old land- 
marks in such a way as to take many members by surprise and lead 
them to adopt their views. Now, I caution such members before they 
follow their leaders to stop and think what they were placed in the City 
Council for; and, after thinking their own thoughts, and weighing the 
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matter over in their own minds, come to a fair decision of their own, 
whether they will follow their leaders or not. And such a stand you need 
not have any fears but what they will be right. I have had some expe- 
rience on the jury, that lam giving my young members of the Council. 
The first case I sat on I felt like a cat in a strange garret; and the first 
case I decided with the leaders. I laid awake three hours that night 
thinking over what a juryman’s duty was, and I made up my mind that 
I was put there to decide cases according to law and evidence, instead of 
following the leaders; and I have carried out this principle ever since, 
and found it to be the right principle. 

Now, Mr. Chairman, I would not have it understood that men of long 
experience in the Council are always on the wrong side as leaders; 
neither always on the right side as leaders; for men are liable to err. 
And, in the case of letting the Old State House stand in the way of the 
public, I think the leaders and the led are both on the wrong side. And 
if every man in both branches of the Council vote to have the Old State 
House stand it will not change my mind but that it should be removed. 
Now, the question should come home to each member, to act in accord- 
ance with the great principles, for the benefit and wants of the City of 
Boston, to-day and in the future. Look at what Boston is doing to make 
herself a great commercial city, and at the same time looking to the 
wants of the public, by widening and laying out new streets, parks, and 
filling up and making land for the extension of railroads, and elevators, 
and making more deep water for shipping, and still would cherish old 
landmarks standing in Boston the same as Independence Hall in 
Philadelphia. 

Now, is Boston ready to decide to have the Old State House stand on 
the one side, by sentiment for old landmarks, or have it removed, by 
common-sense, for the benefit of the public? These are the two great 
leading questions to be decided. 

I now leave the subject for other men more capable of setting forth 
the removal of the Old State House for the express benefit of Boston. 

I would like to say just one word more. As an old saying is, I have 
no axes to grind. Nobody has paid me anything to make these remarks. 
I have no property in State street to be bettered or worsed. Therefore, 
I go for the good of the City of Boston, now and forever. 


The CHAIRMAN (after waiting a moment).—If there is nobody else 
desirous of being heard in favor of removal, we will now hear the re- 
monstrants. 


THE CASE FOR THE REMONSTRANTS AGAINST REMOVAL OF THE OLD 
STATE HOUSE. : 


General SAMUEL M. Quincy said:— 


Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen, —On the principle that most battles 
are inaugurated by a little desultory skirmishing before the heavy guns 
which decide the fate of the day are brought into gction, I am willing on 
this occasion to open in behalf of the remonstrants with a little picket 
firing from an outpost which has not been, and I trust never will be, 
caught napping when an attack of this sort is to be yepelled. About a 
year ago, Mr. Chairman, the Boston Antiquarian Club, of which I then 
had the honor to be president, passed a vote authorizing and requesting 
me to appear in the name of the club in defence of the building whenever 
the long-contemplated and threatened attack should come and the bat- 
teries so quietly brought into range should be finally unmasked. I will 
say, in passing, that the soviety for which I speak, in spite of its name, is 
not without plenty of young blood. It might be difficult indeed to find 
an association whose vote of nearly two hundred members contains a 
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greater proportion of names which rank among the highest in our com- 
munity, — names of men to whom the fame, honor, and prosperity of 
Boston of the past, present, and future are alike dear. One advantage 
which we remonstrants unquestionably enjoy, Mr. Chairman, is that no 
new arguments or fallacies are, or can be, presented for refutation or 
exposure. The familiar war-cry of common-sense vs. sentiment is again 
raised, as though, forsooth, they were the opposite poles of a magnet, 
and that which the one attracts the other must necessarily repel. So far 
from this being the case, sir, is it not notorious that in many of the 
highest and most important decisions of human life the dictates of com- 
mon-sense are seen to be such only because they are also the dictates of 
sentiment? For instance, when the thunder of Beauregard’s cannonade 
of Sumter first reached our ears, the question by common-sense of how 
best to accept the challenge in a manner to arouse enthusiasm for the 
old flag, sentiment replied, run it up to the spire of the Old South meet- 
ing-house. And on that occasion common-sense and sentiment manned 
the halliards together, and up it went, though had slavery ever held her 
threatened roll-call under Bunker Hill monument, there is little doubt 
but that spire and flag would have come down together. 

And afterwards, in those dark days of the war, when disaster and de- 
feat trod upon each other’s heels, and when our foreign foes’ exultation 
was at the loudest, there were those of us whose thoughts went back 
from Virginia battle-fields, not only to that granite shaft in the Charles- 
town district, commemorating the glorious defeat of our ancestors, but 
also to the birthplace of independence, cradle of liberty, and temple of 
freedom; and common-sense would then have been the first to ery hold 
to the sacrilegious hand which should have been raised against either. 
The reply, of course, will be that that exigency is over; we have no 
soldiers now in the field to be reminded of the virtues of their ancestors, 
and this building is an obstruction to commerce. We do not think that 
the obstruction has been shown to be anything more than a slight incon- 
venience, and although a few real-estate owners in the immediate vicin- 
ity may think they see some pecuniary advantage in its demolition, yet 
the voice of the people, — the voice to which you, gentlemen of the City 
Government, will listen, will yet be heard in indignant protest against 
the disregard of their rights, and their interest in a building which 
should be regarded as public property and held by the city in trust for 
the whole community. For this building, Mr. Chairman, is one of the 
few little pieces which remain to us of the old rebel town, as they used 
to call us in Parliament after they heard of our little tea-party at Griffin’s 
wharf— that Boston, which, later, the administration orators were wont 
to prophesy would be heard from in ashes by the next arrival. Against 
these walls, as has been said, rattled the bullets of the Boston massacre, 
and within the same walls the defence of the men who fired those bul- 
lets was bravely undertaken by two of the foremost patriots and sons of 
liberty, — John Adams and Josiah Quincy, Jr. And in this building, ac- 
cording to the former, the child Independence was born, —the child 
afterwards rocked in the cradle so familiar to us all. But I have no 
misgivings, Mr. Chairman. When the contemplated World’s Fair shall 
be held in our city, if the foreigner then in our streets, on remarking our 
monuments and testimonials to the soldiers of this generation, shall ask 
in what manner the virtues of our ancestors are commemorated, we 
shall still, I trust, be able to reply, St monumenta queris, circumspice ; 
and, without crossing Charlestown bridge, show him within a stone’s 
throw from each other, the birthplace of Independence, the Cradle of 
Liberty, and the Temple of Freedom, — three old buildings whose unpre- 
tending walls are more eloquent of the virtues of the founders of the 
republic, of that people’s government whose success shakes every 
throne, than could be all the tons of granite or marble which we, their 
descendants, could ever pile together, and ask the tax-payers to pay for. 
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STATEMENT OF CURTIS GUILD, Esq. 


I would like to say a word on this matter, Mr. Chairman, and say 
something about capital as regards enterprise and sentiment. I think 
there is not a man in this room — certainly there is not a man who was 
born in Boston, and I see a great many Boston boys who were born 
before I was — but believes in capital and enterprise, knows what they 
have done, and sees the progress and improvement which they have 
caused in the whole City of Boston. No man can walk through the City 
of Boston without beholding what capital and enterprise have done. 
And, sir, when capital desires to carry out any great improvement, to 
beautify the city, or initiate and complete some great enterprise, what 
does it call upon? It calls, sir, upon sentiment. It wishes to create a 
public sentiment in favor of itself, in order, as the saying is, that the 
thing may go on swimmingly and be accomplished. Why, sir, we 
always honor and respect capital. Sentiment is willing to ally itself 
with capital. 

But, sir, capital must grant some concession to sentiment in the same 
manner that sentiment must grant some concession to capital. As weall 
know, capital has swept monument after monument from the City of 
Boston. Locality after locality has been stripped of the monuments 
which sentiment has accorded to it. But sentiment says, Thus far shalt 
thou go and no farther, and here shalt thy proud wave be stopped. 

And, Mr. Chairman, what are those monuments? Whatis it that the 
city is petitioned to remove? It has been petitioned to remove the Old 
State House. Why? Because it stands in the way of making property 
more valuable in dollars and cents than it would be if the building were 
standing. If that building were removed all that property around there 
would be more valuable in dollars and cents. Consequently, capital, 
with its enthusiasm, and in the effort to make more money, — and which 
is noble in the capitalist and business man, — asks that this building be 
removed. 

Well, sir, let us not be narrow-minded to think that the building 
belongs to Boston. Gentlemen come here, — wealthy men who stand 
high in the community, whom I respect as much as any one in this hall, 
those who have done much for the City of Boston, and will be called 
upon to do a great deal more, and will always be ready with their 
pockets to advance its interest, — and they have been heard. But, sir, 
there are others who have not been heard, and who have not influence 
or. capital, whose names are not backed by hundreds of thousands of 
dollars; men who pay but a small poll-tax; men who have read the 
history of Boston, and wish to engraft upon the minds of theirsons and 
daughters the history of those who went before us, and who wish to 
tell of their deeds by the Old South, Faneuil Hall, and the Old State 
House, one by one, and want to point out to them the peaceable monu- 
ments of those times, in order to impress them upon their minds. 

Well, we have been told by a gentleman who is ready to plead any 
cause brought to him in the way of business, — for I presume he is a 
gentleman of the legal profession, and I honor him for it, —and he has 
read here in the ‘‘ Old Landmarks of Boston ” : — 


On the north side were offices for the clerks of the supreme and inferior 
courts. 


Then he skips over what he very probably considers an unimportant 
page, and reads where it tells what has been done with the Lion and 
the Unicorn, and about the lottery office and engine-house located there, 
and even that a newspaper was printed in the building., But, sir, what 
does he leave out? Let me read you the next paragraph, where he 
stopped : — 
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In the Chamber of Representatives, according to John Adams, ‘‘ Indepen- 
dence was born,” and the struggle against the encroachments of the mother- 
country, sustained for fourteen years by the Adamses, Bowdoins, Thachers, 
Hancocks, Quincys, and their illustrious colleagues. According to Hutchin- 
son, in this chamber originated the most important measures which led to 
the emancipation of the colonists, — with those giants who, staking life and 
fortune upon the issue, adopted for their motto — 


Let such, such only, tread this sacred floor, 
Who dare to love their country, and be poor. 


Not who dare to love their country and be rich, and remove every 
old landmark that we have of those who dared to peril their lives and 
sacred honor and everything that they had for the building up of this 
nation. Well, sir, I have said, let us not be hampered by any narrow 
feeling that this Old State House belongs to Boston. Let us not be 
hampered by any such local pride as that. It does not belong to 
Boston. It belong to the whole country, and I can tell gentlemen that 
when it is known that there is such an unpatriotic movement on foot as 
to remove a building like the Old State House, a feeling of indigna- 
tion will go up from every individual native American citizen, and 
from every adopted citizen. 

No, sir, those who remember who it was who planted this great tree 
of liberty which forms this nation and overshadows it, will consider it a 
disgrace of the names of those who made that building celebrated, and 
who honored it with their presence. 

How is Boston looked upon away from this city ? Why, Mr. Chair- 
man, Boston is the Mecca of the United States. There are boys and 
girls, — hundreds and thousands of them, — born in the West, studying 
the first books of geography and the history of the American Revolution, 
longing to come to this city, and for what? To see the locality of 
those scenes which founded this great nation; to visit the scenes of the 
events of the revolution which built up this country. 

Iremember well, sir, eight or nine years ago, in San Francisco, as 1 
stood in the Mayor’s house, two boys came to my side and asked me 
about Boston. They hoped to go there, and had the promise of going there 
within a year, they said. ‘* What,” said I, ‘* do you wish to go to Boston 
for ? ” — ‘* Well,” said one little fellow, eight or nine years old, ‘‘ I have 
read so much about the Boston tea-party that I want to see the wharf 
where the tea was thrown off; I want to go to King street, where the 
Boston massacre was; I want to see the Old State House; I desire to 
go to Faneuil Hall; I wish to see the Old South Meeting-house.” 

All these celebrated localities are embalmed in history. They are a 
part of Boston’s celebrity. 

I admit that the Old State House is in the way of travel, but, sir, 
sentimentalism says you must yield a little to sentiment. Boston 
Common is in the way of the horse-railroad tracks. A horse-railroad 
track could run magnificently directly across the Common from Colum- 
bus avenue to Park-street Church, and another one could run across the 
Public Garden and Boston Common if the hill were levelled. I have 
no doubt the enterprising presidents of those two horse railroads would 
cheerfully sign a petition, as they did for the removal of the Old State 
House, to have a double track down there. They would be recreant to 
their trusts if they did not. They are paid to earn large dividends, and 
certainly they would do anything to accomplish that. 

The argument has been offered here —I took it down hastily — by 
Mr. Haven, who desired to know whether, if the Old State House had 
been private property, —of course I understood him to mean private 
property with no historical record, —would not it have been taken by 
the city at once? Nobody disputes that. Of course you can take 
private property, because you can pay for it. 
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But you cannot take the property of the poor man which you cannot 
pay for. He is not inclined to yield his privilege of going upon the 
Common or Public Garden. Neither are the people who do not appear 
here to-day in opposition to the capitalist inclined to have their monu- 
ments swept away. They want them to remain, so that, when visitors 
come here, they can point to them as monuments of the past. 

Mr. Chairman, shall it be said that when we strike these monuments 
they give forth no ring of patriotism and sentiment, but give forth only 
the clink of the almighty dollar? 


STATEMENT OF REV. JOSHUA P. BODFISH. 


Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen: —I will detain you with only a word ; 
and I must repeat what has been said thus far in reply to the remarks 
derogatory to sentiment. Why, Mr. Chairman, what is sentiment? It 
is the noblest impulse of our nature. The love of God is sentiment. 
The love of country is sentiment. The power that nerves the soldier’s 
arm when he rushes on to battle is sentiment, — a laudable sentiment. 
The love which a father bears his family, the affection which makes 
him cling to them and support them, is a sentiment. All that is most 
praiseworthy in our life and actions comes from a laudable sentiment. 
There is nothing more base than dollars and cents. We can pile up 
bricks and mortar anywhere, but we cannot give them the sentiment , 
which makes our thoughts attached to them, and makes them valuable 
in our eyes and the eyes of our children. 

I remember that I was in Chicago a few weeks ago, and saw there the 
great material development they have made. They have piled up enor- 
mous buildings, and laid out streets in the best order. There is nothing 
to obstruct travel. But it is not Boston. What is it that distinguishes 
Boston? Itis our history. It is the patriotic sentiment which attaches 
to her early history. In Europe they take the greatest pains to preserve 
the monuments of the past that remain. In the City of Rome we see 
thousands and thousands of dollars spent to preserve the Coliseum and 
other relics of Roman antiquity, in order that, when travellers go there, 
they may see them. é 

Now, it seems to me, it should be the same in regard to Boston. We 
have great material prosperity ; and what little remains to us of sacred 
and historical monuments should be religiously preserved. Thatis what 
makes Boston unique, and it will always be its distinguishing feature, — 
will always characterize it, and make it different from any other city. 

Therefore, | say this sentiment is most valuable. What is it that 
makes a picture valuable? What is it that we cherish and respect in 
works of art? It is all sentiment. 

Therefore, I say that those remarks which are made derogatory to our 
pasition, because, forsooth, they say, itis a sentiment, are not tounded 
on common-sense. It is the common-sense, the general judgment, 
opinion, and conviction of the people. ) 

I am happy to say that the stage in our history is nearly past when 
our time is altogether devoted to material things. We have been build- 
ing up a material edifice. The bricks and mortar of the material edifice 
are constructed, and now we need to pay attention to something more 
noble, and that is the interior decoration. The culture of the people 
leads them to pay attention to works of art. That is to say, they are 
paying more attention to those sentiments of virtue and patriotism which 
distinguish and ennoble a people. 

I think it is a very praiseworthy thing to take the present opportunity 
to preserve what few monuments remain to us. As has been said, if we 
take the common-sense of the length and breadth of the country, we 
would find that the vast majority of its learning and culture would sup- 
port the committee in their efforts to preserve this old landmark. I am 
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sure there would be an entire sentiment of indignation if this building 
is torn down, not only in Boston, but over the length and breadth of 
the land. 


STATEMENT OF Mr. GEORGE H. ALLEN. 


Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen :—I would like to*add a single word 
to what has been said by the gentleman across the way, — the last 
speaker. It has been my privilege to travel largely in the West, and not 
much in Europe. I have found, as the gentleman opposite alluded to, 
many cases where the people look to us exactly as we do to the Old 
World —as we look to London with its tower and Westminster Abbey. 
If we go to Chicago, San Francisco, and other Western cities, we find 
those communities looking to us just as we look to the Old World. 

It is as the gentleman said, we are not to look to Boston alone, but it 
is the sentiment of our whole vast country that we are to look to. Who 
knows to what extent it may come in future. And that is notall. I 
had the pleasure, some years ago, of taking some friends through the 
tower in London and Westminster Abbey, and afterwards I went with 
them down to the North End, round into Union street, into Faneuil Hall, 
and into State street. As they looked at the Old State House, I said to 
them, ‘‘On this spot, in 1770, your people shed our people’s blood.” 
We shook hands together. They said there -was no spot they had seen 
like this, east, west, north, or south, and we must preserve that build- 
ing to the utmost time. Why, sir, they said they had had pleasure here 
that they had had at no other place in the country. They said they had 
no idea that we had such an historical building. They said, ‘* These 
are our old historical buildings here,” and I said, ‘* Oh, yes;” and they 
said, ‘‘ Let us shake hands on it, and let the old times be past, and by- 
gones be bygones.” Since they have got back to England they have 
remembered the incident, and within a month I have some letters in 
regard to old Boston. 

These relics are not only of interest to our American friends, but to 
our English, French, and Italian friends. Let us by all means pre- 
serve our Old State House, sacred to liberty and historical associations. 


STATEMENT OF HARVEY N. SHEPARD, Esq. 


Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen: —I have only appeared before you in 
behalf of certain petitioners, which I will hand to you, who ask both 
that the Old State House be not removed, and that it be not used for 
city purposes. We trust that these names will be called to the atten- 
tion of the committee, because there will be found some of the most 
eminent in Boston, not only for their large public spirit, but also as 
some of the heaviest tax-payers, — men who are enterprising in various 
branches of business, and who, five years ago, when State street was 
much more crowded than it is now, appeared before the committee and 
asked that that building might be removed; some, asking further, as a 
matter of sound business judgment and economy, that the building be 
leased for business purposes. My position here this afternoon is that of 
aremonstrant against any change. ‘The evidence presented before the 
committee this afternoon has been in favor of the removal of the 
building on the one side, and in favor of its retention on the other. I 
have heard nothing said here in favor of using the building for city 
purposes in case it is retained. 

If the building be removed it throws some 45,000 square feet of land 
into State street, and will make that street 113 feet wide. Upon the ex- 
cellent map back of you it appears that State street, with the Old State 
House standing as it does, upon either side of the Old State House, is 
about as wide as Washington street or Court street at that point — 45 
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feet. On the north side of the Old State House State street is 37 feet 
wide, and on the south side 40 feet wide. The width of State street, 
upon either side of the Old State House, is that of an ordinary street, — 
- the width of such a street as has been shown by long experience to be 
the best for the business interests of Boston. 

If the Old State House is removed it will wipe out about $5,000,000 
of taxable property, as it is now leased, for the city can borrow money 
at three to four per cent. on its excellent credit. So it is not sentiment 
alone which asks that it be not destroyed, but good business judgment 
and common-sense. 

What is the exigency that asks that it be removed? The city is not 
called upon to take, and would not take, private property unless some 
public exigency called for such action. But it is said this building pro- 
jects out across the line of Devonshire street, and causes a deflection in 
the passage of teams and pedestrians, and is so far an obstruction to 
travel. 

When this matter was considered five years ago, it appeared by the 
general testimony offered, — and I do not think there was any contradic- 
tion, — and the policeman stated, that for ten years there had never been 
a block there. The committee reported seven to one in favor of the 
retention of the building. ‘Tyhey also stated the fact that for ten years 
there never had been a block there. I think we may safely assume that, 
so far as the building projects into the street, it is no obstruction to 
travel. 

The trouble is, not because of the blocking of the teams, but because 
the street is so much used. It is the continual passage of teams which 
prevents pedestrians from getting across. That trouble will be increased 
when you make the street one hundred and ten feet wide. If the argu- 
ment offered by the Merchants Bank is true, the same argument would 
call for the city to remove the Merchants Bank, which is directly oppo- 
site Devonshire street. Can it be any different because the Merchants 
Bank is one hundred and ten feet, and the Old State House is only forty 
feet across from Devonshire street? It is an argument which has been 
brought in because there is no public exigency for the removal of the 
building. 

More than that, State street is not what it was five years ago, and 
never will be in the future. It is apparent to any man who looks at the 
business centres of Boston that State street, so far as it is a financial 
centre, is passed. The erection of the new buildings in Devonshire and 
Congress streets, and the streets lower down and around the Post Office 
square, shows that the financial centre of Boston is rapidly passing away 
from State street, and centring around the Post Office. 

More than that, if the building is removed it is a serious question if 
the city can obtain betterments by the widening of the street. It often 
occurs that the city can obtain betterments by widening a street, but it 
is a serious question if it can obtain betterments by the removal of a 
building. When the Committee on Streets considered this matter five 
years ago, counsel as eminent as George O. Shattuck stated that the 
city could not obtain betterments by the taking of its own property. It 
is a fact that many of the people who paid betterments upon State 
street, between Devonshire and Washington streets, appeared here five 
years ago, and might have been called here to-day, if it were necessary 
to prolong this hearing, and said that they should object to paying 
betterments, because it was not any improvement to their property to 
have the street made ten feet wider. So conclusive was the testimony, 
that a member of the committee at that time, and now a member of this 
committee, stated in the Board of Aldermen that no betterment could be 
collected for the removal of the Old State House. So it seems to me 
that the question of removal could hardly be considered for a moment ; 
that no exigency can be shown for its removal; and if it is removed it 
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will be out of the question for the city to assess and collect betterments. 
Something has been said about the petitions for the removal of the 
Old State House. It is very easy to get up petitions. 

This petition was circulated by a gentleman who does business on 
State street. Not only is there no business call for the removal of the 
Old State House, but certainly it is very strange that the city should 
think fora moment of removing a building that has been associated 
with the history of Boston so long. It goes back even farther than 
the Old South and Faneuil Hall. Iwill not take up the time of the com- 
mittee by dwelling upon this branch of the subject, because it has been 
eloqtently spoken of by gentlemen who are more able than I am, and 
more familiar with the history of Boston. I certainly do not think it 
necessary to take up time in arguing against the removal of the building, . 
for I agree with the statement made in the Common Council that prob- 
ably not three votes could be obtained for the removal of this old 
historic landmark. 

I understand that the Old State House is assessed at $235,000, and 
therefore some question might be raised in regard to my statement that 
the removal of the building will be wiping out halt a million dollars 
of property. Boston can borrow money at three per cent. Fifteen 
thousand dollars a year rent represents a capital of $500,000. There- 
fore, if the city should destroy the building and lose the rental of 
$15,000, it would be the same as destroying a capital of $500,000. 

But suppose the Old State House be retained, —I cannot think for a 
moment that this committee or the City Council will entertain the idea 
of removal, — for what shall it be used? It is said that if it is used for 
city purposes, strangers will have an opportunity of visiting this inter- 
esting landmark. 

Now, sir, the only part of the building that remains in its original 
condition is the external walls. They can be seen just as well from the 
outside, and it is the only way they can be seen. It cannot make any 
difference to citizens and strangers how the inside of the building is 
used. If one should have a desire to see any particular room, I have 
no doubt the occupants would allow it. More than that, so far as anti- 
quarian interest is concerned, I think there is greater danger of the 
building being removed if used for city departments, than if it is leased to 
private parties. But the moment you put the officials of any depart- 
ment there, you will have a cry for more room. You will put them 
into quarters which are inconvenient, where the parties do not desire to 
go; and certainly there is one department for which the location will be 
very inconvenient. I refer to the City Solicitor’s department. 

By Mr. Wuirmore. — Do I understand that you appear for any of the 
departments P 

Mr. SHEPARD. — No, sir; these are my views. I appear for the peti- 
tioners whose names are before you. 

Take the City Solicitor’s department. If it is moved, it will be put 
in a building which has very noisy surroundings. We have had the 
testimony of Mr. Haven, that, so far as his bank is concerned, they are 
removed from the noise, but on the lower floor there is much noise. 
But the business of a bank and a lawyer is different. A lawyer’s office 
requires quiet, especially for the consideration of questions submitted 
to the corporation counsel. 

But, gentlemen, is it sound business economy to make any change of 
this sort? It is proposed to spend $35,000 in fixing over this building. 
This does not take into account the fitting up of the rooms. If we can 
judge anything by the past, that expense cannot be anything under 
fifteen or twenty thousand dollars that the city will have to.spend at 
first blush to take possession of the building. As I have said, the prop- 
erty is leased at $15,000 a year. ‘The lessees make their own repairs, 
and there is no question but that the lease cun be renewed for as long a 
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period as the city will give a lease. To take it for city purposes will 
represent a loss of from nine to ten thousand dollars from year to year. 

Mr. Chairman, when the present City Government was elected, we 
heard the call on all hands from parties who nominated candidates, that 
there was a necessity for economy. It would be exceedingly strange if 
the City Council, whose watchword was economy in the. election cam- 
paign, should proceed to take a step which will cause a loss of not only 
$60,000 in repairing this building and fitting it up, but an additional 
loss of nine to ten thousand dollars a year. 

But I will not take up your time further by longer argument. I will 
merely say that this matter was considered in 1876, and the report of 
the Committee on Public Buildings was in favor of leasing this building 
again. The Committee on Streets of that year, consisting of sound, 
practical business men as were in the City Government, was in favor 
of retaining this building and leasing it for business purposes, and when 
the vote came up in the Council it was five to one in favor of sustaining 
the report. This same question of using it for city purposes was con- 
sidered then. It was mooted in the Common Council and Board of 
Aldermen, and raised in a letter sent directly to the Mayor; nevertheless, 
the opinion of the City Council at that time was just the same as that of 
a majority of the present Committee on Public Buildings, and which 
commends itself to the good opinion and support of all good citizens. 

Mr. Allen presented a picture representing the Old State House as it 
looked in 1770, which he said was at the service of the committee. He 
said it showed that the old form of the building was very much like the 
present one. 


STATEMENT OF Wm. H. MORIARTY. 


Mr. Chairman: —I will detain you only a moment. It has been 
stated by Mr. Guild and others, that this building belongs not only to 
Boston, but to the whole country. A gentleman present related to me 
an incident which I would like to state to the committee. 

Soon after the war a gentleman and his wife came here to Boston. 
They came after the storms of war were over, and had suffered very 
much from the war. When they reached Boston the building they 
wanted to see most was the Old State House. 

It.seems to me that illustrates the fact that the Old State House is a 
link to bind us to the whole country. Itis not only our property, but 
it is their property also. 

- Now, sir, when the war was over and people from other sections came 
to us, what building did they see except the Old State House that was 
a link between the present and the past? . I do not believe any city 
would destroy the memorials of its own renown. 

What gentlemen have said in reference to public travel and con- 
venience, etc., would be important if it were true that generous and 
patriotic sentiments were of no value in the world, and if the things 
which memorialize and inspire and sustain such sentiments were of 
no importance in a system which sustains good government.

Mr. Wuitmore. — Before the meeting closes, I wish to submit a 
number of remonstrances which I have here, signed by some 578 names. 
I believe that one or two others are out also. In laying them before the

APPENDIX. 23 


The undersigned respectfully protest against the request now before your 
honorable body for the removal of the Old State House. They believe that 
this honored memorial of the Revolution should be considered as a trust held 
by the city for the whole country, and for succeeding generations. No exi- 
gency has arisen which can justify its removal. It is far better that the 
public should submit to a little inconvenience rather than suffer such an irrepar- 
able loss. 

They would further suggest that the building should be renovated, and oc- 
cupied by public officers, in order that it may be preserved in proper condi- 
tion, and open at all suitable hours to our citizens and visitors. The small 
economy to be effected by leasing the building for private uses would prob- 
ably be offset by the deterioration of the property, and certainly cannot equal 
the gain of having it again in the possession of the public.

— Now that these petitions have been put in, I deem it 
a matter of justice to say in regard to one gentleman whose name ap- 
pears on one of those petitions, — I refer to Henry D. Hyde, — that he 
signed it in a hurry, and it was stated to him as being a petition for the 
preservation of the Old State House. He agrees to that, and gave his 
name to the petition for that purpose. I would also state that many 
other gentlemen whose names are on there have stated that they also 
signed it upon the simple statement that it was a petition for the pres- 
ervation of the Old State House, and not considering the latter part of 
the petition — asking that it be used for city purposes.

The Joint Standing Committee on Ordinances, to whom 
was referred an order for a committee to nominate a Super- 
intendent of Printing, having considered the subject, beg leave 
to report as follows : — 

Under the existing provisions of the old ordinance, the 
Superintendent of Printing was to hold office for three years, 
the present term expiring July 1, 1881, and was to be 
nominated by the Mayor. This power to appoint for more 
than one.year seems to be at best of doubtful legality, and 
this case is not remedied by the vote of the City Council of 
this year reénacting the ordinances as orders whenever they 
could not hold as ordinances. 
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Since then, however, the Legislature has passed the follow- 
‘ing act ,granting new power to the City Council of Boston : — 


CHAPTER 229, 


AN ACT RELATING TO THE ORDINANCES OF THE CITY OF 
BOSTON. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
in General Court assembled, and by the authority of the 
same, as follows :— 


Section 1. The city council of Boston may pass ordi- 
nances prescribing the duties and fixing the compensation of 
officers for whose appointment or election they are now, or may 
hereafter be, authorized to provide; and every such officer, 
unless otherwise provided by statute, may be empowered by 
ordinance to hold office for one year from the day in the 
year of his election or appointment fixed by ordinance, and 
until his successor shall be elected or appointed and quali- 
fied, unless sooner removed by concurrent vote of each branch 
of the city council. 

Sect. 2. The ordinances of said city, so far as they 
provide for a term of office longer than one year for members 
of the board of health and of the board of fire commissioners, 
are hereby confirmed, and the persons now acting under said 
ordinances, as members of said boards, shall severally hold 
their offices and have the powers and duties thereof until 
their successors are qualified. 

Sect. 3. The enacting style and method of publishing 
the ordinances of said city shall be such as the city shall by 
ordinance prescribe. 

Sror. 4. All fines and penalties for the breach of any 
ordinance of said city shall be paid into the treasury, for the 
use of said city, unless otherwise provided by statute or 
ordinance. | 

Sect. 5. This act shall take effect upon its passage. 

Approved April 30, 1881. 


The committee therefore recommend that a Superintend- 
ent be appointed to hold office under the terms of the new 
act. As this term will be only one year, it seems unnecessary 
to continue the system of nomination by the Mayor ; and the 
committee recommend that this office be filled in the manner 
of other similar offices, by concurrent election. dney accord- 
ingly report the draft of a new section. 

The committee desire further to state, that, as tain atten- 
tion has been ealled to this new act, it seems most desirable 
that there be now made a general reénactment, as ordinances, 
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of all the existing so-called ordinances which may be covered 
by the terms of said Chapter 229 of A.D. 1881. 

In this way the greater part of the ordinances as they now 
stand in print will become legal ordinances, instead of being 
in force only for the present year as orders, under the vote 
already passed. The necessary ordinances are accordingly 
submitted herewith. 

Inasmuch as the appointment of Record Commissioners for 
the term of five years was in the same situation as that of 
the Superintendent of Printing, your committee has thought 
it best to recommend a change in the ordinance on that sub- 
ject also, making the election annual.

The expense of copying or preparing and in- 
dorsing all volumes of reports made by the said commission- 
ers Shall be defrayed from their general appropriation; the 
expense of printing and binding such volumes shall be charged 
to the appropriation for printing, and shall include the ex- 
pense of stereotyping such volumes as the said commission- 
ers may deem fit.

The Joint Standing Committee on Streets, who were 
authorized to consider and report upon all matters in con- 
troversy between the City of Boston and the Boston & 
Albany Railroad Corporation, growing out of the extension 
of Broadway, having considered the subject, beg leave to 
submit the following 
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RAE ORT. 


By the extension of Broadway three parcels of land were 
taken from the Boston & Albany Railroad Corporation : one 
of these parcels, containing 8,640 square feet, and situated 
between the other two, was taken for the purpose of crossing 
the location and other land of the corporation by a bridge ; 
the under part of this bridge is to be placed at a clear height 
of fifteen feet above the tops of the rails. No award for 
damages was made by the Street Commissioners for taking 
the parcel under the bridge. While the order of taking 
recites that this parcel is to be crossed by a bridge, and the 
plans which were then made show it to be by a single span, 
without supporting piers or columns, the corporation is 
apprehensive that the order does not state fully enough this 
intention on the part of the city, to dispense with piers or 
columns, and, therefore, asks that the city will now agree 
that what was then intended shall be so fixed that no contro- 
versy shall hereafter arise in regard to it. The corporation 
also asks that it may be compensated for the damage done to 
the land not included within its location by the bridge passing 
over it. 

The Committee on Streets on the part of the Board of 
Aldermen have consulted with the corporation in regard: to 
the damages to the land over which the bridge passes, and 
find that a more satisfactory settlement for the city can be 
made if the latter assumes the betterments assessed upon the 
remaining land of said corporation. The land, which is sub- 
ject to assessment, is largely used for railroad tracks, and 
is at a lower grade than the surrounding streets ; it cannot be 
used for building purposes to any great extent as long as the 
railroad requires track-room at this point. 

The committee would also state that in the construction of 
any bridge to the full width of the street of which it forms a 
part, it is a very great advantage to the city to have the 
right to place the lower courses of stone and the piling, 
where piling is required, upon the land of abutting owners ; 
that in proceeding with the construction of the bridge in 
question the City Engineer, with the approval of the Joint 
Committee on Streets of 1880, made an arrangement with 
the late President of the Boston & Albany Railroad Corpora- 
tion, the Hon. D. Waldo Lincoln, whereby the city secured 
the right to place the “footing courses” of the wing-walls 
and also a portion of the wing-walls above the courses, to 
the width of a foot or more, upon the land of the corpora- 
tion, the corporation agreeing to pay the city a fixed sum for 
the right to use the portions of the walls so placed upon its land

whenever it elects to do so. It is necessary, before a full 
settlement can be made with the railroad company, that a 
formal agreement should be executed, by which the construc- 
tion of the bridge, with a clear space underneath, the assuming 
of betterments, and the maintenance and use of wing-walls, 
will be made matters of record; and the committee therefore 
respectfully recommend the passage of the following order.

Ordered, That His Honor the Mayor be, and he hereby is, 
authorized, in the name and in behalf of the City of Boston, to 
execute an agreement with the Boston & Albany. Railroad 
Company, in which the city shall agree that the space under the 
Broadway Bridge, now being built, shall be free and unob- 
structed between the abutments of said bridge, as shown on a 
plan made by Henry M. Wightman, City Engineer ; and that 
the city shall maintain the wing-walls of said bridge, built by 
virtue of said agreement partly without the lines of the 
extension of Broadway as established by a resolve of the 
Board of Street Commissioners, passed June 21, 1880; and 
shall assume and pay all betterments that may be assessed 
upon the estate of said company by reason of said extension, 
said company to reserve the right to build upon so much of 
said wing-walls as is upon its lands and without the lines of 
said extension.

In compliance with the City Ordinance the Board of Di- 
rectors herewith respectfully submit their eleventh annual 


REPORT. 


The expenditures have been for the past year $168,788.50, 
and the receipts have been $166,335.54. 

There is an unexpended balance of the appropriation for 
1880-81 of $1,211.50, which remains in the treasury. 

The estimated expenses for the next financial year are 
$180,600, $10,600 of which is for extraordinary expenses 
(for detailed statement, see Auditor’s Estimate for current 
year). With the exception of the ferry-boat “ Daniel 
Webster,” which is old, the boats, drops, slips, and buildings 
are in good order. 

A new boat will have to be provided next year, and in 
order to accommodate the travel, which is rapidly increasing, 
an additional slip will be necessary at North Ferry, Boston 
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side, at no distant day. Reduction in tolls during the past 
year has been made as follows (where tickets are purchased) : 
on foot passengers, 334 per cent.; on teams about, 20 per 
cent. Had no reduction been made, the receipts would have 
been in excess of the estimate of last year. The estimated 
receipts for the next financial year are $162,200. 

The Directors, in conclusion, will say, that great improve- 
ments have been made in the method of keeping the accounts 
of this department, and would respectfully call your attention 
to the annexed statements by the clerk of the Board, showing, 
in detail, the expenditures, receipts, and nature of the travel 
for the past year, and also from April 1, 1870, to May 1, 
1881, with the total cost to the city from March, 1859, to May 
1.21681.

During the year much work of permanent value to the 
cemetery has been done, and no inconsiderable amount of 
ornamentation of the grounds accomplished. 
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The plot around the receiving-tomb, about ten thousand 
feet in area, has been turfed over, and it is proposed to place 
here choice shrubs, plants, and vines. On May-flower path 
a previously graded plot has been sodded over, finishing 
about twenty-tive lots, and the plot between Fern path and the 
“ Rockery,” and along Pine avenue, has also been turfed over, 
completing about twenty-five lots, some of which had been 
previously sold. 

Beech avenue is now completed to the bridge. -The rock 
removed in trenching the plot between Beech avenue and 
Thistle path was used on this avenue, and three hundred feet 
in length, eighteen feet wide, and two and one-half feet deep, 
was completed with it. The avenue along the marsh has also 
been filled one hundred feet in length, eighteen feet in width, 
and eight feet deep. 

The section between Oak avenue and May-flower path, an 
area of about twenty-five thousand square feet, has been 
filled, ready for sodding, with loam obtained from the exca- 
vation of the pond near the entrance. ‘To complete this 
work, which has now been prosecuted as far as the water will 
allow, it will be necessary to drain the pond, for unless the 
loam and mud are removed, and a clay or gravel stratum 
reached, the water will not remain pure and fresh. Messrs. 
Whitman and Breck, surveyors, have levelled through, and 
find that this can be accomplished with slight expense, and 
the mud and loam excavated can profitably be used in the 
cemetery. 

Five hundred young trees, mostly maple, and one thou- 
sand shrubs have been planted in different parts of the ceme- 
tery, and there are now on hand, ready for planting, about 
sixty thousand plants, which have been grown with consider- 
able difficulty, on account of the insuflicient space under glass. 

The large and unique mass of Roxbury pudding-stone 
boulders, on Sycamore avenue, near the receiving-tomb, has 
been cleared of earth, and its base along the avenue front 
surrounded with a one-foot brick wall, forming a water-basin. 
To guard against accidents, a substantial rustic red cedar 
fence, securely bolted to the rock, has been built. When the 
water-pipes are laid and jets arranged the crevices in the 
rock will be filled with good soil and planted with the proper 
trees and shrubs and climbing vines. The “Rockery ” 
promises to be, when completed, not only one of the most 
‘unique, but also one of the most beautiful features of the 
cemetery. | 

The present condition of the avenues, needing as they do 
but slight and inexpensive repairs, proves the wisdom of 
thoroughness in the building of them.

To His Honor the Mayor and the City Council of Bos- 
ton > — 


The Overseers of the Poor, in presenting to the city gov- 
ernment their seventeenth annual report, have reason for 
congratulation that the interests committed to their charge 
are in so good a condition. 

Having the care of the less prosperous classes of the com- 
munity, they are encouraged by the fact that this portion of 
the permanent inhabitants of the city is not increasing in 
numbers, and that the means furnished by the municipal 
treasury, and the income which has been received from our 
vested funds, have been more than adequate to meet the 
requirements of this department of the public service. 

In fact, between thirteen and fourteen thousand dollars of 
the amount appropriated for our use remained in the city 
treasury at the close of the financial year, and some additions 
have also been made to the capital of our trust funds, as 
the income from this source was not all expended to meet 
the claims of that class of beneficiaries for whom the funds 
were especially intended. This favorable change within a 
year or two is owing, in part, to the business activity of the 
times affording employment to those who rely for daily bread 
upon daily work, to the labor test which has been introduced 
as a condition for assistance to a certain class of applicants, 
and to the wise care and discrimination which have been used 
by our Secretary and other officials in affording relief. 
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The sick, the aged, the infirm, and little children, have 
claims upon our sympathy and material aid, and although 
in a multitude of cases their condition awakens a sad feeling, 
yet it has been a pleasure to have the means to administer 
to their necessities; and humanity as well as public policy 
justifies expenditure in their behalf. The peculiar and some- 
what anomalous system of the city of Boston in the support 
of its poor, committing to one Board the relief of the out- 
door poor, and to another those who have fallen so low in 
worldly estate as to become inmates of the almshouse, does 
not afford the opportunity to a single body of speaking with 
thorough knowledge of the exact condition and tendencies 
of this class of our population; but, as the functions of this 
Board are clear and well defined, it is enabled to present in 
a tangible form the statistics of their special service. 

The total number of families relieved during the year was 
4,653. The aid furnished was in fuel, groceries, medicine 
and medical attendance, and money. This number is divided 
into three classes: First, cases having a settlement in Boston 
aided at the expense of the city; second, families having a 
settlement in other cities and towns in the State, the amount 
of aid rendered being reimbursed to us by the places of set- 
tlement; third, those persons having no settlement, called 
State poor, —a part of the aid rendered this class being re- 
funded by the Commonwealth. Recent legislation, and a late 
decision of the Supreme Court, have enlarged to a considerable 
extent the first class. A change has been made in the settle- 
ment law, throwing a greater number upon cities and towns 
for local support. 

The number of the poor has not been increased, but the 
expense of their maintenance has been more directly chargeable 
to the place where they have been for a limited time inhabit- 
ants. Thus it appears, that, although we are spending much 
less money than we did a few years since, a greater num- 
ber of persons have legal claims upon us. The fact that, 
with this increase of the number acquiring settlements, no 
larger expenditure is required for their relief, is a good 
omen of the times, and is a matter of much satisfaction. 

Acts passed by the last Legislature, and sundry decisions of 
the courts, of interest to Overseers of the Poor, will be found 
in the Appendix. 

Our own visitors investigate all the applications, and 
prepare the papers giving an account of the antecedents 
and history of the family, and afford relief at once, when 
necessary. When the case is found to belong to another 
municipality, or to the State, due legal notice is given 
the proper officials, correspondence ensues or conferences

are held, and agreement is reached as to where and how 
the case shall be aided ; if left in our hands, bills for aid ren- 
dered are sent semi-annually, or otherwise, as may be deemed 
expedient. 

12,773 visits have been made by officers of the Board, 
exclusive of medical attendance by its physicians. 

485 families have been aided by us on account of 150 
other cities and towns. In 64 cities and towns outside of 
Boston 256 families have been aided by us through the 
Overseers of the Poor of those places. 

Of 277 families aided, the man having no settlement, wife 
and children being settled in Boston, the man’s share of aid 
rendered has been charged to the State, the balance being 
a charge to the city. The number of new registration papers 
filled during the year was 939, making the whole number on 
our books and files since the reorganization of the Board in 
1864, 20,801. The value of these papers to those engaged 
in charitable work cannot be over-estimated. At a moment’s 
notice, at this office, the fact is ascertained whether an appli- 
cant has ever received any assistance from the city; the time 
and amount of aid rendered are endorsed upon the papers, 
with other important information as to the history of the indi- 
vidual or the family, and the condition of the case.

We have received from other cities and towns, and from 
the Commonwealth, for expenditures made on their account, 
and from the occupants of the Charity Building, who pay for 
heating, and from other sources, the sum of $18,481.12, 
which has been paid into the city treasury. 

If this is deducted from the amount of the city appro- 
priation expended, it leaves a net charge to the city on 
account of the Overseers of the Poor of SS, 283.98. 

For upwards of a century the Board of Overseers of the 
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Poor have been the trustees of certain funds for the benefit 
of “those who have seen better days, or who have done the 
State some service,” who having been during their lives in good 
social condition, have been unfortunate in their old age, but 
have not become so abjectly poor as to render them subjects of 
relief as city charges. These funds have increased from time to 
time by judicious investments, by the accumulation of interest, 
and by donations dnd legacies from wealthy Boston men and 
women, who, having a pride in their place of birth or residence, 
have also been desirous of acknowledging the gifts which Provi- 
dence has vouchsafed to them, by devoting a portion of their 
means to the aid and comfort of their less favored brethren. 
The list of pensioners or beneficiaries now numbers. 278. 
The nunber is not so large as formerly, over 60 having been 
taken from the roll within the last two years, —some by 
death, but more by the operation of the recent change of the 
settlement laws. ‘Those who reside out of the city acquire 
claims for support upon the municipality where they are 
inhabitants, and are thus cut off from the benefit to which 
they would have been entitled if they had remained in 
Boston. It seemed a misfortune, in many cases, that they 
should be deprived of this annual stipend; but it should be 
understood that these funds were given by citizens of Boston 
for Boston people, and when the recipient of his own accord 
changes his domicil or home, he necessarily loses some of 
the advantages of his former or early residence. 

The number of boys being educated at the Farm School, 
under the provisions of the Boylston Education Fund, is 18 ; 
and 21 persons have received temporary relief from the in- 
come of the Bullman Estate in Cambridge street. These are 
in addition to the beneficiaries already stated. 

Allusion has already been made to the more liberal allow- 
ance afforded by the State for its out-door poor. Formerly 
we were permitted to receive reimbursement for only the 
sick of this class who could not be removed to the State 
almshouse. We are now enabled to assist other poor for a 
single month. We would make the suggestion that this time 
be extended, perhaps to include the winter months. If 
any of these families still remain in want after the month’s 
assistance, they are thrown for support upon our private 
benevolent societies. When we consider how much good is 
done by these organizations, it would seem right that the 
State should assume a larger share of the burden. 

We believe that the change in the policy of the Common- 
wealth in regard to its out-door poor has been wise. If the 
family is orderly and virtuous, and is suffering only tempo- 
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rary distress, it is better that it should be kept together until 
the bread-earner can recover himself, instead of its inmates 
being separated and sent to the Almshouse, the parents dis- 
couraged and spiritless, and children demoralized by being 
brought up under circumstances and surroundings which 
might permanently pauperize them. 

The most important change during the year has been in 
the conduct and control of the Temporary Home. When the 
system of labor for men was introduced in the yard adjoin- 
ing the building, it was thought expedient to appoint a male 
superintendent. This interest became so large and impor- 
tant that it became incorporated with the new branch of the 
Wayfarer’s Lodge; and, as men are no longer provided with 
meals or lodgings-in the Home, the Board has reorganized it 
on the former plan, with a matron in charge. This building 
now corresponds to what its name signifies, —a quiet home 
where unfortunate women and children in temporary distress 
are afforded shelter for a few days until more permanent 
quarters can be provided for them. 

The Wayfarer’s Lodge is meeting with that success which 
justifies its establishment. The police are relieved of those 
who did not belong to the criminal class, but who require 
care and some public supervision, or they would be led into 
mischief. The public streets are relieved at night from a 
vagrant population, and better order is preserved, as they 
remain within its walls. There has been, during the last 
year, a large increase in the number accommodated. ‘This is 
explained, however, by the activity of business, which has 
attracted laborers seeking employment to the city, by the 
increase of immigrants landed at this port, and by the new 
tramp law, which has driven this class from the rural dis- 
tricts, where they are more liable to be arrested as idle 
persons. 

The number of lodgers has been 23,983. 

Single meals furnished, 39,308. 

When it is considered that this number, together with 
those who received more material assistance, are obliged to 
make compensation by work for the aid they have received, 
it is evident that the money expended is not entirely lost. 
During the past year a large and commodious wood-shed, 
covering the entire yard, and other improvements, have been 
made from the profits derived from the sale of wood sawed 
and split upon the premises. Within a few years, if a like 
success in the future corresponds with the present experiment, 
we may be able to receive a revenue which will materially 
reduce the cost of maintaining the establishment. 
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Of 434 men, seeking relief at this office, who were sent to 
the wood-yard to work, 43 left without working, and 391 
worked 1,643 days. 

The buildings under our care are generally in a good con- 
dition. The outside of the Charity Building is now being 
repainted, the first time since its erection. This edifice has 
now become the head-quarters of the charity work, public and | 
private, of the city. The several organizations move har- 
moniously with each other and the Overseers, in the common 
cause of ameliorating the evils to which the human family is 
subjected. 

The details of our receipts and expenditures, together with 
a statement of the trust funds, will be found in the Treasurer’s 
report herewith submitted. 

We ought not to close our report without expressing our 
regret at “the voluntary withdrawal of Mr. Alanson Bigelow 
from the Board. For six years he has been a valuable asso- 
ciate and counsellor, prompt in business, industrious in com- 
mittee work, interested in affairs, and affablein manners. The 
city, as well as this department, has lost a faithful public ser- 
vant. In the quiet discharge of humble but important duties, 
in which those ambitious for the world’s applause seldom 
engage, the good citizen receives his highest reward. Mr. 
Bigelow belongs to this class, and his late dssociates in part- 
ing with him would express their appreciation of his character 
and merits.

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Trust Funps IN THE HANDS OF THE OVERSEERS OF THE 
Poor. 


Pemberton Fund.— This fund comprises bequests made 
to the City of Boston from 1760 to the present time, from 
“A. B.,” Daniel Oliver, Margaret Blackader, Alice Quick, 
Anne Wheelwright, Mary Ireland, Benjamin Pemberton, 
Martha Stevens, Mrs. H. Driscoll, William Breed, Samuel 
Eliot, John Coffin Jones, Mary Belknap, “A Citizen of Bos- 
ton,” Anonymous, Miss Dr. Harriot K. Hunt, and George 
Higginson. ‘The most important, however, of the bequests 
was from Benjamin Pemberton, Esq, whose will was proved 
June 25, 1782, and for that reason his name has been given 
to the fund. The income of this fund is to be expended, at 
the discretion of the Overseers, in semi-annual payments to 
the poor of this city. 

Boylston Relief and Education Funds.— These funds were 
from a bequest by John Boylston, who died in London, Eng- 
land. His will was proved June 12, 1795. One portion of 
the bequest is ordered to be paid to “ poor and decayed house- 
holders of the Town of Boston, not under fifty years of age; 
persons of good character, and reduced by the acts of Provi- 
dence, not by indolence, extravagance, or other vice.” The 
other portion to be applied to the “ nurture and instruction of 
poor orphans and deserted children of the Town of Boston, 
until fourteen years of age.” 

Mason Fund was a bequest from Jonathan Mason, by will 
dated July 15, 1798, interest to be paid annually to the chap- 
lain of the almshouse or workhouse ; interest to be added until 
one is appointed. The interest is now paid semi-annually 
towards the salary of the chaplain of the House of Industry. 

Dexter Fund was a bequest from Samuel Dexter, by will 
dated May 7, 1811, for supplying firewood or coal to such 
objects of charity as are not supported in the almshouse, 
though sometimes relieved by the Overseers of the Poor. 

Jeffries Fund was a bequest by David Jeffries, former 
Town Treasurer. Will dated January, 1786. “Income to 
be applied to the purchase of tea, coffee, chocolate, and 
sugar, for the refreshment of those persons who, in the prov 1- 
dence of God, are or shall be obliged to seek refuge in the 
almshouse, after having lived -reputably 5 but always giving 
preference to the pious poor.” 

Lucy Bullman Charity consists of an estate on Cambridge 
and Joy streets, in this city, which came into the possession | 
of the City of Boston, in accordance with the will of Lucy 
Bullman, proved at Probate Court, Suffolk County, January 
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9, 1832, in which it is provided that, upon the death of cer- 
tain persons therein named, said estate is given to the City 
of Boston, upon the condition that the estate should never 
be sold, but the income used for the benefit of the poor. 
By a vote of the City Council, approved by the Mayor, Jan- 
uary 4, 1873, this estate was placed in charge of the Over- 
seers of the Poor. 

The David Sears Charity-is a fund contributed by the 
late Hon. David Sears, for the relief of the poor, the income 
only to be expended “in aid and for the support of citizens 
or families who may have seen better days, and for charity 
in all its forms, in such a manner as may best tend to alle- 
viate the sufferings of human life, and render the condition 
of the poor more comfortable.” 

Pierce Fuel Fund.— The legacy of Caleb Pierce to the 
City of Charlestown, accepted by the City Council of that 
city, May, 1861. “Income to be expended in the purchase 
of fuel, to be distributed to those indigent widows whose 
husbands, before their decease, had resided in Charlestown 
at least one year, and the said widows still continuing to re- 
side in Charlestown at the time of receiving said bounty.” 
Income payable annually to the Trustees of the Charlestown 
Poor Fund. 

Holton Protestant Poor Fund. — A bequest by James 
Holton to the inhabitants of the town of Brighton. Income 
“to be annually expended forever, in purchasing and dis- 
tributing provisions among poor and indigent Protestant 
families, in said town of Brighton, on Thanksgiving, or other 
holidays, or just previous to such holidays, to the end that 
such poor Protestant families may have the means, in some 
degree, of enjoying such holidays in common with their fel- 
low-citizens ; and I specially direct, that, in such periodical 
distributions, unmarried Protestant females, who are poor or 
needy, shall receive a liberal share of provisions, and also 
other articles of comfort, such as said distributors shall deem 
to be most conducive to the comfort and happiness of that lone 
class of citizens.” 

flolton Protestant Pauper Fund.— A bequest of James 
Holton to the inhabitants of the town of Brighton. Income 
“to be annually expended, in whole, or in part, as necessity 
or circumstances may require, by the Selectmen of said town, 
in providing good and plentiful meals, on Thanksgiving day, 
or other holidays, to the Protestant paupers of said Brighton.” 
Unexpended income to be added to the principal. 

Stoughton Poor Fund.— A bequest of Lieut.-Gov. Wil- 
liam Stoughton, who died July 7, 1701. By his will he gave 
£50 to the relief of the poor of Dorchester, to be improved 
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by the care of Selsciten and the income to be distributed 
to the most needy inhabitants. 

The principal of the fund is in charge of the City Treas- 
urer. Income is paid to the Overseers of the Poor.

| CuaptEeR 26, Acts or 1881. ] 


Aw Act to amend Chapter two hundred and fifty-two of the acts of 
eighteen hundred and seventy-nine, entitled ‘* An Act for the 
benefit of indigent soldiers and sailors.” 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows ; — 


Section 1. Any person who may be debarred from receiving 
State aid under chapter two hundred and fifty-two of the acts of the 
year eighteen hundred and seventy-nine, by reason of having no 
settlement under the pauper laws, but who shall have served in the 
army or navy of the United States as a part of the quota at large of 
this Commonwealth, and shall have been honorably discharged from 
such service, and shall have resided in this State for one year prior 
to the date of his application for aid under this act, may be allowed 
such state aid by the city or town in which such person resides, in 
the manner provided by said chapter. 

Srecr. 2. The full sums expended by cities or towns under this 
act shall be reimbursed from the treasury of the Commonwealth to 
such cities or towns under the same regulations as to proof and 
reports as are required for other payments of State aid.

Aw Act to provide that certain persons having relatives supported 
at the expense of the State, in certain public institutions, shall 
not for that reason be deemed paupers. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows : — 


No person in this Commonwealth, actually supporting himself 
and his family, shall be deemed or designated as a pauper because 
of the commitment of his wife or minor child or other relative to 
any lunatic hospital, or other institution of charity, reform, or cor- 
rection, by order of a court or magistrate, and his inability to main- 
tain them therein; but nothing herein contained shall release him 
from his present liability for the support of said dependent if pos- 
sessed of sufficient means.

RESOLVE concerning an amendment to the Constitution to prevent 
the disfranchisement of certain soldiers and sailors becoming 
paupers. 

Resolved, That the following article of amendment of the Con- 
stitution, having been agreed to by the last and present General 
Courts, and published in the manner required by the Constitution, 
be submitted to the people for their ratification and adoption : — 


ARTICLE OF AMENDMENT. 


No person having served in the army or navy of the United 
States in time of war, and having been honorably discharged from 
such service, if otherwise qualified to vote, shall be disqualified 
therefor on account of being,a pauper; or, if a pauper, because of 
the non-payment of a poll-tax. 


Resolved, That the people shall be assembled for the purpose 
aforesaid, in their respective cities and towns, in meetings to be 
legally warned, and held on Tuesday, the eighth day of November 
next, at which meeting all the inhabitants qualified to vote for 
senators and representatives in the General Court may give-in their 
votes, by ballot, for or against said article of amendment; and the 
same Officers shall preside in the said meetings as in the meetings 
for the choice of senators and representatives, and shall in open 
meeting receive, sort, count, and declare the votes of the inhabi- 
tants for and against the same ; and the said votes shall be recorded 
by the clerks of said cities and towns, and true returns thereof 
shall be made out under the hands of the mayor and aldermen of 
the several cities, and of the selectmen, or a major part of them, 
and of the clerks of the said cities and towns, respectively, and 
sealed up and delivered to the sheriff of the county within three 
_days after the said meetings, to be by him transmitted to the office 

of the secretary of the Commonwealth within seven days after re- 
ceiving the same; or the said mayors and aldermen, and select- 
men, respectively, shall themselves transmit the same to the said 
office within ten days after the said meetings: provided, that in 
the several cities, the meetings held under this resolve shall be 
conducted according to the provisions of the acts establishing the 
same, and of the several acts in addition thereto. 


Resolved, That every person qualified to vote as aforesaid may 
express his opinion on said article of amendment without express- 
ing in his ballot the contents of said article; but the form of said 
ballot shall be as follows: ‘‘ Amendment to the Constitution, Yes,” 
or ‘* No.” And if said article shall appear to be approved by a 
majority of the persons voting thereon, it shall be deemed and 
taken to be ratified and adopted by the people. 


ftesolved, 'That his excellency the Governor and the Council 
shall forthwith open and examine the votes returned as aforesaid ; 
and if it shall appear that said article of amendment has been 
approved by a majority of the persons voting thereon, according 
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to the votes returned and certified as aforesaid, the same shall be 
enrolled on parchment, and deposited in the Secretary’s office, as a 
part of the Constitution of this Commonwealth, and shall be pub- 
lished in immediate connection therewith, numbered according to 
its numerical position, with the articles of amendment of the Con- 
stitution heretofore adopted, in all future editions of the laws of 
this Commonwealth, printed by public authority. 


_ Resolved, That his excellency the Governor be, and he hereby is, 

authorized and requested to issue his proclamation forthwith after 
the examination of the votes returned as aforesaid, reciting said 
article of amendment, and announcing that said article has been 
duly adopted and ‘ratified by the people of this Commonwealth, 
and has become a part of the Constitution thereof, and requiring 
all magistrates and officers, and all citizens of the said Common- 
wealth, to take notice thereof, and govern themselves accordingly ; 
or that the said article of amendment has been rejected, as the case 
may be. 

Resolved, That a printed copy of these resolves, including the 
said article of amendment, and blank forms of the returns of votes 
on said article, shall be transmitted, as soon as may be, by the 
Secretary of the Commonwealth, to the mayors and aldermen of 
the several cities, and the selectmen of the several towns, of this 
Commonwealth.

SUPREME JUDICIAL COURT. 


BRISTOL, 8s. October Law Term, 1880. 
City or Taunton v. City or Boston. 
Opinion of the Court. 


Lord, J. —This action is brought to recover expenses for the 
support of Alice V. Phelan. She is the daughter of James Phelan. 
It is claimed that the pauper’s settlement is in Boston by derivation 
from her father, James Phelan, who died Nov. 22, 1869. 

At the time of the death of James Phelan he had no settlement 
within this Commonwealth. He was an alien born, and was never 
naturalized. He removed from Dorchester to Taunton in 1865, 
and resided in Taunton till his death. He had resided in the town 
of Dorchester from 1851 to 1865, and paid a poll-tax every year. 
These facts would have given him a settlement in Dorchester, under 
the Stat. of 1868, Chap. 328, if they had,occurred subsequently to 
the passage of that act. It is not claimed by the plaintiff that he 
had acquired a settlement under that act, except by force of the 
amendment to it by the Stat. of 1871, Chap. 379, Sect. 1. That 
statute was not passed until after his death. It was made retro- 
active by its terms; and the case presents these precise questions : 
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Can a settlement be established, after the death of a party who 
- had no settlement at the time of his death, by retroactive legisla- 
tion; and if it can be, does the language of the act of 1871 show 
that it was the purpose of the Legislature to give to deceased per- 
sons settlements which they had not at the time of their death? 
The former of these propositions it is not necessary to decide or 
discuss. What shall constitute the settlement of a person or of his 
offspring is matter of positive law, and we need not question the 
power of the Legislature to establish any rules it may choose. The 
general proposition, however, is true, that, unless the contrary ap- 
pears, legislation is for the living and not for the dead ; and settle- 
ments are fixed for the living and not for the dead. This view is 
particularly important in this Commonwealth, where so many set- 
tlements are acquired by derivation ; and we should be very slow 
to construe the language of the Legislature so as to give settle- 
ments to persons who died more than a generation ago, who had 
no settlement in their lifetime, unless the language of the statute 
necessarily required us to do so. It is altogether probable that 
there are many aliens who come within one or another of the modes 
for acquiring a settlement prescribed by law, and, so far as they 
are now living, the statute of 1871 is undoubtedly applicable to 
them. 

It is probably equally true that some alien has died within every 
decade, if not within every year of the present century, who, pre- 
viously to his death, if a citizen, would in some mode have acquired 
a settlement in some municipality. We cannot believe that the 
Legislature intended by this act to give settlements to persons long 
ago deceased, and by derivation to all their progeny. 

If such had been the purpose of the Legislature, we think it 
would have been manifested by clear and decisive language. If the 
law is applicable to a person who died before its enactment, the 
length of time before its enactment at which such death occurred 
would be wholly immaterial, and upon the general rules of inter- 
pretation, and upon the general proposition, that, unless qualified, 
legislation affects the status of the living and not of the dead, we 
thmk the statute gave a settlement only to such as were alive at 
the time of its passage. The defendant concedes, that, if the stat- 
ute had fixed the settlement in that part of Boston which was for- 
merly Dorchester, the defendant city would be liable. No question 
is therefore made upon that part of the case. The view which we 
take of the statute, however, renders that matter ROE Pa

CONSTITUTIONALITY OF THE ACT OF 1879. 


CAMBRIDGE v. Boston. 


Lord, J. The mode by which relief shall be granted to the suf- 
fering poor is wholly a matter of statute regulation ; and this is the 
case whether the relief which is afforded is to be at the cost of 
the person or corporation which affords it, or whether, it is ulti- 
mately to be borne by some other person or corporation. It is a 
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matter wholly within the discretion of the Legislature to determine 
what kindred, if any, shall support indigent persons incapable of 
supporting themselves, and under what circumstances any city or 
town shall be required to furnish such support, or whether the Com- 
monwealth shall support all or any part of such poor residing within 
its limits. It is competent for the Legislature, if it so choose, to 
say that each town and city in the Commonwealth shall be liable 
to support every person born within its limits who shall at any time 
subsequently need relief as a pauper. Instead of birth it may make 
citizenship the test of such liability, and it may define citizenship. 
Instead of citizenship it may make residence the test, and deter- 
mine the length of residence that shall constitute such test. It is 
not bound to consider the question of the birth of a party, whether 
it be in a foreign land, in one of the States of the Union, or in any 
particular municipality within this Commonwealth. 

Undoubtedly the traditions of the Commonwealth favor the obli- 
gation to the support of paupers by the municipality in which they 
have their homes ; and in all the early legislation upon the subject 
paupers were to be supported by the place in which they had a set- 
tlement, and State almshouses were provided for those poor who 
had no settlement within this Commonwealth. What, however, 
should constitute a settlement was a matter to be determined by 
the Legislature ; and so, from time to time, and almost yearly, 
some enactment was made in relation either to the mode of acquisi- 
tion of settlement, or of determining derivative settlements. The 
modifications of such laws were almost innumerable ; sometimes in- 
volving not only residence for a term of years, but taxation for a cer- 
tain number of years during a certain term of residence, the holding 
of real estate, and various other qualifications by which one could 
acquire a settlement in a place which would be bound to relieve 
him if he became a pauper; and while the word ‘ settlement” has 
always carried with it the right to be supported by the municipality 
in which it existed, it has been greatly varied in its requirements 
at different times. The tendency, however, has been to simplify 
its requirements. The term ‘‘ settlement” is retained, and is re- 
tained probably because it carries with it that obligation with which 
the officers of the various municipalities of the Commonwealth are 
familiar. 

If the Statute of 1879, Chap. 242, had provided, that, if any 
woman twenty-one years of age, single or married, should reside 
continuously in a town or city for five consecutive years, receiving 
no support as a pauper meantime, and should thereafter become a 
pauper, she should be supported by the town in which she had thus 
resided if her husband had no settlement within the Commonwealth, 
there could have been no doubt of its meaning. ‘Tlte use of the 
word ‘‘ settlement,” thus applied to a married woman of foreign 
birth, strikes the ear unfamiliarly; but it has no other meaning ‘ 
than that she is there to be relieved if she fall into distress, and 
that the municipality shall have no remedy over. 

The constitutionality of the Act of 1879, Chap. 242, was argued 
by the defendant. The precise ground of objection to its constitu- 
tionality appears to be, that, by the phraseology of the statute, 
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there is an apparent judicial construction of the Act of 1878, Chap. 
190, and, that construction being different from the construction 
given by this Court to the same act, it is an assumption of judicial 
power by the legislative department of the government. If it be 
seeming, it is only seeming. It does not purport to give to the 
Act of 1878 a construction of itself to be valid and binding during 
the interval between that statute and the enactment of the present ; 
but it is present legislation, to affect only the condition of things 
at the time it takes effect as a new law, changing existing law; and 
the use of the words ‘‘ shall be held to apply” does not mean that 
the language of that statute shall, without change or modification 
of it, be held to mean differently from what this court had declared 
it to mean, but simply that the provisions of that act ‘‘ shall here- 
after be extended to,” etc.,—a not unusual form of language in 
acts that are an addition to other acts; and in extension of powers’ 
therein granted, taking effect at the time of its passage, and not 
retroacting. In this view there can be no pretence that the stat- 
ute is a legislative usurpation of judicial authority.

MILITARY SERVICE— CHANGE OF NAME—DESERTION. 


Mitrorp v. UXBRIDGE. 


WoRCESTER, January, 1881. 


JosHua O. Lanerey lived five years in Uxbridge, after the war, 
and paid three taxes, and was decided to have gained a settlement 
there under the Statute of 1874, unless he had a military settlement 
in Warren, on whose quota he served more than a year under the 
name of William Smith, and was honorably discharged. 

It was shown, that, hearing he had been drafted in Massachu- 
setts, he went to Rhode Island and enlisted, but was never mus- 
tered or sworn in; and thereafter he left Rhode Island and enlisted 
on the quota of Warren. 

- Milford contended that the manner of leaving the service in 
Rhode Island was a desertion, and would prevent the man from 
gaining a settlement by subsequent service and honorable dis- 
charge. 

Endicott, J. —It is contended that there is no evidence that 
Langley was ever enlisted and mustered into the service of the 
United States. . . . The person known as Smith became part 
of the quota of Warren, . . . and he has done the acts which 
entitle him to a settlement. 

The evidence of Langley does not establish the fact that he had 
been guilty of wilful desertion, within the meaning of the statute. | 
He was never mustered and sworn into service in Rhode Island, 
and did not become a soldier in the army of the United States. It 
has been held that the wilful desertion mentioned in the statute is 
the desertion defined in the articles of war. There is no adjudica- 
tion that,Langley has ever been guilty of that offence.

OF HIS DEATH — RIGHT TO RE-MARRY. 


Hypr Park v. CANTON. 


Norrouk, March, 1881. 


A woman living in Vermont contracted a legal marriage there 
in 1867. In June, 1870, her husband left her, and she never 
heard of him afterward, nor did she have any evidence of his death. 
One month after he went away she came to Massachusetts, and in 
July, 1876, married a man having settlement in Canton. 

Lord, J., in-bis opinion, said, ... .. If a man leaves his 
home, and goes into parts unknown, and remains unheard from 
for the space of seven years, the law authorizes those who remain 
to presume that he is dead; but it does not authorize him to pre- 
sume that any of those remaining in the place which he left has 
died. . . . It does not appear that she has since made any 
inquiry respecting him; nor that he did not immediately return to 
West Rutland, nor that he has not ever since resided there. 

There is no evidence upon which it would be competent to find 
that the pauper could lawfully re-marry.

LIABILITY OF TOWN FOR OUTSIDE AID WHERE 
ALMSHOUSE IS OFFERED. 


Lamson v. NEWBURYPORT. 
[14 Allen, 30, January, 1867. | 


A city which has provided a sufficient almshouse for the support 
of its poor is not liable, under Gen. Stat., Chap. 70, Sect. 16, to 
the owner of a tenement for the use and occupation thereof by a 
pauper whom he might have ejected therefrom, and who was able 
to remove to the almshouse. 

Lamson, as owner, notified the overseers that the pauper was 
occupying his tenement and was unable to pay the rent, and re- 
quested them to provide a tenement for her. One of the overseers 
at this time consulted with her, and advised her to go to the alms- 
house, which she was unwilling to do. She remained in the tene 
ment more than four months after, and was then removed to the 
almshouse. 

Suit was brought to recover the rent, after notice. ) 

Bigelow, C.J. . . . By Gen. Stat., Chap. 70, Sect. 16, it is pro- 
vided that cities and towns shall be held to pay expenses ‘‘ neces; 
sarily incurred” . . . by any person not liable by law, for his 
support. . . . The claim must be proven to have been founded 
upon the absolute necessity of the pauper, . . . for such needful 
relief as he could not otherwise procure. 

The facts of the present case do not bring the claim of the 
plaintiff within the rule. There was no necessity for the continu- 
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ance of the pauper in the plaintiff's tenement. She might at any 
time have had shelter and relief in the almshouse provided by the 
city. The pauper could not elect a place of abode and render the 
city liable to payment therefor. The legal duty of the city was 
fully performed by providing a suitable house where poor persons 
. could receive shelter and support. 

While such provision was made there was no necessity for the 
relief which the plaintiff undertook to afford, and he cannot re- 
cover compensation therefor in this action.

The cash balance of the Sinking Funds is $1,318,849.19, 
while the cash accounted for by the Treasurer of the Board, 
who is also the City Treasurer, is $1,236,849.19, on deposit 
in the Merchants’, Howard, Globe, Central, and Mount Vernon 
National Banks, which shows a deficit of $82,000. 

This deficiency was first known to the Board at the meeting 
held on the 18th of October, 1880, and a request was imme- 
diately made on the Treasurer at that meeting to make the 
deficiency good. On the 27th of October the Chairman of 
the Board addressed the following communication to the City 
Solicitor : — 

Mayor’s Orrice, Ciry HALu, Boston, 
October 27, 1880. 
Hon. JOHN P. HEALY, City Solicitor: — . 

Dear Sir,—Mr. Dennie, the City Treasurer, is also Treasurer of 
the Sinking Funds; as such last-named Treasurer he signed a check in 
blank on the Merchants’ National Bank, where the sinking funds are 
kept. His clerk, Woodward, on the 26th of May, 1880, fraudulently 
filled out this check for $82,000, payable to ‘* purchased debt, or bearer,” 
and, on the same day, fraudulently deposited the check to the credit of 
the City of Boston with the same bank, and the amount was duly entered 
on the deposit book of the city with said bank. Mr. Dennie had at the 
time no knowledge of the above doings of Woodward, and gave no 
assent to the same, and no entry of them was made on any of the books 
of the City Treasurer. It was customary for the Treasurer to draw, 
under the direction of the Board of Commissioners on the Sinking 
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Funds, moneys for the purchase of city debt for investment; but, at the 
“time when Woodward drew the check, as above stated, no directions 
had been given to the Treasurer to purchase debt, and the Treasurer 
did not then propose to purchase any. No checks are drawn by the 
Treasurer of the Sinking Funds, except to purchase debt for investment, 
for cancellation, or to pay the same when due. The Board of Com- 
missioners on the Sinking Funds at its meeting held on the 25th inst. 
passed the following preamble and vote :— 


‘* Whereas, The Treasurer of the Commissioners on the Sinking Fund, 
by his check on the Merchants’ National Bank of Boston, dated May 26, 
1880, drew the sum of eighty-two thousand dollars from the moneys 
deposited to the credit of said sinking funds with said bank, for the 
purpose of purchasing debt for account of said funds; and 

‘¢ Whereas, The amount of said check was deposited in said bank to 
the credit of the City of Boston, and has not been appropriated to the 
purchase of debt for account of the sinking funds; now, it is hereby 

‘* Voted, That the Treasurer of the city be directed to pay back to the 
Commissioners on the Sinking Funds the said sum of eighty-two 
thousand dollars, with such interest thereon as would have been 
allowed by the Merchants’ National Bank, under its agreement with 
said Commissioners, if the money had not been drawn as aforesaid, and 
had remained on deposit until this date.” 

The City Treasurer has failed to repay the said sum of $82,000. 


QUESTIONS. 


1st. What is the legal obligation of said Dennie in respect to such 
repayment ? 

2d. Does not the City Treasury hold said sum for account of the 
Board of Commissioners on the Sinking Funds, so that the same may 
be appropriated to the wants of the Sinking Funds?

OPINION. 


1. That Mr. Dennie, the Treasurer, is bound to restore to the Sinking 
Funds the funds that were drawn therefrom and carried to the general 
account of the City of Boston. 

2. That moneys so wrongfully taken from the Sinking Funds still 
remain a part of those funds, and may be appropriated and used in the 
same manner as they would beif there had been no transfer.

A copy of the communication, with the accompanying opin- 
ion of the City Solicitor, was given to the City Treasurer, 
who took the matter into consideration, and after several in- 
terviews with the Board, finally declined to comply with the 
request of the Board to pay back the check of $82,000, but 
said he would do so if an order to that effect was passed by 
the City Council. The City Solicitor, who was present at 
the time this statement was made, said he did not see why 
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the City Treasurer did not comply with the request of the 
Board, — there was no reason why he should not. 

With the approval of the City Solicitor the Board sent the 
following communication to the City Council : — 


The Board of Commissioners on the Sinking Funds would represent 
that, upon receiving information that there was a deficiency of $82,000 
in the Sinking Funds under the control of this Board, caused by the 
transfer to the city treasury of said amount, the Commissioners de- 
manded of the City Treasurer the return of the moneys so taken. He 
declines to comply with the demand, and the Board deem it their duty 
to report the fact to the City Council for such action as it may deem 


proper. 


The City Council passed an order directing the City Solici- 
tor to have the City Treasurer make good the deficiency 
existing in his accounts, and a suit has been entered in the 
Supreme Judicial Court against the City Treasurer for that 
purpose. 

The accounts of the Treasurer of this Board were exam- 
ined by the Committee on Accounts of this Board, as stated 
in our last Annual Report, on May 24, 1880, and the assets 
all found to be correct. The Treasurer’s check in question 
was drawn on May 26, 1880. We would inform the City 
Council that we have placed additional safeguards for the 
better security of the money of the City of Boston in the 
hands of the City Treasurer acting as treasurer of this Board, 
intrusted to our charge; among them, one that all checks of 
the Treasurer drawn on the sinking funds are required to be 
countersigned by the Secretary, and, in his absence, by the 
Chairman of the Board, to make them valid. 

The annual statement of the Treasurer of the Board, with 
the report of the Committee on Accounts of the Board 
thereon, will be found appended. )

There is a deficiency in the general account of the Treas- 
ury of $7,234.38, occasioned by the defalcation of the late 
Cashier, John A. Woodward, who absconded in October 
last and has not since been heard from. The City Council 
have in their possession the information of the Treasury 
deficiencies by a report of the Committee on Treasury De- 
partment (Doc. 126, 1880), giving in detail the examination 
by an expert made by their order after the defalcation came 
to light, by which it appears that the deficits existing Oct. 
21, 1880, were, in general cash account, $6,167.78, in pay- 
roll tailings, $1,066.60, and in Sinking Fund account, $82,- 
000. Total, $89,234.88. These deficiencies still exist, the 
matter of having them made good being in the hands of the 
Law Department, by order of the City Council.

The expenditures for the County of Suffolk in 1880-81 were 
$305,871.68; in 1879-80, $296,140.82, an increase of $9,- 
730.86. The revenue, principally court fees and fines of 
the county, received during the financial year 1880-81 was 
$62,842.55, in 1879-80, $71,515.80; a loss of $8,673.25. 
The balance against the County over the revenue received, 
met by taxation specifically appropriated for the purpose 
during the year 1880-81, was $243,029.13, against in 1879-80, 
$224,625.02, showing an increase of $18,404.11 over the 
preceding year. } 

There is remaining in the Treasury, resulting from the 
regular transactions of the financial year, April 30, 1881, 
derived from the excess of revenue for liquor licenses over 
the expenses attending the issuing of the same, $167,108.13 ; 
excess of taxes and other income over estimated receipts, 
$529,671.42; balances of appropriations unexpended at the 
close of the year $209,486.94, making a total of $906,266.49 
to be used toward meeting the expenditures for the financial 
year 1881-82. The Auditor, in his estimates submitted to 
the City Council in print, March 3d, last, estimated that there 
would be derived from these sources $741,000. The increase 
of the actual amount remaining in the Treasury for meeting 
the wants of 1881-82, over that estimated, was caused, as 
last year, principally by the more prompt payment of taxes 
during the months of March and April than was anticipated, 
and several of the departments not using their balances in 
making advance purchases. 

The excess of the Cochituate Water Works revenue over 
expenditures and interest on outstanding loans for the year 
ending April 30, 1881, which was paid to the Board of Com- 
missioners on the Sinking Funds, and placed in the Sinking 
Fund for the special redemption of loans issued for defraying 
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the cost of the works, was $195,668.90, and the excess de- 
rived from the Mystic Water Works for the same period and 
paid to the Commissioners to be placed in the Mystic Water 
Sinking Fund was $31,771.30. The requirements for these 
respective funds, the last financial year, were for the Cochit- 
uate Fund, $182,799, —the revenue received being in excess of 
the requirement of $12,869.90; for the Mystic Sinking Fund 
$83,559, a deficiency of revenue to meet the requirement of 
$51,787.70, which will have to be met by taxation next year. 
It is pertinent here to give the following statement in rela- 


tion to the 
Cochituate Water Works Revenue. 


In the Estimates of the Auditor of Accounts, and in his 
annual report submitted to the City Council in 1879, it was 
stated that the policy of charging the Cochituate Water 
Works revenue with interest on the difference between the 
outstanding loans and the actual cost of construction of the 
works pursued since 1857, and_transferring the amount an- 
nually from the City Debt Interest appropriation to the 
Cochituate Water Works interest ceased April 30, 1878. 

In these two documents, Nos. 27 and 70, of 1879, the 
question is fully discussed whether injustice had been done to 
the Cochituate water-takers, even if it seemed, as at that time 
alleged, that there had been a technical illegality in the man- 
ner of adjusting the accounts between the general and water 
tax-payer. It was clearly shown by figures given that equi- 
tably there had been no injustice done the water-takers, but 
that the policy pursued had been a beneficial one to them. 
Mayor Prince, however, believed that the Cochituate Water 
Works had been illegally deprived of money received as 
revenue, and contended that it was purely a law question. 
In April, 1879, he communicated to the City Council his 
opinions as to what should be done in the premises, contend- 
ing that there should be a restitution in some form to the 
Cochituate Water Works Sinking Fund of some $5,000,000. 
He also asserted that the revenue from said works had been 
unlawfully diverted from the Cochituate Water Sinking Fund 
and used for construction account, that we “had made our- 
selves amenable to a mandamus from the Court to compel 
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obedience to law.” He also expressed the view that the 
policy of the financial department of the government was 
“more imperative than the mandates of the Legislature.” 

Mayor Prince fortified his views in the premises by an 
opinion given by City Solicitor Healy, based on a partial 
statement of facts ; also on an opinion given by City Solicitor 
Chandler many years ago, under an altogether different state 
of affairs. 

The subject was before the City Council during the year 
1879, attracting much attention, and on the 24th of Decem- 
ber of that year the following order was passed and received 
the approval of Mayor Prince on the 27th of said month : — 


Ordered, That His Honor the Mayor, the Treasurer, the Auditor, and 
the City Solicitor, be directed to define the amount, ifany, which is due 
‘to the Water Department, and to recommend the transfer of the same 
ito the credit of the Water Debt in a proper and lawful manner. 


The parties named therein held a meeting at, the close of 
‘that year, and the Auditor submitted the following questions, 
which were referred to the City Solicitor : — 


The whole of the water script issued under authority of the acts 
-of 1846 and 1849 has been paid, cancelled, and the certificates are on 
file in the Auditor’s office, and all the bonds or certificates issued under 
‘authorized loans in conformity with the laws of the Commonwealth or 
-orders of the City Council since, on account of the Cochituate Water 
Works, make no special requirements for a sinking fund for their 
special redemption. ‘Therefore the question is, is there need of further 
.action on the part of the City Council, inasmuch as provision was made 
by the City Council for the redemption of the said loans before the 
‘passage of the Municipal Indebtedness Act of 1875, and after said act 
‘taking effect, the contributions have been made to the aforesaid sinking 
fund in conformity with said act. 

The debt script issued in pursuance of the authority of the acts of 
1846 and 1849 having been paid and cancelled, the requirements of 
-said acts are, in my opinion, not applicable to the Cochituate Water 
Loans issued since — they having fulfilled their purpose and ceased to 
ibe of any effect on subsequent and independent issues of Cochituate 
Water loans or script. ‘The City Council had a right to do in the prem- 
-ises as they deemed best, and there is nothing due from the general 
itax-payers to the Water Works revenue. 


At the request of the Auditor, the City Solicitor made the 
‘following indorsement thereon, bearing date of May 21, 
1880 :— 


In my opinion the law is within correctly stated, and the deductions 
‘from it are well founded. 
J.P. HEALY, 


City Solicitor. 
May 21, 1880. 
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Thus it clearly appears that the financial department and 
the City Council have acted legally in reference to the dis- 
posal of the water revenue, and a vexed question, for atime, 
effectually put at rest. 

In equity, also, no injustice has been done to the water- 
takers, but as I have stated in the documents before cited 
they have been the gainers. 


For the first time in twelve years the receipts from taxes 
levied and due in 1880 are in excess of the amount required 
for the expenditures of the financial year which they were 
levied to meet. Theexcessof the 1880 taxes is $8,907.71, and 
of those of previous years over the amount estimated, $102,- 
428.31. Total excess of receipts from city taxes over re- 
quirements, $111,336.02. This is a remarkable showing, 
taking into consideration that the tax-rate was a heavy one, 
$15.20 on each one thousand dollars’ valuation of property, 
and the promptitude with which the citizens paid their taxes 
is a sure sign that they are in more prosperous circumstances 
than heretofore. 

The levying of taxes for support of government is a ques- 
tion at all times involved in difficulties affecting the general 
prosperity of the community; therefore the expenditures 
necessary for carrying on our municipality requiring the levy 
to be made should always receive the careful scrutiny and 
consideration of the City Council. 

This year the rate of taxation will be lower, based on last 
year’s valuation, notwithstanding the appropriation order for 
1881-82, passed by the City Council, is an increase of $285,- 
430 over that of last year, for the reason that the revenue 
anticipated to be received shows an increase of $683,992. 

Very properly there was embraced.in the aforesaid order 
the cost of making several street improvements which were 
deemed necessary, amounting to $345,000. 

The tax-rate can be made very deceptive —a low rate on 
a high valuation is very deceiving to the tax-payer, allowing 
an extravagant use of the people’s money on a basis of valu- 
ation of their property not warranted and not realized in a 
great many instances until attempts are made to sell the 
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same. Inflated valuation of property, whatever the amount 
of money to be raised by taxation, is a decided wrong 
and serves as a basis for increasing indebtedness. In 
liberally administering the affairs of the municipality, as 
stated in previous reports, the nearer we approach the “ pay- 
as-you-go ” policy the more encouragement will be given to es- 
tablish commercial enterprises and various industries which go 
to build up a prosperous people ; continually running in debt 
entails burdensome taxation and paralyzes all efforts in that 
direction. Money should only be borrowed when the actual 
necessities of the case demand it. There is no country where 
the credit system is more used or abused than in our own. 
It is, therefore, highly important that the utmost scrutiny 
should be observed in the administration of the affairs of our 
municipality, and that its credit is kept within safe limits. 

By cgmparing the figures which follow with those which 
appear in the financial reports of other cities the fact is 
established, that in no one of the large cities of the Union 
-are the taxes and other sources of revenue paid in so promptly 
with so little loss from non-collection and at so small expense 
for making the collections, as in Boston. 

The Collector’s return presents the follogving as a com- 
parative statement of unpaid taxes for the last six years, 
showing that during each successive year a larger percentage 
of the tax has been paid in, up to the date of the report, 
than during the year preceding, viz. : —

The cost of redeeming the matured debt, as stated above, 
was $429.01, paid for exchange on remittances to London. 

Of the debt which became due 1879-80; there remains un- 
paid, not called for, on which interest has ceased, $5,000 ;

$13,000. 

The debt statement shows that the gross funded debt, 


al 
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April 30, 1881, was $40,949,332.18, against $42,030,125.36 - 
at the same date last year, — a reduction of $1,080,793.18. 

The debt, less the means for paying the same, consisting 
of the sinking funds and bonds in the Collector’s hands, pay- 
ments on which go into the sinking funds, April 30, 1881, 
was $26,005,620.59, against $27,842,104.28 at the same 
date last year, a decrease of $1,836,483.69. There is to be 
added to the gross funded debt the balance of the loan au- 
thorized by the City Council of August 9, 1877, not nego- 
tiated, of $996,000 for Improved Sewerage. 

Of the debt paid, $395,640.60 were bearing 6 per cent. in- 
terest; $542,652.58, 5 per cent.; $71,000, 4 per cent. ; 
$35,000, 44 per cent. ; $10,000, 64 per cent. ; and $85,500, 
7 per cent. Of the new Improved Sewerage Loan issued, 
$24,000 bear 4 per cent. interest, and $35,000 5 per cent., 
making $52,168.44, less interest, to be raised annually by 
taxation. 

This is the most gratifying debt statement presented for 
many years. Nota loan was authorized by the City Coun- 
cil during the financial year, and the only certificates of indebt- 
edness issued were on account of the Improved Sewerage 
Loan, to meet the wants of the several trust funds. 

The City of Boston, at this date, under the one per cent. 
clause of the Municipal Indebtedness Act of 1875, still has 
the right to borrow $914,618. This right being exhausted, 
the 3 per cent. restrictive clause of the act takes effect, 
which is, that cities and towns shall not be indebted, less the 
sinking funds for meeting its payment, more than 3 per cent. 
for purposes other than for water works, on the last preced- 
ing valuation of the cities and towns of the Commonwealth. 
After borrowing $914,618, the restrictive. provision of the 
act takes effect on indebtedness other than for water pur- 
poses, and, with the valuation of the city last year, may bor- 
row an additional amount of $1,263,848.57, a total of $2,178,- 
466.57; but it does not follow that the debt should be in- 
creased without, as before remarked, a great necessity exists 
for the same, as it would entail additional taxation to meet 
interest and contribution to the sinking funds. 
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The statement of the Treasurer of the Board of Commis- 
sioners, which is contained in this document, furnishes an 
account of the transactions of said Board, and the condition 
of the funds held by them. The following tables give a 
clear exhibit of the payment and creation of debt, with the 
means of redeeming the same with the Sinking Funds, and 
other means pledged for its redemption : —

From the above it appears that the daily average consump- 
tion from the Sudbury and Cochituate works was 26,- 
500,000 gallons, an increase of 3.1 percent. over that of 
1879; from the Mystic works 9,387,880 gallons, an increase 
of 5.7 per cent., and from the combined supplies 35,887,880 
gallons, an increase of 3.8 per cent. The total population 
of the territory supplied, which includes, in addition to the 
City of Boston, the cities of Chelsea and Somerville and the 
town of Everett, is about 412,000. The daily average con- 
sumption per head has, therefore, been about 87 gallons. 
- Since October 12, East Boston has been supplied from the 
Sudbury and Cochituate works.

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East Boston High-Service Works.— Works for the supply 
of the higher portions of East Boston have been built during 
the past year. They comprise 2 Worthington compound 
high-pressure pumps, together capable of raising 1,500,000 
gallons in 24 hours; 2 upright tubular boilers for supplying 
steam for the pumps, a check valve with a by-pass and 
safety-valve for regulating the pressure upon the pipes, and 
about 7,500 feet of main pipe connecting with the former 
supply mains. The pumping machinery is located in a neat 
wooden building, on Brooks street, in the reservoir lot, the 
supply for the pumps being taken from the 20-inch low-service 
main which supplies the district. The territory supplied is 
comprised in two districts, the “Eagle Hill” and “Belmont 
Square,” containing together about 850 buildings. The 
pumping machinery was furnished by H. R. Worthington, of 
New York; the engine-house foundations and chimney were 
built by Fessenden & Libby, of Charlestown, and the engine- 
house by Herman Drake, of East Boston. The entire work 
has been completed at a cost of $22,960.07. 


Forty-eight-Inch Main. —The work of laying the pipes 
of the new 48-inch main from the Chestnut-Hill reservoir to 
the city through the town of Brookline, under authority of 
an Act of the Legislature and a special appropriation of 
$280,000, was commenced on June 23, and at 12 M. of 
Nov. 29, 1880, water was supplied to the city through the 
new main, direct from Chestnut-Hill reservoir. The press- 
ure throughout the city was immediately increased about 10 
feet. A 30-inch main, to be charged to this appropriation, 
still remains to be laid in Francis street, to connect the 40- 
inch with the 30-inch and 36-inch mains, originally laid to 
supply the city, and it is expected that this connection will 
still further increase the head. The new main starts from 
the eflluent gate-house, at Chestnut-Hill reservoir, and after 
connecting with a 48-inch pipe, which is laid around the 
reservoir from the terminal chamber of the Sudbury-river 
conduit, it passes through Beacon street to the junction of 
Brookline avenue, —a distance of 16,300 feet, — where it 
connects with the 40-inch main from Brookline reservoir. 
At the junction of Harvard street, in Brookline, a branch 
has been put in for a contemplated connection with the 
Mystic works, and a gate is located in the main at this point. 
Total payments to May 1, 1881, $267,778.80. 


Additional Supply. — During 1880 no construction-work 
of any magnitude has taken place; the impervious core of 
Dam No. 2 has been extended for several hundred feet by 
the means of timber and puddle, and a considerable amount 
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of work was done to complete the dam and to improve the 
borders of the reservoirs. On Oct. 15 the last portion of 
the work left in the hands of the Engineer’s Department was 
transferred to the superintendent of the Western Division of 
the water-works. All the system of works contemplated in 
the original estimate is consequently in regular service. The 
total amount of money expended to May 1, 1881, for addi- 
tional supply, including all expenditures on account of tem- 
porary supply, is $5,252,717.11. Owing to the increase in the 
consumption of water, a new reservoir on Sudbury river has 
been found desirable ; and, on Dec. 13, 1880, the Boston Water 
Board was authorized to spend $55,000 for the purchase or 
taking of land for a fourth storage basin and for the surveys 
and examinations necessary to determine its location. 


Broapway Extension Bripage over Boston & Albany 
Railroad. — A contract has been made with John Cavanagh 
& Co. for the construction of the abutments and retaining- 
walls, and filling from the abutments to the nearest streets, 
for $64,900. The sharp angle which the bridge makes with 
the railroad necessitates abutments, 119 feet in length, on the 
foundation line. The width of the roadways on each side of the 
railroad, from the abutments to the streets, is 62 feet, the 
top of the retaining-walls being set one foot over the line of 
the abutting premises by agreement with the Boston & 
Albany Railroad Co. Theabutments are nearly in readiness for 
the erection of the bridge, and work on them and the retain- 
ing-walls is in active progress. The plans for the bridge are 
completed, and proposals for its construction have been asked 
for. It will be an iron bridge, 156 feet in length and 60 
feet in width over all, with two roadways and two sidewalks. 
This bridge forms part of the continuation of the extension 
of Broadway from Way street to Washington street. Total 


payments for the past year for land damages and walls, . 
$39,057.56. 


CnHeLseA Bripae. — The construction of the old:-Chelsea 
bridge, partially made in 1876-7, has been completed 
during the last year, and the last portion of. the old 
bridge of the Salem turnpike.and Chelsea Bridge Corpora- 
tion, built in 1802-38, has been removed. When the work of 
reconstruction was commenced, in 1876, the bridge was 3,300 
feet long between abutments ; since then 182 feet in length at 
‘the Charlestown end, 250 feet at the Chelsea end, and 1,263 
feet in the central part of the bridge, have been filled solid, 
leaving the two bridges separated by nearly a quarter of a mile 
of solid street; each bridge is provided with a draw for the 
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passage of vessels. ‘The bridge over the main channel of the 
Mystic river, or “Chelsea bridge, North,” as it is now desig- 
nated, with the exception of the draw and its foundations, has 
been rebuilt during the year, from a point 19 feet north of 
the draw, to the Boston abutment, by Boston, and the remain- 
der by Chelsea. The portion now maintained by Boston is 
922 feet in length, including the draw. An act of the Legis- 
lature of 1878 (Chap. 41) provided that Boston should 
maintain all that portion of the bridge lying southerly of the 
draw, and that the draw should be maintained jointly by 
Boston and Chelsea. The agreement made last yea 
with Chelsea, by which that city was to pay $25,000, 
and Boston was to assume the future maintenance of the 
draw, draw-piers, and the portion of the bridge between the 
draw-piers when rebuilt, has been consummated, the assent 
of the Legislature having been previously obtained. The 
care of the draw was assumed by Boston June 1, 1880. 
The new bridge is 49 feet in width, with one sidewalk 8 feet 
wide. It is built in a substantial manner, with oak piles and 
hard-pine caps, bolsters, stringers, and floor. The roadway 
floor is 6 inches thick, laid with close joints, calked, and 
covered with a layer of Trinidad asphalt, and paved with 
granite blocks. The sidewalk is coal-tar concrete on a floor 
of creosoted North Carolina pine. The fences are white pine 
neatly painted. The draw-piers are 19 feet in width, and are 
respectively 170 and 180 feet in length. They have oak 
pile foundations, with hard-pine timber superstructures, and 
creosoted North Carolina pine floors. The work of rebuilding 
the portion of the bridge belonging to Boston was done, 
under contract, by Young & Ryan. The cost of the entire 
work of rebuilding, including engineering, superintend- 
ence, building and furnishing superintendent’s office, etc., 
and all expenses incurred up to May 1, 1881, was 
$51,843.03. Total cost of rebuilding the whole structure, 
$168,881.40. 


Pusuic Park, Back Bay.— Filling.— During the past 
year the work of filling has been continued so that there is 
now a road 50 feet in width entirely around the park, ex- 
cept at three points where openings have been left for the flow 
of water. Boylston entrance has been filled to the established 
gerade, and Beacon entrance has been filled to about grade 13, 
except the part reserved for a water-way. Huntington en- 
trance has also been filled except a small portion left open 
for the flow of water. Total payments to May 1, 1881, for 
land, $444,074.79 ; for earth filling, etc., $266,807.05 ; total, 

$710,881.84. 
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Boylston Street Bridge. —'This bridge is situated on the 
extension of Boylstonstreet, through the park, and spans the 
outlet of the park lake, about 300 feet south of the Boston & Al- 
bany Railroad. It will consist of two parallel abutments of 
granite masonry, connected by an arch having a span of 60 feet, 
and a rise of 18 feet above the surface ofthe pond. Thespan- 
drel walls and faces of the arch will be granite, the intermediate 
portions will be brick. The abutments are 111 and 141 feet 
in length, with the southerly ends opposite and the northerly 
ends askew, built on pile and platform foundations and con- 
nected with each other by hard-pine timbers capped on 
piles. ‘The contract for building the foundations and abut- 
ments for the arch was made Sept. 28, 1880, with I. A. 
Sylvester, of Newton, the contract price being $38,647. — It 
is intended by the landscape and consulting architects to 
make this arch the most prominent feature of the park. 


Covered Channel, Stony Brook.— The gate chamber is 
situated on the border of the park pond nearly opposite the 
Huntington entrance, and is to form the connection between 
a covered conduit extending from Charles river, the park pond, 
and the extension of the present Stony-brook channel. The ex- 
tension of the Stony-brook channel tothe gate chamber will con- 
sist of two arched water-ways of practically the same section as 
the ones with which they are to connect. The conduit from 
Charles river to the gate chamber is 3,520 feet long, and 7 
feet 2 inches internal diameter, built of spruce planks thor- 
oughly treenailed together. The gate-chamber substructure 
will be built of rubble granite with brick inverts, and of cut 
stone for all gate openings, and for a portion of the flooring, 
the whole built on a pile and platform foundation. ‘The gate 
chamber is furnished with double water-ways corresponding 
to the water-ways of Stony brook as they now exist, and 
provided with a double set of self-acting gates. Total pay- 
ments to May 1, 1881, $46,731.85. 


COMMONWEALTH-AVENUE Extension. — The work of fill- 
ing the extension of Commonwealth avenue is being done in 
connection with the filling of the remainder of the Back- 
Bay flats, between Beacon street and the Boston & Albany 
Railroad. During the past year, that portion of the avenue 
between the Beacon entrance of the Back Bay Park and 
Brookline avenue has been filled to the established grade, 
while the adjoining land has been filled to about grade 12. 
The portion of Commonwealth avenue across the Beacon 
entrance has been filled to a sub-grade of about 13.5 feet 
above city base. The two 50-foot streets on each side of the 
Beacon entrance, from Beacon street to the Boston & Albany 
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Railroad have been filled to about grade 13.5 above city base. 
Work has been begun on the construction of the bridge on 
Commonwealth avenue, over the park water-way, and the 
bridge will be completed during the present season. Total 
payments to May 1, 1881, $85,747.28. 


Bracon STREET BrinGE over the outlet of the park lake. 
— Work was begun on this bridge in August, 1880, but, 
owing to the lateness of the season, the work was not com- 
pleted during the year, but will probably be completed early 
this season. ‘The bridge is to span a channel which will 
serve as the outlet of the park lake, and will take the place 
of the present sluice-ways connecting the “full basin,” so 
called, with Charles river. Across this new channel, and 
about 5 feet north of the northerly line of Beacon street, 
there is to be a dam, with gates above it opening outward. 
This dam and the gates will control the height of the water 
in the park lake, so that the latter can be kept at a uniform 
height, the gates shutting out the water from the river, but 
allowing any surplus water which may accumulate in the lake 
to be discharged at low tide. The contractors for the stone 
work are Ross & Lord, of Ipswich, at $36,898. Payments 
to May 1, 1881, $15,774.55. 


IMPROVED SEWERAGE. — There have been built in all, to 
May 1, 1881, nine and a-half miles of sewers. . This includes 
the whole —except 200 feet now building—of the main 
sewer, extending from Huntington avenue to the sea-coast at 
Dorchester, and branch sewers extending from the main, on 
the west side of the city to Cambridge street, on the east 
side to Dover street, southwards to and about Stony brook, 
and in South Boston to B street. When the arrangements 
for pumping are complete, by connecting the city sewers with 
the intercepting sewers already built, all sewage now going 
into South Bay, Back Bay, Charles river, and Stony brook 
can be intercepted, and relief afforded to the South End 
region, which suffers from flooded cellars. At the pumping 
station, two engines and boilers for them are already delivered, 
foundations for them are finished, and they will be set up this 
season. ‘Two additional engines and a second pair of boilers 
are under contract. The pier, extending 1,200 feet into the 
sea at Old Harbor Point, is about half completed. The tun- 
nel under Dorchester Bay is excavated for one-half its length, 
and, at the present rate of progress, the whole will be exca- 
vated this year. ‘The contractor for building Moon Island 
reservoir and Sec. 3 outfall sewer has built trestles and. laid 
tracks about the site of his work, and is engaged in filling 
the embankment between Squantum and Moon Island, a few 
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hundred feet of sewer have been built, the reservoir is 
partially excavated, and work upon its walls will begin soon. 
The amount expended to May 1, 1881, was $1,990,602.09. 


Stony Brook Improvement. — William H. Bradley, 
Superintendent of Sewers, engineer and supervisor. — The 
improvement of the channel of Stony brook for the purpose 
of draining the meadows of the West Roxbury district has 
been built as far as Centre street and will probably be fin- 
ished during the year. The damages to the Boston Belting 
Company, who have works on the brook, are to be determined 
by referees after the work is completed, and the land drained 
by it is to be assessed for the amount benefited. Total cost 
of this improvement to May 1, 1881, $102,647.26. 


STREET WIDENINGS, ETC. 


The Street Commissioners report having effected the fol- 
lowing widenings, extensions, etc., on the city streets during 
the year: Broadway extended from Albany street to Wash- 
ington street, opposite Pleasant street, at an estimated ex- 
pense of $176,100; Geneva avenue extended from Columbia 
to Warren street for $6,710; Bedford street widened near 
Chauncy street, $5,049; Preble street laid out westwardly 
from the Old Colony Railroad, $2,481.60; Hadley street laid 
out from Parker street, $1,393; Blue Hill avenue, located in 
the vicinity of Canterbury and Parker street, $1,390; Nor- 
folk street widened at River street, $1,350; Blakemore 
street laid out from Brown avenue to Hyde Park avenue, 
$600.80; Harrison avenue widened near Dover street, 
$553.75; Parnell street laid out from Lenox to Sawyer 
street, $300; Mall street widened corner Harrison avenue, 
$244.13; Brown avenue and Florence street widened at their 
junction, $208.46 ; Rockwood street relocated, $100; West- 
ville street laid out from Draper to Bowdoin street, $50; 
Brook and North avenues widened at their junction, $40; 
and King street widened corner of Dorchester avenue for 
$20. The total of the foregoing estimates is $196,590.74. 
Pleasant street has also been widened near Eliot street at no 
expense to the city for land damages. 

The streets that have been laid out or accepted where the 
fee and any grade damages that may have been occasioned 
have been released to the city, are Rockview street, from 
Spring-Park avenue to Green street; DeWolf street, from 
Downer avenue to Commercial street ; Sycamore street, from 
Ashland to Poplar street ; Wilmont street, from Bainbridge to 
Elmore street ; Essex place, from Essex street ; Bolton street, 
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between B street and the New York & New England Rail- 
road ; Falcon street, from Meridian to Border street ; Enfield 
street, from Spring Park avenue to Hazel street ; Hazel street, 
from Enfield to Rockview street; Gilbert street, from Hoff- 
man to Roys street; Hoffman street and Roys street, 
from Gilbert to Lamartine street; Devon and Sunderland 
streets, from Warren street to Blue Hill avenue; Abbott 
street, from Blue Hill avenue; Virginia street, from Bird 
to Dudley street ; and Coleman street from Bellevue street to 
Hamilton avenue. The following streets were laid out with- 
out releases, but at no estimated expense: Station street, 
from Tremont to Parker street; Eastern avenue, from Com- 
mercial street to the South Ferry ; Battery street, from Com- 
mercial street to the North Ferry ; Border street, from Sumner 
street to the North Ferry; and Ellicott street, from Walnut 
to Morton street. Discontinuances have been: from River 
street, near Blue Hill avenue; from Kneeland street, corner of 
Kneeland place; of the Old Road north of Columbia street, 
and of Parker street, from West Chester park to Boylston 
street. 

There is, in addition to the costs mentioned for the above 
street improvements, also for the others mentioned as involv- 
ing no expense in their laying out to be added the cost of 
paving, grading, lighting, and the city’s proportion of sewers 
laid therein. 


NEW PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 


GEORGE A. CLouGH, Architect. 


Enevish Hien anp Latin Scuoou Buripines.— These 
buildings, which have been in progress of construction since 
the summer of 1877, were completed and occupied in Decem- 
ber of last year. The lot of land upon which these build- 
ings stand contains 89,000 square feet, and was purchased 
by the city November 9, 1872, the day of the Boston 
fire, at an expense of $280,000. By order of the Commit- 
tee on Public Instruction, in January, 1877, the plans of 
these buildings were commenced, and in June following they 
were adopted and an appropriation of $350,000 was granted 
by the City Council for their construction. The first contract 
upon the buildings for the piles and stone foundations was let 
in October, 1877, and the first pile was driven on the 17th 
of the same month. There were twenty contracts entering 
into the construction of the buildings, which were awarded 
by the Committee to the following parties : — 


For the piles and stone foundations, John Cavanagh & Co.; for 
hammered granite, F. J. Fuller; for sandstone trimmings, Nor- 
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‘ cross Bros.; for brick masonry, Norcross Bros.; for terra-cotta, 
Sanford E. Loring; for general framing, Norcross Bros.; for roof . 
coverings, John Farquhar’s Sons ; for carpenter's finishing, Leander 
Greely ; for steam heating, Frederic Tudor & Co.; for ventilation, 
Moses Pond & Co. ; for lath and plastering, J. H. Davis ; for paint- 
ing and glazing, W. J. McPherson; for furnishing glass, Hills, 
Turner & Co.; for plumbing, Thomas G. Phillips & Co.; for 
speaking tubes and bells, A. H. Beckford; for gas-fitting, N. W. 
Turner & Co.; for marble tiling, Bowker, Torrey & Co.; rubber 
pads for stairs, Boston Car Spring Co.; for iron staircases, L. M. 
Ham & Co.; for electric clocks, E. Howard & Co. 


The buildings cover an area of about 51,000 square feet, 
and stand upon about 5,000 piles, and in their construction 
there were used about 9,000,000 bricks. The several appro- 
priations have been as follows : —

There remain some unsettled claims yet to be paid. Balance of 
the appropriations unexpended, $6,050.84. 

The construction of the buildings is thorough in all parts, 
and upon examination will be found an example of good 
workmanship ; the contractors exhibited the greatest pride in 
the fulfilment of their agreement with the city. 


Description of the Buildings.—In their general arrange- 
ment, the block plan consists of a parallelogram, 423 feet 
long by 220 feet wide; the longest sides fronting on Warren 
avenue and Montgomery street, the Latin School occupying 
the former and the English High School the latter. There 
are two courts within this block of equal size, the division 
between the two being made by the location of a central 
building which is connected with the two main street fronts 
by means of a transverse corridor. These courts, as will be 
seen by the plan, serve the excellent purposes of light and air 
as well as an enclosed play-ground for the pupils in each of 
the schools. Across the easterly end of the block and con-

necting the two buildings, are located the drill-hall and 
gymnasium, which are used in common by both, and across 
the westerly end, fronting on Dartmouth street, is a building 
proposed to be erected hereafter, as an Administration build- 
ing for the accommodation of the School Board department. 
Each of the street fronts is divided into’ three pavilions, a 
central and two end pavilions; the central pavilion being 
more pronounced in its proportion as to width and height. 
The buildings have three stories and a basement, the latter 
being a clere-story facing the courts. The style is modern 
Renaissance, having all the lines of strength treated archi- 
tecturally in stone; the frieze courses inlaid with terra-cotta, 
while the background is of Philadelphia face brick. 

The arrangement of the plan is simple, having a longitu- 
dinal corridor the full length of each building, and parallel 
with the street fronts. In the central pavilions, opposite the 
ends of the transverse corridor, and at the intersection of the 
longitudinal corridors, are placed the principal entrances from 
each street; also there are entrances from the streets in each 
of the end pavilions at the junction of the corridors. 

There are eight flights of staircases, one in each of the end 
pavilions, connecting with the entrances at the terminations of 
the corridors, and four in the central pavilions, right and left 
of each of the grand entrances. 

Practically the buildings are fire-proof throughout ; the cor- 
ridors are all constructed with iron beams and brick arches, 
and laid with a finished floor of Italian marble tiles; the 
under sides of the arches are plastered upon the bricks, and 
the beams covered with a heavy coating of Keen’s cement 
upon wire net-work; the longitudinal and transverse corri- 
dors in themselves divide the whole block into four fire-proof 
sections. The several apartments are separated by massive 
brick walls, and all the floors and the spaces between the 
furrings upon the walls, are filled with fire-proofing. The 
staircases are wrought of ornamental iron-work built into the 
brick masonry solid. 

The school-rooms, 48 in number (24 in each building), 
occupy principally the street fronts. Twelve of these rooms 
front upon and receive their light from the open courts. The 
two exhibition halls are on the third floor, in the central pa- 
vilions, and are 82 feet by 62 feet, 25 feet high, having a 
seating capacity of 850 pupils each, arranged on the amphi- 
theatre plan. 

The library rooms are on the first floor, right and left from 
the transverse corridor in the central building, and are 54 
feet by 32 feet, with octagon ends to catch the light at any 
angle. '., 
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Above the libraries on the second floor, are two lecture halls 
for scientific purposes. 

The chemical laboratory and chemical lecture hall of the 
English High School is a detached building two stories high 
and located at the east end of the block on the Montgomery- 
street side; the laboratory being on the second and the lect- 
ure hall on the first floor. This building is detached to 
prevent the gases or vapors pervading the main building. 

Near the principal entrances, on the first floor in each build- 
ing, is a teachers’ assembly room; adjoining is a reception- 
room; on the other side of the corridor are a masters’ and 
janitors’ office; on the second floor above are three apart- 
ments for the living accommodations of each of the janitors, 
the same being connected with the basement by separate 
staircases. 

In the central pavilion, at a convenient location, there are 
ample dressing-room accommodations for the teachers. The 
boys’ water-closets and urinals are arranged in tiers, being 
two stories of closets to each story of school-rooms, and are 
winged out from the four principal staircases in the central 
pavilions, one story being entered at the level of the corridor 
floor and the other from the half landing of the staircase 
above. Connecting each of these boys’ accommodations is a 
Spiral staircase, in round towers, running from the basement 
to the roof of the building, at the top of which is located a 
large ventilator.

‘The heating and ventilation of the buildings are accom- 


plished on the system of indirect steam, by admitting fresh 
air against the heated coils in enclosed iron chambers in the 
basement and from them into the rooms, against the windows 
or cold surface; the quantity of fresh-heated air admitted 
in each room is sufficient to supply each pupil with eight 
cubic feet per minute, the same or vitiated air being ex- 
hausted on the opposite side of the room from where it is 
admitted, through ventiducts of equal capacity, which con- 
tinue direct to the roof; in these ventiducts are inserted 
#team-pipes to rarefy the air and keep up the circulation. As 
‘am additional means of ventilation, the corridors are made _ 
use of by a system of toplights over the doors and windows. 

The heat is supplied by eight 16-feet steel tubular boilers, 


arranged to work in sections of two boilers to a section. 


ADDITION TO THE PRINCE ScHOOL-HOoUsE. — The original 
design for this school-house adopted by the Committee on 
Publie Instruction in 1875, provided for twelve rooms and 
an exhibition hall, the expediency of erecting so large a 
house in that district at that time being somewhat doubtful, 
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but eight rooms and the hall were erected. The plans were 
arranged, however, so that the four rooms could be added at 
any time, and make one complete whole and symmetrical 
structure. The crowded condition of the district soon dem- 
onstrated that the full complement of rooms was needed, 
and last year the City Council granted an appropriation of 
$20,000 for the completion of the original design, and the 
balancing wing of 4 rooms has been completed and the rooms 
occupied. The wing is two stories high, and has two rooms 
to each story with a staircase in the centre which connects 
with the corridor in the former structure, also with a_base- 
ment entrance at the foot of the stairs. The basement is a 
clere-story above the yard on three sides, which is devoted 
principally to play-room. ‘The mason-work was done by 
James Fagan, the carpenter work by P. F. McGaragle & Co., 
and the steam-heating by the Walworth Manufacturing Co. 
Payments to May 1, 1881, $17,397.64 ; remaining of this 
appropriation to complete not paid for, $7,602.36. 


Primary SCHOOL-HOUSES. — During the year two primary 
school-houses, of two rooms each, have been erected in the 
Dorchester District, one of them on Glen road, near Blue 
Hill avenue, which was built by Joseph Hammerle, at a cost 
of $7,581.78; the other was erected on Bailey street, near 
Ashmont station, and was built by John B. Wilson, at a cost 
of $6,119.16. The buildings are intended for temporary use, 
and are constructed of wood, with walls clapboarded and 
roofs shingled. The rooms are neatly plastered and sheathed, 
each has its wardrobe and teacher’s closet; ample light and 
ventilation for the comfort of the pupils is provided. ‘The 
buildings are heated by furnaces, located in a basement under 
a portion of the centre of each building. 


New Launpry Buritpine at THE House oF CorREc- 
T1i0oNn.—This building, simple, solid, and thorough in its con- 
struction, is built of common selected bricks trimmed with 
stone and domestic face brick. The laundry-room, 30 feet 
high, being faced on the inside with buff colored Canada brick 
with a base course, 7 feet high, of red brick. The building in 
its outline is like that of the letter T, the upper arms of the 
T representing the front of the structure, which has two 
stories and a basement, while the leg of the T represents the 
laundry-room, which is but one story high. The front, or 
three-story portion, has an entrance and_ staircase in the 
centre, with accommodation in the basement for an ironing 
and drying room leading from the laundry-room. On the 
first floor is a dining and bath room, and the second story is 
devoted to storage purposes. The mason and carpenter 
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works were awarded in one contract to Weston & Shepard. 
_ I. N. Tucker did the plumbing, and the Walworth Manufac- 
turing Company the steam-heating ; the cost of. the building 
complete, $19,990.65. 


Two Hunprep anp FirrtietH ANNIVERSARY OF THE SET— 
TLEMENT OF Boston. STATUES OF GOVERNORS JOHN WIN-— 
THROP AND SAMUEL ADAmS.—The 250th anniversary of the 
settlement of Boston was celebrated on the 17th of September, 
1880, by the unveiling of the statue of Governor John Winthrop, 
its founder, Richard S. Greenough, sculptor, erected in Scollay 
square with the income derived from the Phillips-street 
Fund, exercises in the Old South Church, consisting of prayer 
by Rev. George Ellis, singing of an anniversary ode, oration 
by His Honor the Mayor, Frederick O. Prince, a civic, mili- 
tary, and trades procession, General A. P. Martin, marshal, 
and in the evening by a procession, with illuminated tableaux. 
A very interesting and admirably arranged description of the 
celebration, with the eloquent oration delivered by His Honor 
Mayor Prince, is contained in a special volume printed by 
order of the City Council, and prepared by Wm. H. Lee, 
Clerk of Committees.. The total cost of the celebration was 
$27,880.72; of the Winthrop statue and pedestal, $7,391.90. 

On Monday the 5th of July, 1880, the day of the celebration 
of the 104th anniversary of the Declaration of American 
Independence, was unveiled the bronze statue of Governor 
Samuel Adams, by Anne Whitney, erected in Adams square, 
formerly Dock square, at the junction of Brattle, Washing- 
ton, and Devonshire streets, with the income derived from 
the Phillips-street Fund, at a cost for statue and pedestal of 
$6,856.44, and an oration was delivered before the City 
Council and citizens at Music Hall by Robert Dickson Smith, 
on the life and services of that revolutionary patriot. 


I ask your attention to the details of the report which fol- 
low, and to the statistical information respecting the fiscal 
affairs and property of the city, taxation, and the condition 
of the trust funds, the details of the United States census of 
1880 of the City of Boston, the whole complying with the re- 
quirements of the City Charter, that the City Council “ publish 
and distribute annually, for the information of citizens, a 
particular statement of the receipts and expenditures of all 
moneys, and a particular statement of all city property.” 
The annual reports of the Treasurer and Collector accompany 
the report. |

The above amount of $906,266.49, resulting from the 
actual business of the year, remained in the Treasury in con- 
formity with the requirements of the second section of an 
ordinance to amend an ordinance in relation to Finance, of 
March 27, 1877; and an order of the City Council of April 6, 
1881, provided that it be used towards meeting the appro- 
priations for the financial year 1881-82. 

The annual appropriation order of the City Council pro- 
vides that no money shall be drawn for by the Mayor and 
Auditor, or be paid by the Treasurer, unless the same has 
been previously appropriated by a special vote of the City 
Council; hence the necessity of applying to the City Council | 
for additional means, if from any cause an original appro- 
priation falls short. The additional means thus asked for 
can only be furnished by an authorized transfer from some 
existing appropriation which can spare it, or by a specific 
loan. In this manner the City Council retain a knowledge 
and control of all the expenditures, as none can be made 
unless an appropriation for the same is expressly authorized 
by them.

The Commissioners act under authority of the ordinances of the City 
Council of December 24, 1876, March 27, 1877, April 10, 1877, and the act 
of the Legislature of Massachusetts, of 1875, entitled ‘‘ An Act to regulate 
and limit Municipal Indebtedness.” The annual Statement of the Treasurer 
of the Board of Commissioners, giving a statement of their transactions during 
the financial year 1880-81, with the condition of the several funds as they 
existed April 30, 1881, may be found on page 269. The Committee on Ac- 
counts of the Board, on the examination of the assets of the Sinking Funds, 
reported a deficiency of $82,000, which is in the cash, the balance requiring 
$1,318,849.19, while the cash accounted for by the Treasurer of the Board is 
$1,236,849.19. This deficiency was the act of the defaulting cashier of the 
Treasurer, as alluded to in the remarks accompanying this report. The Board 
of Commissioners in their annual report, subinitted in print May 28, 1881 (Docu- 
ment No. 80), give the particulars in relation to this transaction. The Chair- 
man of the Board, in a communication to the City Solicitor respecting the 
same, describes the method of the defaulter accomplishing his object of cover- 
ing his abstractions from the City Treasury as follows :— ‘‘ Mr. Dennie, the 
City Treasurer, is also Treasurer of the Sinking Funds; as such last-named 
Treasurer he signed a check in blank onthe Merchants’ National Bank, where 
the sinking funds are kept. His clerk, Woodward, on the 26th of May, 1880, 
fraudulently filled out this check for $82,000, payable to ‘‘ purchased debt, or 
bearer,” and, on the same day, fraudulently deposited the check to the credit 
of the City of Boston with the same bank, and the amount was duly entered 
on the deposit book of the city with said bank. Mr. Dennie had at the time 
no knowledge of the above doings of Woodward, and gave no assent to the 
same, and no entry of them was made on any of the books of the City 
Treasurer.”

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LAMP DEPARTMENT. 


The whole cost of lighting the streets of the city, during the financial year 
1880-81, was $398,165.11 against $396,758.20 in the previous year. On the 
30th of April, 1881, the city was lighted with 10,296 gas, and 2,368 oil lamps, 
being an increase of 157 gas and of 92 oil lamps, as compared with the 
previous year.

The prices paid for gas in the public lamps to the several gas companies are, 
* Boston, at the rate of $1.50 per thousand cubic feet; Roxbury, Charlestown, 
$1.874; South and East Boston, $2.00; Dorchester, West Roxbury, $2.25; 
Brighton, $2.25 per thousand feet. 

The men who clean and light the gas lamps are paid at the rate of 1% cents 
per lamp per night, and have an average of 96 lamps each, except those in 
Roxbury, Dorchester, West Roxbury, and Brighton districts, who receive one 
dollar and sixty cents per day. 

The underground service pipes are laid and kept in repair by the various 
companies, under the direction of the Superintendent of Lamps, and at the 
expense of the city, without pecuniary consideration or profit to the com- 
panies. 

The oil lamps during the past year have been lighted and cleaned by men 
employed by the Superintendent of Lamps, at the rate of 3} cents per lamp, per 
night, for this service. 

The oil is purchased of the refiners at the lowest market rates. 


PUBLIC VACCINATION. 


The office of the City Physician is in the basement story of the Bureau of 
Charity, Chardon street, and his office hours are from 10 A.M. to 12 M., 
daily. “ 

The number of persons vaccinated and revaccinated at this office, free of 
expense, during the yéar ending 30th April, 1881, was 2,841. The number of 
children examined and furnished with the certificate of vaccination required 
to entitle them to enter the public schools was 1,123. The number of 
gratuitous supplies of vaccine virus to physicians belonging to Boston was 
25. The duty of attending all cases of sickness at the Suffolk County Jail, 
City Prison, Police Station Houses, except those of East and South Boston, 
Charlestown, West Roxbury, and Brighton districts, and at the City Tem- 
porary Home, Charity Building, Chardon street, is assigned to the City 
Physician.

The total valuation of personal estate which is assessed

In addition to the taxable valuation, churches, chari- 
table, scientific, and literary corporations hold property ex- 
empt by law from assessments, as follows: Value of land, 
$10,422,400; value of buildings, $10,352,500. Total real 
estate, $20,774,900 ; personal estate, $3,408,500. The City 
of Boston holds in its corporate capacity (not assessed for 
city taxes)$15,783,921 of actual assets available for the 
payment of liabilities, and $39,601,756 nominal assets, the

Large amounts of property held by the residents of or 
located within the limits of Boston are by law or judicial 
decisions exempt from all assessments, the principal items 
being the real estate of the United States and the Common- 
wealth, United States bonds, imported goods in original 
packages, the furniture of a family below $1,000 in value, 
etc. The proportion of the deposits in the savings-banks of 
Massachusetts ($218,047,922, October 31, 1880,) belonging 
to the residents of Boston is unknown, as the Commonwealth 
assesses the amount and retains the entire tax for State 
revenue. But the total valuation of Boston for property 
that, by existing laws, must be estimated for assessment or

That of Boston, previous to the enactment, of Chapter 174 
of the Acts of the year 1866 (generally known as the better- 
ment law), consisted of assessments upon abutters, for the 
cost of sidewalks for foot-passengers upon the public streets, 
where the owners of estates have failed to construct them ;! 
and for three-quarters the expense of construction of new 
sewers, the city assuming one-quarter the cost. The Act of 

-1866 enables the city to assess upon the owner one half the 
amount that his estate has been benefited by the laying out, 
widening, or change of grade of any street, after the city 
shall have first paid all the land and building damages and 
the full cost of the work. ‘The following table exhibits the 
character and amount of these special assessments from the 
_year 1860 :— |

1Jn January, 1874, the towns of Kingsbridge, Morrisania, and West Farms were annexed 
to the City of New York. Their real estate valuation of about $9,500,000 was increased by 
the authorities of New York City to about $23,000,000, in order that their assessments might 
be based upon the same scale of appraisement as the property on Manhattan Island. This 
increased valuation was included in the tax of 1874.

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The figures given on previous page do not include the “ special 
assessments”; they are not given, as there are no data as yet | 
collected by which their detail and amount canbe known. That 
such assessments are laid upon estates for purposes which in 
Boston are included in the expenditures met by the general 
tax Jevy, is well known. ‘That they are considerable in 
amount, there can be no doubt. That they are sometimes 
very heavy is evident by the following statement: A lot’ of 
vacant land, bounded northerly by 97th street, easterly by 
Old Broadway, southerly by 96th street, and westerly by “the 
Boulevard,” containing eight house-lots, with a total area of 
20,200 square feet, has been assessed, as shown in the 
annexed table, for annual taxes and special assessments laid 
for sewers, sidewalks, paving, grading, etc., and also for 
betterment by the location of certain public parks [some of 
which were four miles distant from the land assessed ].*

For the years 1872 to 1876, inclusive, a special assessment 
was laid on each one thousand dollarsas a “Public Building 
Tax.” The rate of this special tax for the years 1872 to 1876, 
inclusive, is included in the table above given, and is stated 
in detail in the foot-note upon the next page. 

In the assessment of 1868, real estate which had previously 
been assessed at a nominal valuation, was placed at the full 
market value, and assessments have since been made upon 
that basis. Several classes of personal property, of large 
amount, including “moneys at interest” (amounting to 
$44,724,925 for 1880), “ goods, wares, merchandise, and stock 
in trade,” which, under the law of Massachusetts, are included 
in the valuation of the cities and towns of the Commonwealth, 
are, under the laws of Pennsylvania, assessed exclusively for 
the benefit of the State. The personal property assessed on 
account of the municipality consists of furniture, horses, cat- 
tle, and carriages. Anenactment of the legislature of 1868,! 
first taking effect in the levy of 1869, requires a discrimina- 
tion in the assessment of taxes upon realestate. The suburban 
portion of this municipality is assessed upon two-thirds, and 


the farming land upon one-half, of the rate levied upon the 


built-up portion of the city.: The following table shows the 
operation of this law and the amount of tax raised for the 
year 1881 :—

U.S. CENSUS OF BOSTON.

The Tenth United States Census was taken in 1880, under the 
direction of Francis A. Walker, Superintendent, pursuant to an 
Act of Congress passed for that purpose. In this Commonwealth 
the work of obtaining the population and statistics required by the 
act was performed under the supervision of Carroll D. Wright, 
Chief of the Bureau of Statistics and Labor of Massachusetts. 

The tables which follow on pages 329 and 3380 give a interest- 
ing detailed statement of the population, sex, nativity, males of 
21 years, color, and races of Boston, by Wards, and the population 
of Boston and suburbs compared with each decade since 1810. 

This U.S. Census of 1880 gives Boston a population of 362,839 ; 
172,268 males; 190,571 females, a gain of 20,920 since the State 
Census of 1875, of which increase 9,479 were white males, 10,504 
white females; 456 negro males; 443 negro females; 82 male 
Chinese ; and there was a loss of 8 female Chinese; 1 male Jap- 
anese ; 10 male Indians, and 25 female Indians. ‘There is an in- 
crease of 70,340 as compared with the U.S. Census of 1870. The 
comparison of the population of Boston and its suburbs, five cities 
and fifteen towns, shows a population, by the U.S. Census of 1880, 
of 571,258, a gain of 42,180 since the State Census of 1875, 
an increase of 126,208, as compared with the U.S. Census of 
1870, -—nearly one-half of this increase of population during the 
last five years, and more than one-half during the past ten years, 
has been within the present limits of the City of Boston.

COCHITUATE WATER WORKS.

Lake CocuiruaTre. — Situated within the limits of the towns of 
Framingham, Wayland, and Natick, in Middlesex County. The 
extreme length of the lake, in a direct line, is 834 miles, and the 
breadth of the widest part about 1,800 feet, with a water surface 
of 800 acres. In addition to the supply in the lake, ‘* Dug Pond,”’ 
containing 444 acres, and ‘* Dudley Pond,” containing 81 acres, 
are connected with and form important tributaries to it. The 
whole circuit of the lake, measuring at its verge when within two 
feet of high-water mark, is about 16 miles, and the city owns an 
average width of 5 rods around it, which is held free from taxa- 
tion; also 1} acres at the outlet of Dudley Pond. In addition to 
this, the city owns 232 acres in Wayland, 724 acres in Natick, and 
on the line of the aqueduct, — not including land appurtenant to the 
Chestnut Hill and Brookline Reservoirs, nor land occupied by and 
necessary for the protection of the aqueduct, — 27} acres in Need- 
ham, 52 acres in Newton, 14 acres in Brookline, which is tax- 
able. 

SUDBURY-RIVER Conpuit. — The Sudbury-river Conduit, ex- 
tending from Farm Pond, in South Framingham, to the Gate 
House at Chestnut Hill Reservoir, is 83,912 feet in length. The 
area of land owned by city on conduit line, 198 acres, and area of 
reservoirs, 851.5 acres. <A section of conduit, 4,170 feet in length, 
connects Farm Pond with Dam No. 1 on the Sudbury river. The 
city owns a width on the line of the conduit varying from 80 to 400 
feet. In effecting settlements for the land taken for the conduit 
and storage-basins, the Boston Water Board have in many cases 
purchased land not actually required for the above purposes. 

The whole line of the Water Works, extending from Lake Co- 
chituate, and continuing through a brick aqueduct, iron pipes, and 
stone tunnel, 144 miles, to a reservoir in Brookline, of about 23 
acres of water-surface, and 119,583,960 gallons’ capacity. 

The ‘‘ Chestnut Hill Reservoir,” situated in the Brighton Dis-_ 
trict, of the capacity of 730,000,000 gallons, with a water-surface 
of 1231 acres. There are 2123 acres in this whole property, the 
line of pipe from Chestnut Hill Reservoir to the main near the 
Brookline Reservoir; also, the land under which are the pipes, 
being in amount about 64 acres. 

22 
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The ‘* South Boston Reservoir,’ on the east side of Telegraph 
Hill, South Boston, covers, with its embankments, an area of 
abouts 126,000 square. feet. It resembles in shape a segment of 
an ellipse, and has a water area when at high-water mark of 70,041 
square feet, and a capacity of 7,508,246 gallons. This reservoir 
is now used for storage, and is connected with the distributing 
pipes only in case of fire, or accident to the pumping mains. 

The **‘ East Boston Reservoir,” on Eagle Hill, East Boston, is 
bounded westerly by Brooks and southerly by White street. The 
land covered by and appurtenant to it comprises about 216,027 
square feet. Its water area, when at high-water mark, is 44,100 
square feet, and its capacity, 5,591,816 gallons. 

The *‘ Parker Hill Reservoir,” on Parker Hill, Roxbury District, 
is located on a lot of land, taken under the act of the Legislature 
authorizing the building of this reservoir, containing 197,614 
square feet. It was built specially for the high-service supply, 
and will hold 7,200,000 gallons above a plane 24 feet above the 
bottom of the outflow pipe. The area of the water-surface when 
at high-water mark is 64,033 square feet, and its elevation 219 feet 
above tide-marsh level. A strip of land 25 feet wide, leading from 
Fisher avenue, and containing 2,887 square feet, was purchased 
for a route for the pipes to the reservoir. 

The main pipes leading from the receiving reservoirs in Brook- 
line, Brighton District, and Newton, to this city, and the distrib- 
uting pipes laid in the city proper, East Boston, and South Boston, 
Roxbury, Dorchester, West Roxbury, and Brighton Districts, 
ageregate in length 383 miles, varying in size from 3 inches to 48 
inches i in diameter. 

Pipe Yard and Wharf, Albany street, containing 72,920 feet, 
upon which there are wooden buildings for storage of pipes, ete. ; 
Pipe Yard and Machine Shop, on Federal street, near Summer, 
with tools and machinery, and other property therein, for the use 
of the department. ‘Lhis lot contains 9,192 feet, on which is a 
brick building used as a machine-shop. The original cost of the 
establishment, including tools and machinery, stables, etc., was 
about $30,000. In 1870, after the fire, two stories were added to 
the building, and general repairs made, at a cost of $6,848.50. 
Building on Elmwood street and place, on a lot of 5,563 square 
feet, in which are the pumping-engines for supplying water to the 
highest parts of the city, by means of the stand-pipe erected on 
Highland Park, formerly known as the ‘‘ Fort Lot,” between Beech 
Glen and Fort avenue. This lot was placed in charge of the Co- 
chituate Water Board by an order of une City Council of 1870. It 
contains 114,360 square feet. 

The report of the Boston Water Hone to the City Council, for 
the financial year 1880-81, contains an account of the water-pipes 
and other stock on hand at that date. Alsoa full statement of the 
condition of the works. 

The cost of construction of these works to the city, up to the 
30th April, 1881, is $16,750,518.05. 
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MYSTIC WATER WORKS. 


The upper portion of Mystic lake, which is the source of supply, 
is situated in the towns of Medford, Arlington, and Winchester, 
64 miles from Charlestown square. It has an area of about 200 
acres when flowed to the level authorized by the act to take water, 
and a storage capacity at that level of 380,000,000 gallons. ‘The 
area of country forming the drainage-basin is 27.75 square miles. 
To convey the water of the lake to the citizens the works consist 
of dam and overfall; conduit with its appurtenant gate-houses, 
waste-weir and ventilator; cast-iron mains under Mystic river; 
engine-house ; pumping-engines; force-mains; reservoir with in- 
fluent and effluent chambers; supply mains and city distribution 
pipes, hydrants, gates, etc. 

The dam is 1,560 feet long, built of earthwork and masonry, 
and its height is 11 feet above high-water mark of Boston Harbor. 
The conduit is 7,450 feet in length, constructed of hydraulic brick 
masonry 8 inches thick. It is oviform in: shape, 5 feet 8 inches 
high, and 5 feet wide, interior dimensions. The cast-iron mains, 
two in number, conveying the water from the pipe-chamber at the 
end of the conduit to the engine-house, are 487 feet long and 3 feet. 
in diameter. 3 

The engine-house is situated on the southerly bank of and about 
200 feet from the Mystic river. 

It is a substantial building, 120 feet long and 58 feet wide, con- 
structed of faced brick and freestone, and embraces under one roof 
the boiler and engine rooms, repair-shop, and pump-well. The lot 
of land about the engine-house is about 12 acres, and upon a por- 
tion of it is a dwelling-house for the engineers, and also a stable. 
Connected with the engine-house is a brick and stone coal-shed, 
having a capacity of 1,000 tons. 

In the engine-house are three of Worthington’s Duplex Pump- 
ing-Engines, two of 5.000,000 gallons each, and one of 8,000,000 
gallons capacity, per 24 hours. Eight boilers supply the steam for 
pumping the water. , 

The force-mains are of cast-iron, each 30 inches in diameter and 
3,277 feet in length. The reservoir is on Walnut Hill, in Medford, 
near Tufts College. 

Its water-surface covers an area of 44 acres, being nearly a 
parallelogram in shape, 560 feet by 350 feet. 

High-water line is 147 feet above tide-marsh level, and at this 
grade its capacity is 26,244,415 gallons. 

The whole lot of land connected with the reservoir belonging to 
the city is about 104 acres. 

The whole length of distribution pipes in Charlestown is: about 
30 miles. ‘The whole length of distribution pipes supplied by the 
Mystic works is about 117 miles. The city owns also a lot of land 
containing 12,807 square feet, on Medford street, with a substan- 
tial brick stable upon it. This land is used for a pipe-yard. 

Mystic Srewer.— The Mystic sewer extends from Prospect 
street in Woburn to Lower Mystic pond in West Medford, a dis- 
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tance of 18,892 feet. The sewer was built to intercept the objec- 
tionable drainage from the tanneries, and discharge it into the 
lower pond at the head of tide water. 

The area of land taken under the act of the Legislature for the 
construction of the sewer and branch drains was 97,245 square feet. 
_ Original cost of the water works, $1,460,000, and, in making up the 
account, interest on all the money used was charged to construc- 
tion; cost of Mystic sewer to May 1, 1881, $118,117.27, making 
total cost, $1,624,248.89.

PUBLIC INSTITUTIONS. 


The following property is under the charge of the Board of Di- 
rectors for Public Institutions : — 


Deer Istanp.— Containing about 134 acres of upland, and 
about 50 acres of flats, on which is the large brick building known 
as the House or Inpustry. Also a wooden house occupied as a 
House of Reformation for Girls, a brick school-house for truant 
boys and a wooden one for pauper girls, a farm-house, brick work- 
shop and receiving-house, laundry, bakery, and engineer’s house, 
piggery, two large barns, and other buildings; steamboat wharf 
and another landing place; stone sheds, farming utensils, live 
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stock, merchandise, provisions, tools, etc., required for carrying 
on the House of Industry and Reformation and Almshouses. In 
1879-80 the wharf was rebuilt, at an expense of $6,852,38, and 
the wooden building in rear of the main building of House of 
Industry was replaced by one built of brick, the expense being 
$15,989.90. 

RarnsrorD Istanp (with the buildings thereon), purchased in 
1871 of the Commonwealth, at a cost of $40,000, containing 11 
acres. ‘The buildings are occupied by male paupers. 

House or Correction AND Lunatic Hosprrat. — These insti- 
tutions occupy an area of 631,700 feet of upland, to which is ap- 
pended about 1,310,700 feet of flats, which, with the workshops, 
outhouses, and other appendages, the furniture, farming and 
mechanics’ tools and utensils, fire-engines, provisions, stock on 
hand for manufacturing and other purposes, horses, and other live 
stock belonging to the city. There is in the House of Correction 
workshop a steam-engine of twenty horse-power and _ boiler, 
with shafting, etc., for carrying the machinery of the contractors, 
and the necessary apparatus for heating the prison workshops and 
chapel with steam. 

New Lunatic Hosprrar. — Site for a new Lunatic Hospital in 
the town of Winthrop, containing about 1814 acres, costing 
$28,108.33. In addition to this amount, $22,943.49 have been 
expended for plans for the buildings, and sundry items, principally 
taxes on the land paid to the town of Winthrop. 

ALMSHOUSE, ALFORD STREET, CHARLESTOWN District, is situ- 
ated on a lot containing 104,191 feet, near the Everett line, a short 
distance from the Malden bridge. The building is of brick, built 
in 1849; is 100 feet long by 45 feet wide, 34 stories high, with 
two wings, 39 feet by 19 feet. There are a large barn and other 
outbuildings. 

ALMsHousE, AusTIN Farm (Wesr Roxpury Disrricr). — The 
site purchased by the city for a Home for the Poor, known as the 
‘¢ Austin Farm,” contains about 50 acres, and is bounded on the 
easterly side by Back street, on the southerly side by Morton street, 
on the westerly side by Canterbury street, and on the northerly 
side by Austin Terrace, so called. On this estate are a house 
occupied by female paupers, barn, ice-house, and sheds. In 
1879-80 an extension was added to the main building, which will 
accommodate 100 inmates, at an expense of $14,998.99. 

MARCELLA-STREET Home. — Building formerly occupied by the 
city of Roxbury as an almshouse! Additions and alterations were 
made in 1876-77, at a cost of $37,282.91, for the accommodation 
of pauper boys and neglected male children. Contents of lot, 
152,000 square feet. New buildings are in process of construction 
for the pauper and neglected girls now at Deer Island. 

SreampoatT * J. PurnamM Brapure.” — This boat is 340 tons 
burden, 140 feet long, 26 feet 3 inches beam, 45 feet breadth over 
all, 8 feet 6 inches deep, and was built at Greenpoint, L.I., in 
1875. Cost, including outfit, $43,836.19. Used for conveying 
prisoners, passengers, provisions, etc., to and from the city to the 
Deer and Rainsford Island institutions.

HEALTH DEPARTMENT. 


The following property is in charge of the Superintendent of 
Health : — 


Soutn Ciry STABLES, SHOP, AND SHEDS. — Situated on Albany 
street, on the South Bay territory, opposite Newton street. The 
lot belonged to the city before being used for this purpose, and 
contains 90,780 feet. The stables and buildings connected there- 
with are of brick. There are also on the premises five wooden 
sheds, used for storing wagons, etc. The stable is two stories 
high, with French roof, and has accommodations for 100 horses. 
Total original cost, exclusive of land, $79,089.23. 

Connected with the stables are blacksmith, wheelwright, painter, 
and harness-makers’ shops, with all the necessary tools, in which 
the wagons, carts, harnesses, etc., used by the department, are 
constructed and kept in repair. 

OrraL Depot. — Erected in 1864 on the wharf fronting on 
Albany street, opposite Brookline street, on the other side of the 
dock from that used by the Paving Department. The lot which 
the building occupies, and the yard attached to the same, contain 
32,520 feet, and belonged to the city before being used for this 
purpose. Total original cost of building, $18,578.89. This build- 
ing is used for the deposit of house-offal daily collected in the city 
carts, and which is thence conveyed without the limits of the city 
proper by purchasers of the same. 

WEsT STABLE AND SHEDS, NortH GROVE StREET. — The stable is 
a brick building, a story and a half high, 128 feet by 50, located 
on North Grove street, built in 1860, with suitable out-buildings 
attached to the same. It has accommodations for 54 horses. 
The lot contains about 33,600 feet. 

HigHLAND STABLE, with accommodations for 60 horses, on the 
old Almshouse lot, Highland street, containing 80,000 square feet. 
A part of this stable and adjoining lot is used by the Paving 
Department. There is on this lot a brick stable, which cost 
$89,594.13. On this lot is an offal-shed, erected in 1875 at a cost 
of $1,160.12. 

In 1875 there was a stable erected for 21 horses, on Rutherford 
avenue, Charlestown District, at a cost of $5,083.07. Shed and 
out-buildings, built in 1879. Contents of lot, as claimed by city, 
34,000 square feet. 

The Superintendent of Health has charge of the city stables, 
horses, carts, wagons, etc., necessary for the business of keeping 
the streets and places clean, collecting the house-offal, house-ashes, 
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dry dirt, etc. The estimated value of the whole property is about 
$95,000.00. 

Prisoners are conveyed to and from the institutions at South 
Boston, and to the Deer Island steamboat, by vehicles furnished 
by this department. 


BOARD OF HEALTH. 


The following property tis in charge of the Board of Health : — 


Fifteen urinals, in different parts of the city, including two re- 
treats for females, one on the Common, facing West-street entrance, 
and the other on the Public Garden, — two wooden structures, with 
slated roofs, appropriately furnished. In office of City Physician, 
books and surgical instruments. . 

GaLiLop’s IsLanp, containing about 16 acres, was purchased in 
1860 for $6,600, used as Quarantine station, on which are a dwell- 
ing-house, barn, coal-shed, two hospital buildings, steamboat wharf, 
and one old building, with the live stock, farming utensils, mer- 
chandise, provisions, tools, etc., for carrying on “the Quarantine 
Department. 

SmaLy—pox Hospirat, Canterbury street, West Roxbury Dis- 
trict, built in 1877. Cost of land and buildings, $31,388.78. The 
contents of lot are 4.182 acres. 

SteamBoat ‘*SamueL Lirrie.” —This boat is about 47 tons 
burden, 72 feet in length, 16 feet beam, and 7 feet deep, and was 
built in Boston in 1872. Cost of boat and furniture, $15,229.26.

These houses are floating structures, except those at City Point,

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and foot of L street are on the beach. Most of them are oblong, 
with wooden roofs, enclosing a water-surface, around which, inside 
of the structures, are platforms. All the houses have dressing- 
rooms attached to them. House at City Point consists of a main 
building, with ells, in which are dressing-rooms; from the ends of 
these ells to the water are fences, attached to which is a chain with 
cork buoys, which encloses a square water-surface. In the offices 
of the Superintendents are various articles of furniture, tools, and 
supplies, for making small repairs.

SEWER DEPARTMENT. 


The Superintendent of Sewers has under his charge 191? miles 
of sewers built by the city and under his control.. The depart- 
ment occupies a small lot on North Grove street, and a large one, 
with water-front, on Albany street, containing 43,000 square feet, 
for storage of materials, tools, etc., and also owns a lot on Bain- 
bridge and Kingsbury streets, containing 2,640 feet, and a lot near 
Lamartine street, containing about 32,450 feet, purchased for a 
new channel for Stony Brook, and a lot containing about 7,600 
feet, near Boylston Station, West Roxbury District. Also a num- 
ber of pieces of land, each 30 feet wide, extending along the 
valley of Stony Brook, in West Roxbury District, taken by the 
town for a new channel. In his Annual Report to the City Coun- 
cil, January, 1881, the Superintendent of Sewers gives a schedule 
of the tools and other property belonging to this department. 


SEALER OF WEIGHTS AND MEASURES. 


There are one principal and four deputies, annually appointed by 
the Mayor. 

In his charge are various. sets of standard weights and meas- 
ures, etc. See annual report for 1880 for detailed statements of 
property. .

The Superintendent of Lamps has charge of 10,296 gas and 
2,368 fluid lamps; posts, brackets, ladders, oil-cans, measures, 
canisters, 7 horses, 5 wagons, 1 open buggy, 1 top buggy, 1 sleigh, 
4 pungs and harnesses. Repair shop on Albany street, built in 
1874, the lot comprising 8,000 square feet.

CrentTRAL CuHarity Bureau Buripine, located at the corner of 
Chardon and Hawkins streets, is of brick, with granite trimmings, 
and is occupied by the Overseers of the Poor, the Paymaster of 
the Soldiers’ Relief, and the following charitable societies : Boston 
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Provident Association, Industrial Aid Society, Boston Sewing 
Circle, Ladies’ Relief Agency, Young Men’s Benevolent Society, 
German Emigrant Aid Society, Boston Police Relief Association, 
Ladies’ Codperative Visiting Society, The Associated Charities, and 
the Homeopathic Dispensary. The City Physician also occupies 
a room in this building. 

TreEMPORARY HOME FOR THE DeEstiTUTE, located at the corner of 
Chardon and Bowker streets, is of brick, with granite trimmings.» 
This building and the one above mentioned were erected on a lot 
the contents of which are 19,962 square feet. The total cost of 
these buildings, with the land and the boiler-house in the rear, was 
$210,494.38. 

LopGE FoR WAYFARERS, in the old Mayhew School building, on 
Hawkins street, lot containing 9,625 square feet. 


PUBLIC LIBRARY, 


In the Publie Library and its branches in East Boston, South 
Boston, Roxbury, Dorchester, Charlestown, Brighton, Jamaica 
Plain, and South-End Districts, there are about 895,000 bound 
volumes, besides manuscripts, pamphlets, statuary, and paintings. 
The Tosti engravings embrace 600 in frames, 5,100 in bound 
volumes, and several hundred in portfolios.

Trust Funds in the hands of the Overseers of the Poor, Thomas

PemMBertTOoN Funp.— This Fund comprises bequests and gifts 
made to the City of Boston, from 1760 to the present time, from 
‘¢ A. B.,”’ Daniel Oliver, Margaret Blackader, Alice Quick, Annie 
Wheelwright, Mary Ireland, Benjamin Pemberton, Martha Stevens, 
Mrs. H. Driscoll, William Breed, Samuel Eliot, John Coffin Jones, 
_ Mary Belknap, ‘‘ A Citizen of Boston,” Anonymous, Dr. Harriot 
K. Hunt, and George Higginson... The most important, however, 
of the bequests was from Brensamin PEMBERTON, whose will was 
proved June 25, 1782; and for that reason his name has been 
given to the fund. The income of this fund is to be expended, at 
the discretion of the Overseers, in semi-annual payments, to the 
poor of this city. The amount of this fund, April 30, 1881, was 
$103,211.40. 

Boyistron Funps. —- These funds were from a bequest by JoHN 
Boytston, who died in London. His will was proved June 12, 
1795. One portion of the bequest is ordered to be:paid to ‘** Poor 
and decayed householders of the Town of Boston,” ‘‘ not under fifty 
years of age,” ‘‘ persons of good character, and reduced by the act of 
Providence, not by indolence, extravagance, or other vice.” The 
other portion to be applied to ‘‘ nurture and instruction of Poor 
Orphans and Deserted Children of the Town of Boston until four- 
teen years of age.” 

The Boylston Relief Fund amounted, April 80, 1881, to 
$18,942.91. 

The Boylston Education Fund amounted, April 30, 1881, to 
$116,040.53. 

Mason Funp — Was a bequest of JonaTHAN Mason, by will 
dated July 15, 1798. Interest to be paid annually to the Chaplain 
of the Almshouse or Workhouse. Interest to be added until one is 
appointed. ‘The interest is now paid annually towards the salary 
of the Chaplain of: the House of Industry. Amount of Mason 
Fund, April 80, 1881, $8,409.50. 

Dexter Funp — Was a bequest of Samurn Dexter, by will 
dated May 7, 1811, for supplying firewood or coal to such objects 
of charity as are not supported in the Almshouse, though some- 
times relieved by the Overseers of the Poor. Amount of Dexter 
Fund, April 30, 1881, $2,881.56 

JEFFRIES Funp — Was a bequest of Davin Jerrries, former 
Town Treasurer. Will dated January, 1786. Income to be ap- 
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plied to the purchase of tea and coffee, chocolate and sugar, for the 
refreshment of those persons who, in the Providence of God are or 
shall be.obliged to seek refuge in the Almshouse; after having lived 
reputably, but always giving preference to the pious poor. Amount 
- of Jeffries fund, April 30, 1881, $2,827.73. 

Lucy Buttman CuHarity— Consists of an estate on Cambridge 
and Joy streets, in this city, which came into the possession of the 
City of Boston in 1872, in accordance with the will of Lucy Bull- 
man, proved at Probate Court, Suffolk County, Jan. 9, 1832; in 
which it is provided that, upon the death of certain persons therein 
named, said estate is given to the City of Boston upon condition 
that the estate never be sold, but the income used for the benefit of 
the poor. The estate is valued at about $10,200.00. Funds on 
hand, $10,415.11. : 

By a vote of the City Council, approved by the Mayor Jan. 4, 
1873, this estate was placed in charge of the Overseers of the 
Poor. 

Davip Sears Cnuarity. — This is a fund contributed by the late 
Davip Sars, for the relief of the poor. 

The amounts formerly held in the Fifty Associates Charity and 
the Searstan Charter House have been transferred to this fund. 

This fund has been largely increased by the amount received from 
the Donation Fund, established by Mr. Sears, of which the Fifty 
Associates were actuaries, and the total amount of ** The David 
Sears Charity,” April 30, 1881, was $257,502.81. 

Pierce Furi Funp. — Legacy left to the city of Charlestown, 

by the late Cates Prerce, who died September 7, 1860, and which 
was accepted by the Charlestown City Council, May, 1861. In- 
come to be expended in purchasing fuel for indigent widows, whose 
husbands had resided.in Charlestown at least one year before their 
decease, said widows still continue to reside in Charlestown. 
Amount’ of fund April 30, 1881, $1,500, invested in City of Boston 
note, and $45.60 interest on hand. 
* Horton Protestant Poor Funp. — Legacy left to the town of 
Brighton by the late James-:Hotron, in 1863, will probated June 9, 
1863. income to be expended in purchasing and distributing pro- 
visions among poor and indigent Protestant families in said town 
of Brighton, on Thanksgiving and other holidays, or just previous 
to such holidays. Unmarried Protestant females to receive a lib- 
eral share. Amount of fund April 30, 1881, $1,500, invested in 
one certificate of indebtedness of the City of Boston. Accrued 
interest, $83.40. Total, $1,583.40. 

Horton Protestant Pauper Funp. — Legacy left to the town 
of Brighton by the late James Horton, for the purpose of furnish- 
ing good and plentiful meals to the Protestant paupers of Brighton, 
on Thanksgiving Day, or other holidays. Amount of fund April 
30, 1881, one certificate of indebtedness of City of Boston, $2,000. 
Accrued interest, $241.04. Total, $2,241.04. 

StovenHton Poor Funp. — Bequest of Lieut. Gov. William 
Stoughton, who died July 7,1701. By his will he gave £50 to the 
relief of the poor of Dorchester, to be improved by the care of the 
selectmen, and the income to be distributed to the most needy in- 
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habitants. Amount of fund April 30, 1881, $1,000, invested in 
City of Boston note, in charge of City Treasurer. Amount of income 
in hands of Overseers of the Poor, $226.32.

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POLICE CHARITABLE FUND. 


The City Council passed an ordinance, July 31, 1878, to take 
effect on its passage, continuing in force the provisions of the 
ordinances of 1870 and 1875, providing that all moneys earned by 
police officers for fees as witnesses, except one witness fee a day 
in the Supreme or Superior courts, shall be kept as a separate 
fund, and be invested and managed by the Mayor, Treasurer, and 
Auditor of the city for the time being, who shall be trustees 
thereof. The income of the said fund shall be applied to the 
relief of persons who have received an honorable discharge from 
the police force by reason of sickness, age, or other inability, and 
who are, in consequence thereof, in necessitous circumstances ; 
and also to the relief of the widows and orphans, in necessitous 
circumstances, of police officers who have died while in the service 
of the city. Said trustees may make such rules and regulations 
for the appropriation and disbursement of the interest of said fund 
as they may deem expedient; subject, however, to such orders or 
ordinances as the City Council may from time to time adopt. 

The trustees consist of the Mayor, Frederick O. Prince, the 
City Treasurer, Charles H. Dennie, and the Auditor of Accounts, 
Alfred T. Turner; Frederick O. Prince, Chairman, and Alfred T. 
Turner, Treasurer and Secretary.

BOSTON FIREMAN’S RELIEF FUND. 


. By Chapter 107 of the Acts of 1880, the Mayor of the city of 
Boston for the time being (and his successors in office), the Board 
of Fire Commissioners of the City of Boston, for the time being 
(and their successors in office), were constituted a body corporate 
for the purposes of receiving and holding all sums of money, and 
real and personal estate, not exceeding in the aggregate two hun- 
dred thousand dollars, which may be given, granted, bequeathed, 
or devised to it for the benefit of members of the Boston Fire De- 
partment or their families requiring assistance, or for the benefit of 
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any persons or the families of any persons who have been such 
members, requiring assistance. The property so held shall be 
known as the Boston Fireman’s Relief Fund. The said body 
corporate shall have authority to manage and dispose of the same 
and the income thereof, according to their best discretion, subject 
to the provisions of any and all trusts which may be created for 
the purposes aforesaid. 

In accordance with the provisions of the foregoing act the fol- 
lowing-named persons, viz., His Honor the Mayor, Frederick O. 
Prince, Fire Commissioners John E. Fitzgerald, Henry W. Long- 
ley, and Edward A. White, now constitute the Board of Trustees. 
Frederick O. Prince, Mayor, President, Commissioner Edward A. 
White, Treasurer, Frederick W. Smith, Jr., Clerk.

FRANKLIN FUND. 


This is a fund for the encouragement of young mechanics. Dr. 
BenJAMIN FRANKLIN, in his will, gave the inhabitants of Boston, 
in 1791, £1,000 sterling, which he directed to be loaned in sums 
of not more than £60 or less than £15, to one applicant, at five per 
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cent. jnterest; to be repaid in annual instalments of 10 per cent. . 
each. ‘These loans are restricted to ‘* Young Married Artificers, 
under the age of twenty-five, who have faithfully served an appren- 
ticeship in Boston, so as to obtain a certificate of good moral 
character from at least two respectable citizens, who are willing to 
become their sureties in a bond for the repayment of the money.” 

Dr. Franklin calculated (not anticipating any losses) that the 
one thousand pounds would increase, in the course of one hundred 
years, to one hundred and thirty-one thousand pounds ($582,000) ; 
and of this amount he would have the managers lay out £100,000 
in public works; and the remaining £31,000 he would have con- 
tinue on interest for another term of one hundred years, at the 
end of which time he calculated that the fund would be $4,610,000 ; 
of which $1,610,000 was to be at the disposition of the inhabitants 
of the town of Boston, and the balance to the Government of the 
State. 

The Trustees under the Will are the Selectmen (now Board of 
Aldermen), united with the ministers of the oldest Episcopalian, 
Congregational, and Presbyterian Churches in the Town of Boston. 
The first loan was made May, 1791. 

The Treasurer of the Fund, Samurt F. McCreary, in his annual 
report to the trustees, makes the statement of the condition, Feb.

SCHOOL TRUST FUNDS. 


Cuar.testown Scuoot Trust Funps. — The Legislature of Mas- 
sachusetts on the 27th of March, 1793, passed an ‘Act to incor- 
porate Richard Devens, Nath’l Gorham, Josiah Bartlett, Aaron 
Putnam, Joseph Hurd, Nath’l Hawkins, Seth Wyman, and their 
successors, Trustees of the Charlestown Free School. On the 18th 
of April the same year, it was ‘‘ Voted that the Town Treasurer 
deliver to Aaron Putnam, Esq., Treasurer for the Trustees of the 
Charlestown Free Schools, all the money, bonds, notes of hand, 
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etc. (being the property of said free schools), that now aré, or 
may come into his, the Town Treasurer’s hands. 

‘¢ By the preamble of the act creating the corporation the object 
appears to have been a more convenient administration of certain 
real and personal property that had been bequeathed to the town 
for the use of the public schools, and prevent it from being indis- 
criminately mixed with other property or funds of the town, and 
so lost to the specific use for which it was given.” 

The charter of the City of Charlestown, after prescribing the 
manner of electing the School Committee, provides that the per- 
sons thus chosen shall have ‘‘ all the powers and privileges, and be 
subject to all the liabilities set forth” in the Act to incorporate 
certain persons by the name of the Trustees of Charlestown Free 
Schools ; the act of annexation to Boston provided for the continu- 
ance of this corporation, in the members of the School Committee 
of the City of Boston from the Charlestown District. 

By an Act approved March 13, 1877, the School Committee were 
incorporated and authorized to receive the Charlestown School 
Trust Fund, to ‘‘manage said Fund and disburse the income 
thereof within the limits of the former City of Charlestown, ac- 
cording to the tenor of the instruments creating said trust.”

Gipson ScHoot Funp.—This is the bequest of CHristoPHER 
Gizsson for school purposes. He applied for freemanship in the 
town of Dorchester, October, 1630, and was an inhabitant of that 
town as late as 1646, but removed to Boston previous to 1650, in 
which year he assisted in forming the Old North Society. He 
provided by will, about 1674, ‘‘that if anything of his estate 
should remain undisposed of after the payment of his legacies 
therein bequeathed and of his just debts, such remainder of his 
estate should be left to the discretion of his executors to purchase 
some estate for the promoting of learning in the town of Dorches- 
ter.” There remained in the hands of the executors, after com- 
plying with the terms of the will, £104, with which sum the sur- 
viving executor, Daniel Preston, purchased twenty-six acres of 
land at Smelt Brook, and deeded the same, on the sixth day of 
February, 1693, ‘* to Enoch Wiswell, Samuel Robinson, John Tol- 
man, James Bird, and Increase Sumner, as Trustees aforesaid for 
the time being, and to their successors and assigns forever, in the 
same place, trust, and office, to and for the only sole use and pur- 
pose, benefit, and behoof of the schools of learning in the town of 
Dorchester, and to and for no other use, intent, or purpose whatso- - 
ever, absolutely without any manner or condition, redemption, or 
revocation in any wise.” Sales of this land have been made from 
time to time, and the part still held consists of 537,700 square 
feet.

In order that the city might receive the immediate benefit of this © 
contribution, Anna Ticknor, widow of the donor, relinquished her

Also a lot of 
land on Third street, South Boston, containing 6,6834 feet, which 
was disposed of in 1867 for $4,633.25, of which $4,000 has been 
invested in City of Boston Five per cent. Stock, and the balance 
($633.25) remained in the City Treasury, at interest, until it 
amounted to $1,000, and was invested in a City of Boston Six per 
cent. Currency Note. 

Nicuoits Funp. — LAwrencre Nicuots, who died in September, 
1862, made the following bequest to the city: ‘‘ I give to the City 
of Boston, towards the establishment and endowment of a City 
Hospital, in case such hospital shall have been established at the 
time of my decease, the sum of one thousand dollars.” And in 
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case such hospital should not have been established by the city at 
the time of his decease, he directed the same amount to be deposited 
with the Massachusetts Hospital Life Insurance Company, and 
suffered to accumulate, by the addition of interest, until such a 
Hospital should be established.

The Joint Standing Committee on Treasury Department, to 
whom were referred the accounts of the City and County Treasurer 
and the City Collector, for the year ending April 30, 1881, beg 
leave to report that they have caused a thorough examination of 
said accounts to be made by an expert, under the direction of a 
sub-committee, and have received the following report : — 


To the Joint Standing Committee on the Treasury Department : — 


Gentlemen, — In accordance with the request of your sub-com- 
mittee, Messrs. Hersey and Hart, I have made a careful examina- 
tion of the books and accounts in the Treasurer’s office, and would 
respectfully report that on the 14th day of June, at 2 o’clock P.M., 
without previous announcement, I entered the Treasurer’s office, 
with Messrs. Hersey and Hart, and proceeded immediately to 
count the money on hand. I found in the cashier’s hands, in 
specie, bills and valid cash vouchers, the sum of $119,040 33. To 
this was added, on the morning of the 15th inst., from the Collector, 
for the 14th, $7,737.92, making in cashier’s hands for the close of 
business 14th inst. a total of $126,778.25. I have since traced 
back and authenticated every entry in the cashier’s daily cash-book 
to the close of business April 30, 1881, proving the correctness of 
all additions and daily balances, and find there was on hand, thus 
‘verified, at the close of business, April 30, $400,948.35. With the 
assistance of Messrs. Hersey and Hart, I also verified, on June 14, 
all the balances of deposit in twenty-one different banks to the 
credit of the city, amounting in total to $1,847,233.74. 

I have since traced every check and deposit in the several banks 
back to the close of business April 30, 1881, and find on deposit 
at that date the sum of $2,667,087.01, thus making. a total 
of cash on hand or in banks at close of business April 30, 1881, 
$3,068,035.36. Ihave since audited in detail the Treasurer’s cash 
book from the date of my examination in October last, verifying 
every expenditure by proper vouchers, and tracing every receipt 
to verifiable sources, and find that the account thus verified calls 
for a balance at close of business April 30, 1881, $3,075,269.74, 
showing a deficiency in the Treasurer’s accounts at that date of 
$7,234.38. This is the same deficiency that remained after my 
final verification in November last, and as exhibited also in the 
condition of June 14, 1881. At the same date of June 14, with 
the assistance of the same gentlemen of your committee, I verified 
the balance on deposit in five banks to the credit of the Treasurer 
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of the Sinking Funds, finding a total at the close of business that 
day of $1,243,332.88. Since then I have traced carefully back 
each check and deposit in the several banks to April 30, 1881, 
and find at the close of business that date $1,236,849.19. The 
accounts of the Treasurer of the Sinking Funds at that date call 
for $1,318,849.19, showing a deficiency of $82,000. This is the 
same amount as reported deficient at the close of my examination 
in November last, and as exhibited by the books June 14, 1881. 

At the same date, or closely following, I counted the money in 
the hands of the City and County Paymasters, to wit, John D. 
Carty, cash in hand June 14, $921.42; balance of unpaid pay- 
rolls, $921.42. William T. Gibbons, cash in hand June 15, 
$1,813; balance of unpaid pay-rolls, $1,745.47 ; subsequent correc- 
tions, $61.87, $1,807.34; variations (overruns), $5.66. E. A. 
Macdonald, cash in hand, June 16, $256.40; vouchers for pay- 
ment, $3,245.47; total, $38,501.87. Receipts in Treasurer’s 
hands, $3,487.07; unpaid pay-roll tailings, $57.12; total, 
$3,494.19; variations (overruns), $7.68. The annual statement 
of the Treasurer submitted to the City Council under date of May 
13, 1881, and referred to your committee by vote of Common 
Council, May 19, and Aldermen, May 23, corresponds in its totals 
of expenditures and receipts, and its balances at beginning and 
close of the year, with the Treasurer’s account as fully audited by 
me. The exhibits of subdivisions presented in this report are so 
amply confirmed by the accounts of the Auditor and Collector and 
the several departments, and refer-so largely to the relations of 
these departments without affecting financial results, I have not 
considered it necessary to trace and verify them all in detail. The 
exhibit may be confidently relied upon, without further confirma- 
tion, as an accurate statement of the Treasurer’s transactions. 

The annual report of the Collector of the City of Boston and 
County of Suffolk, under date of May 19, 1881, and similarly 
referred to your committee by votes of the Council and Aldermen 
at same dates as specified above, has been similarly examined 
and proven. All the dues to the city collected have been verified 
by the records of the Auditor and Treasurer, and all the bonds and 
mortgages. in the Collector’s hands belonging to the city have been 
examined and proven. ‘The report as submitted may be con- 
fidently accepted as an accurate exhibit of the transactions of the 
Collector’s department.

The report of the Superintendent and Resident Physician, 
presented herewith, contains, besides other information, a 
statement of the expenditures of the year, and is accompa- 
nied by the reports of the medical staff. These reports give 
in detail the number of patients treated in the Hospital, and 
the number treated in the out-patient department during the 
year, with classified statements of their diseases and the 
results of treatment. . 

The whole number of patients in the Hospital during the 
year was 4,707, and they were under treatment an average 
of 21.18 days each, making a total of 99,703 days, or 14,2432 
weeks. The entire cost of maintaining the Hospital during 
the year, including every expenditure, excepting the cost of 
additions and reconstruction of buildings, was at the rate of 


$8.74, per week : ; ‘ . $125,039 35 
But of the patients enumerated above,

Leaving, therefore, the sum of . : . $114,467 52 


as the cost to the city of treating 4,304 non-paying patients, 
for a total of 13,0671 weeks, which is at a rate of $8.7634 
per week. But after deducting money received from pay- 
patients, stock on hand, etc., and averaging the ne¢ cost of 
maintaining the Hospital for the year among all the patients 
treated, we find the average cost to the city, of board for 
each patient, was $7.973 per week. 

The report of the Superintendent explains in detail the 
expenditures made during the year in maintaining the Hos- 
pital. 

By his statements, and the above figures, and by a com- 
parison with previous reports, it will be seen that during 
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the past year the largest number of patients in the Hospital 
at any one time was 37 more than last year; the smallest 
number at any one time was 2 more; the daily average was 
1 more, and the average length of stay of each patient was 
275 , days less; the net cost of maintaining the Hospital has 
been $6,693.68 more than last year. This increase has been. 
in a large measure due to the advance in the cost of nearly all 
articles of consumption. - 

While the increase in expenditure has been about 6 per 
cent., the increase in the number of weeks’ board has been a 
small fraction of 1 per cent. In other words, the number of 
patients remaining the same, the expense of maintaining 
them has been increased. 

During the year much has been done in renewing and add- 
ing to the stock of the wards and buildings, in order to com- 
plete the furnishing and increase the working stock in the 
Hospital. This expense could not well be deducted as be- 
ing a part of the working materials of the house. 

Considerable increase has been demanded and’ made in the 
salaries and wages, which have been very low. 

Considerable expenditure has been made during the year in 
repairs and renovations of the Hospital buildings. The 
laundry building has been enlarged, a new drying-room added, 
and new fixtures and apparatus put in. 

Ward K has had new bath-room and lavatory, and wards K 
and L have been repainted and whitened throughout. Quite 
extensive repairs have been made to the boilers and boiler- 
room drains. The corridor walls and ceilings and. stairways 
of the new buildings, and many of the rooms, have been 
painted and whitened throughout, as have also the out- 
patient’s department buildings. and Lodge. 

The Trustees of the City Hospital were organized undér 
the act of incorporation May 1, 1880. It is to be hoped 
that time will show the wisdom of this change. 

The Trustees are about to take measures to inaugurate a 
system for the collection of the expense to the city for the 
care of patients who have no legal settlement in Boston and 
rightfully belong to the charge of the State, or to other cities . 
and towns, and who, at the time of their admission to the 
Hospital, are too sick to be removed to the places where they 
belong. | 

It is believed that much money will be saved to the city 
when this system is fully carried into effect, as it is estimated 
the city incurs an expense of at least ten thousand dollars 
annually, for the treatment and board of patients who, hay- 
ing no legal settlement anywhere, are properly char veable to 
other cities, towns, or the State. 
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Attention is called to the recommendations of the Super- 
intendent in his report where he again urges the building of 
a Home for Nurses. Since the establishment of the Training 
School for Nurses much benefit has resulted both to the Hos- 
pital, whose service has been improved by greater skill and 
knowledge, and to the community at large, who have had 
the services of thoroughly trained nurses after they leave the 
service of the Hospital. The graduates of the school find 
quick employment, and command high wages as soon as 
they leave. The demand for skilled nurses is very much 
greater than the supply; hence the necessity of liberally 
advancing the interests of the school. The work performed 
by the nurses is very trying; they suffer much sickness from 
their constant attendance upon the sick. 

- The establishment of a home away from the Hospital wards, 
where they could find rest and recuperation when off duty, 
would greatly add to their health, happiness, and efficiency. 

The Trustees believe that such a home should be at once 
established. The land recently placed in the hands of the: 
Trustees by the city is well adapted as the site for such a 
building. At times during the year, as will be seen from this 
report, ‘the number of patients approached very nearly to the 
full capacity of the Hospital. If the Nurse’s Home is built 
the rooms now occupied by them could be used for the 
patients, and thus postpone the time when increased accom- 
modations for patients will be needed. 

There has been but one change in the Hospital staff during 
the year. In November, last, 7 Themas Dwight, M.D., sur- 
geon in the out-patient’s department, resigned, and E. H. 
Bradford, M.D., was elected to fill the vacancy. 

The thanks of the Trustees are due to the cler oy, and others, 
for their continued kind attentions and gifts to the sick. 

The Trustees recognize the great interest manifested by 
the Hospital staff in all that concerns the welfare of the 
Hospital, and they fully appreciate the value and extent of 
their services. 

The Hospital has been well managed by the Superinten- 
dent, Dr. Rowe, and the Trustees gladly bear testimony that 
the year’s work has been well* performed by him and the 
officers associated with him.

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The foregoing statistics show that the total expenditure 
during the past year has been $130,864 against $120,185 for 
the previous year. This sum is reduced to $125,039.35 by 
deducting from the total expenditure the cost of laundry 
extension and new apparatus, painting in the new buildings. 
and wards, alterations and additions, and the ambulance, 
which is not chargeable to cost of maintaining the Hospital. 

This amount includes every expenditure, and gives a cost 
of $8.74 per week for each patient. 

If, also, we allow for the difference in stock at the begin- 
ning and close of the year, the income from paying patients™ 
and sale of old material, we have as a net cost to the city of 
running the Hospital $113,635.51, or per capita for all the 
patients treated during the year $7,972 per wecek.. 

This increase in cost was anticipated. The number of 
patients and the quantity of articles consumed remain about 
the same; but the prices of subsistence, medical and general 
supplies, have largely advanced. The amount paid for sala- 
ries and labor is also greater. The increase elsewhere has 
compelled us to allow a corresponding advance, or lose the 
benefit of skilled labor. The increase in cost can be ac- 
counted for ins upplies and salaries alone. The income from 
paying patienté has been $10,571.83, —an increase of $2,- 
205.72 over last year. 

The increase in the number of patients was 409 more than 
last year, while the increase in the number of weeks’ peer 
was only 18. ‘This reduced the average stay from 23? 
22,8; days each. 

The largest number of patients in the Hospital at any one 
time was 365 against 328 last year; the smallest number was 
225, which is 2 more than last year. 

The number of patients admitted with accidental injuries 
was 553, —an increase of 48 over the previous year. Of all 
patients admitted 117 died within 48 hours after admission, 
which is 11 less than last year. The rate of mortality was 
.089 against .093. — 

The increase in the number of patients treated is 409; but 
this number does not represent the relative amount of addi- 
tional work necessitated. It has been apparent to every one 
familiar with the history of the Hospital during the past year 
' that the cases have taxed the resources of the Hospital to a 
much greater extent than usual. The large number of severe 
injuries and acute medical diseases has at times taxed the 
working force to its utmost. This is the only Hospital in the 
city admitting contagious and infectious diseases. This fact has 
brought to us large numbers of this class, for which in number 
and severity the Hospital has never before been called upon 
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to provide. They demanded treatment which was expensive, 
laborious, and extremely exacting. The demand upon us for 
treatment of this class far exceeds our accommodations. If 
the Hospital continues to receive contagious diseases to the 
same extent as during the past year, it must speedily have 
larger. and hetter accommodations. 

During the year 1,363 applications were made for admis- 
sion which were rejected. Only 59 appear on the tables as 
being denied for want of room. A large proportion of all 
who applied were suitable ‘cases for treatment, but we were 
compelled to reject them for various reasons. They were, 
however, provided for as best they could be at the out-patient’s 
department, at the Almshouse hospitals, or elsewhere. | 

The matter of admitting patients requires the greatest care 
and discrimination. The welfare of the applicant is the first 
consideration ; but so many conditions are involved that at 
times it becomes impossible to justly admit cases, even when 
suitable, without detriment to those already under treatment. 

The present accommodations (except in the summer months) 
are not equal to all the demands, and during the winter 
months are quite inadequate. The capacity should be such 
that at all times no case having the legal right, and needing 
care, should be denied. 

The Training School for nurses continues to exercise its 
important part in the running of the Hospital, and during 
the past year more than previously has shown its good work 
in the improved method of caring for the sick. It has ren- 
dered the staff aid in utilizing various methods of treatment 
which could not have been carried out under untrained nurses. 
During the last few years considerable advance has been 
made in the general methods and details of the treatment of 
the average patient. Greater capabilities and resources in 
the nursing force have been used by more extended and 
exacting calls upon it. This, with the large amount of acute 
and ur cent sickness, has made the year laborious and trying, 
and the force formerly considered adequate has been found 
insufficient. The number of nurses must be increased if the 
standard demanded by the staff is to be maintained. 

During the past year 12 pupils have finished the required 
course and received diplomas. 

There are now 6 head-nurses, graduates of our own school, 
1 head-nurse, graduate of another school, 8 senior pupils 
acting head-nurses, 30 assistant nurses who are pupils, and 5 
probationers, making a total of 50 who are now connected 
with the school. Since the date of the last report 30° have 
joined the school, 6 are still on probation, and 30 have left. 
Of the latter 12 were graduates; of these 4 have become 
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Superintendents or Assistant Superintendents of other train- 
ing schools, 2 are in responsible positions in other hospitals, 
and 6 are engaged in private nursing: — 11 assistant pupils 
have resigned, from lack of health or strength, or were dis- 
missed as unsatisfactory in other respects : —1 was discharged 
for insubordination, 1 has died, and 5 have left from various 
other causes. 

The pupils have received, during the year, bedside instruc- 
tions from the head-nurses and house staff. There have 
been 158 class recitations by the Training School Superin- 
tendent, and 5 formal examinations by the Hospital staff.

Making a total of 27 lectures during 8 months. 

The subject of proper accommodations for the nurses was 
alluded to in the last two annual reports. Since then the Hos- 
pital staff has formally appealed to your Board that suitable 
and increased provisions should be made. The wants of the 
Hospital are various, but nothing is more urgent than a 
“Home for Nurses.” 

The nurses now room in various atts of the Hospital 
buildings, and live day and night in an atmosphere adjacent 
to the sick. The duties of the faithful nurse are constant, ex- 
hausting, nd result in both physical and mental “ wear and 
tear.” By proper limitation of hours of labor, by exercise, 
fresh air, and good hygienic influences, the body and mind of 
the nurse can be kept healthful, cheerful, and always available 
for her arduous work. [ut the well-known expenditure of 
force which she is called upon to use cannot be reimbursed 
unless the conditions are favorable. Some of the nurses’ 
rooms are comfortable in themselves, but are far from fulfilling 
the requirements. This deficiency only can be supplied by 
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placing them in a building specially arranged and adapted for 
their daily life. | 

In a special communication sent to your Board, not long 
since, I explained in detail the need of this accommodation, 
its effect upon the nursing force, and its remedy. In giving 
increased and proper accommodations to the nurses, the 
rooms now occupied by them could be made available for 
patients, both free and paying. Asan investment, both im- 
mediate and remote, it would redound to the credit of the 
Hospital, in the better care of the sick, in its good reputation, 
and would also in time pay for itself. I would, therefore, re- 
spectfully suggest to your Board the propriety of placing 
the matter before the City Council, with the formal request 
that a sufficient sum may be appropriated with which such a 
building can be constructed. 

During the past year an extension much needed has been 
made to the laundry, giving ample room for work, with new 
and improved apparatus, thus enabling us to do more and 
better work. This expenditure has proved judicious, and one 
that reaches every patient and employé. 

Much has been done in completing unfinished work about 
the various buildings. The new painting has brightened and 
improved the wards, rooms, and corridors. Various apart- 
ments have received the attention they have long needed, 
putting them in a condition to correspond with the work pre- 
viously done. 

The work of the Hospital year just ended has been great. 
It gives me pleasure to acknowledge the faithful assistance 
rendered me by the various officers, in securing the good re- 
sults that may have been accomplished, and they are entitled 
to much commendation. 

Miss A. C. Davis, as Matron and Superintendent of the 
Training School, has discharged the manifold and onerous 
duties of her office with fidelity and zeal. 

Mr. Samuel M. Nesmith, as Steward, Mr. G. R. Tucker 
as Apothecary, and Dr. H. L. Burrill as Office Assistant, have 
performed satisfactorily their respective duties, proving them- 
selves trustworthy and efficient. 

It is gratifying to record an increased interest in the sick 
shown by the public in frequent gifts of flowers, fruit, books, 
pictures, and clothing. 

I gratefully acknowledge the attentions of the clergy; the 
services of the ladies and gentlemen who sing to the patients 
on Sunday afternoons; the “ Hospital Newspaper Society ;” 
the “ Flower Mission ;” drives supplied by the Boston Young 
Men’s Christian Union ; the generous supplies of clothing from 
the “Jamaica Plain Employment Society ;” and the continued 
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kindness of Mrs. Quincy A. Shaw in sending weekly choice 
flowers. ) 

Special thanks are due the young ladies of Wellesley Col- 
lege, for a beautiful engraving of Correggio’s “ Holy Night,” 
which they sent as a Christmas gift to ‘the Children’s Ward. 

The hearty support and sympathy of the Surgeons and 
Physicians of the Hospital staff have been invaluable, and I 
acknowledge with gratitude my great and increasing obliga- 
tions for their aid and counsel.

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BEQUESTS. 


Goopnow Funp. — Exisna Goopnow, of South Boston 
(Ward XII.), who died in,thé year 1851, and-whose will is 
dated 12 July, 1849, bequeathed to the city “all the rest 
and residue of his estate, real and personal, not otherwise 
disposed of,” for the purpose of establishing, in the Eleventh 
or Twelfth Wards of the city, a Hospital. for the sick ; ; one- 
half of said funds to be applied for the establishment and 
maintenance of free beds, which should always be at the dis- 
posal and under the control of the Officers of the Govern- 
ment of said Hospital for the time being. Under this will 
the city came into possession of certain real estate situated 
on Cross street, which has been disposed of and has pro- 
duced the sum of $16,500, which has been invested in City 
of Boston Six per cent. Stock. Also alot of land on Third 
street, South Boston, containing 6,683 feet, which was dis- 
posed of in 1867 for $4,623.25, of which $4,000 has been in- 
vested in City of Boston Five per cent. Stock, and the balance 
($633.25) remained in the City Treasury at interest, until 
it amounted to $1,000, and was invested in a City of Boston 
Six per cent. Currency Note. The $10,000 deposited by 
the Executors of Mr. Goodnow, June 22, 1852, with the 
Massachusetts Hospital Life Insurance Company, the inter- 
est upon which is to be paid to the widow, will, upon her 
decease, be distributed as follows : — 

$500 to the Penitent Females’ Refuge. 

$5,000 to City of Boston ; income to be expended for ale 
relief of sick and infirm persons. 

$4,500 to be added to the fund heretofore provided for the 
support of free beds in the City Hospital. 

Nicnots Funp.— Lawrence Nicuoxus, who died in 
September, 1862, made the following bequest to the city : “I 
give to the City of Boston, towards the establishment and 
endowment of a City Hospital, in case such Hospital shall 
have been established at the time of my decease, the sum of 
one thousand dollars.” And in case such Hospital should 
not have been established by the city at the time of his 
decease, he directed the same amount to be deposited with 
the Massachusetts Hospital Life Insurance Company, and 
suffered to accumulate, by the addition of interest, until such 
- a Hospital should be established. ; 

The executor of the will, Wm. Perkins, Esq., has paid 
into the treasury nine hundred and thirty-seven dollars and 


‘ 
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twenty-five cents ($937.25), being the amount devised, less 
the Internal Revenue Tax on the same, and $530.50, as one 
of the “residuary legatees in the United States,” from the 
- surplus remaining undisposed of. The $937.25, with the 
accumulated interest thereon, has been invested in a certifi- 
cate of City Stock for $1,000.. The balance ($530.50) re- 
mained at interest until it amounted to $1,000, and was 
invested in a City of Boston Six per cent. Currency Note. 

Norcross Funp. —1868, January 1. The Trustees re- 
ceived the sum of two thousand dollars from Hon. Orts 
Norcross, as the foundation of a fund for the benefit of 
patients leaving the Hospital poor and destitute of proper 
clothing. The. principal sum is invested in a City of Boston 
interest- bearing note, to be deposited with the City Auditor, 
the interest of w hich i is to be collected annually or oftener, 
and paid over to the President of the Board of Trustees, for 
the time being, of the City Hospital, to be by him expended 
at his discretion for the benefit and temporary assistance of 
those patients who are in his judgment deserving, and who 
are destitute of proper clothing in which to leave the Hos- 
pital, and having no means of procuring it.

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RULES FOR ADMISSIONS AND DISCHARGES, Etc. 


Applications for admission of patients shall be made to 
the Resident Physician at the Hospital, on each day of the 
week, Sunday excepted, between 9 and 11 A.M. 

Whenever able, the patient shall apply in person.. When 
not able to appear in person, application may be made by a 
friend, and the patient may be visited at his residence. 

Any Trustee, or either of the physicians or surgeons in 
attendance, may, in case of emergency, send a patient in the 
first instance to the Hospital by written permit, and the Vis- 
iting Committee shall decide, as soon as may: be afterwards, 
whether such patient shall remain. 

Persons accidentally wounded, or otherwise disabled or 
injured, shall be received at all hours. 

Permits for admission shall be subject to the approval of 
the Visiting Committee, and they shall have the power at 
any time to require the Resident Physician to report to them 
the names of applicants, before admitting them, and may 
dismiss any patients whom they think improperly admitted, 
or change the terms of admission. 

Patients discharged on the recommendation of the physi- 
cians or surgeons shall be provided with a certificate stating 
their condition at the time of discharge, whether cured, re- 
lieved, or not relieved, which certificate shall be signed by 
the Superintendent and Resident Physician. 

Whenever a patient is removed from the Hospital without 
the consent and approval of the Superintendent and Resident 
Physician, a written statement to that effect shall be required 
from any person assuming the responsibility of the removal. 

The body of any person dying at the Hospital shall not be 
delivered without a written receipt from the parties taking 
the same. 

In case of the decease of any patient, the Resident Phy- 
sician shall sign a certificate to that effect, and shall furnish 
the City Registrar with a copy of the same. He shall also 
state the time and cause of death, the disposition made of the 
body, whether delivered to friends or buried from the Hos- 
pital. In the last case he shall mention the place of inter- 
ment. 

Patients may be admitted by the Trustees to the privileges 
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of the Hospital, at such rates of board as they may from 
time to time determine; such board being secured by their 
friends, or by the authorities of the place to which they 
belong. 

In all cases where, in the opinion of the Trustees, the cir- 
cumstances of the patient will warrant it, the whole or a part 
of the board shall be paid. If separate apartments or arti- 
cles not usually furnished at the Hospital are- provided, such 
payment shall be made therefor as the Trustees shall deem 
reasonable 


Houst RULES. 


Patients must be in their proper places in the wards during 
the visit of the physicians and surgeons, and alw: ays" by 8 
P.M., unless specially exempted by the Superintendent. 

Those free patients who are able are expected to assist in 
nursing, and in such other service as may be reasonably re- 
quired of them. . 

Patients shall not leave the Hospital grounds without a 
pass from the Superintendent, nor their respective ‘wards 
without the consent of the nurse in attendance. 

No patient shall purchase, or cause any member of the 
household to purchase for him, any article of food whatso- 
ever, nor any other article, without the consent of the Super- 
intendent; nor shall any officer or servant of the Hospital 
receive a gift or fee from a patient. 

Profane or obscene language, loud talking and ineivility, 
are prohibited. 

No patient having acute syphilitic disease or mania-d-potu 
shall be admitted as a charity patient, or at a lower rate than 
twenty-five dollars a week for the former, and fifteen dollars 
for the latter. 

No person shall be admitted to the Hospital whose case is 
judged to be incurable, unless there be urgent symptoms, 
which, in the opinion of the physician or surgeon, are capa- 
ble of being relieved. : 

Patients 1 may be visited by clergymen of their own Selec- 
tion, and where there is a wish for the performance of any 
particular religious rite it shall be indulged, when practi- 
cable. 

It is expected that patients will implicitly obey the rules 
of the Hospital. Complaints, for whatever cause, may be 
made to the Superintendent or Visiting Committee, and 
when reasonable shall be by them reported to the Trustees. 

All employés must be in their respective places during 
their hours of duty. The doors and gates of the Hospital 
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will be closed at 10 P.M., at which time all are expected to 
be quiet, and those not on duty, in their own rooms. 

The use of tobacco, wine, and intoxicating liquors 1s pro- 
hibited within the Hospital, unless prescribed by a physi- 
clan. 


VISITORS. 


No person shall visit any part of the premises, except on 
business, or at such times as may be fixed for the reception 
of visitors, without the permission of the Superintendent, or 
some one of the Trustees. 

On Monday, Tuesday, Thursday, and Saturday of each 
week, from two to three o’clock P.M., friends may be per- 
mitted to visit patients, though no patient shall receive more 
than one visitor on the same day. In all cases, however, 
the Trustees or Superintendent may exercise discretionary 
powers as to excluding or admitting visitors. 

All visitors must leave when the bell rings at the expira- 
tion of the visiting hour. 

No visitor will be permitted to take any meal in the Hos- 
pital, or pass the night therein, without permission from the 
Superintendent or one of the Trustees. 

No visitor shall be allowed to give any article of food or 
drink to a patient, unless by permission of the nurse; and 
any article sent to the patient shall be left with the Superin- 
tendent. 
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THE BOSTON CITY HOSPITAL TRAINING SCHOOL 
FOR NURSES. 


4 


The Trustees of the Boston City Hospital have made 
arrangements for giving a two years’ course of training to 
women desirous of becoming professional nurses. 

Those wishing to receive such a course of instruction 
must apply to “the Superintendent of oe City Hospital, 
Boston. 

The most desirable age for candidates is from twenty-five 
to thirty-five years ; they must be in sound health, and must 
present, on application, a certificate from two responsible 
persons (one a physician, preferred) as to their good 
character and good health. Upon the recommendation of 
the Superintendent of the Hospital, and the approval of the 
Trustees, they will be received for one month on probation. 
During this month they are boarded and lodged at the 
Hospital, but receive no compensation. 

The Superintendent of Nurses has charge of the Training 
School, under the authority of the Superintendent of the 
Hospital and of the Board of Trustees, and the nurses are 
subject to the rules of the Hospital. Their fitness for the 
work, and the propriety of retaining or dismissing them at 
the end of the month of trial, is determined by the author- 
ities in charge of the school, under the direction of the 
Trustees, and the same authorities can, in like manner, dis- 
charge them at any time, in case of misconduct or incfi- 
ciency. ‘They reside in the Hospital, and serve as assistant 
nurses in its. wards. 

All nurses are required to be sober, honest, aaa 


trustworthy, punctual, quiet, orderly, cleanly, neat, patient, 
kind, and cheerful. 


CouRSsE OF TRAINING. 


Those fulfilling the conditions of the probationary month 
are accepted as pupils. They must sign a written agreement 
to remain at the school for two years, and to conform to the 
rules. 

The instruction includes :— 

1. The dressing of blisters, burns, sores, and wounds, 
and applying of fomentations, poultices, and minor dressings. 
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2. The applying of leeches, and subsequent treatment. 

3. The administering of enemas. 

4. The applying of friction to the body and extremities 
in the best method. 

5. The managing of helpless patients in bed, in moving, 
changing clothing, giving baths, keeping patients warm or 
cool, preventing and dressing bed-sores, managing position, 
etc., and in feeding. 

6. The making of bandages and rollers, etc., and band- 
aging. | 

7. The making of beds and changing sheets, etc., with 
patients in bed. 

8. The cooking, preparing, and serving of food and deli- 
cacies for the sick. 

They are also given some instruction in the best practical 
methods of supplying fresh air, warming and ventilating 
sick-rooms in a proper manner, and are taught to take 
proper care of rooms and wards; in keeping all utensils 
perfectly clean and disinfected, etc.; to observe the sick 
accurately in regard to the state of the secretions, expec- 
torations, pulse, breathing, skin, temperature, eruptions, 
sleep, appetite, effect of diet or of stimulants and medicine ; 
and the managing of convalescents. 

The instruction is given mainly by the Superintendent of 
the Training School, and by the head nurses. Lectures, 
‘recitations, and demonstrations, also take place at stated 
periods. Examinations, chiefly upon practical points, will 
take place from time to time. 

The pupils are employed as assistant nurses in the wards 
of the Hospital, and are paid ten dollars ($10) per month 
during the first year, and fourteen dollars ($14) per month 
during the second year, for their clothing and _ personal 
expenses. This sum is in no wise intended as wages, it 
being considered that their education during this time is a 
full equivalent for their services. 

They are required to wear at all times, while on duty in 
the wards, dresses of material that can be washed, simply 
made, and such caps, cuffs, and aprons as may be pre- 
scribed. , 

When the full term of two years is completed, the nurses, 
thus trained, receive (after final examinations) diplomas 
certifying to the regular course of training, their knowledge 
of nursing, and their ability. 

The right is reserved to terminate the connection of any 
nurse or pupil with the school for any reason which may be 
deemed suflicient.

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f AN ACT 


TO INCORPORATE THE TRUSTEES OF THE CITY HOSPITAL 
OF THE CITY OF BOSTON. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in 
General Court assembled, and by the authority of the 
same, as follows : — 


Section 1. The Trustees of the City Hospital of the City 
of Boston for the time being are hereby made a corporation 
by the name of the Trustees of the City Hospital of the City 
of Boston; and said Trustees and their successors in office 
shall continue a body corporate for the purposes hereinafter 
set forth, with all the powers and privileges, and subject to 
all the duties, restrictions, and liabilities in the general laws 
relating to such corporations. 

Secr. 2. Said corporation shall have authority to take and 
hold real and personal estate to an amount not exceeding one 
million dollars, which may be given, granted, bequeathed, or 
devised to it, and accepted by the Trustees for the benefit of 
the City Hospital of the City of Boston, or any purpose con- 
nected therewith. Money received by it shall be invested ' 
by the Treasurer of the City of Boston, under the direction 
of the Finance Committee of said city ; and all securities be- 
longing to said corporation shall be placed in the custody of 
said Treasurer: provided, always, that both the principal 
and income thereof shall be appropriated according to the 
terms of the donation, devise, or bequest, under the direction 
of said corporation. 

Sect. 38. The Trustees of the City Hospital shall be seven 
in number. In the month of April, in the year eighteen 
hundred and eighty, and annually thereafter in the month of 
January, the City Council shall elect, by concurrent vote of 
the two branches, one member of the Board of Aldermen 
and one member of the Common Council to be members of 
said Board of Trustees, to hoki office during the remainder 
of the municipal year in which they are elected, and until 
others are elected in their places. And in the month of 
April, in the year eighteen hundred and eighty, the Mayor 
shall appoint, subject to the confirmation of the City Council, 
five citizens of Boston, not members of the City Council, 
to be members of the Board of Trustees of the City Hospital, 
one of whom shall hold office for five years, one for four 
years, one for three years, one for two years, and one for 
one year; and upon such election, and such appointment 
and confirmation, the terms of oflice of the Trustees of the 
City Hospital then holding office shall cease and determine. 
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And annually thereafter, in the month of April of each year, 
the Mayor shall appoint, subject to the confirmation of the 
City Council, one citizen at large as a Trustee of the City 
Hospital, to serve for a term of five years from the first Mon- 
day in May in the year in which he shall be appointed. The 
Trustees shall at all times be subject to removal from office 
for cause, by a vote of two-thirds of each branch of the City 
Council present and voting thereon. Whenever any vacancy 
shall occur in said Board of Trustees by death, resignation, 
or otherwise, said vacancy shall be filled by the election or 
appointment, in the-manner aforesaid, of another Trustee, 
who shall hold office for the residue of the unexpired term. 
No member of said Board of Trustees shall receive any pe- 
cuniary compensation for his services. 

Secor. 4. The members of said Board shall meet for or- 
ganization annually on the first Monday of May, and choose 
one of their number as president. They shall have power 
to make such rules and regulations relating to said City Hos- 
pital and its officers and servants, and to fix and enforce 
penalties for the violation: of such rules and regulations as 
they may deem expedient; provided that the same shall not 
be inconsistent with the provisions of this act, and shall be 
subject at all times to such limitations, restrictions, and 
amendments as the City Council may direct. 

Secor. 5. The said Trustees shall, subject to the direction 
of the City Council, by ordinance or otherwise, have the gen- 
eral care and control of the City Hospital, and of all branches 
thereof, which have been or which may hereafter be estab- 
lished, together with the buildings and rooms containing the 
same, and the fixtures and furniture connected therewith, 
and also of the expenditures of the money appropriated 
therefor. 

Secor. 6. The said Board of Trustees may appoint a Su- 
perintendent, with such assistants and subordinate officers 
as they may think necessary or expedient, and may remove 
the same, and fix their compensation; provided that the 
amount thus paid shall not éxceed the sum appropriated by 
the City Council for that item of expense, and the income of 
any moneys which may lawfully be appropriated for the same 
purpose from funds or property held by said Trustees under 
the provisions of this act. : 

Sect. 7. The City Council shall have power to pass such 
ordinances, not inconsistent herewith or repugnant to other 
laws of the Commonwealth, as to the duties and authority of 
said Board, as they may from time to time deem expedient. 

Secr. 8. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

Elevation of Railroad ‘Tracks m Charlestown. 


In Boarp or ALDERMEN, June 7, 1881. 


The special committee of this Board appointed to confer 
with the Railroad Commissioners, relative to the location of 
the Fitchburg Railroad tracks in Charlestown, having at- 
tended to that duty, beg leave to submit the following 


Bite O Ri, 


The tracks specially referred to are those which cross 
Charles-river and Warren avenues, and which will be used 
to transact the business of the Hoosac Tunnel Dock and Ele- 
vator Company, upon the completion of that company’s works. 

The Hoosac Tunnel Dock and Elevator Company was in- 
corporated by Chapter 277 of the Acts of 1879, for the 
purpose of providing suitable terminal f: \cilities for the 
reception and delivery of freight to be received or sent 
through the Hoosac tunnel, and also to transact all such busi- 
ness as is usually performed by corporations engaged in re- 
ceiving, storing, or forwarding freight at the se: aboard. The 
company is authorized to lay tr acks upon any of its wharves 
and grounds, and connect the same with the tracks of any 

railroad corporation which shall have or lay tracks in any 
street adjoining the land of the company. It may also lay 
tracks in such streets in Charlestown as the Board of Aldermen 

may permit. By the terms of the Act, the Board of Alder- 
men is given the absolute power to regulate the use of such 
tracks, may grant and revoke permission, and prescribe any 
conditions which such Board may deem advisable. 
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The company have commenced the erection of an elevator 
of large capacity, and are building extensive docks for the 
accommodation of ocean steamships. 

It is estimated that three hundred loaded cars will be re- 
ceived daily and as many empty ones returned, making six 
hundred cars per day which will cross Charles-river and 
Warren avenues, or say thirty trains daily. 

As these avenues are only 160 feet apart, the passage of 
each train, allowing that it consists of only the usual number 
of cars, will cause a stoppage of travel on both avenues at 
the same time. The annoyance that this will occasion, espe- 
cially during the busy season of the day, can be easily im- 
agined, to say nothing of the danger of a grade crossing in 
a crowded thoroughfare like either of the ones in question. 

It is true that the Board of Aldermen is given power to 
prescribe the conditions under which the tracks may be used ; 
but any regulations which would secure immunity from 
danger to life and limb, and detention to travel, would amount 
to almost a total prohibition of the use of the tracks for the 
purposes of the company’s business. In somewhat similar 
cases, attempts to enforce regulations consistent with the 
safety and convenience of the public have failed, and it is 
not probable that they would be any more successful in the 
present instance. 

The committee appeared before the Railroad Commis- 
sioners, as directed, in advocacy of the plan of elevating the 
tracks over the avenues, — a plan which was shown to be feasi- 
ble. They were opposed by the Hoosac Dock and Elevator 
Company, the Fitchburg Railroad Company, and others. 
The decision of the Commissioners is given in the following 
report ; — 


COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS. 
In BoarD OF RAILROAD COMMISSIONERS, May 24, 1881. 


CITY OF BOSTON v. FITCHBURG RAILROAD COMPANY. 


This was an application by the Board of Aldermen of Boston, founded 
on sections 5 and 96 of the General Railroad Act, as follows: — 


‘* City OF BosTON, 
‘*IN BOARD OF ALDERMEN, May 5, 1881. 


‘¢ Whereas, in the opinion of this Board, acting as Surveyors of High- 
ways, the public safety and convenience require that all grade crossings 
on Charles-river and Warren avenues should be discontinued; it is 
therefore 

«« Ordered, That the Board of Railroad Commissioners of the Common- 
wealth be requested to require that all steam-railway tracks crossing 
Charles-river and Warren avenues, in Charlestown, shall be placed at 

a proper elevation above the roadways of said avenues.” 
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The petition was opposed by the Fitchburg Railroad Company, by the 
Hoosac Tunnel Dock & Elevator Company, by the Commonwealth as 
interested in the Troy & Greenfield Railroad, by the Navy Department 
on behalf of Navy-Yard interests, by various wharf owners, and by 
' leading citizens living in Charlestown, who objected to the proposed 
structure as unsightly and dangerous. 

The first question is, whether this Board has jurisdiction. And this 
question arises on account of an error in compiling the railroad laws in 
1874. Chapter 262 of the Acts of 1872 provides that if the mayor and 
aldermen of a city or the selectmen of a town in which a way is crossed 
by a railroad, or the directors of the railroad company, desire to have 
the method of crossing changed, such a change may be ordered by the 
County Commissioners. The party by whom the order shall be carried 
into effect, and the division of expense incurred in making the change, 
are to be decided by a special commission. 

As the municipal board in Boston and Nantucket is identical with the 
Board of County Commissioners, it was provided that in Suffolk and 
Nantucket the Railroad Commissioners should perform the duty else- 
where required of County Commissioners. Instead of repeating this 
enactment the Act of 1874 simply provides: ‘‘ Duties devolved upon 
the County Commissioners by reference or appeal from the mayor and 
aldermen or selectmen shall in cases arising in said city [Boston] 
devolve upon the Board of Railroad Commissioners.” 

Four alterations are made: 1. Nantucket is excluded from the juris- 
diction of this Board in case of proposed change. ‘This was intentional. 
(See p. 65, Notes on Draught of Bill.) 2. Chelsea, Revere, and Win- 
throp are also excluded. ‘There was good reason for this, but it does | 
not appear from the Notes that it was intended. 8. The power of 
petitioning seems to be taken away from railroad corporations so far as 
crossings in Boston are concerned. ‘This was probably by inadvertence. 
4. Instead of a request by the Mayor and Aldermen the act speaks of 
‘‘reference or appeal from the Mayor and Aldermen.” The respondents 
deny that this is a reference from the Board of Aldermen. Although 
the word is not well chosen it seems to the Commissioners that it does 
cover this case. It cannot be supposed that the City of Boston, with a 
hundred or more grade crossings, was intended to be excluded from the 
provisions of a section so important. But if the construction contended 
for is correct, then every other municipality in the State can go to a 
tribunal competent to grant a separation of grades, and thus to secure 
additional safety ; but this city has no such tribunal. This cannot have 
been the intention of the Legislature. The compiler-states that ‘Sec- 
tion 5 expresses the existing law in all respects, except where otherwise 
indicated in these Notes.” The committee that reported the bill declare 
that no changes have been made ‘‘ except where they were needed to 
make the different portions of the act harmonious.” (House Doc. 480, 
1874.) The new act was intended to be a mere compilation, and unless 
a change of law is plainly indicated, it is presumed to be unchanged. 
The word ‘‘appeal” refers to proceedings under Section 126; but the 
word ‘‘ reference” means nothing unless it means a request from the 
Aldermen. 

It was also argued by one respondent that the words ‘location, con- 
struction, maintenance, and operation,” in the first clause of Section 5, 
qualified the jurisdiction given in the last clause, and that the proposed 
change was neither location, construction, maintenance, or operation. 
Another opponent of the petition argued that those words do include 
such a change as is asked, and that they give original and final jurisdic- 
tion to the Aldermen of Boston. It seems clear to the Board that 
neither of these words applies to a separation of grades; but it is 
equally clear that they do not limit the jurisdiction given in the final 
clause. ‘The first eleven lines of Section 5 are a reénactment of certain 
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provisions ot the General Statutes. The last lines were intended as a 
reenactment (with a slight change) of Section 3 of Chapter 262 of 1872. 
And so it appeared to this Board when the compilation of 1878 was 
made, as is shown by the marginal note on page 9. 

The Board, therefore, has carefully considered the application on its ° 
merits. | 

The grade crossings which the City Government wishes to discontinue 
are objectionable and dangerous, as all such crossings are, and these 
are made more dangerous by the great increase of travel. But there is 
a wide difference between granting a new grade crossing, and refusing 
to discontinue an old one, especially when great expense has been in- 
curred on the faith of its continuance. The present crossings have been 
used, without objection, for many years. For along period, when the 
ice trade was most prosperous, they were used as much as they are 
likely to be used for many years. And the Dock & Elevator Co. has 
expended and is expending large sums in the expectation that they will 
continue. The promoters of that enterprise say that they would be 
obliged to relinquish it if this scheme were carried out. Certainly they 
would not have engaged in it had they foreseen that the proposed change 
would be made. By legislation in 1879 and 1880 they secured the 
right to establish their elevator, and warehouses, and docks in this spot, 
and to connect them with the tracks of the Fitchburg Railroad. And 
by placing the regulation of the crossing of the streets in the hands of 
the City Government it was implied that they were to be so crossed. 
The General Court, in 1879, had in mind the danger arising from the 
crossing of streets at grade. They might have forbidden it; but they 
preferred to secure safety by giving an unlimited power of regulation 
to the Mayor and Aldermen. Certainly the grantees of that charter had 
a right to believe that they would be allowed to cross at grade. 

On account of this provision of the Act of 1879, this is very different 
from ordinary cases of a grade crossing. In such cases only two pre- 
cautions can be required by municipal authorities, — the maintenance of a 
flagman and of a gate. In this case any additional precaution may be 
required, and the speed and hours of running are absolutely in the con- 
trol of the city authorities. . 

The cost of the proposed improvement to be shared between the city 
and the railroad company would be very great. But if this were the 
only objection it might not be sufficient to meet the argument of in- 
creased safety. ‘The hindrance of business and the delay of traffic are 
far more serious difficulties. The only plan laid before the Board by 
the petitioners proposed an ascent of fifteen feet on an inclined plane of 
three hundred feet, and a descent of the same character. This, how- 
ever, would only give a headway of thirteen feet, with a thickness of 
two feet for the bridge. But in such thoroughfares as these such lim- 
ited headway would not be satisfactory, nor would two feet of thickness 
secure the needed strength for the bridge. A headway of fifteen feet 
and anascent of seventeen feet would be needed. 

Even on such a grade as would be necessary it is possible to force 
traffic, but at such cost, and with such inconvenience and delay, as to 
render the entefprise of the Dock & Elevator Co. a failure. The entire 
weight of testimony shows that whether this sharp ascent and descent 
be adopted, or whether the rise be made more gradual, as it would 
have to be, the result would be disastrous to the business proposed to 
be carried on. The arguments of the Railroad Co. and of the Dock 
Co. were reinforced by the appeals of adjacent wharf owners, who 
testified that their facilities for doing business would be in great part 
destroyed, and the value of their property greatly diminished. 

To their evidence was added the protests of numerous business men, 
who believe that such a structure as proposed, crossing the main 
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thoroughfares of Charlestown, would drive away and keep away resi- 
dents, and reduce the value of real estate. 

If this were a question between the inconvenience and danger of such 
crossings, and the loss of important business by elevating the road, it 
would not necessarily follow that the tracks must be elevated. Safety 
must sometimes yield to the necessities of traffic. There is a balance 
to be struck between different inconveniences. All travel is attended 
with some danger, and it has been well said by a great authority, 
*¢ One can buy gold too dear, for if every known precaution is taken, re- 
gardless of cost, it may not pay to work a railway at all.” 

And if the sole question were between the grade crossing and the 
elevated railroad the Board would have to consider the strong implica- 
tion of legislative. consent to a grade crossing in this place, to which 
reference has already been made. 

But this case does not present this simple question. It is possible to 
carry the highways over the railroad, and, fortunately, the situation of 
the land is such that the tracks can be lowered, and in that way aid in 
that method of separating grades. The possibility of doing this at an 
expense not inordinate appears from plans and reports of the City 
Engineer. In speaking of the cost, the Board, of course, refers orly to 
the expense of separating the grades. Any needed expenditure for re- 
pairs or widening either or both bridges, demanded by their present 
condition or by the increase of travel, is independent of this question, 
and should not be charged to the call for an overhead crossing. 

The details as to the methods of carrying the highways over the rail- 
road tracks are not before the Board under this form of petition. And 
the Board under this petition has no power to require that mode of 
separating the grades. If the whole subject had been submitted, it 
would have been within our jurisdiction to direct overhead crossings. 
But the city, as was its right, has specified the method of alteration 
that it desires, and confined us to a decision for or against that request. 
The Board can only grant or refuse that method. Yet itis one good 
reason for refusing it, that the Board believes that there is a better 
method. For the same reason the Board has nothing to say as to the 
plan of crossing the river and the railroad by a bridge from Charlestown 
square over Causeway street. It is not before us. And, if it were, such 
an order would seem a stretch of the authority of this Board. 

Believing that the proposed change would, by its cost and inconven- 
ience, and especially by its hindrance to business, be productive of 
vastly more harm than good, and believing that the desired end can be 
reached in a better way, the Board declines to direct the alteration of 
crossings requested by the city. 

The question has been argued and considered upon the supposition 
that Section 96 gives power to change the grade of a railroad upon 
proper petition, when it is found necessary for the security or conven- 
lence of the public. And this seems to have been assumed by the 
numerous counsel for various remonstrants. But the decision in Bos- 
ton & Albany R.R. Co. v. County Commissioners of Hampden, 116 Mass., 
73, renders this extremely doubtful. It was there held that no such 
power was given by Chapter 262 of 1872. Chapter 305 of 1874 was 
passed to extend the power of Commissioners as to changing the loca- 
tion of ways and railroads at crossings, and to confer the authority 
which was denied in Lancaster v. County Commissioners, 113 Mass., 100, 
(which was pending when that act was passed). But this statute does 
not in words give the power to change a railroad grade. As the words 
‘¢ alteration in the method of crossing,” in the Act of 1872, do not give 
that power, it would seem not to be derived from the same words in the 
Act of 1874. Authority to change location does not necessarily imply 
authority to change grade. It may be argued that power to change the 
method of crossing, taken in connection with power to change location, 
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which might necessitate change of grade, confers that authority. But 
the reasoning of the Court in 116 Mass. would seem to apply to such a 
case as this, although the Court declined to pass upon the question, be- 
cause Chapter 305 of 1874-did not apply to pending cases (p. 81). 

In this case the parties have desired the opinion of this Board upon 
the merits, and it is such that it is unnecessary to decide whether the 
proposed order could legally be passed.

This decision settles adversely the plan of elevating the 
tracks, and leaves to the city the choice of either maintaining 
gerade crossings, with all the annoyances and dangers incident 
thereto, or of elevating the highways and carrying them over 
the railroad. It will be noticed that the Commissioners refer 
to the latter plan, and intimate that, if that question had been 
referred to them, they would have had jurisdiction to direct 
an overhead crossing. They also give as a good reason for 
refusing the request for the elevation of the tracks, that they 
believe a better method would be to elevate the streets. 

The elevation of at least one of the avenues forms a part 
of the plan for a new bridge to Charlestown, and will prob- 
ably be brought before the City Council by the Joint Special 
Committee, that has that subject under consideration. It 
would, therefore, be superfluous to discuss the subject here. 

In conclusion, the committee believe that a plan for sepa- 
rating the grades should be devised which will provide for 
the safety and convenience of the public, and at the same 
time not interfere with the development of the great 
terminal facilities of the city.

ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


Trustees of Mount Hope Cemetery. 


To the Honorable City Council: — 


The Trustees of Mount Hope Cemetery herewith respect- 
fully submit their report for the financial year 1880-81 : — 


The balance in their hands at the commencement of the 
year was $3,802.22. The amount appropriated by the City 
Council was $15,000, which, with the current receipts of the 
cemetery ($14,445.65), made a total of $33,247.87 at the 
disposal of the Trustees. 

The receipts were nearly the same in amount as those re- 
ceived during the preceding year — the difference being only 
$2.51. The expenditures during the same period were 
$28,418.41, an increase of $1,998.86 over the amount expended 
in 1879-80, leaving in the Treasury, at the close of the finan- 
cial year, an unexpended balance of $4,829.46. 

The Trustees, in presenting this official statement of their 
doings, deem it not improper to remark, that the adapted- 
ness of the cemetery to meet the imperative wants of a rap- 
idly growing community is daily becoming more apparent. 
Entertaining this belief, they have endeavored to make the 
grounds as attractive as possible, without losing sight of a 
judicious economy in the expenditure of the means placed in 
their hands. While they have carefully avoided everything 
that would seem to indicate an unseemly rivalry with other 
similar institutions, they have neglected nothing consistent 
with propriety and good taste. 
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The amount of work accomplished during the year was not 
materially different from that of the preceding year. New 
avenues, about three hundred feet in extent, have been 
opened, while about five hundred and fifty feet of old ave- 
nues have been excavated and underlaid with stone, the whole 
executed in the most thorough and substantial manner. In 
addition to this work, new walks, five hundred and seventy- 
five feet in extent, have been laid out, and a considerable 
number of the older walks and avenues have been newly 
gravelled and otherwise greatly improved. 

There were thirty-four new lots graded. These were of 
various sizes and located in eligible situations. 

Eight lots were furnished by their owners with ornamental 
posts and steps and over one hundred tablets, and several 
handsome monuments were erected,—the whole forming no 
inconsiderable improvement of the grounds. 

Maple Grove, designed to supply single graves to persons 
of limited means, and the City cemetery, devoted to the use 
of those who are unable to purchase, have been considerably 
enlarged. The Trustees would further add, that the City 
cemetery will require another enlargement at no distant.day. 
The need of this is very apparent, and cannot, for obvious 
reasons, be avoided. ‘The present time seems to be a proper 
one to take the necessary preliminary steps for that contin- 
gency. The Trustees have the subject under consideration, 
and may, during the year, submit their views to the City 
Council for their approval. 

The progress made during the year, towards the comple- 
tion of the lake, begun several years ago, forms one of the 
most marked improvements to be seen. The excavation of 
the basin has been completed, and five hundred and sixty 
feet of the bank wall built, which, with that previously fin- 
ished, make the whole completed wall to be thirteen hundred 
and sixty feet in extent. This lake is.a very attractive ob- 
ject, and is, in the estimation of some who are familiar with 
cemeteries in every part of the United States, not surpassed 
in beauty by any that they have seen. 

A large area in front of the cemetery has been graded and 
sown with grass, which adds greatly to the appearance of 
that portion of the grounds. ‘The space in front of the re- 
ceiving-tomb has also been similarly improved. It is in- 
tended to preserve this spot as a lawn, and for ornamental 
purposes. 

Ample facilities were afforded by the Highland -Street 
Railway Company to all who wished to visit the cemetery. 
The arrangements of that company to meet the wants of the 
public were made with great liberality, and were fully appre- 
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ciated. Similar arrangements have been made for the pres- 
ent season, and the Trustees have no doubt that they will be 
regarded with the like satisfaction. 

The number of interments during the year (exclusive of 
those in the City cemetery,) was tive hundred and four, — 
an increase of fifty-seven over the number made in the 
preceding year. 

The report of the Committee on Accounts on the Receipts 
and Expenditures is annexed.

CONVERTING CALL FIRE COMPANIES 
INTO PERMANENT COMPANIES. 


OFFICE OF THE BOARD. oF FIRE COMMISSIONERS, 


City Hau, Bosron, June 9, 1881. 
To His Honor the Mayor and the City Council : — 


GENTLEMEN, —The Board of Fire Commissioners, to whom 
was referred the order, that it “consider and report upon 
the expediency of converting the call fire companies into 
permanent companies, together with the expense attending 
the same, and any other matter pertinent to the inquiry,” 
having considered the same, beg to report as follows : — 

This department is divided into permanent and call com- 
panies. 

Permanent companies are composed of men who devote 
their whole time to the service of the city, wear the depart- 
ment uniform, and remain at all times at company quarters. 

Call companies are composed of from one to four men, 
who are called permanent members of the call companies, 
and are governed by the same rules as the permanent men 
in permanent companies; and also of men who do not wear 
the uniform of the department nor sleep in quarters, but 
who live and work in the district in which their company is 
located, and respond to alarms of' fire. 

Each engine company of the call force has usually from 
three to four permanent men. Each Hook and Ladder truck 
and Hose company one permanent man. 

All the companies of the department located in the city 
proper, between the Charles river on the north, and North- 
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ampton street on the south, are permanent companies, di- 
vided as follows, viz.: two Chemical engine companies, of 
three men each ; three Hook and Ladder companies, of twelve 
men each’; ten Engine companies, of eleven men each, and 
two Hose companies, of one and three men each. The fore- 
man of each Engine and Hook and Ladder company is paid 
at the rate of twelve hundred and fifty ($1,250.00) dollars 
per annum ; enginemen twelve hundred ($1,200.00) dollars ; 
assistant enginemen eleven hundred ($1,100.00) dollars, and 
all other permanent hosemen and laddermen one thousand 
($1,000.00) dollars per annum. 

The callmen in the Charlestown, East Boston, South 
Boston and Roxbury districts, are paid at the rate of $225 
per annum. Dorchester $175 per annum, West Roxbury 
$150 per annum, and Brighton at the rate of $75 per annum. 

The number of men in each call company, as at present 
constituted, with salaries per annum for each company, also 
the amount per annum required for these companies if 
changed to permanent, on the basis of nine men to an Engine 
company and ten men to each Hook and Ladder company, 
together with the additional amount required to make the 
proposed change, can be seen by consulting the following 
table : —

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It will thus be seen that the total amount required to make 
the proposed change, on the basis of the foregoing tables, is 
$157,580.00. 

This Board thinks it would be inexpedient to go to such 
an expense as the above figures indicate. A permanent 
company in certain sections of this city, where a response to 
an alarm of fire does not average one per month, would be 
an extravagance, and not warranted by any danger from fire 
that has arisen, or is likely to arise for some time to come in 
these localities. | 

The Board, however, suggests that the efficiency of this 
department would be very much increased if a permanent 
Engine Company were organized in East Boston, Charles- 
town, South Boston and the Roxbury district, and for this 
purpose the sum of $20,000 would beample. An additional 
engine is needed in the Charlestown District, in the vicinity 
of Hose 2, and, if the City Council would provide an engine- 
house, the change could be made without much additional 
expense in the matter of salaries. One hose company could 
be dispensed with if such a change were carried out.

In accordance with the city ordinances the Board of Health 
herewith respectfully submits its ninth annual report, for the 
year ending April 30, 1881. 


Tue Crtry’s SANITARY CONDITION. 


In making a sanitary review of the city it would be a con- 
venience to have a universally accepted standard, by which 
we might compare our own city in its various parts, and say 
Just wherein its sanitary shortcomings lie, and expose them 
to the acceptance of all. But, in the absence of such a 
standard, we must make such comparisons and criticisms as 
seem to us reasonable. It would be manifestly unfair to 
compare the cleanliness or healthfulness of one city with 
_ another, by taking into the account only one of the many 
features which go to make up a generally clean, healthy city. 
One city will be very clean, but badly located; another will 
be well located, with all of the natural advantages, and yet be 
kept very unclean,— one condition neutralizing the other. We 
know of no city that can boast of being strictly clean, or in 
a perfect sanitary condition. Our own has its natural and 
artificial advantages and disadvantages. About one half of 
the city proper, East Boston, South Boston, and Charles- 
town, is built upon made land, where the greatest care 
becomes necessary to prevent the foul gases, which lie just 
below the cellar bottom, from communicating with the interior 
of the dwellings, and where the public sewers have little or 
no incline. The other half of these sections, and also Rox- 

ury, Dorchester, and Brighton, are situated on a higher and 
an undulating surface, which gives the natural advantages for 
drainage and sewerage. The fact of its being made land, 
however, is not in itself necessarily an evil, but rather the 
low grade at which we find it. The City of Boston, by its 
Board of Aldermen, fixes the minimum grade of the new- 
made parts of the city at twelve for building, and the streets 
at eighteen. Many of the older parts of Boston, however, 
are covered with dwellings at grade six or seven, and the 
streets at twelve to seventeen.» We are nearly surrounded 
by tide water, with an average tide of ten feet, and this 
occasionally rises to grade sixteen. This gives a permanent 
ground water level, much too near the surface for health and 
safety, and a great many wet cellars. Great care has been 
used on the Back Bay to prevent the cellars from being wet : 
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but some other parts of the city with a low grade have been 
less fortunate, and the sanitary condition is not good. 

The streets of the city are well swept, and are generally in a 
good condition, so far as relates to filth, snow, ice, or other 
obstruction. The old cobble-stone pavement is rapidly dis- 
appearing, and in place of it we have the granite block, or 
asphalt pavement, which gives a smooth surface for the new 
sweeping-machines, all of which are great improvements. 
The lanes, alleys, passage-ways, and courts of the city are 
generally in a bad condition, and subject to great deal of com- 
plaint. These places are owned by the abutters, and are 
receptacles for all sorts of refuse and waste. Every estate 
abutting on them contributes to their dirty condition, but 
nobody assumes the care of them. It often costs more to 
get the places cleaned by the abutters than to do it ourselves. 
Occasionally we are able to secure the grading and paving, 
or asphalting, of such places, and this gives permanent relief. 
This ought to be done with every private street in the city, 
and then the showers of rain, instead of rendering the places 
almost impassable with mud, will make them perfectly clean. 

The tenement-houses, of which there are upwards of 2,500, 
have greatly improved in the last few years; they are less 
crowded, better cleaned, the cellars and yards are less filthy, 
and the drains and traps are better provided. About one- 
fifth of our population reside in tenement-houses, where much 
more supervision and care are required by sanitary authority 
than in single dwellings. 'Tenement-houses, as a rule, are 
against all sanitary order, and largely promote a high death- 
rate. The great blessings which come from sunlight and good | 
ventilation are not sufficiently provided for in their construc- 
tion, and are rarely appreciated or sought for by the occu- 
pants. It is plainly unfair to compare the death-rate of one 
city, whose population is largely in tenement-houses, with, 
another whose population is scattered in single dwellings, 
where individual care and personal pride greatly promote 
cleanliness. Our tenement-houses are visited regularly by 
sanitary inspectors four times each year, and as much oftener 
as complaints are made. 

The condition of stables, and the method of removing 
manure therefrom, have both been greatly improved, and 
there are now comparatively few objectionable features about 
them to be complained of. The old and offensive method of 
removing night-soil by bucket and wagon has nearly gone out 
of existence, and has been superseded by the new and almost 
odorless process. The old process had to be confined to the 
night-time, was attended by many difficulties, and caused 
great annoyance and danger to the health of the people. 
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The new process may be used at noonday with little or no 
offence to the people about it. House offal, house dirt, and 
_ ashes are removed from dwellings in all parts of the city at 
short intervals. 

Dead animals, such as horses, mules, cows, pigs, and 
goats, are immediately removed from the city on notification 
to the proper parties. Offensive trades of nearly all kinds have 
been regulated. Slaughter-houses have been entirely aban- 
doned, and the work is now all done in the Abattoir, whose 
capacity is Increasing yearly, and which is conducted with 
very little offence to anybody. Bone-boiling and fat-render- 
ing establishments, lime-kilns, phosphate works, and a variety 
of other offensive trades, are scattered here and there about 
the city; but nearly all have undergone such modification 
within a few years as to be comparatively unobjectionable, 
and of which very few complaints are now made. The storing 
and curing of hides and horns within the city have been 
regulated and largely deprived of their offensive character. 
The wharves are kept in a clean and presentable condition. 
The condition of the principal markets of the city is a source 
‘of pride, and they are rarely found in any degree untidy. 

The docks and flats about the city, we regret to say, are in 
a very filthy and offensive state, owing to the large amount of 
sewage which is discharged directly upon them. This con- 
dition will be greatly modified by the use of the new inter- 
cepting sewer, the completion of which.we hope to see 
within two years. 

‘The exposed surface of the Back Bay at low tide still sends 
its nauseating odors across the city with every westerly 
breeze. It is thought that the new sewer will measurably 
relieve this portion of the city next year. There is, how- 
ever, a large amount of dredging and filling to ‘be done in 
this territory, after the sewage has been turned elsewhere, 
before the offence which now comes from this exposed sur- 
face will be removed. Many of the old sewers are without 
sufficient pitch, are inefficient, offensive, and contain much 
matter that ought to have a quick flow to a safe distance from 
the city. They discharge slowly into the docks at ebb-tide, 
and clog on the flood. Many of the public cesspools, or 
catch-basins, at the sides of the streets, contain a large amount 
of animal and vegetable refuse from the streets, and during 
warm weather are exceedingly offensive. Some of them get 
dry by evaporation, and allow a free passage of sewer-gas 
into the streets. They ought to be trapped and frequently 
flushed with water. 

In brief, our public streets, wharves, and markets are clean. 
House-offal, ashes, house-dirt, night-soil, and stable-manure 
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are promptly and neatly removed. Grease, bones, and 
other refuse material for fat-rendering, are quickly gathered 
in clean carts and taken away. Dead animals are removed 
before decomposition gives offence. Tenement-houses and 
other dwellings are in a fair condition. Offensive trades 
in general are conducted in a reasonably satisfactory 
manner. 

On the other hand, the present disposition of the filth and 
wastes of the city is wrong, and largely promotes its unsani- 
tary condition. The present state of many of the sewers, 
docks, exposed flats, and of many of the private streets and 
ways, is decidedly bad. The grade of a portion of the city 
is too low, and this condition is a fruitful cause of ill-health 
to those who occupy such places. 

There have been no severe epidemics of diseases since 
1873, and the proportion of deaths from preventable causes 
has greatly decreased. The mortality from all causes has 
decreased from 31.80 per thousand of the population in 
1872, to 20.38 per thousand in 1879. In 1880 the rate was 
23.53. The average death-rate from all causes for the last 
sixteen years, from 1865 to 1880, inclusive, has been 23.95 
per thousand of the population. If we divide this period 
into two parts, of eight years each, we shall divide the 
epidemic of small-pox, which occurred in 1872 and 1873, 
and find the average death-rate for the first eight years to be 
24.33, and the average for the last eight years to be 23.57. 
The average death-rate for the last ten years, from 1871 to 
1880, inclusive, has been 24.34; but if we divide this period 
into two parts, of five years each, we find that the rate for 
the first five years was 27.00, and for the last five years was 
21.69. We also find that the average percentage of deaths 
from preventable causes to the whole number of deaths dur- 
ing the ten years, from 1871 to 1880, has been 28.11; but 
for the first half of this period the percentage was 29.29, and 
for the last half it was 26.92. 


Mortality. 


The number of death certificates presented at this office for 
approval during the year ending Dec. 31, 1880, exclusive of 
still-births, was’ 8,531. The number of still-births whose 
certificates were presented for approval for the same period 
was 443. 

If we take the census report, which gives us a population 
of 362,535 on July 1, 1880, we shall find the annual death- 
rate to be 23.53 per thousand of the population. 

The following tables, which pertain to our own city, are 
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compiled from the records of this office, which began in 1875, 
and from those of the City Registrar prior to that date. 
Those which pertain to other American and foreign cities, 
and which are used here for convenient reference and com- 
parison, are made from the official returns of the officers in 
charge of the vital statistics in the several cities repre- 


sented.

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DIPHTHERIA. 


As heretofore the Board has continued the sanitary in- 
specting of all houses in which a case of this disease has 
been reported. In all cases where any defect has been found 
notice has at once been sent to the owner or occupant, and 
subsequent examination made from time to time until the 
existing defects have been remedied.

In the third column are placed those cases in which 
the disease could be directly traced to contagion, and in 
which there was no question of the sanitary condition of the 
patient’s surroundings. The last column but two contains a 
few cases which occurred in public institutions, an ex- 
amination of which was left to the proper medical officers 
in charge of the buildings in which the cases occurred. No 
report of these examinations is kept in this office. 

The following table shows the results of the examinations 
grouped together, with a view of presenting more clearly the 
relative proportion of healthy and unhealthy dwellings in 

which diphtheria has occurred : —

Of these 1,715 cases of diphtheria, ‘588 were fatal, giving 
a mortality of about 34 per cent. The mortality of the year 
1879 was 33 per cent. 

Of the houses in which diphtheria occurred 78 per cent. 
were found to be in a defective sanitary condition. It is not, 
of course, to be understood that all the houses in which no 
defects were found were in a perfect sanitary condition, as 
some defect might have escaped notice. 


SMALL—POX. 


Much interest, and perhaps alarm, have been manifested 
within a few months, as to the immediate danger of another

epidemic of small-pox occurring in our city, such as occurred 
eight years ago. While we do not anticipate a recurrence of 
such an epidemic we most fully concur in the warning given 
_by the medical profession, for the purpose of securing 
vaccination of children and the re-vaccination of adults, as the 
only preventive measure against the disease. It has not been 
thought best by the Board to commence universal vaccination, 
and vaccination as allowed by the statute law, at the city’s 
expense, while we know that the work is being rapidly done, 
as it should be, by physicians at the request and expense of 
individuals who are able and willing to pay for it. The 
central office, on Chardon street, however, has been kept open 
daily throughout the year (Sundays excepted) for the free 
vaccination and re-vaccination of all who may apply there for 
it. We are also about to establish, temporarily, places in the 
outlying districts where those who are poor and willing to 
apply may be vaccinated free of charge. 

The utility, wisdom, and safety of vaccination throughout 
all civilized countries have been too thoroughly discussed, 
tested, proved, and pronounced, to need any defence here by 
us. Experience has clearly shown that protection against 
small-pox by vaccination is best obtained by its successful 
performance in early infancy, again at puberty, and sub- 
sequently according to circumstances of exposure, etc. 

It is also clearly shown by statistics that the production of 
three or four typical vesicles on the arm offers greater pro- 
~ tection than one or two such vesicles. That the public may 
not suffer any imposition or danger from our vaccinations, the 
Board of Health will see to it that only pure animal virus is 
used, and this by experienced physicians of good standing in 
the profession and community. 

For the year 1880 we have had but four cases of small- 
pox in the city and three in quarantine. Those in the city 
arose as follows: On April 26th a man was found at the 
Custom House suffering from this disease, where he had ap- 
plied for medical aid. He had been in the city five days, and 
came from Baltimore. He was removed to the small-pox 
hospital on the same day, and discharged well May 10th. On 
May 11th a case was found in the Mariner’s Home, in North 
square. This man had been in the city but one day, and 
came from Philadelphia ; he was removed to hospital, and dis- 
charged well May 30th. October 4th a colored man was 
found in the City Hospital convalescing from small-pox, and 
in a very low condition; he was removed to the small-pox 
hospital on the same day, and died Oct. 16th. This case is 
somewhat interesting, considering the movements of the man 
while suffering from the disease. According to the patient’s 
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statement he contracted the disease in Philadelphia, embarked 
on a coal-loaded schooner for Augusta, Maine, was taken ill 
with the small-pox on the passage, and when he reached Au- 
gusta was removed to a hospital. While convalescing from 
the disease, with the small-pox crusts still on him, he started 
for Philadelphia by rail via Boston; when he reached here 
he was quite exhausted and confused, and in this helpless 
condition he was found in the Old Colony Railroad Depot and 
carried to the City Hospital. ‘The Board of Health was soon 
notified, and removed the man in a very critical condition to 
the small-pox hospital in West Roxbury, where he died, not 
from small-pox, but from the great fatigue and exposure in- 
cident to his remarkable attempt to reach Philadelphia. He 
was too sick to be allowed to leave the hospital in Maine, 
either to expose himself or those with whom he must have 
come in contact on the journey. The fourth and last case of 
the year was that of a man who had been in the city ten 
days, and came from Philadelphia. He was found in Hay- 
ward place, December 26th ; was removed to the hospital, and 
discharged well June 11th, 1881. 

During the first four months of 1881, three cases of small- 
pox have been found in the city. Two of these came directly 
from New York, and the third one contracted the disease 
from one of the other cases before it was discovered by the 
Board of Health. Two of them have been discharged well, 
and the other one now remains in the hospital doing well. 

The small-pox hospital is on Canterbury street, in West 
Roxbury, is at all times in readiness to receive patients, and no 
delay need occur in dispatching the ambulance from that place 
for a patient at any moment. 


Typuus FEVER. 


In the month of April, this year, a family living at No. 12 
Meander street, Roxbury, was suddenly seized with illness and 
made application for admission to the City Hospital. Six 
members of this family were admitted into the hospital from 
this house, and one subsequently from Centre street, under 
the supposition that they were ‘suffering from typhoid fever. 
When they had been there but a few days typhus fever was 
suspected, and a consultation of the medical staff of the hos- 
pital was called, a majority of whom pronounced the dis- 
ease typhus; and it was afterwards decided by the Board of 
Trustees, on advice of the medical staff, to retain the cases 
already in the hospital, under the circumstances ; but that no 
more patients with typhus fever should be received, knowing 
them to be such. 
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It is the intention and duty of the Board of Health to take 
charge of persons suffering from typhus fever, as the disease 
is well known to be highly contagious and dangerous to the 
public health. In this instance, however, the patients had 
been made comfortable in the City Hospital, were in a degree 
isolated, the trustees and medical staff had kindly concluded 
to retain them, and the Board of Health saw no reason to in- 
terfere beyond an expression of readiness to take charge of 
the patients when notified to do so. 

Except the seven cases mentioned, there have been no 
others in the city, to our knowledge. The origin of these 
cases seemed to be traced easily to a person who had the dis- 
ease in New York, and came directly into the family above 
named a few days before the outbreak of the disease. 


GLANDERS. 


This disease is highly contagious, and, though usually found 
to prevail among horses, human beings are not exempt from 
its attack. To prevent its spread, the Board in 1877 adopted 
a regulation forbidding the bringing into the city, or driving 
or keeping therein, any animal having glanders, and re- 
quiring the person having such animals in charge to report the 
same forthwith to the Board, and to dispose of the same under 
its directions. All cases reported to the. Board are examined 
with the least possible delay by a veterinary surgeon, and if 
the animal is found diseased, as reported, it is ordered to be 
removed at once and killed. There is no known remedy for 
this disease, either in man or the brute creation, and hence 
the utmost care should be taken to limit its ravages. Expe- 
rience shows, however, that there are those who, reckless of 
the consequences, will attempt to sell a horse as soon as they 
discover it affected with glanders. One such case came to 
the notice of the Board last year. A man in Chelsea, having 
a glandered horse, caused it to be driven through the city 
to Brighton and exposed for sale in the public streets, having 
concealed, as far as practicable, the indicia of the disease. 
He was prosecuted, and, though stoutly defended, was con- 
victed and fined $75 and costs, amounting in all to $93, 
which he paid. A few examples of this kind will exert a 
healthful influence in preventing the violation of the regula- 
tion of the Board and the spread of the disease. 


COCHITUATE WATER. 


During a large part of last winter and of the spring the 
taste and smell of our drinking water in a portion of the city 
was such as to cause a great deal of complaint, and consid- 
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erable anxiety as to its effect upon the health of the people. 
So great was the fear with many persons that they entirely 
abandoned the use of water from the pipes, except for wash- 
ing purposes, and bought water, at various prices and from 
various sources, for all drinking and cooking demands. 

A great variety of theories as to the source of the bad 
taste and smell was expressed by the people, and as many 
different methods recommended for relief. The care of the 
water being in the charge of a competent commission and 
engineer, whose duty it is to make frequent and careful ex- 
aminations of the water by skilful chemists, we referred 
all inquiries to them for a time, thinking it unncessary to 
incur the expense of extra ex: aminations. Complaints be- 
came so frequent, however, that a specimen was sent to 
Professor E. 8. Wood, of the Harvard Medical College, 


whose report was as follows :—

The above figures show considerable more vegetable matter than the 
average Cochituate water. The analysis does not show any dangerous 
condition of the water. The increased impurity is shown chiefly i in the 
albuminoid ammonia, which alone means vegetable matter, the other 
figures being within normal limits. I cannot say whether the increased 
impurity is due to the very low condition of Lake Cochituate, or to the 
admixture with water from Sudbury river.

We have only to add that, although we have not appre- 
hended any serious effect upon the health of the city from the 
use of this water, yet we fully recognize the great annoyance 
and expense brought to our citizens by this most disgusting 
condition of the drinking water, and bee to suggest that, 
whether the influence of such water be healthy or unhealthy ; 
whether it arises from an unprepared water basin or the low 
state of the lake ; whether the remedy costs little or much, — 
the people of Boston feel dissatisfied with the result, and are 
willing to pay the cost of clean, inoffensive, and wholesome 
water. An article of ingesta so universally and largely used 
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by all classes, ages, and conditions, as is water, should be 

uarded with the. greatest possible care. Its source should be 
pure, its storing-basins properly prepared and kept clean, 
‘and its transit to the consumer guarded against accident or 
possible injury. It is not enough to know that the water 
reaches us ina passable condition; that the chemist fails to 
find the evidences of the sewer or cesspool contamination in 
the water when it reaches us; or that there is no epidemic of 
- typhoid fever, dysentery, or other decided manifestation of a 
polluted drinking-water. We should know that the streams 
which flow into such lakes and reservoirs are absolutely uncon- 
taminated by the filth from privies, sinks, offensive trades, 
stagnant marshes, or from any other source. The storing- 
basins should be properly prepared by removing all such 
rubbish and vegetable growth as may decay and color, or 
otherwise damage the taste, smell, or purity of the water, and 
the lakes, storing-basins, and reservoirs should be well pro- 
vided and secured against the introduction, accidental or 
otherwise, of any foreign animal or vegetable matters of any 


kind. 
WELL WATERS. 


Four wells and cisterns have been suspected, during the 
year, on account of sickness or other cause. Chemical ex- 
amination showed them all to be so badly contaminated with 
filth as to be wholly unfit for drinking or culinary purposes. 
A chemist’s certificate has been obtained in each instance, 
and a discontinuance of the use of the water secured by filling 
up and abolishing the well or cistern. 

The use of wells within the built- -up portions of the city, 
for drinking and cooking purposes, is attended with con- 
siderable risk, and the danger is rarely made known by the 
_taste or smell of the water. People generally like the taste 
and coolness of well waters, and when accustomed to the use 
of one they think no other water equal to it. We have 
known several instances where the water of a well was con- 
sidered of superior quality, and eagerly sought for, even after 
it was badly contaminated, and until typhoid fever, dysentery, 
or other sickness, led to suspicion, examination, and con- 
demnation of the well by the Board of Health. The nearness 
of a privy vault, cesspool,.or drain to the well should be 
carefully avoided, especially in a porous soil, and the water 
should occasionally be examined to test its purity. 


ARSENIC IN WALL—PAPER, FABRICS, ETC. 


The poisonous effects of arsenic in wall-papers, in the 
different fabrics, in toys, and in almost all colored useful or 
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decorative articles, has, for many years, been well-known and 
constantly recognized by physicians. Frequent efforts have. 
been made by, philanthropic persons to suppress the use of 
this notorious poison in the manufacture of the articles re- 
ferred to, but without much success. The proof of the con- 
stant danger to which all classes and ages are subjected in 
the use of or contact with these poisonous articles is ample 
and overwhelming. 

We have instituted examinations of a large number of 
different shades of wall-paper and tinted papers, fabrics sold - 
for dresses, or drapery, and one hat-lining which had been 
worn with considerable injury. We bope, during the coming 
year, to be able to effect some protection against this subtile 
poison, which is menacing the health and lives of persons in 
nearly every household. 

The following is the report of Dr. Wm. B. Hills, of the 
Harvard Medical College : —

GENTLEMEN, — In accordance with your request, I have 
made a series of analyses of certain articles in common use, 
which often give rise to accidental poisoning, owing to the fact. 
that arsenic in some form enters into the composition of the 
pigments employed in their manufacture. The results of my 
examinations, which have been especially directed to tinted 
papers, wall-papers, and fabrics of various kinds, are here- 
with presented. 


TINTED PAPERS. 


Sixteen samples were analyzed. These were obtained 
from one of the largest dealers in this class of goods in this 
city, and compr ised six red papers, five light green papers, 


four blue papers, and one lavender paper. ~All the reds and 
all the light greens were strongly arsenical. The remaining 
samples contained no .arsenic. These results agree with 
those I have previously obtained with these papers. It may 
be stated, in general, that the reds and light greens commonly 
contain considerable quantities of arsenic, while the papers 
of other colors are for the most part free from arsenic. I 
have occasionally, however, found arsenic in the blue, orange, 
and lavender papers. 

The presence of arsenic in these papers is explained by the 
use of arsenical pigments. The light greens owe their color 
to the well-known arsenical pigment, Paris green; the reds

either to aniline colors (in the manufacture of which arsenie 
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acid is used to a considerable extent, and which are not 
properly purified), or to other pigments to which certain com- 
pounds of arsenic have been purposely added as mordants. 
These papers are used for various puposes :—to cover 
boxes; in kindergarten schools; as wrappers for confec- 
tionery and fancy articles; as covers for books and 
pamphlets; to make wafers, labels, price cards, advertising 
eards, tickets of admission to concerts, lectures, ete., 
window-curtains, lamp-shades, shades for the eyes, and for a 
variety of other purposes. In some form or other they are 
met with in nearly every household. The danger from them 
arises chiefly from the liability of children to put them in 
their mouths, and perhaps swallow them, when they produce 
tlie ordinary symptoms of arsenical poisoning. Several 
cases have been reported in which serious symptoms have 
resulted in children from swallowing the green papers. in 
some form or other. ‘The danger is not, however, exclu- 
sively confined to children. There has been reported a case 
of poisoning in an adult from eating fruit upon which a price 
card made of one of these arsenical greens had rested. The 
fruit was moist, and had taken up a portion of the green 
pigment. Severe headache and irritation of the eyes have 
resulted from sitting by the side of lamps, the shades of 
which were made of arsenical green paper; and the same 
results have followed the use of green shades for the eyes. 


W ALL-PAPERS. 


One hundred and nineteen samples, obtained from different 
dealers in this city, were analyzed. The results are here- 
with arranged in tabular form : —

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Thirty-two per cent. of all were‘arsenical. These results 
correspond quite closely with those I have previously ob- 
tained. Thirty per cent. of all the papers I have examined 
this year (not including the above 119) have proved arseni- 
eal. In previous years the proportion has varied between 
twenty-five and thirty-five per cent. As these figures are 
based upon a large number of analyses, it is, I think, safe to 
say that from one-quarter to one-third of all the wall-papers 
at present manufactured are arsenical. I find arsenic in red 
papers more frequently than in those of any other color; in 
the dark shades of red more frequently than in the light 
shades. Fully seventy-five per cent. of all the red papers I 
have examined during the past six months have been arseni- 
cal. Of the browns, the dark shades (bordering upon red) 
are, in my experience, more commonly arsenical than the 
light shades; of the greens, the light shades are the more 
liable to be arsenical; of the blues, the dark shades. ‘The 
proportion of drab papers which are arsenical is not, in my 
experience, so large as is indicated by the few analyses re- 
corded in the above table. Still, among the drabs some of 
the most strongly arsenical papers are to be found. 

I have determined the quantity of arsenic in a number of 
wall-papers, and have found it to vary in the more strongly 
arsenical papers, ordinarily between .5 and 1.5 grains per 
square foot (estimated as white arsenic). Occasionally, 
where the arsenical-green pigments are present, the amount 
is still larger. 

The above table shows how erroneous is the idea, even 
now quite prevalent, that arsenic is present in the green papers 
alone. Any paper may contain arsenic; the greens being 
less liable to contain it than some of the others. 

The presence of arsenic in wall-papers may be explained 
essentially in one of three ways : — 

‘1. By the employment of the well-known arsenical-green. 
pigment, Paris green. ‘This is not used so extensively as 
formerly. 

2. By the presence of arsenic, as an impurity, in the 
aniline pigments. 

3. By the presence in other pigments (chiefly coal-tar 
colors) of compounds of arsenic, purposely added by the 
manufacturer of the pigments, as mordants. 

The use of arsenical pigments in the manufacture of wall- 
papers is entirely unnecessary. There are non-arsenieal 
greens full as brilliant as the arsenical greens; while the 
other pigments mentioned can be easily and economically 
made without the use of arsenic.

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FABRICS. 


Forty samples were analyzed. Nine of these contained a 
considerable quantity of arsenic. Most of the patterns ana- 
lyzed were low-priced cotton goods, such as are commonly 
used for calico and cambric dresses. No woollens were ana- 
lyzed, as they are not liable, so far as my experience goes, 
to contain arsenic. Five samples of the well-known Turkey 
red goods were examined; two were strongly arsenical. 
In one of these the amount of arsenic. (estimated as 
white arsenic) was six-tenths of a grain per square foot. Of 
six cretonnes examined three were strongly arsenical. 

The most dangerous of all fabrics is the material known 
as green tarlatan. This is, perhaps, not sold so much as 
formerly ; still it is used to some extent for dresses and trim- 
mings, and is also used at fairs to cover cake, fruit, etc., to 
protect them from flies. In this latter case the remedy is 
worse than the disease. The pigment with which it is col- 
ored is Paris green, which is only loosely applied, and is 
readily removed by the slightest handing. When worn 
mupon the person every movement of the wearer causes the 
‘pigment to be thrown off into the surrounding air. Many 
cases of poisoning, caused by working upon this material 
.and by wearing dresses made of it, have been recorded. 

The presence of arsenic in fabrics other than green tarla- 
‘fan is explained chiefly by the use of certain compounds of 
-arseni¢e as mordants. 

The only other article which I have examined by your di- 
rection is a hat-lining received from you some weeks since, 
which had severely inflamed a man’s forehead, and which was 
found upon analysis to contain a considerable quantity of ar- 
senic. The effects produced by wearing hats lined with 
-arsenical linings are chiefly irritation of the eyes and eczema 
of the forehead. 

The articles above enumerated do not comprise all into 

the composition of which arsenic enters. Within a few 
months I have found arsenic in children’s toys, wire screens, 
candles, writing paper, and playing cards. In all these cases 
the arsenic was present in the form of Paris green. Cases of 
‘poisoning from some of these articles have been from time to 
time reported in the medical journals, and doubtless all may, 
‘under favorable conditions, produce serious effect.

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CONFECTIONERY. 


A few samples of confectionery have been obtained from 
some of the larger dealers in the city, and submitted to 
chemical examination, to ascertain if chromate of lead was 
still used as a pigment for coloring. 

The following is the report of Dr. Hills:

GENTLEMEN, — I ea the honor to submit the following 
report, embracing the results of my analyses of the samples 
of confectionery ‘received from you :— 

Lot marked “J. No. 1” contained s samples of red, yellow, 
and greenish-yellow candy. The coloring matter of the two 
reds was organic. One red contained a small amount of 


‘starch, the Aiken was unadulterated. Each was. carefully 
ignited, and the residual ash, which was small in amount, 
found to consist chiefly of alumina and oxide of iron. The 
alumina was doubtless in combination with the color. The 
oxide of iron may have been an impurity in the color, or it 
may have been purposely added to the color to give it 
weight. ‘These candies are doubtless harmless. 

The coloring matter of the yellow almonds was chiefly 
vegetable ; but as the ash contained some compound, contain- 
ing chromium, which behaved to heat like chromate of lead, 
it is probable that a small amount of the latter was mixed 
with the vegetable-yellow. The amount of candy was not 
sufficient to enable me to extract the lead. 

The coloring matter of the remaining samples was wholly 
organic and harmless. Each contained a considerable quan- 
tity of starch. 

Lot marked “Co. No. 2” contained lavender and yellow 
almonds, a pink and yellow candy, and peppermints of various 
colors. The coloring matter in all these candies was organic. 
The peppermints were pure sugar ; the remaining samples con- 
tained a considerable quantity of ‘starch. 

Lot marked “S. & A. No. 3” contained samples of red 
and yellow candy. The red coloring matter was organic. 
Of the yellows, one, a soft candy flavored with orange, owed 
its color to chromate of lead ; one contained chromate of lead, 
although an organic yellow was also present; and two ap- 
pear ed to be colored with or ganic yellows alone. All, with one 
exception, contained a considerable quantity of starch. 

Lot marked “W. No. 4” contained three red and three 


yellow samples. The coloring matter of the reds and of two 
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yellows was organic; of one yellow, organic mixed with 
chromate of lead. Four of these candies contained starch. 
In one, a red, the amount was very large. 

Lot marked “ W. No. 5” contained samples of red, yel- 
low, and white candy, and preserved fruits. The coloring 
matter of the candies was organic. ‘Three of the samples 
contained a small amount of starch. The fruits (cherries, 
limes and citron?) were probably prepared by treating them 
with strong sugar syrup, and contained no injurious sub- 
stance. 

Lot marked “C. No. 6” contained seven samples of candy. 
The colors were white, yellow, red, brown, orange and 
green. The brown color, on the samples representing various 
kinds of fruit, contained oxide of iron; with this exception, 
all the coloring agents were organic. Six of these candies 
contained a large amount of starch. 

Lot marked “C. No: 6,” same as the preceding lot, with the 
addition of white almonds. ‘These latter were largely adul- 
terated with starch. 

Lot marked “C. No. 6” contained seven samples of candy 
of various colors. The colors were all organic and harmless. 
Each of these candies contained a considerable quantity of 
starch. 

Lot marked “No. 7, 8,” contained twenty-two samples. 
The colors were white, pink, red, yellow, and brown. The 
brown owed its color to chocolate; one of the yellows (the 
one containing a clove in the interior), to chromate of lead. 


The remaining coloring matters was organic. ‘Thirteen of 
these candies contained more or less starch. In five the 
amount was large. Only five samples in this lot were pure 
sugar. 

Tn many cases no attempt was made to determine the exact 
nature of the organic coloring matter. None of the colors 
were anilines, however. A majority of the reds were some 
preparation of cochineal, while the organic yellows were 
probably all vegetable yellows. In those cases where the 
candy was soluble in water no examination was made beyond 
a test for the aniline colors. A candy soluble in water, and 
free from aniline colors, may probably be considered harm- 
less, since the metallic coloring matters and substances which 
are liable to be added as adulterants are insoluble. 

Whenever, upon treatment with water, an insoluble residue 
was obtained, its nature was carefully determined. In five 
cases (all yellows) the insoluble residue consisted wholly, 
or in part, of chromate of lead. In one case the insoluble 
residue was oxide of iron. Adulteration with starch appears 


to be the rule, since a large majority of all the samples 
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examined contained a considerable quantity. In ten cases 
the amount was very large. No attempt was made to deter- 
mine the kind of starch employed. I have been unable, in 
the time allowed me for making these analyses, to determine 
the amount of chromate of lead or starch in any of the 
candies. 

Terra alba (sulphate of lime) was not found in a single 
instance. 

In those cases, where it seemed to me desirable, the candy 
was carefully ignited, and the nature of the residual ash deter- 
mined. Except in those candies containing chromate of lead 
and oxide of iron, the amount was always trifling, and con- 
sisted chiefly of alumina, which was doubtless in combination 
with the organic coloring matter. These small amounts of 
alumina, in n such combinations, are, I have no doubt, harmless.

GENERAL NUISANCES. 


The mud-flats in different parts of the city have been con- 
siderably reduced in area during the last twelve months, and 
the offensive odors therefrom proportionately lessened. 

The Back-Bay territory has been largely improved by filling 
for the creation of the new park, and presents to-day but 
a fractional part of its original, unfilled, unhealthy, and 
unsightly condition. That portion which still remains unfilled, 
and which is still washed by the sewage of a large section of 
the city, will continue to be a source of offensive odors until 
relief shall be found in the use of the new sewer, which 

ought to have been completed long ago. 

A remedy for the offensive condition of the flats in South 
Boston, west of Dorchester avenue, was sought last season 
by building a dam to grade six, across the channel, from the 
N.Y. & N.E. R.R. embankment on the west to Dorchester 
avenue on the east. This, it is hoped, will retain sufficient 
tide-water upon the flats to prevent any considerable annoy- 
ance from that quarter during the coming season. ‘This’ dam 
must be considered only as a temporary expedient, however, 
and should in no way serve to postpone the only sure and 
needful remedy, which is to fill the entire territory now com- 
plained of as far as deep water, and to divert the present 
flow of sewage into the new sewer. 

The commendable progress with which the railroad com- 
panies were filling their lands in the Charlestown District 
when we made our last report continued through the season, 
but ceased altogether in the fall, since which no filling has 
been done by any of the railroad companies. ‘This filling 
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was ordered by the City Council, through the Committee on 
Health, for the abatement of a nuisance, under the authority 
conferred by an act of the Legislature of 1878. All work 
done under said act was to have been completed before the 
26th day of April, 1881. The Board of Health, in February 
last, finding that all operations had stopped, the work less 
than half done, and the limit of time nearly reached, informed 
the City Council of the facts, and suggested the propriety of 
asking the Legislature to extend the time within which the 
filling under said act might be completed. The petition has 
been made by His Honor the Mayor, and the time will un- 
doubtedly be extended. One portion of these flats, lying 
nearest to Rutherford avenue, and two others lying north, 
of the Lowell Railroad freight track, ought to be filled at 
once; otherwise much annoyance will be experienced by the 
neighboring residents during the coming season. By the 
terms of the act above referred to, and the order of the City 
Council, the railroads were authorized and did fill across the 
outlet of a large creek which opened into the mill-pond, and 
which conveyed the contents of a large sewer from the city of 
Somerville. This creek, with its natural waters and the filth 
of the sewer, soon raised and expanded the creck into wide 
proportions, filled the air with sickening odors, and began ~ 
flooding cellars south of .Cambridge street. The only feasible 
outlet to be found for this body of filth was a cut under the 
Lowell Railroad, and this was within the limits of Somerville. 
The city of Boston, by the terms of the act referred to, 
had been made responsible for keeping an outlet to this 
creek ; the city of Somerville was interested in preserving 
an outlet for their sewer, and the residents of both cities 
were suffering seriously from the stench and inconvenience. 
In this state of things the Board of Health of Somerville 
united with the Board of Health of Boston in a contract to 
cut, pile, and sheath a channel nine feet deep, ten feet wide, 
and eighty-five feet long, at a cost of $1,602, one-half of which 
to be borne by each city. This was done with all possible 
haste, and gave immediate relief. 


SEWERAGE FOR THE CHARLES AND Mystic River VALLEYS. 


‘In 1879, and again in 1880, we strongly urged upon the 
attention of the City Council the importance of taking im- 
mediate steps for establishing a metropolitan system of sew- 
erage for the several cities and towns which were dischar ging 
all their sewage into the Charles and Mystic rivers. The 
fouling of these rivers to such an extent is a serious peril to 
the health and comfort of the people who live along their 
borders, and the danger is increasing every year. 
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In 1879 we prepared and published maps showing the 
number and location of the numerous sewers that were dis- 
charging into these rivers. In 1880 we continued our 
appeal to the City Council, and cited the immense area 
(90,140,000 square feet) of flats that were exposed in these 
rivers at low tide, and their offensive condition. It was also 
shown, by the report of Professor Nichols, in our last report, 
that the foul condition of mud referred to was produced by 
sewage. There can be no doubt as to the offensive and un- 
healthy state of the rivers, the rapid increase of the foulness, 
or the desire of the people to findaremedy. The health and 
comfort of the people are interfered with and jeopardized by 
the foul air from these river flats. Some are compelled by 
circumstances to endure it throughout the summer, while 
others are able to flee from it for a time. The expediency 
_ of having the united efforts of the several cities and towns in 
one general scheme, for the sewerage of the whole territory, 
must be apparent, and to this end we have sought and still 
beg the interest of your honorable body. 

As yet no move has been made nor one word spoken in 
our City Council with reference to this important subject. 
His Excellency the Governor made allusion to it in his in- 
augural address to the Legislature in January last, and that 
portion of the address was subsequently referred to the Com- 
mittee on Public Health. A bill was drawn by some one who 
must have been familiar with the subject, and printed by the 
Health Committee during the session. It provided for the 
construction and care of a metropolitan system of sewerage 
for the cities and towns bordering on the Charles and Mystic 
rivers, and was a credit to its author. It was not formally 
presented by the committee, owing to circumstances beyond 
their control, but it inadvertently gained publication, some 
discussion in the Legislature, and enlisted the general interest 
and hearty approval of the daily papers of the city. 

We have recently learned that there is a prospect of the 
sapointment of a commission by the Governor, to make 
surveys and report a plan for the sewerage of the district 
n question. We hope this will be done, and that before 
another Legislature convenes a proper plan will be ready 
for adoption, and that the construction of the sewer will be 
begun without delay. The cities and towns within this metro- 
politan health district would save the expense of building 
many unnecessary sewers within the next few years if some 
gencral plan for an intercepting sewer were adopted now. 
Many long new sewers, and all extensions of old ones re- 
quired to reach deep waters, would be rendered unnecessary. 
We hail the day when the waters of the Charles and Mystic 
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rivers shall be free of sewage, and their: flats inoffensive ; 
when the cities and towns along the Mystic and Charles rivers 
valleys shall find an easy and inexpensive method of getting 
rid of all their sewage and other filth, without making public 
nuisances in the rivers, by means of large sewers, or private 
ones on gardens and other private enclosures, by means 
of imperfect or overflowing vaults and cesspools, or open 
drains. 

Under the impression that there is no limit to the capacity 
of a small garden spot to absorb and neutralize filth, the 
sewage and other house-drainage, with an abundant water 
supply, are made to flow continuously into these little gardens, 
or grounds, for generations. ‘This is a serious mistake, for 
when the soil becomes saturated it no longer possesses the 
power of using up these liquids to any considerable extent, 
and in course of time the garden or grounds become a 
source of danger to persons living about them. 

It can only be a question of time when all the well-built-up 
towns must provide a different means of drainage, but more 
especially in those places where a general water supply has 
been obtained. It is, of course, possible in these towns to so 
care for and treat the excreta and house-drainage as to pre- 
vent any considerable nuisance or danger to the people with- 
out the water-carriage system of sewers; but it is not gen- 
erally practicable, and it is rarely done. All efforts to utilize 
and properly dispose of house-drainage on the average garden 
lot, without offence and annoyance, in a built-up town, fail 


in ninety-nine cases in every hundred. 


HousE—DRAINAGE. 


The subject of house-drainage has been pursued by the 
Board during the past year with the same interest as hereto- 
fore, and we have been greatly encouraged by the active 
interest shown in it by the people. A very decided change 
of opinion ismanifested everywhere in this important subject, 
and it becomes easier every year to convince people, and to 
obtain the desired improvements in house-drainage. 

In 1877 we commenced examining houses from door to 
door, without reference to any complaint or supposed defect 
in the sanitary arrangements, taking every house in the 
block, and selecting the blocks in different sections of the 
city. Some blocks were taken on high levels, and some on 
low ones; some were among the new and costliest in the 
city, and others in the poorest localities, with a view of get- 
ting a fair average. The first year 351 houses were thus 


examined, and all the facts pertaining to the drainage and 
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plumbing were carefully noted. The second year 718 were 
examined, and the third year 1,077, all having been selected 
in the same way. 

The result was as follows : — 


In 1877 the percentage of defective drains was. : 55

These selections and tests have been made with perfect 
fairness, and without any suspicion of the result which ob- 
tains in these figures. 

During the past year we have been able to spare the in- 
spectors “for only a short time upon this special work, and, 
therefore, only those streets were selected where it was 
known that the defects were numerous; and with the follow- 
ing results, which will amply show, not only the importance 
of the investigations, but the necessity of regulating the 
work of house- “draining and plumbing.

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PROSECUTIONS. 


The whole number of prosecutions for violations of the 
health regulations during the past year was eleven, the same 


as in the year preceding. The total amount of fines and costs 


paid by the defendants in their prosecutions was $119.50. 


INFANT BOARDING. 


The provisions of chapter 158 of- the Statutes of 1876 
require (under a penalty of not less than $50, nor more than 
$500) that whoever takes more than two infants under three 
years of age to board shall, within two days, report the name 
and age of such child, and the residence of the party under- 
taking its care, to the Board of Health; and gives the Board 
the right to enter and inspect the houses and premises where 
and while such business is carried on, and to direct and enforce 
such sanitary measures respecting such children and premises 
as it may deem proper. As heretofore, since the passage of 
this statute, a medical inspector has at regular intervals 
visited those places in which infants were reported to the 
Board as being boarded. During the year nine parties have 
reported and been registered as being engaged in this busi- 
ness, and in these nine places fifty-three infants were boarded. 

Undoubtedly other parties were engaged in this business 
who did not report as required by the statute; but the Board 
has no legal right to enter the premises on suspicion that such 
business is being carried on without reporting the same, and 
it has not been able to obtain the requisite evidence to convict 


any party of carrying on the business illegally. 


Ly1inc—1n HOoOSsPITALs. 


The provisions of chapter 157 of the Statutes of 1876 

make it a penal offence, punishable by a fine not exceeding 
$500 for a first offence, and by imprisonment in the Jail or 
House of Correction, for a term not exceeding two years, for — 
any subsequent offence, for any one to keep a lying-in hos- 
pital, hospital-ward, or other place for the reception and 
care of women in labor, without a permit from the Mayor and 
Aldermen, such permit to be granted on the certificate of the 
Board of Health, after due examination, that the person and 
place are suitable and proper for such business. 

Only one license has been granted under this statute during 
the last year. The license for a hospital in Ferdinand 
street has expired by its own limitation, and no application 
has been made for its renewal. The only hospital duly 
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licensed is regularly visited, and inspected at regular inter- 
vals, by the medical inspector, and proper sanitary regulations 
enforced. 

Two parties have been complained of during the past year 
for keeping a lying-in hospital without a license. They were 
convicted in the lower court, but appealed, and the case is 
now waiting trial in the upper court. 


ABATTOIR. 


The management of the slaughtering business at the Abat- 
toir continues excellent, and the corporation by whom the 
establishment is conducted is entitled to high commendation 
for its unceasing efforts to make all the appliances for con- 
ducting the business in a satisfactory manner commensurate 
with its rapid development. During the past year the new 
slaughter-house has been extended by the addition of a re- 
frigerator, the dimensions of which are 12065 feet, the cel- 
lar of which was floored with hydraulic cement. The old 
houses, numbered six, seven, and eight, have been converted 
into a single slaughtering-room, with all the modern appli- 
ances, and a refrigerator has been erected in the rear of these, 
measuring 102 X91 feet. 

When it is understood that the full capacity of the Abattoir 
now admits of the slaughtering of from twelve hundred to 
fifteen hundred cattle daily, to say nothing of the sheep and 
other animals slaughtered here, the fact that this great business 
is carried on without occasioning the slightest ‘offence to the 
neighborhood becomes a matter “calling for hearty congratu- 
lation. 

The number of cattle slaughtered at the Abattoir the past 
year was 88,896; number of sheep slaughtered, 319,974. 
The efficient Inspector, Mr. John H. Terry, has exercised 
constant vigilance to see that none but healthy animals are 
A slaughtered for human food, and we feel confident that his 

supervision has been faithful and complete. The number of 
eattle inspected by Mr. Terry was 126,700; number of calves, 
5,595; number of sheep, 157,000; total animals inspected, 
289,395. The number of carcasses inspected was as follows : 
beef, 94,750; veal, 5,620; mutton, 129,500; total carcasses 
inspected, 229.870. The amount heived as unfit for human 
food was as follows: beef, 25,266 pounds; mutton, 874 
pounds ; total seized, 26,140 pounds. 


INSPECTION OF PROVISIONS. 


The Board must repeat its opinion, previously expressed, 
that the inspection of provisions, as at present conducted in 
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the city, fails to accomplish the purposes for which the de- 
partment was established. The Inspector is not an appointee 
of this Board, nor is he in any way responsible to it for the 
faithful discharge of his duties. The results of an inefficient 
discharge of the duties of the office of Inspector of Provisions 
bears directly upon the health of the city. A large percentage 
of the city’s mortality, especially during the summer months, 
is caused by diseases occasioned by the eating of decayed 
provisions ; and so long as little or no restraint is put upon 
the provision-dealers, so long will injurious consequences 
continue to manifest themselves. The Board has previously 
directed attention to the inefficiency of this important depart- 
ment, and repeats its notice with the hope that immediate 
steps may be taken for an entire reorganization of the de- 
partment. 

According to the reports furnished by the Inspector, Wm. 
F. Brooks, following is the amount of provisions seized by 
him: veal, 2,620 pounds; lamb, 698 pounds; beef, 1,036 
pounds ; poultry, 344 pounds ; peas, 109 crates and 35 barrels ; 
cucumbers, 7 crates ; corn, 9 bushels. 


Pugsuic URINALS. 


Contrary to the expectation of the Board at the time of 
presenting our last annual report, no permanent additions 
have been made, during the past year, to the number of pub- 
lic urinals maintained by us. In response to a petition 
signed by numerous residents of East Boston, praying that 
one or more urinals might be erected in that section of the 
city, the City Council requested the Board to provide them, 
and locations were unanimously granted, by the City Council, 
in Maverick and Central squares. <A urinal was accordingly 
erected in Maverick square; but it had scarcely been com- 
pleted before the residents in the vicinity rose up against the 
innovation, and petitioned the City Council to order its im- 
mediate removal. The hearing before the Committee on 
Health, to whom the subject was referred, showed the griey- 
ance of the petitioners to be more fancied than real; but, in 
deference to their delicate sensibilities, the petition was 
granted, and the structure was accordingly removed. After 
this unpleasant and unprofitable experience, the project of 
erecting a similar structure in Central square was indefinitely 
postponed by the Board, to await the final disappearance of 
a popular prejudice, that sacrifices health, convenience, and 
comfort to the merest squeamishness. Several localities in 
other sections of the city, not as yet provided with, public 
urinals, have been examined with a view to supplying them 
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but no desirable places have been found where the same 
strong prejudices would not have to be met, in case urinals 
were erected on them, and the Board has preferred not to 
push its efforts in that direction at present. It is gratifying 
to be able to state, however, that our experience with the 
twenty-two public urinals erected, previous to the past year, 
has been such as to demonstrate their usefulness beyond a 
doubt, and to encourage the hope that their number will soon 
be largely increased without opposition from any quarter. 


Pusuic Batus. 


The first year’s experience of the Board with the care and 
management of the public baths has been such as to merit ap- 
proval. Bathing facilities have been furnished a larger num- 
ber of people then ever before, and at a large saving of 
expense, as compared with previous years, when the bathing 
department was under the control of the City Council. The 
appropriation of $12,500 was found to be sufficient for fur- 
nishing ample bathing accommodations. In the ten preced- 
ing years, during which the management of the bath-houses 
was under the direct control of the City Council, the 
average annual expense of maintaining the public baths was 
$27,945.23; showing a reduction in expenses for the past 
year, as compared with the average expenses of the ten pre- 
ceding years, of $15,445.23. This large decrease of ex- 
penditure has been partly owing toa reduction in the number 
of bath-houses; but it has been more especially due to the 
rigid system of economy and the careful supervision of the 
conduct of the departinent pursued by the Board. 

The number of bathers during the last bathing season, 
from June Ist to October Ist, as compared with the number 
the previous year, is as follows : —

It is believed that this estimate of the number of bathers 
is substantially accurate, or, at all events, not excessive. 
This increase is the more noticeable from the fact that three of 
the old bath-houses were discontinued at the beginning of the 
season. These were all situated in localities unfitted for 
bathing purposes, on account of the fouling of the water by 
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sewage, and they were located sufficiently near to bath- 
houses not open to this objection as not to render their dis- 
continuance any serious privation to those who had made use 
of them. The locations:of some of the houses still in use 
are so fouled by the flow of the sewers as to necessitate clos- 
ing them at low tide; but the accommodations they afford at 
other tides, in the densely populated sections of the city in 
which they are situated, have been deemed sufficient to war- 
rant their continuance. 

During the bathing season twelve men, including a general 
superintendent, and seven women, were employed as keepers. 
Seven men, all of whom were practical mechanics, were em- 
ployed under the direct supervision of the Board during the 
remaining months to make all necessary repairs upon the old 
houses, and two new floating houses have been built to take 
the place of old ones deemed unfit for further use. The 
beach at the L-street house, in South Boston, has been ex- 
tended by the removal of the peat-bank which has hitherto 
encumbered it, and a foundation has been made for an en- 
largement of the dressing-rooms at this location. The three- 
years’ lease of the beach at the foot of L street having ex- 
pired the past year, a renewal of the same was made' for a 
term of six years, at the same rental as heretofore paid. The 
lease of the bath-house location at the Sectional Dock at East 
Boston has also been renewed for one year, at the same rent 
as formerly, the Dock Company being unwilling to execute 
a lease for a longer period on the same terms.

Each superintendent in charge will see that adults remain in the water 
not longer than thirty minutes, and children under twelve years of age 
not longer than fifteen minutes. 


Bathers will be expected to provide their own towels and soap. 
Female bathers will be required to furnish suitable bathing-dresses. 
Those desiring towels can obtain them of the Superintendent i in char ge, 
at moderate expense. 


Boys and girls under fifteen years of age will not be admitted to the 
bath-houses after 7 o’clock, P.M.; and the decision of the Superin- 
tendent in charge against admission will be final. 


Each Superintendent in charge will have full charge of his premises, 
and authority to withhold the facilities from all not conforming to 
these rules; and he will be required to render every reasonable assist- 
ance to bathers. 


No smoking, profanity, or noisy conversation will be allowed on the 
premises; and any person guilty of defacing the dressing-room, fences, 
or tanks, by writing, marking, or cutting, or other misconduct, will be 
excluded from the baths, or arrested, according to the nature of the 
offence. 


All questions of priority in bathing, or the use of dressing-rooms, 


must be referred to the Superintendent i in charge, whose decision will 
be final. 


A police officer will be in constant attendance, for the purpose of 
preserving order and enforcing these regulations, in concurrence with 
the Superintendent i in charge.

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SCHOOL—HOUSES. 


The various school buildings throughout the city have been © 
carefully inspected during the year, and the result of the in- 
spection has been transmitted to the proper authorities. The 
defects pointed out have been promptly remedied, but the 
most constant vigilance is required to keep the buildings in 
proper sanitary condition. The loud complaints made a year 
ago as to the condition of some of the school-houses have not 
been repeated the past year, and there is every reason to be- 
lieve that they will not be, so long as reasonable care is ex- 
ercised by the authorities in providing the school buildings 
with proper drainage and pure air. It is the purpose of the 
Board to make a thorough inspection of the school-houses 
during the summer vacation, in order that they may be put 
in proper condition before the opening of the school year. 
Following is the result of the last inspection of all the school- 
houses in the city : —

QUARANTINE. 


Quarantine was administered during the summer as usual, 
and without the occurrence of anything to mark the season 
as an uncommon one. 

Three men affected with small-pox were removed from 
vessels, treated in the hospital at Gallop’s Island, and all re- 
covered. ‘T'wo of these cases were removed from a passenger 
steamer from Liverpool, at different times, and one from a 
sailing vessel, which hailed from the West Indies. Vaccina- 
tions of the crew and passengers, and the disinfection of the 
vessel, followed in each case, and in no instance has any 
quarantinable disease reached the city from that source. 

The physicians in immediate charge of the quarantine, and 
the officers of the department in general, have been active 
and faithful in the discharge of all duties that have been 
placed upon them. Gallop’s, or Hospital Island, with all its 
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appurtenances, the quarantine steamer, and the entire equip- 
ment of the department, is in perfect working order. 

The examination of vessels coming into the port will be 
commenced this season on the 15th of May instead of the 1st 
of June, as has been customary, owing to the unusual preva- 
lence of small-pox in many of the foreign ports. 


BuRIAL—GROUNDS. 


There are some thirty-five burial-grounds, public and _ pri- 
vate, within the corporate limits of this city. Nineteen of 
these belong to the city, and seventeen of them are under the 
supervision of the Board of Health, Mount Hope and Cedar 
Grove Cemeteries being under the charge of boards of com- 
missioners. The grounds under the charge of the Board of 
Health have been under the care of the same superintendents 
as in the previous year, and they need not be, therefore, 
specially commented upon, as in the last report. 

Interments in graves in the grounds of the city proper have 
been prohibited for many years, while burials in the tombs of 
those grounds are still permitted. Interments in the grounds 
of the Bennington-street Cemetery, East Boston ; Evergreen 
Cemetery, Brighton; South-street and Walter-street, West 
Roxbury ; Dorchester, North and South, and Codman Ceme- 
teries, Dorchester, and Bunker Hill, Charlestown, are still 
allowed. 

The total number of deaths within the city during the last 
year was eight thousand five hundred and twenty-nine. ‘The 
number of burials within the limits of the city during the 
same time was five thousand seven hundred and thirty. The 
difference between these two numbers does not, however, 
accurately represent the number of those who were buried in 
the city out of those who died within the city, for many died 
here whose residence and friends were out of the city, and 
their remains were carried away for interment. Then, again, 
there are people living out of the city who own, by inherit- 
ance, or otherwise, an interest in some of the old tombs in 
the city proper (the use of which has long since been gener- 
ally abandoned by the actual inhabitants of the city), and 
they exercise their right to bring their dead from the country 
and bury them in these tombs. ‘This they will probably con- 
tinue to do as long as such burials are permitted by the City 
Council. It is to be regretted that efforts to close these 
tombs to further burials have hitherto been unsuccessful. 

Burials in fifteen cemeteries within the city having the 
largest number of interments during the past year were as

Of those dying within the city during the last year eleven 
hundred and forty-two were buried at Mt. Auburn and 
Woodlawn Cemeteries, the number in each being about 
equal. These figures show that the great majority of the 
burials have been made in those cemeteries remote from 
habitations, and having constant efforts made for their adorn- 
ment, from which no offence can come to the living, and 
where the remains’ will be sure of a quiet resting-place, 
amidst all that is pleasing to the eye and soothing to the 
feelings of their bereaved relatives and friends. 


DISPOSITION OF WASTES. 


The disposition of the different wastes of the city, includ- 
ing ashes, offal, street-sweepings, house-dirt, the dead bodies 
of dogs, cats, rats, and fowl, and all rubbish, of whatever 
nature, that is in any way mixed or contaminated with any 
decomposable animal or vegetable substances, is a question 
which has deeply interested the Board of Health, and which 
we wish to bring to the attention of the City Council. 

There are collected in the city annually 147,980 loads of 
house-dirt and ashes, 26,000 loads of house-offal, 52,020 
loads of street-sweeping, 8,727 loads of cesspool matter, 
-and many thousands -of small dead animals. ‘These matters 
are more or less mixed one with another, and are capable, 
under favorable conditions, of making a great deal of nuisance. 
They are dumped in a great many places in the city. Some- 
times it is only a matter of getting rid of the material in 
some out-of-the-way-place, and sometimes it is used as cheap 
filling in vacant lots, streets, alley-ways, etc. Many poor 
people use this material for raising the grade of cellars and 
yards in low places. 

It will be admitted readily that there can be no objection 
to the use of clean ashes as filling anywhere; but the use of 
these mixed substances, decomposing and stinking as they are, 
under or near any habitation, should be as readily con- 
demned by all thoughtful persons. Clean ashes must be 
considered a rare article in any city. The ash barrel or the 
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ash heap is universally regarded as the grand receptacle and 
fittest place for any and all sorts of dirty articles, too numer- 
ous and disgusting to mention, but well known in every 
household. Who will review the list, and then place his 
house over or near the place filled with such poisonous mat- 
ter? House offal, which is not too largely mixed with ashes 
and other wastes, is taken away by the city carts and sold to 
farmers, and other persons, who feed it out to pigs, cows, and 
hens. This method we believe has seen its day, and requires 
a change. Feeding animals from selected and fresh substan- 
ces from the table and kitchen is one thing, and feeding them 
from the mixture of an hundred incompatible articles, acids, 
alkalies, animal and vegetable substances, constituting one 
mass of sour and offensive material, is quite another. 

Many hogs are killed by eating it, and we have no doubt 
the health, as well as the flesh for food, of all hogs, are un- 
favorably affected by it. 

It is well known that where animals are fed upon a strong 
smelling substance it may be easily detected by smell or 
taste in the flesh of the ox, the milk of the cow, and the 
egg of the fowl. The mother may be indiscreet in the use 
of an article of diet or drink, and soon notice the ill effect in 
her nursing infant. Why should we expect immunity for the 
child who is fed upon the milk of cows that are fed on slops 
and sour offal? 

Drive a steer through a garlic field, and you can smell the 
garlic from his flesh on the broiler, and on your plate. Feed 
your dog on decayed meat, and his breath and skin will drive 
you from his presence. ‘The flesh and other products of the 
animal are characterized by their food, and yet the flesh of 
the pig, the egg of the fowl, and the milk of the cow, are 
used, without “uch thought as to what has entered into their 
manufacture. We will say, however, that we never knew a 
Jarmer to keep for his own use the pork made from this un- 
natural food ; it is generally sent to market, and he makes the 
pork for his own use from wholesome food. Hungry ani- 
mals will devour this stuff before starving, and in a measure 
nourish upon it; but that does not prove the fitness of the 
food, or the preference of the animal for it, so far as domes- 
tic animals are concerned. 

The price paid by farmers for this material has dimin- 
ished very largely within a few years. The decrease in the 
income to the city, notwithstanding the increase of material, 
has been over 30 per cent. in three years. 

The greater distance to which it now has to be carried, to 
get beyond the thickly populated parts of the city, and the 
very objectionable features of the piggeries, for which this 
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material makes demand, contribute to the increasing obsta- 
cles in the way of continuing the present method of dispos- 
ing of our house offal. 

It is practicable, and without any serious expense, to pass 
all of this 234,727 loads of material through a cremating pro- 
cess, and not only destroy at once all offensive odors and 
prevent any further decomposition, but produce from it valu- 
able materials that would have an immediate ‘cash value in the 
market. We are not prepared to say to what extent the cost 
of destroying or carbonizing this material would be returned 
in the sale of the products, but we are persuaded that a large 
part, if not all of it, would be so returned; and even were no 
other return made than that of filling our vacant lots, streets, 
and marshes with solid and clean material, such as this pro- 
cess would produce, instead of the present foul and disgusting 
matter, we should consider ourselves amply paid for-all the 
cost attending the process of burning. Enough is already 
known of the actual working of the necessary apparatus to 
justify us in calling it a practical success, a sanitary blessing, 
and by no means a pecuniary failure. We respectfully but 
earnestly recommend that.the City Council consider the pro- 
priety of adopting this method of treating the offensive part 
of our city waste, and we respectfully suggest that to this end 
a competent committee, agent, or officer of the government 
be directed to make such investigation of the process of burn- 
ing these materials, and report thereon, as may bring the sub- 
ject properly before the City Council for its action. 

The sanitary authorities in England and on the continent 
are keenly aroused to the importance of this subject, and are 
now actively engaged in bringing into use a new method for 
getting rid of this large amount of objectionable refuse with- 
out nuisance. 

Last November the Sanitary Committee and the Medical 
Health Officer of London were authorized to investigate these 
new processes of disposing of refuse, and report the result of 
their observations. A deputation of this committee, with the 
Health Officer, in January last, visited the engineering 
premises of Manlove, Alliott, Fryer & Co., at Nottingham, 
the patentees of the machinery for burning refuse, and then 
visited Leeds, Bradford, Warrington and Manchester, at all 
of which places they found the furnaces and machinery in 
actual operation, and thoroughly examined the whole process. 

The’ report of these investigations made to the Sanitary 
Committee of the Honorable Commissioners of Sewers, by 
Wm. Sedewick Saunders, M.D., Medical Officer of Health of 
London (alluding to the deputation), concludes as follows : 
“From direct inquiry from the officials employed by the vari- 
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ous urban and suburban sanitary authorities, who have adopted 
the system of cremation, they satisfied themselves of the 
economy effected by it as compared with the older methods, 
and are of opinion that its establishment in the city of Lon- 
don will effect an enormous saving in the charges now in- 
curred under the existing regime. In one of “the places 
above referred to they learned that the sanitary authorities 
had saved £5,000 a year out of a previous outlay of £17,000 
a year, the old cost being £17,000 as compared with £12,000 
under the process of cremation. 

“The convictions, arrived at from a careful inspection of the 
various processes in active operation, were materially strength- 
ened by the disinterested testimony of various municipal 
authorities, including the Mayors of Leeds, Bradford and 
Warrington, Aldermen and Chairmen of Sanitary Commit- 
tees, Medical officers of Health, Borough Engineers, and the 
persons actually employed in the business, all of whom 
combined the freest information with the most genial courtesy, 
and who, without exception, spoke in the highest terms of 
approval. From the evidence thus collected, the deputa- 
tion came to the unanimous conclusion, that the system re- 
cently inaugurated is sound in theory, and desirable in 
practice ; that it has already passed beyond the experimental 
stage, and that it offers enormous advantages upon sanitary 
grounds, and is not to be despised for its commercial results ; 
not only did they see a work consisting of poisonous and dis- 
gusting elements dealt with, and satisfactorily disposed of, 
without nuisance of any kind, but learned that products having 
a marketable value can be, and are, produced without any 
infraction of true hygienic principles, whilst at the same 
time they may have the effect of materially reducing the 
expenses.” 


APPOINTMENTS. 


In conformity to the health ordinances the following ap- 
pointments have been made by the Board during the year : — 

On May 2, 1881, Chas. E. Davis, Jr., was chosen Clerk 
of the Board. 

On August 27, 1880, the Port Physician, Dr. Chas. E. 
Woodbury, resigned; Dr. Alfred B. Heath was advanced to 
fill the vacancy ; Dr. Chas.-W. Allen was appointed Assist- 
ant Port Physician, in place of Dr. Heath, promoted. Dr. 
Allen resigned December 7, 1880, and March 1, 1881, Dr. 
Chas. A. Huse was appointed Assistant Port Physician.

REGULATIONS OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH. 


The following regulations have been made by the Board 
of Health, and are now in force p piss 


CONTAGIOUS DISEASES. 


Ordered, That all vessels arriving at this port, which have on board 
at the time of their arrival, or have had during their passage to this 
port, any sickness of a contagious or doubtful character, which may be 
detrimental to the public health, shall be anchored at quarantine. No 
such vessel shall proceed, nor shall her cargo, or any part thereof, be 
discharged, nor any person be allowed to go.on board or leave her 
while in quarantine, without the written permit of the Port Physician. 
And the Port Physician is hereby authorized and instructed to take such 
measures with regard to said vessel as, in his judgment, the health of 
the city may require. — (March 7, 1873.) 


IMMIGRANTS. 


Ordered, That allimmigrants arriving at this port in vessels from 
foreign ports be detained thereon until an inspection of such immigrants 
has been made by the City Physician, with a view to the necessity of 
their vaccination. And the City Physician is hereby instructed to cause 
such immigrants who may not, in his judgment, be already protected 
against small-pox, to be vaccinated before leaving the vessel. — (March 
14, 1873.) 

FRUIT. 


No person shall sell, or offer for sale, or have in his possession with 
intent to sell, in this city, any unwholesome, décayed, or stale fruit or 
vegetables. — (August 1, 1873.) 


HipEs AND Horws. 


Ordered, That, from the first day of April to the first day of Novem- 
ber, no green hides or horns shall be cured, stored, or be suffered to 
remain within the limits of the city, without a written permit from the 
Board of Health. 

This order to take effect from the thirty-first instant.— (May 7, 1875.) 


REMOVAL OF MANURE. 


Ordered, That no manure shall be removed except in a tight canvas- 
covered vehicle, with the covering so secured to the sides and ends of 
the vehicle as to prevent the manure from being dropped or left in any 
street or way in the city, in process of removal, or loaded in nor upon 
any street, lane, or passage-way, nor upon nor across any sidewalk.— 
(May 10, 1875.)

LEAKY CARTS. 


Ordered, That no person removing manure, house offal, swill, or filth 
of any kind, shall suffer it to leak or escape from any vehicle by him 
owned or driven, in or upon any street, court, square, lane, alley, 
wharf, or public enclosure, in the city ot Boston.— (May 12, 1875.) 


RENDERING. 


By virtue of the authority given by Chapter 36 of the General Stat- 
utes, the Board of Health of the City of Boston makes the following 
regulation: That on and after Nov. 30, 1875, the trade or employment 
of slaughtering cattle, calves, sheep, or swine, or of rendering tallow 
or other refuse animal matter, shall not be carried on within the limits 
of the City of Boston, except on the islands of the harbor, or at the 
Abattoir in Brighton District, or at such other place or places as may 
hereafter be assigned by the Board of Health. — (Nov. 6, 1875.) 


STREET SPRINKLING, ETC. 


That on and after August 1, 1876, no filthy or offensive water shall at 
any time be sprinkled; poured, thrown, ‘or put upon any street of the 
city. 

Any violation of this regulation will subject the offender to presecu- 
tion and a fine not exceeding one hundred dollars. — (July 28, 1876.) 


KEEPING COWS. 


That no person shall keep or allow to be kept in any building, or on 
any premises of which he may be the owner, lessee, tenant, or occu- 
pant, more cows than at the rate of one for each three thousand square 
feet of land, in or near the built-up portion of the city, without a written 
permit from the Board of Health. 

Every person keeping a cow shall cause the place where it is kept to 
be well ventilated and drained, and kept at all times in a cleanly and 
wholesome condition. — (July 28, 1876.) 


REMOVAL OF RUBBISH, ETC. ‘ 


Ordered, That no person removing earth, dirt, sawdust, soot, ashes, 
cinders, shavings, hair, shreds, manure, oysters, clams, or lobsters, 
waste water, or any animal or vegetable substance, house offal, swill, 
rubbish, or filth of any kind whatsoever, shall suffer it to leak, escape, 
or drop from any vehicle by him owned or driven, into or upon any 
street, court, square, lane, alley, wharf, or public enclosure in the City 
of Boston. — (September 8, 1876.) - 


SCARLET FEVER. 


Ordered, That no child from any family in which a ease of scarlet 
fever has occurred, or shall hereafter oceur, shall, without a written 
permit from this Board, attend any school in this city until the expi- 
ration of four weeks from the commencement of the last case in such 
family. Such length of time shall be certified in writing by a physician, 
or some responsible member of the family, the certificate to be pre- 
sented to the teacher of the school before the child is admitted. — (Jan- 
uary 9, 1877.)

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GLANDERS AND FARCY. 


No horse, or other animal, having a disease known as glanders or 
farcy, shall be driven or brought into the city. 

The owner, agent, or other person in charge of an animal so affected 
within the city, shall forthwith report the fact to the Board of Health, 
together with the name of such owner, and the place where the animal 
is kept, and it shall be disposed of under the direction of said Board. 

Any veterinary surgeon, or other person called to examine or attend 
such animal, shall within twenty-four hours report to said Board the 
above facts and the type of the disease. — (Nov. 7, 1877.) 


DIPHTHERIA AND TYPHUS FEVER. 


Voted, That in addition to the diseases (small-pox and scarlet fever) 
now required to be reported to the Board of Health, under Chapter 26 of 
the General Statutes, physicians who are called to visit cases of diph- 
theria or typhus fever, and householders in whose families such diseases 
may exist, will hereatter be required to give immediate notice thereof 
to the city Board of Health. — (Dec. 29, 1877.) 


QUARANTINE. 


Ordered, That, from the fifteenth day of May, 1881, until November 
Ist, 1881, all vessels arriving in this harbor from the following ports 
shall stop at the Quarantine Station, viz.: all vessels from any port in 
Europe, from the Western, Madeira, Canary, or Cape de Verde Islands ; 
from the Mediterranean or Straits thereof, from the west coast of Africa, 
or around the Cape of Good Hope; from the West India, Bahama, or 
Bermuda Islands; from any American ports south of Virginia, includ- 
ing Central and South America; and also vessels arriving from any 
place in the United States or British America, where they may have 
touched on their way from any foreign port or place above named. 

No such vessel can leave quarantine, or discharge her cargo, or any 
part thereof, without the written permit of the Port Physician, who is 
hereby authorized and instructed to take any measures in regard to 
such vessels, and to make such rules and regulations for their govern- 
ment while in quarantine as in his judgment the security of the health 
of the city may require. 

And, for the permit so granted, the Port Physician shall have the 
right to demand and receive from each vessel, her. master or owners, 
the fee established by the Board of Health. 


Boston, August 7, 1878. 


By virtue of the authority given in Chapter 26 of the General Statutes, 
the Board of Health of the City of Boston hereby forbids the exercise, 
after date, of the trade or employment of manufacturing fertilizers or 
guano from fish or other animal matter within the limits of the City of 
Boston, except on the Islands, at the Abattoir in the Brighton District, 
or at such other place or places as may have been or may hereafter be 
assigned by said Board; such trade or employment being in the opinion 
of the Boarda nuisance, hurtful to the inhabitants, the exercise of which 
is attended by noisome and i injurious odors. 


SALT. 
Boston, February 27, 1880. 


Whereas, In the judgment of the Board of Health, the sprinkling of 
salt or mixture of salt with other matter, upon the public streets, ways, 


. 
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and sidewalks of the city, while snow or ice overlies the surface of 
the same, is cause of sickness and injurious to the public health; there- 
fore, 

Ordered, That no salt, or mixture of salt with other matter, shall 
hereafter be sprinkled, scattered, or put upon any public street, way, 
or sidewalk of the city, while snow or ice overlies the surface of such 
street, way, or sidewalk, without the written permission of the Board 
of Health. 


QUARANTINE FEES. 
May 20, 1881. 


Drache That from and after this date the fees to be paid by vessels 
requiring to be examined at quarantine shall be as follows: for steamers, 
ships, and bar ges, eight dollars; for brigs, schooners, sloops, and other 
vessels, five dollars each. Such sums shall be collected of the master 
of the vessel before leaving quarantine, when practicable; and when 
not practicable the Port Physician is authorized in his discretion to take 
orders on the consignees, payable to the order of the City Collector. All 
fees for examining vessels, and all other moneys received by the Port 
Physician, shall be paid ky him into the City Treasury.

To the Board of Health : — 


GENTLEMEN, —I have the honor to submit the following 
report of this office, for the year ending April 30, 1881: 
There have been 2,841 persons vaccinated, and 1,123 certifi- 
cates of vaccination given to children for their admission into 
the public schools. Vaccine virus has been furnished to 
twenty-five physicians, residents of the city. Visits have 
been made at the Jail daily, or oftener, as the occasion re- 
quired, to see the sick; and 1,453 prisoners have been ex- 
amined for complaints, real or feigned. ‘The sick at the city 
prison have been seen whenever it was necessary. There 
have been made 246 visits at the Temporary Home, includ- 
ing the care of fifteen cases of childbirth. A physical ex- 
amination of 136 men for the Fire Department, and of 179 
men for the Police Department, has been made, in order to 
ascertain if they were qualified to perform their respective 
duties. 

I have seen, also, 442 bodies of persons who have died 
without a physician in attendance during their last illness. 
These cases comprise, principally, those who die from chronic 
disease, where there has been no medical care for months be- 
fore death, and those who die suddenly, though not under 
suspicious circumstances. They include, also, infants who die 
at birth, or soon after, with no physician to make the neces- 
sary returns. In such instances a careful examination is: 
made, the symptoms learned, and a diagnosis reached suf- 
ficient for all practical purposes. The law requires a medical 
certificate of death before a permit is granted to bury a body ; 
and these examinations are made in order to conform to the 
law, as well as to collect the statistics for the bills of mor- 
tality. 

In conclusion, I desire to acknowledge the hearty codpera- 
tion on all occasions of my assistant, Dr. McCollom; and I 
wish also to thank your Board for the many acts of kindness 
and courtesy which, officially and personally, I have received 
at your hands.

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PORT PHYSICIAN'S REPORT. 


QUARANTINE STATION, DEER ISLAND, 
Boston, May 1, 1881. 
To the Board of Health: — 


GENTLEMEN,—I herewith submit the following report of the 
Quarantine Department for the past year. The year has been 
an unusually busy one, but otherwise uneventful. My main 
endeavor has been to sustain the reputation which this de- 
partment has enjoyed in former years. During the year 565 
vessels were inspected, twenty of which were detained for 
fumigation and observation. The amount of fees collected 
was $3,798. Three patients suffering from small-pox, and six 
from yellow fever, were removed to Gallop’s Island Hospital 
for treatment; two men were also removed to the Hospital 
for observation. All recovered with the exceptjon of one 
person, removed for observation, and, death ensuing in a short 
time, an autopsy revealed yellow atrophy of the liver as the 
cause of death. One thousand six hundred and ninety-one 
persons on infected vessels were vaccinated during the year. 

The unparalleled emigration from all foreign ports to this 
country at the present time suggests inquiry as to whether 
ample safeguards are provided to protect our city frofn the 
introduction of infectious diseases now prevalent at so many 
- foreign ports. The Health Officer of the Port of New York 
has recently called attention to the fact that small-pox on 
board the passenger steamers arriving at that port has been 
unprecedentedly frequent of late. In explanation of this 
state of things the Health Officer says: “The cases which 
are developed on or before arrival at this port constitute but 
a small portion of the unfortunate results consequent on the 
extensive infection of emigrants at the port of departure. 
The incubative period for small-pox — fourteen days—is so 
much less than the average passage of steamships from many 
of the European and English ports that there is great danger 
of the disease developing far in the interior of the country. 
It will be apparent that no amount of vigilance at this port 
can prevent this result, since the inspected emigrant passes 
quarantine perfectly well.” 


* 
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The same remarks apply to this port, and I beg to suggest 
the propriety of your Board’s considering whether steps 
should not be taken to bring about a uniform system of vac- 
cination of all immigrants at all the principal sea-ports of the 
country immediately upon their arrival. The best. method of 
securing this result is a question which deserves the serious 
consideration of our health authorities, in view of its impor- 
tant bearing on the sanitary welfare of the entire country.

The only building needed on the island is a storehouse. 


There is no building in which we could temporarily shelter 
an infected cargo, should it be necessary to do so. I would 
respectfully recommend that a building be erected for the 


purpose. 
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The steamer “Samuel Little” is inso good a condition that 
I am pleased to mention it. The captain and engineer, with 
their assistants, have labored so earnestly to accomplish this ~ 
result that I feel it incumbent on me to bring the fact to your 
notice. The medical staff of the department has undergone 
several changes during the year. Dr. Chas. E. Woodbury 
resigned Aug. 27, 1880, and Dr. A. B. Heath was advanced 
to fill the vacancy." Dr. Chas. W. Allen was appointed 
Assistant Port Physician Sept. I', and resigned Dec. 15, 
1880. Dr. Chas. A. Huse was appointed Assistant Port 
Physician March 1, 1881. 

I am indebted to Col. Guy C. Underwood, Superintendent 
of the Deer Island Institutions, for many favors and acts of 
courtesy. 

In conclusion, it gives me great pleasure to acknowledge 
the many acts of courtesy and kindness, both official and per- 
sonal, which [ have received from the members of your Board.

There are employed in sweeping and cleaning the streets, 
170 men, 29 carts, 9 sweeping-machines and 6 water-carts. 
Of this number, there are 82 men employed 9 months in the

The principal streets are cleaned daily, and 


others twice in each week. The remaining months the teams 
are employed in removing house-dirt, and sweeping on 
crossings, and removing snow from sidewalks of public build- 
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ings. The number of miles of streets cleaned, 185 per 
week. The cost of labor for doing this work for the year 
ending April 21, 1881, $74,833.61. 


Hovust-OFFAL. 


There are employed in removing house-offal 91 men and 
42 wagons. The offal is removed from dwelling-houses three 
times a week during the summer months, and twice a week 
during the winter ; from hotels, markets, and restaurants it 
is removed daily. This material is deposited at depots, and 
sold to farmers from adjoining towns. The cost of labor for 
doing this work, ending April 21st, 1881, $57,091.17. 


Hovusr-Dirt AND ASHES. 


There are employed in removing house-dirt 127 men and 
60 carts ; the same is removed from hotels, tenement-houses, 
and stores, twice in each week, and from dwellings once a 
week. Bills for sale of ashes are forwarded to the Collector. 
The cost of labor for doing this work, for the year ending 
April 21st, 1881, $96,954.32. 


CESSPOOLS. 


There are employed in cleaning cesspools 35 men and 14 
wagons ; they are cleaned as often as required, and their con- 
tents conveyed to a dump, and immediately covered with 
ashes. The cost of labor for doing this work, ending April 
21st, 1881, $10,631.33. 


MECHANICS.

COMMITTEE ON RULES AND ORDERS 


OF THE 


COMMON COUNCIL 


RELATIVE TO 


AMENDING RULE 46. 


In Common CovunciL, June 23, 1881. 


The Committee on Rules and Orders of the Common 
Council, to which was referred the question of amending 
Rule 46, having considered the same, begs leave to report as 
follows :— a 

Although a motion to close debate at a fixed time has been 
heretofore made and allowed in this council, your committee 
is of the opinion that a strict construction of Rule 46 would 
preclude its admission. The rules of the House of Repre- 
sentatives of this State, on which our rules are mainly 
founded, contain a specific rule, “to close the debate at a 
specified time,” which motion stands next to that for “the pre- 
vious question.” 

By ‘parliamentary law, and especially by our Rule 57, if 
the previous question be ordered, not only debate ceases but 
all pending subsidiary motions, except amendments then 
existing, are rejected. The resort to the motion for the 
previous question is often embarrassing to members who 
wish to assign, commit or recommit the main question, and 
who believe that a prolonged debate is wearisome, unprofit- 
able and perhaps intentionally diffuse. A specific motion to 
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close debate will often meet the wish of the majority to come 
to a vote not only on the main question but on the subsidiary 
ones. As sucha motion is parliamentary and useful, your 
committee recommends its adoption by the Common Council. 
It seems also desirable that the motion should be settled 
promptly when made, and therefore be included with the 
motion for the previous question in Rule 50. 

Your committee, therefore, respectfully recommends the 
* passage of the accompanying order marked A. 

The last clause of Rule 46 seems to be unnecessary, as the 
motion referred to therein has probably never been made in 
the council; your committee recommends that it be repealed. 
‘To afford members all possible information on the subject of 
motions, and of the time to make them, your committee 
recommends the addition to Rule 46 of the following words, 
based upon Cushing (Law and Practice of Legislative As- 
semblies) Sect. 1525: “ When one of these motions has been 
made, none of the others inferior to it in precedence can be 
made; and in proceeding to vote, motions pending must be 
put in the order of their rank as above assigned.” Should 
this suggestion be adopted, the amended rule will stand as 
shown in appendix B. 

Your committee recommends that Rule 50 be amended by 
inserting after the words “on a motion” the words “to close 
debate at a specified time,” and also to add this latter phrase 
at the end of Rule 64, all as set forth in appendices A and B. 

Your committee, although not specially instructed to con- 
sider the matter, is of the opinion that Rule 63 needs amend- 
ment. The day following some meeting of the council may 
be Sunday or a legal holiday; this year it has happened 
that on the day following a regular meeting, the office of the 
Clerk of the Common Council was closed by vote of the 
City Council. It seems well to provide for such cases by 
adding to said Rule 63 the following clause: “The twenty- 
four hours in which notice as above may be given, shall be 
reckoned irrespective of those days during which the clerk’s 
office is not required to be kept open.”

These several motions shall have precedence in the order in 
which they stand arranged. They shall not be applied to each 
other, except that the motion to assign, commit, amend, recom- 
mit, or refer, may be amended; the previous question may be 
demanded upon an amendment, which motion shall be de- 
cided without debate; and the motion to close debate may be |. 
applied to any debateable question pending at the time it is moved, 
except those named in Rule 50. When one of these motions has 
been made, none of the others, inferior to it in precedence, can be 
made; and in proceeding to vote, motions pending must be put in 
the order of their rank, as above assigned. 

Rute 50. Debate on a call for the previous question, or on @ 
motion to close debate at a specified time, to lay on the table, or 
take from the table, shall not exceed ten minutes, and no member 
shall speak more than three minutes. In such debate, however, 
the merits:of the main question shall not be discussed. 

Rute 64. When a motion for reconsideration has been decided, 
that decision shall not be reconsidered, and no question shall be 
twice reconsidered ; nor shall any reconsideration be had upon 
either of the following motions : — 


To adjourn, 
To lay on the table, 
To take from the table, 
For the previous question, 
or 
To close debate at a specified time.

Soup has been distributed as in years past under the super- 
vision of the Police Department. The distribution began 
January 4, 1881, and ended March 16, 1881, the City Coun- 
cil having ‘appropriated $2,500 for the purpose. 

Of Hie sum $2,231.96 was expended, leaving a balance on 
hand of $268.04. From the statistics below if will be seen 
that over 14,000 less meals were issued than during the years 
1879 and 1880, and while the expense per meal was s somewhat 
larger during the latter year, the money expended was 
$235.53 less. 

This saving was not effected by depriving any needy or 
deserving person of food, nor by any curtailment in its dis- 
tribution in order to make a good showing on the side of 
economy. 

It was distributed under precisely the same rules and with 
equal generosity as in previous years, but the demand was 
less imperative. The improvement in the financial condition 
of the community, and the general employment of all who 
desired to work, lessened the necessity for this public 
charity, and the increased care taken by the police to insure 
that none but those worthy received aid, diminished the de- 
mand for it, and enabled the department to fully carry out the 
distribution in the generous spirit in which provision for it 
was made, and at the same time to keep the expense within 
the limits of the appropriation.

Harpor POLICE. 


The Harbor Police still retains its anomalous position in the 
Police Department ; the appointment of the captain in charge 
of it being made by the Mayor, while his salary is paid out of 
the police appropriation, and he reports to and is under the 
rules and regulations of the Board of Police Commissioners. 
It is very desirable that the recommendation made in the last 
report of this Board, which was fully endorsed by His Honor 
the Mayor in his last inaugural, be carried out. 

The statistics below show only a portion of the work done 
by the Harbor Police during the past year. The steamer 
“Protector” has been constantly employed doing its own 
proper work, and also in duty for other departments, 
when for any reason the boats belonging to them have not 
been in use. The work of the Harbor Police increases from 
year to year as the city increases in size, and in the amount 
of business done within its limits. The development of the 
various railroad properties along the water front, involving a 
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corresponding development of the shipping interest, and the 
constantly growing tide of summer travel to and from the 
various seashore resorts, require careful supervision on the 
part of the police to insure public safety and good order. 
The Harbor Police has performed its various and arduous 
duties most satisfactorily and with hardly a complaint against 
it for any cause whatever.

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INSPECTORS. 


As originally organized, the Central Detective Force con- 
sisted of one Chief Inspector and six Inspectors. It was 
found that this number of men was insufficient to properly 
perform the services required of the force. Within a radius 
of a mile from State street, Boston has seven large railroad 
depots, the termini of as many great avenues of ingress and 
egress to and from the city, which require constant watching 
to detect the large number of criminals of various classes, 
from the skilful bank robber to the pickpocket or panel thief, 
who are constantly coming to and leaving every large city. 
Especially is this the case on holidays, and at other times 
when our city is crowded by persons seeking recreation, but 
at all seasons a considerable number of men in citizen’s dress 
are needed in our streets, particularly near our lareve 
moneyed institutions, and in our most frequented thorough- 
fares, in our places of amusement and elsewhere, for the pro- 
tection of the public. For these duties are required not 
only keen, cool-headed men who are good judges of human 
nature, and are ready, when there is a public necessity, to 
fearlessly take responsibility, but also men who are generally 
conversant withthe whole city, and with the criminals who come 
here for awhile for the purpose of plying their criminal voca- 
tions, or who permanently reside here. For these and other 
reasons it was deemed desirable to increase the force at the 
Inspector’s office, and seven patrolmen selected as specially 
qualified for the position, several having been kept for a 
long time on special detective service by the commanding 
officers of the divisions to which they had been respectively 
attached, were detailed to act as assistants, and are now per- 
forming duty at the Superintendent’s office under the imme- 
diate supervision of the Chief Inspector. This did not involve 
any extra expense to the city, as these men remain patrolmen. 

They are practically in a training school, on probation, 
liable at any time, for sufficient reason, to be returned to duty 
as patrolmen at some station-house. They have the oppor- 
tunity to show what aptitude they may have in this branch 
of police service, and, by faithful and efficient work, to 
strengthen their claims for promotion to higher grades as 
vacancies occur therein. 

The duties of the Inspectors are of a most varied and dif_i- 
cult character, and require men of peculiar powers. Few 
men are by nature good detectives, and fewer still are fitted 
for all kinds of detective work. .The idea so general, that 
every man is capable of doing everything is never proved 


to be more utterly baseless, than when applied to police work,

especially in its detective branch. The different grades and 
classes of crime necessitate that there should be, in every 
well-organized detective force, officers of varied qualitica- 
tions, some good for one kind of work, and some for an- 
other ; and that is the best force which can readily furnish 
active and trained officers capable of meeting any emergency. 
To this condition it has been the aim of the Board to bring 
eur central detective force, and the results of its work show 
that it has been greatly improved in morale and efficiency. 

A central detective force, independent of control by sub- 
ordinate officers outside of it, has always been considered a 
necessity in cities of any considerable size the world over; 
and where the police organizations are of the highest rank, as 
in Paris and London, such a force is held of most importance, 
and is most carefully perfected. All police officers are, or 
should be, detectives to a greater or less extent, but patrol- 
men on their routes, and officers detailed for special detective 
work on subdivisions of any Police department, such as our 
police divisions, are necessarily circumscribed in their duties. 
While they should know all the suspicious places and people 
on, and all the criminals who frequent, their respective routes 
and divisions, they have little opportunity to know those on the 
routes and divisions of other officers, and criminals have only 
to change their haunts from one section of the city to another 
to be for awhile comparatively unknown and unmolested ina 
career of crime. On the other hand, a central detective 
force whose special work is to protect a whole city, can, 
by personal observations, by consultation with officers in all 
sections of it and with each other, and through the records

of the whole police department to which it belongs, gain a 
very general knowledge of the whole territory under the 
jurisdiction of that department, and of the criminal classes 
coming to or sojourning therein. Moreover in cases where 
the utmost secrecy is required for the ferreting out of crime, 
it can be better secured by having the necessary work done 


by agents belonging to a smaller and separate organization 
than by members of a large one, like our police divisions, who 
live in closest intercourse by day and by night on the street 
and elsewhere, with the many officers dttached thereto, and 
thereby becoming more quickly and easily known to the 
criminal classes of such divisions. 

Of course jealousy must always exist where several men 
or sets of men are doing a work the successful results of 
which will redound to the credit of him who first succeeds in 
accomplishing it. But this is offset to a certain extent by 
the spirit of emulation which is aroused and the check it 
places upon any collusion between officers and criminals to 
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defeat the ends of justice. The allowing such jealousy to in- 
terfere in the shghtest with the duty a police officer owes to 
the public, is an offence of the gravest character, and merits 
the severest punishment. 

A central detective force is also needed to answer the 
continual request of the police authorities of other cities for 
aid to be given them in obtaining evidence of crime, in the 
arrest of criminals who have fled from their jurisdictions, and 
in other police work, which courtesy, the cause of justice, 
and the need of like favors being granted in return, demand 
shall be fully and promptly complied with. For these and 
other purposes, our own officers are continually being sent out 
of the State on duties often requiring an absence of days. 
Continually calling patrolmen at station-houses from their 
usual work would cause great confusion, while if there should 
be no central force, and the division officers on special duty 
should be used for general purposes, portions of the city might 
be left without detective supervision. Moreover, a body of men 
specially trained for such work, is far more competent for it, 
can be more promptly and easily handled, and, being attached 
to the central office, should become better known and inspire 
ereater confidence abroad. While patrolmen on the several 
police divisions cannot be indiscriminately detailed for detec- 
tive service, yet they should, as far as practicable, when they 
show special zeal in any case, or have been the first to give 
important information or aid in unearthing any crime, be 
allowed an opportunity for finishing any work begun by them, 
and should receive the credit for any success achieved. Care 
should be taken that no officer coming into a case at a late 
hour should carry off the credit belonging to another who 
laid out the ground beforehand, and opened the straight path 
to success. Justice in such matters, giving every man his 
due, will build up a spirit of proper rivalry among the officers 
in discharge of their duties, and thereby add to the efficiency 
of the department. 

The following is the report of Captain Ham, Chief Inspec- 
tor, of a portion of the work done during the year by the men 
under his charge; a larger part being of such a character as 
cannot be represented by statistics : —

Among the most noted cases investigated are those of Mrs. 
Howe, of the Women’s Bank; George W. Meserve, for 
forging deeds and mortgages: David Money, for murder ; 
Charles J. Smith, for swindling Boston business men out of 
$70,000 ; George W. Godey, for breaking into a large num- 
ber of houses in Boston during the last five years, who is now 
serving out a sentence of twelve years in the State prison ; 
also James Gleasovu and Charles Kitcherer, for burglary in 
Boston and vicinity, now serving out sentences of eleven and 
thirteen years in the State prison. 


REGULATION OF STREET—CARS. 


The regulation of the running of the horse-cars still remains 
in Sergeant Warren and the railroad squad of fivemen. How 
thoroughly and well their duties have been performed the 
public can itself judge by looking back through the year and 
seeing how many blockades of our streets have occurred. 
These duties are very arduous, covering as they do the whole 
net-work of railroads throughout the city, and it became neces- 
sary to increase the force employed by one man during the 
year, and a further increase is necessary. ‘The men are 
especially directed to keep the cars in motion, allowing them 
to stop only long enough to take on and let off passengers, 
and to prevent the employés of one road from impeding or 
troubling those of another by slow driving or by any other 
means. Any refusal or neglect on the part of any such 
employés to promptly obey the orders of a policeman is 
immediately reported to this Board, and upon proof of the 
offence alleged the license of the offender is revoked. Dur- 
ing the past year occasion for the infliction of this punishment 
has arisen less often than in any year previous. That this 
has not been owing to any laxity on the part of the police in 
enforcing good order is shown by the fact that never have there 
been fewer street-blockades or troubles of any kind arising 
out of the running of the horse-cars. It is due to the con- . 
ductors and drivers of the cars to say that they have very 
generally lived up to the rules laid down for their govern- 
ment, while the cheerful codperation of the authorities of the 
several roads has greatly aided us in our work. 
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The recommendations made last year by this Board, that | 
legislation be asked for, as to notification to the Board of the 
residences of drivers and conductors, and changes therein ; 
as to service of notices and change in the penalties to be 
inflicted for breach of the rules and regulations laid down for 
the running of horse-cars, are earnestly renewed.

PENSIONS. 


During the year 3 pensioners have died, and 2 have 
been placed on the pension list, making the total number 
of pensioners, meluding Enos Wasgatt, who receives $3.00 
per day, and Samuel B. Ross, who receives $1.50 per day, 
by special votes of the City Council, 40 necessitating an 
annual expenditure of $15,512.50. The commission, as to 
pensions have followed out the principles laid down in its last 
report, and pensioned officers only in cases where there have 
been remarkably long and meritorious services, or where the 
person pensioned has been disabled by extraordinary causes 
out of the common line of his duty. It will be seen that the 
amount paid for pensions is quite large, and there now being © 
no relief fund from which any of it can be drawn, it must 
be paid out of the general appropriation.

By the statistics herewith presented it will be seen that the 
number of arrests for drunkenness during the past year is 
larger than for the previous year, but about the average for 
the last five years. In face of this fact, the concurrent testi- , 
mony of the members of the department is, that there has 
been but little, if any, increase of drunkenness in our midst. 

There is nothing by which mere theorists are more easily 
or plausibly led astray than by statistics. To make up a 
sound judgment from them, it is necessary to know some- 
thing how they are made up, the rules governing their 
compilations, and the facts involved in them. ‘Take the 
matter of drunkenness, — the same rule of arrests may be ap- 
plied year after year, yet it may at one time be construed 
very narrowly, at another very broadly, and the data fur- 
nished us at different. times will prove of little value as a 
means of judging as to the comparative increase or decrease 
of drunkenness in a city, and the inferences drawn will be 
practically useless. One officer on a route may arrest every 
man, — even those but slightly under the influence of intoxi- 
cating drinks; while another, equally honest, may deem it 
best to give the law a liberal construction, and allow all but 
those very much intoxicated to go on their way. On pre- 
cisely the same state of facts the arrests made by men may 
differ greatly as to number, and lead to very different con- 
clusions. 

The real question is, has drunkenness, on the whole, in- 
creased or decreased in the community? There is no better 
way of reaching a true answer than to take the opinion of the 
community, m made up from what has come, from day to day, 
under the observation of the individual members ther eof; for 
as drunkenness increases or decreases so must the number of 
drunken persons on our streets and other public places in- 
crease or decrease. Judging from this stand-point it may be 
simply said that intoxication has not become more frequent, 
compared with our population, than in years past, during the 
last year. 
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The increase of arrests during the past year for drunken- 
ness does not prove an increase of the evil to exist. It was 
owing to several causes: the reduction of the fine for a first 
offence to one dollar, which rendered men more reckless 
than before, knowing that it would be generally easy to raise 
that small amount; to the prosperous condition of the com- 
munity, which gave to all more money to expend in luxuries 
and in recreations of all kinds; and to the fact that, in order 
to improve the condition of the streets near our several 
railroad depots, most persons found to any extent under the 
influence of intoxicating drinks, were summarily arrested and 
committed to the various station-houses until that purpose — 
was accomplished. 

The screen law, so called, has been passed, and this 
Board proposes, and has ordered, that its provisions be 
enforced in a thorough, common-sense way. Whether it will 
have the good effects hoped for by its advocates remains to 
be seen. While it is claimed that the forcing people to drink 
openly will prevent many from drinking, from a sense of 
shame, it may also be claimed that public sensitiveness in 
this matter will become blunted; that any stigma against 
public drinking will be done away with; that liquor will be 
driven into basements and upper stories of buildings and 
other out-of-the-way places, and that a poor class of hard 
liquors will, from being more easily concealed, take the 
place of lighter beverages, such as lager beer and light 
wines. A fair trial of the law alone can settle the question. 

There are several changes which could be made in the 
“Liquor Laws,” so called, which would simplify matters and 
render them more effective. The utterly useless routine of 
compelling the Mayor to sign all the licenses issued by the 
Board, and which it is believed was the result of an over- 
sight in those who drew up the law and ordinance establish- 
ing the Police Commission of Boston, should be abolished, 
as heretofore recommended by us, and the licenses should go 
forth signed by those granting them. 

The Board also renews its recommendation that power be 
given it to grant licenses for the year beginning May 1, in 
the month of March and April previous. As the matter 
now stands no application for licenses can be acted on before 
May 1 of each year. The delay absolutely necessary for 
investigation in each case of the hundreds in which such 
application is made, and the new law regarding publication 
of applications, which entails a delay of ten days in each 
case after such publication and before any action can be 
taken, compels the Board to allow a violation of law for a 
longer or shorter period. The rule acted on has been to 
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permit parties who were licensed the year previous, whose 
licenses have not been revoked, and who have applied for a 
new license, to continue their business until final action is 
taken on their cases ; while new applicants, or applicants for 
new places, are not allowed to open business until permission 
is granted so to do. This course seems the fairest for all 
persons, and in accordance with what justice demands, while 
at the same time it takes away from the Board much of its 
power in the premises. The old license, being no longer 
operative, cannot be revoked. The only punishment the 
Board can inflict is to refuse a new application. The 
refusal of such application entails no further penalty under 
the law, while a revocation prevents the licensee obtaining a 
new one for one year from the first day of May following the 
revocation. 

Among the most noticeable evils attending the sale of in- 
toxicating liquors are the selling on Sunday — after twelve 
o’clock at night — and to minors. This Board is unanimous 
in the determination that these must be abated. The mem- 
bers of the department have been so instructed, and assured 
that in the proper performance of their duties they will be 
upheld. The great difficulty, enhanced by the defects in the 
law itself, is that of procuring evidence necessary to convict 
offenders. Minors are prevented by their parents from testi- 
fying ; good citizens, through indifference, or fear of appearing 
against violators of the law, their neighbors often, refuse to 
act as complainants or witnesses ; while police officers quickly 
become so well known that few violations of law come under 
their personal observation. Moreover, there being no power 
in the Board to compel the attendance of unwilling wit- 
nesses, it is unable to obtain evidence in many cases where 
complaint is made. 

These and other reasons render the conviction of offend- 
ersa work of difficulty. The Board, sitting as judges, cannot 
take from any one a vested interest, like a license, without 
proper and sufficient cause based on good evidence. It does 
not and cannot countenance the system which tempts men to 
commit offences in order to convict them, because it believes 
such a system is most demoralizing, and, in the end, pro- 
ductive of more harm than good. Such a system has lately 
been stamped as criminal by the law of New York. 

The Board must take the law as the Legislature made it, 
and enforce its provisions as it understands them, and accord- 
ing to the adjudications of the courts thereon, and not 
attempt to make a law for itself. Those who criticise the 
action of the Board in the premises, should carefully consider 
whether some of the trouble they complain of is not in the 
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law itself rather than in those appointed to execute it. 
Should they find this to be the case, they should direct their 
efforts to effect a change in the law. 

One great cause of difficulty in the enforcement of the 
Liquor Law is the provision making the possession of a 
victualler’s or innholder’s license a prerequisite to the ob- 
taining a license for selling liquor to be drunk on the prem- 
ises licensed. The term “victualler” is very broad in its 
meaning, including establishments where food can be pro- 
cured, ranging all the way from first-class hotels to places 
where the poorest food is provided for the poorest people. 
The man who, in the smallest premises, has, in the language © 
of the statute, “facilities for cooking,” and provides food 
when called for, even though only cold lunch, can be called 
a victualler. His license compels him to be ready to furnish 
food at all times for strangers and travellers. This not only 
enables but forces him to keep his place of business open 
at all times. Under cover of this, the sale of intoxicating 
drinks after midnight and on Sundays is so blended with the 
legitimate business of victualling that it is often very diffi- 
cult to detect an offence and punish the offenders, if they 
adopt the usual precautions to protect themselves. The law 
could be much simplified, and its observance rendered far 
more honest and general, by licensing the sale of liquors to 
be drunk on the licensed premises independent of any other 
business. If it be wrong to issue such licenses, then no 
cover of a victualler’s license can make it right. There can 
be no greater sin in granting such a license by itself than in 
granting it with conditions, plausibly satisfying to any one 
seeking an excuse, but, practically and necessarily, as 
proven by experience, useless. If such licenses were granted, 
then it should be made imperative that all the places 
licensed should be closed promptly at twelve o’clock each 
night, so to remain until six o’clock next morning, and on 
Sundays — excepting in case of innholders. The fact of their 
being unlawfully open could not be easily concealed, and 
should be made a sufficient reason for the revocation of the 
licenses of the offenders. 

The Board cordially indorses the opening of coffee-rooms, 
where that and other simple beverages can be obtained at a 
very low price. When one tea store can dispose of 2,500 
cups of coffee in a single day, it proves that the need for it 
exists, and it must, to some extent, take the place of intoxi- 
cating liquors. If, with the sale of coffee, comfortable and 
pleasant rooms could be furnished where men and women 
might, if they desired, spend a social hour, and where games 
and amusements, harmless in themselves, might be indulged 
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in; in fine, where pleasure should be made innocently attrac- 
tive in the same way it is now made hurtfully so, much good 
might be effected. To young men and women especially, 
coming to the city from country homes where they have 
enjoyed social life to a greater or less extent, the isolation 
that meets them, the dreariness of their lodgings, where, too 
often, all that is pleasant, all that tends to elevate the mind, 
and sometimes all that is cleanly, is wanting, are great in- 
ducements for them, after a struggle it may be, to yield to 
vice clothed in forms most pleasing to the senses. The 
wonder is, under all the circumstances, not that so many fall, 
but that more do not. The practical turn our charities have 
taken in late years and the success they have heretofore 
achieved are worthy of great praise, and point the way in 
which more good can be done in the future. 


STATION—HOUSES. 


The several station-houses are, as a whole, in thoroughly 
good condition, so far as they can be so kept, taking into con- 
sideration the age and character of the older ones. That on 
Division No. 1 is the poorest of all ; and a decent regard for the 
health and comfort of the officers stationed there, and of the 
prisoners who from time to time are brought within it, 
demands that it should be abandoned, and a new and more 
commodious one erected. This should be placed on a side 
street, and would cost but little more than the money which 
could be realized from the sale of the present one, situated 
as it is on a great thoroughfare, and to alter and repair, 
which would be simply a waste of public money. A new 
one should not be allowed to stand on one of the main 
arteries of travel to offend the public ear and eye with what 
must be necessarily seen and heard in connection with a 
police-station, and the guilt and wretchedness which at times 
centre there. 

The Board must again impress upon the City Council the 
absolute necessity existing for ampler accommodations for the 
Harbor Police. The 12 officers and men connected with 
this division, have one small room in which to do all the office 
work, to lounge, to sleep and dress. With our constantly 
increasing foreign trade, over 500 more vessels includ- 
ing 237 steamships having arrived in our harbor during 
the past year than the year before, it has been found 
necessary to increase the Harbor Police. This increase must 
continue as our foreign trade grows, or the valuable mercan- 
tile interests so essential to the prosperity of our city and 
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State must remain without proper police protection. If the 
plan recommended by this Board last year be carried out, 
Division No. 8 being abolished, its jurisdiction divided 
between Divisions No. 2 and 3, and its station-house be 
assigned to the Harbor Police, the latter would be properly 
and comfortably housed for years to come. This arrange- 
ment, would set at liberty the superior officers of Division 
No. 8, who could be assigned to a new division to be formed 
onthe Back Bay territory, as advised in our report of last 
year. 

The reasons which there appear for a new station-house 
near Chester Park and Commonwealth avenue, are to-day of 
stronger foree than ever. The large number of buildings 
which have been during the year erected, and are now in 
process of erection on the Back Bay, shows that that territory 
will soon be covered by elegant residences and public build- 
ings, which, with the pleasure-grounds thereon, will require 
careful supervision. An increased number of patrolmen in 
that locality will not cure existing evils. The present station- 
houses about it are too far away for effective service, and 
persons arrested must be carried to them for a long distance 
through avenues which are most public, and through a 
thickly populated district. A new station-house, as proposed, 
would remedy these troubles, and inspire a feeling of safety 
among a large resident population, which now does not exist. 
How str ong “the feeling is among those most interested, ‘may 
be seen from a petition lately presented to this Board and 
forwarded to the City Council, which is signed by more than 
300 well known residents of Boston, and represents over 
$90,000,000 of property. 

The trouble noted by the Board last year, of poor ventila- 
tion at the station-houses of Divisions No. 5 and No. 7, un- 
favorably affecting the health and comfort of the men belonging 
to those divisions, and the want of padded cells in fourteen 
out of our fifteen station-houses still exist, and call for 
immediate and thorough action. 

During the year arrangements were effected with the Board 
of Fire Commissioners, by which several coils of rope, to be 
used in keeping the streets in the vicinity of fires clear so 
that the Fire Department may have room to.do its work unim- 
peded by spectators, are carried to each fire, in the chemical 
engines and the protective wagons. Heretofore these ropes 
have been carried by officers on foot, from the station-house 
to the scene of the fire, and as the two places were a greater 
or less distance apart, more or less delay was necessarily ex- 
perienced in clearing the streets. As the chemical engine 
and protective wagon are always early at all fires, the first 
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officer on the ground can now get necessary ropes to work 
with immediately. 

It may here be said, that the Police and Fire Departments 
have during the year worked together in their several duties 
most harmoniously, with not a complaint from either against 
the other. : 

By an act of the last Legislature, the “City Prison,” or 
“'Tombs,” and the appointment of the keepers thereof, was 
taken from the Mayor and vested in the Board of Police 
Commissioners, thus placing it under the police authority 
where it properly belongs, and which can exercise, that 
supervision over it, absolutely necessary, which the Chief 
Executive cannot give. Rules practically the same as those 
governing station-houses have been made, and the next year 
will see a great improvement in the manner in which the 
prison is conducted and the care taken of the hundreds of 
guilty and unfortunate who yearly are confined within it. 
The appointment of a matron for the City Prison and several 
of the Central Station-Houses, recommended strongly last 
year by this Board, whose duty it will be to attend to the 
care and comfort of prisoners of her own sex, is a long step 
in the interest of decency and humanity. 

The demand for officers for patrol and other services 
increases yearly. While in many instances such demands 
are not based on good reasons, in others it is well founded. 
The Board is well aware that many persons feel that every 
misdemeanor or annoyance, no matter how small, is something 
that the police is responsible: for and should prevent; for- 
getting that they live in a large city where individual rights 
must often yield to the public good and convenience, and 
where the millennium they desire could not be obtained, as 
long as human nature remains as itis, even though policemen 
should be stationed on every street-corner. The present 
force is employed in the way best calculated to carry. out 
interest for which it was intended. The men are stationed 
wherever in the best judgment of this Board they can do the 
most efficient service. It has been deemed wiser to limit 
the number of men detailed for the care of the Common and 
public squares to just sufficient to insure good order and 
decency than to increase that number by leaving our larger 
moneyed institutions and business establishments and the 
streets where people live unprotected. Better a little van- 
dalism, which destroys a few flowers and sods, than that one 
individual should suffer in life or limb in our crowded 
thoroughfares, or a great robbery should bring ruin to many 
innocent sufferers. ‘The simple question is, how large an 
expenditure the citizens are willing should be made for police 
service. 
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The parade of the force this year showed a marked ina- 
provement in the efficiency and discipline of the men, and 
the pride taken by many of those participating in it. proved 
the existence of an esprit de corps, the foundation of efficiency 
in any organization. The old idea, that almost any one was fit 
to be a policeman, which resulted in a very prevalent belief 
that many of the policemen were worthy of little trust, has 
in practice been condemned by this Board, no men having 
been appointed who, physically or otherwise, were unfitted for 
the work, and whose personal character was not vouched for 
by respectable citizens, and passed the test of a thorough 
examination ; such men soon learn to take pride in themselves 
and the position they occupy. : 

Military drill has been attended to during the year so far 
as has been necessary for police services; enough to enable 
the men to work effectively as a body in case a public dis- 
turbance requiring a large number to act together. The 
Police Department is essentially a semi-military department, 
and experience everywhere has proved that no better means 
can be devised to make it effective than by placing it as far 
as practicable under military system. The annual parade is 
is a great benefit in various ways, —it shows to the tax-pay- 
ers and law-abiding citizens for what their money is spent, 
and the power back of the law ready to protect their inter- 
est; thus inspiring within them a feeling of confidence and 
safety. To the dangerous classes and all ready or willing to 
violate the law it shows the force they must encounter in 
such violation. Neither of these in the daily seeing of off- 
cers here or there in the streets appreciate the force as 
a whole, or the power which can be readily summoned to 
protect innocence or punish-or prevent wrong-doing further. 
Such a parade increases the pride of the men in their voca- 
tion, and their confidence in the aid they can summon in the 
faithful performance of their duty, no matter how dangerous. 
When such a parade occurs the city remains as well protected 
as at other times, every officer on special service, including 
clerks —who are patrolmen — being placed on street duty, 
great care being taken to leave no portion of the city uncoy- 
‘ered, and increased vigilance on the part of officers and 
patrol being demanded. 

In the report of last year the Board asked for an increase 
of 35 men, which number, by the testimony of all the prin- 
cipal officers of the department, each speaking from his own 
experience in the special work and locality assigned to him, 
was required to properly perform the duties which the Police 
Department is expected to see performed. <A larger number 


was advised, but this was the minimum, just enough to cover 
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the existing police routes, none too many in number, several 
being altogether too long; the stationing of officers on street 
corners where most needed, to insure the safety of the public 
from accidents which might entail a liability of thousands of 
dollars to the city, and at our places of amusements. The 
City Council authorized an increase of 22 men, including 16 
Sergeants, 13 short of the number asked for. The reasons 
given for such increase appear in a communication sent to 
the City Council by this Board, as copied below, and exist in 
greater force to-day than ever, and will become more urgent 
from year to year. 


POLICE COMMISSIONERS’ OFFICE, 
Boston, Nov. 17, 1880. 


To the Honorable the Mayor and City Council : — 


Upon the matter of an increase of the police force, as recommended 
by the Board of Police Commissioners, now pending before the City 
Council, there seeming to be a misconception as to the grounds upon 
which such recommendation was made, the Board would hereby present 
the reasons therefor for the information of the Council : — : 

During the police year 1879-1880 various circumstances tended to 
show that the number of officers was too small to properly perform the 
duties of the department, In February last the officers commanding 
the several police divisions were asked to furnish to the commissioners 
in writing their opinion as to the minimum number of men required to 
perform the work of their respective divisions efficiently, and to what 
the force under their command should be increased or diminished, giv- 
ing at length the reasons upon which such opinions might be based. 
This they did; and the result showed that fifty-five men more than were 
on that date on the force, and thirty-five (85) more than were then al- 
lowed by law, were needed to properly do the work of the depart- 
ment. 

A digest of the opinions of the commanding officers of divisions, 
showing the principal grounds upon which the increase is asked for, is 
annexed hereto. [See p. 38.] 

The fast-increasing extent of our public grounds requires more men 
than can now be put upon them, not only to preserve the public property 
intact, but also to insure decency within their limits. There is hardly one 
of them of any considerable size for which, during the past year, greater 
police care has not more than once been demanded by officials as well 
as others, and in one case by a vote of the City Council itself; while 
complaints have been continually made of violations of good order and 
decency within their boundaries. The citizens who live near, or who 
frequent them, are entitled to demand, and the good name of our city 
requires, that they be kept free from ribald talk and lewd or riotous 
conduct; that these ‘‘ breathing-places” shall be so watched that per- 
sons of either sex and every age may enjoy them without molestation of 
any kind. No especial attention can be given them with the force now 
available. 

There are at present fifteen patrolmen stationed permanently at the 
street junctions most crowded with travel, and the duty performed by 
them is a very arduous one, absolutely necessary for the protection 
of the public from accidents involving loss of life and injury to person 
or property, and entailing on the city vexatious lawsuits and heavy 
pecuniary damages. Several other places beside those now protected, 
such as the corner of Court and Hanover, Tremont and Hanover, Wash- 
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ington and Tremont streets, and Haymarket square, require the perma- 
nent presence of an officer, and no officer can be so placed without 
leaving some route uncovered. 

Further, there should be men enough to keep several, other than the 
inspectors, in various localities, on duty in citizens’ dress, to protect 
the public from violence and insult, especially in and about the various 
railroad depots, and the thoroughfares leading thereto. The disorderly 
and riotous men and boys who infest the streets can rarely be caught 
violating the law by an officer in uniform. <A sight of it renders them 
quiet or disperses them; its disappearance leaves them unrestrained. 
During the last six months three assaults, at least, have been made by 
roughs upon innocent people going to one of our most important rail- 
road stations; each happening while the officers were on other parts of 
their routes, no one of the offenders could be detected and punished. 

The officers commanding divisions were unanimously of the opinion 
that sergeants for day duty were as much of a necessity as those for 
night duty. They were needed to patrol the divisions, watch the men 
on duty, and take the place of captains whenever they should be called 
away from the station-houses. At present a captain cannot go over his 
division without leaving the house in charge of a patrolman. Should 
these sergeants be appointed without an increase of the force, it would 
take sixteen men from the patrol force. While they would be patrol- 
men for the whole division to which they belonged, the number of 
patrolmen for routes could not safely be reduced. 

Besides the men asked for by the several police divisions, the railroad 
squad should be increased by at least two men. A sergeant and four 
patrolmen now belonging to it cover the whole city, and are over- 
worked. The freedom of our thoroughfares from blockades shows how 
well they do their duty. 

During the last fifteen years the population and valuation of Boston 
have doubled, while its area has increased fivefold, and the grounds de- 
voted to public purposes threefold. Meanwhile the number of the 
patrolmen for patrol duty has not doubled. See p. 39, in which 
appears only old Boston and the territory since annexed. In addition 
to this, the islands and waters of the harbor and mainland adjoining, 
not a part of the city, cover 14,000 acres in extent, are under the juris- 
diction and require the constant care of the Boston police; and from 
year to year an increasing number of men. The water front of the 
city is nearly thirty miles in length, and should be nightly patrolled. 
To do this properly three boats are needed; one to cover the front of 
South Boston, one to cover the front of East Boston, and one to cover 
the front of the city proper, including Charlestown. 

Further, during the last five years, the travel to the towns and sum- 
mer resorts surrounding, and on the islands in the harbor, has increased 
to a vast extent. ‘Thousands of people daily and nightly throng the 
numerous steamboats plying on the water, and their safety, conven- 
ience, and comfort, make demands upon the police force which cannot 
be refused; but which add greatly to the labor and responsibility 
devolving upon the department. 

At least four more men are needed for the harbor police. 

It should also be remembered that the extension of the areas of East 
Boston and South Boston, by the filling up of flats, and their occu- 
pation by railroad corporations and others for business purposes, has 
ately increased the area upon which valuable property is spread, 
and necessitates an increased force to protect it. South Boston Point 
has also become a favorite place of resort, especially during the 
summer months, for thousands daily, who cannot, for various reasons, 
seek rest and recreation in the country, and all the year round is the 
rendezvous of a large number of yachts, which, while adding to the 
attraction of the city, have as much claim to be protected as goods 
in warehouses. 
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At present the 614 patrolmen allowed by law are called upon to take 
care of 58 square miles of territory, of which nearly 37 square miles 
are main land and over 500 miles of streets. Taking into consideration 
the number of patrolmen employed on necessary special duty, such as 
the ‘‘ Horse Railroad Squad,” the ‘* License Squad,” the men stationed 
at street corners, and those doing duty on the ‘ Harbor Division,” 
there are only about 575 patrolmen for general patrol duty. ~ Divided 
into three divisions, this force is compelled to take care of an average 
of about three miles of streets each. In many cases, the routes are 
much shorter and in others longer, but this general statement gives 
some idea of the work which patrolmen have to perform. In com- 
paring the Police Department of Boston with that of other cities of 
the country and Europe, it will be found that it will compare favor- 
ably with any of them, as to the number of officers to the square mile, 
to every thousand of population, to the valuation ; especially when it is 
taken into consideration that to it are given many duties which in most 
cities are performed by other departments, such as the licensing the 
sale of intoxicating liquors, horse-railroad conductors and drivers, etc. 

Of course, the increase of men asked for will necessitate an increased 
outlay; but for the remainder of the present fiscal year the greater 
portion of such outlay can be paid for out of the appropriation already 
made for the Police Department. Believing that the strictest integrity 
and economy should be observed in the disbursement of public moneys, 
the Board of Police Commisssioners feel that it is their imperative duty 
to make known to the City Council what, in its. opinion, the necessities 
of the city require, especially on matters involving the peace, comfort, 
property, and lives of our citizens, and the good order and reputation 
of our city. 


Division 1.— Two (2) men needed. One man is needed to be per- 
manently stationed on the corner of Hanover and Washington streets 
and one (1) on Haymarket square, to protect public travel. This can- 
not be done with the present force. There are now at the station fifty- 
three men and fifty-five is the minimum number needed to carry on the 
work. At present there is no man at the station-house to answer a sud- 
den call for duty between 11 P.M. and 7 A.M., except the relief, 
who are sleeping. There should always be one (1) man for this duty. 

Division 2. — There is one day route which is patrolled by officers of 
two adjoining routes, there being not men enough to cover it otherwise. 
Three crossings need men stationed at them the “whole time, none being 
there now, —corner of Court and Hanover, Hanover and Washington, 
Devonshire and Dock square. ‘The first part of every night an officer 
is needed to go from Howard to Winter street, along Tremont street, 
there being many complaints of disreputable characters blocking the side- 
walks. There are now sixty-seven active men on the division. There 
should be an increase of five men. Then there would be from three to 
five less than when the reorganization of the police force took place. 

Division 3.— Minimum number of men sixty-one; increase of ten 
needed; two patrolmen for Bowdoin square, one hor seman, one man at 
the depots during the day, ete. 

Division 4.— No increase. 

Division 5. — Four men needed. The division now has seven men 
less than at the time of reorganization. Have had to consolidate two 
night routes and one day route with other routes already long enough. 
The territory west of Providence Depot requires an additional patrol- 
man, 

Division 6.—Four men needed. The making of Congress-street 
bridge and street across Boston wharf property renders the forming of 
one or two more routes necessary. ‘This cannot be done with the pres-. 
ent number of men.

Division 7. —'Three men needed. Routes are too long, averaging 34 
miles each. Breed’s Island needs a mounted man, at least during day 
time. Travel is greatly increasing there. An extra officer is greatly 
needed to patrol Meridian street the first part of the night. 

Division 8.— None needed. 

Division 9.—'Two men needed. Two routes are without men, and 
have to be covered with men from other routes. 

Division 10.— Six men needed. Three extra routes should be made; 
two for night, and one for day. The division is*thickly settled, and 
some of the routes so long that an officer cannot patrol it more than 
twice during his tour of duty, and officers cannot get assistance from 
each other when needed. There are fourteen large breweries and 
many manufactories. Continual complaint of want of officers. 

Division 11.— Three men needed. Large territory, 4,200 acres. 
Eight night routes, covered by seven men each; six day routes, cov- 
ered by five men. Between Field’s Corner and South Boston there is 
a very large population. The routes are so long the public are not 
properly protected. 

Division 12. — Five men needed. Routes altogether too long; often 
one man being compelled to cover two. During summer and on Sun- 
days, an officer needed in and about Independence square and Thomas 
park all day. A large increase of yachts and hotel property at Point 
require an extra force. 

Division 13. — Two men needed. Two routes, covering two villages 
three miles apart, patrolled by one officer. 

Division 14. — No increase needed. 

Division 15.— Five men needed. Each patrolman has fifty acres of 
territory and three miles of streets to cover There are five bridges 
within the territory. Four railroad crossings and five hundred trains 
passing every day. The Chelsea bridge, in and about the Lowell Rail- 
road, requires aman. Men greatly needed on Charles-river and War- 
ren bridges. 

Division 16.— Four men needed. Not men enough to properly patrol 
harbor, to meet the increase of business occasioned by improvements 
made at East Boston and South Boston.

NOT HITHERTO ACTED UPON BY THE 
BOARD OF ALDERMEN. 


In Boarp or ALDERMEN, June 27, 1881. 


The consideration of the salaries of the following city 
officers was assigned to July 5, 1881.

OrDERED: That the salaries of the following officers, for 
the year beginning on the first day of April, one thousand 
eight hundred and eighty-one, and until otherwise ordered 
(with the exception of His Honor the Mayor), shall be as 
herein mentioned, to be paid monthly, subject to the deduc- 
tion of any and all sums due from such officers to the city. 


Section 1. The salary of the Mayor shall be as fixed by 
the Convention of the City Council on the twenty-first day of 
November, 1864, viz. : at the.rate of Five Thousand Dollars 
per annum, beginning with the first Monday of January ; and 
he shall be allowed'the use of a horse and vehicle at the 
expense of the city. 

Srecr. 2. The salary of the Mayor’s Clerk shall be at the 
rate of One Thousand Hight Hundred Dollars per annum. 

Secr. 3. The salary of the Clerk of the Common Council 
shall be at the rate of One Thousand Hight Hundred Dollars 
per annum; and there shall be allowed for clerk-hire One 
_ Thousand Three Hundred Dollars, to be paid during the 
salary year, in monthly instalments, through the office of the 
Auditor of Accounts, on a pay-roll certified to by said clerk. 
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Sect. 4. The salary of the Clerk of the, Committees of the 
City Council shall be at the rate of Three Thousand Three 
Hundred Dollars per annum. The salary of the Assistant 
Clerk of Committees shall be at the rate of One Thousand 
Five Hundred Dollars per annum. 

Srot. 5. The salary of the Messenger of the City Council 
shall be at the rate of Two Thousand Dollars per annum. 
The salary of the First Assistant Messenger shall be at the 
rate of Nine Hundred Dollars per annum; of the Zhird 
Assistant at the rate of Ave Hundred Dollars per annum. 

Sect. 6. The salary of the Auditor of Accounts shall be 
at the rate of Five Thousand Dollars per annum, and he 
shall be allowed the further sum of Seven Hundred and 
Fifty Dollars per annum, for services as Secretary of the 
Board of Commissioners on the Sinking Funds. He shall 
account for all sums of money received in his official capacity. 

Sect. 7. The salary of the City Collector shall be at 
the rate of Four Thousand Dollars per annum, said sum to 
be in full compensation for all services performed for, or on 
account of, the City of Boston and the County of Suffolk ; 
and there shall be allowed’a sum not exceeding Ten Thou- 
sand Six Hundred Dollars, to be paid to his regular clerks 
during the salary year, in monthly instalments, on a pay-roll 
certified to by said Collector; also for one clerk at the rate 
of Three Hundred Dollars per annum, to be paid from the 
receipts for liquor licenses; also for one clerk, at the rate of 
Four Hundred Dollars per annum, to be paid from the 
Cochituate Water Works revenue. ‘The salary of each Dep- 
uty Collector shall be at the rate of One Thousand Seven 
Hundred Dollars per annum, which shall be in full compensa- 
tion for all services rendered to the city, and their whole time 
shall be given to the duties of the Collector’s department. 
The Deputy Collectors for Dorchester, Brighton, and West 
Roxbury shall be allowed a sum not exceeding Two Hun- 
dred Dollars in the aggregate, for horse-hire. The salary of 
the Deputy Collector and Receiver of Water-rates shall be at 
the rate of Two Thousand Two Hundred Dollars per annum, 
the same to be paid from the Cochituate Water Works rev- 
enue. 

Secr. 8. The salary of the City Engineer shall be at the 
rate of Hive Thousand Dollars per annum, and the committee 
on his department shall allow him the use of a horse and 
vehicle, for which they shall approve the bills. 

Sect. 9. The salary of the City Surveyor shall be at the 
rate of Three Thousand One Hundred Dollars per annum. 

Sect. 10. The salary of the Water Registrar shall be at 
the rate of Three Thousand Dollars per annum. 
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Secr. 11. The salary of the Harbor Master shall be at the 
rate of One Thousand Five Hundred Dollars per annum. 

Spor. 12. The salary of the Sealer of Weights and Meas- 
ures shall be at the rate of Two Thousand Dollars per annum ; 
the salary of each Deputy Sealer of Weights and Measures 
shall be at the rate of One Thousand Two Hundred Dollars 
per annum. 

Secr. 13, The salaries of the members of the Board of 
Street Commissioners shall be at the rate of Three Thousand 
Dollars each per annum. The salary of the Clerk of said 
Board shall be at the rate of Two Thousand Dollars per an- 
num; said sum to be in full for services performed for said 
Board, and also for the Committee on Laying out and 
Widening Streets. 

Secr. 14. The salary of the Inspector of Buildings shall 
be at the rate of Two Thousand Hight Hundred Dollars per 
annum; and the committee on his department shall allow 
him the use of a horse and vehicle, for which they shall ap- 
prove the bills. The salary of the Clerk to the department 
for the Survey and Inspection of Buildings shall be at the rate 
of One Thousand Hight Hundred Dollars per annum. The 
salary of the Assistant Inspector of Buildings, acting as 
draughtsman or architect, shall be at the rate of One Thou- 
sand Five Hundred Dollars per annum. ‘The salary of each 
of the other Assistant Inspectors of Buildings shall be at the 
rate of One Thousand Three Hundred and Fifty Dollars per 
- annum. 

Srecr. 15. The salaries of the members of the oard of 
Fire Commissioners shall be at the rate of Three Thousand 
Dollars each per annum. 

Secr. 16. The salaries of the Registrars of Voters shall be 
at the rate of Two Thousand Five Hundred Dollars each per 
annum ; and there shall be allowed a sum not exceeding Zen 
Thousand Dollars, to be paid to their Assistant Registrars 
and Clerks, through the office of the Auditor of Accounts, 
on a pay-roll certified to by the Registrars of Voters; the 
compensation of each of the Assistant Registrars of Voters 
shall not exceed Three Dollars and Fifty Cents per day for 
each and every day’s actual service. 

Secor. 17. The salary of the Inspector of Provisions, ap- 
pointed under the authority of Chapter 180 of the Acts of 
the year 1876, shall be at the rate of One Thousand Five 
Hundred Dollars per annum. Said Inspector shall be fur- 
nished with an office by the Committee on Markets, and 
shall act under the direction of the Board of Health. The 
salary of the Jnspector appointed for service at the Abattoir 
by the Board of Health, under the authority of Chapter 144 
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of the Acts of 1876, shall be at the rate of One Thousand 
Five Hundred Dollars per annum. 

Secor. 18. The salary of the member of the Boston 
Water Board, appointed in the year 1879, shall be at the 
rate of Three Thousand Five Hundred Dollars per annum ; 
the salary of the remaining members of the Loston Water 
Board shall be at the rate of Three Thousand Dollars each 
per annum. 

Sxot. 19. The salaries of the members of the Board of 
Flealth shall be at the rate of Three Thousand Dollars each 
per annum. 

Sect. 20. The salary of the Superintendent of Health 
shall be at the rate of Three Thousand Dollars per annum ; 
and the Committee on Health shall allow him the use of a 
horse and vehicle, at the expense of the city, and have, the 
same kept at the city stables. 

Secr. 21. The salary of the City Physician shall be at 
the rate of Two Thousand Seven Hundred Dollars per 
annum, which sum shall include compensation for furnishing 
certificates to disabled soldiers; and the Board of Health 
shall allow him the use of a horse and vehicle, for which they 
shall approve the bills. 3 

Secr. 22, The salary of the Ports Physician shall be. at 
the rate of Wine Hundred Dollars per annum; and he shall 
pay over to the City Treasurer all fees received by him or 
his assistant in their official capacity. The salary of the 
Assistant Port Physician (if such officer is needed) shall be 
at the rate of Hight Hundred and Fifty Dollars per annum, 
and sufficient house-room and board either at Deer Island 
or Gallop’s Island. 

Seer. 23. The salary of the City Registrar shall be at the 
rate of Two Thousand Five Hundred Dollars per annum, in 
full compensation for all his services, including those per- 
formed under the direction of the Board of Health, as 
Superintendent of Burials; and said Registrar shall account 
to the city for all fees for entering and publishing intentions 
of marriage and for interments of the dead; and for his 
Assistant Registrars he shall be paid a sum not exceeding 
twenty-five cents for information furnished concerning each 
birth. 

Srcr. 24. The salary of the Inspector of Vinegar shall be 
at the rate of One Thousand Five Hundred Dollars per an- 
num; said sum to include office rent and expenses. 

Sect. 25. The salary of the Superintendent of Common 
Sewers shall be at the rate of Three Thousand Dollars per 
annum. He shall act as Secretary to the Committee on 
Sewers and Drains ; and said committee shall allow him the

use of a horse and vehicle, at the expense of the city, for 
which they shall approve the bills. 

Sect. 26. The salary of the Superintendent of Streets 
shall be at the rate of Three Thousand Hight Hundred Dol- 
lars per annum. He shall act as Secretary to the Committee 
on Paving; and said committee shall allow him the use of a 
horse and vehicle, at the expense of the city, for which they 
shall approve the bills.. 

Secor. 27. The salary of the Superintendent of Public 
Buildings shall be at the rate of Three Thousand Five Hun- 
dred Dollars per annum. He shall be allowed the use of 
one horse and vehicle, or more, at the expense of the city, 
the bills for which shall be approved by the Committee on 
Public Buildings. 

Sror. 28. The palaee of the Superintendent of Printing 
shall be at the rate of Two Thousand Dollars per annum. 

Srot. 29. The salary of the Superintendent of Faneuil 
Flall Market shall be at the rate of Two Thousand Four 
Hundred Dollars per annum; and he shall account for all 
sums of money received by him in his official capacity. He 
shall act as Inspector of Provisions, under the authority of 
Chapter 180 of the Acts of the year 1876, without additional 
compensation. 

Srot. 30. The salary of the Deputy Superintendent of 
Faneuil Hall Market shall be at the rate of One Thousand 
Three Hundred Dollars per annum. ’ He shall act as Inspec- 
tor of Provisions, under the authority of Chapter 180 of the 
Acts of the year 1876, without additional compensation. 

Sect. 31. The salary of the Superintendent of Faneuil 
Flall shall be at the rate of #%ve Hundred Dollars per annum. 
He shall account for and pay over all sums of money re- 
ceived by him for the city, in his official capacity. 

Sect. 32. The salary of the Weigher in Faneuil Hall 
Market shall be at the rate of Hight Hundred Dollars per 
annum. 

Srcr. 33. The salary of the Day Watchman at Faneuil 
Hall Market shall be at the rate of Three Dollars per day 
for each and every day’s actual service. The salary of the 
Night Watchmen at Faneuil Hall Market shall be at the 
rate of Three Dollars each for every night’s actual service. 

Secor. 34. The salary of the Superintendent of Lamps 
shall be at the rate of Three Thousand Dollars per annum, 
which sum shall be in full for all his services. He shall act 
as Secretary to the Committee on Lamps; and said Commit- 
tee shall allow him the use of a horse and vehicle, at the 
expense of the city, for which they shall approve the bills. 

Sect. 35. The salary of the City Architect shall be at 
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the rate of Three Thousand Dollars per annum. He shall 
be allowed the use of a horse and vehicle, at the expense of 
the city, the bills for which shall be approved by the Com- 
mittee on Public Buildings.

The salary of the Chairman and the Secretary 
of the Board of Five Assessors shall be at the rate of Three 
Thousand Two Hundred Dollars each per annum; the sala- 
ries of the other three members of the Board shall be at the 
rate of Three Thousand Dollars each per annum; said sums 
to include the allowance provided for by the General Statutes 
of the Commonwealth. 

Srcr. 41. The salary of the Mirst Assistant Assessors shall 
be at the rate of Seven Dollars, and the salary of the Second 
Assistant Assessors at the rate of ve Dollars, for each and 
every day of actual service while engaged in stréet duty or 
revising assessments ; and there shall be paid a further sum 
of Three Hundred and Fifty Dollars to each First Assistant 
Assessor, for attending all the sessions of the Board of 
Assessors, and the First Assistants; and for non-attendance 
there shall be deducted a pro rata amount.

AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND AN ORDINANCE IN RELATION TO 
THE REGULATION AND INSPECTION OF BUILDINGS. 


Be it ordained by the Aldermen and Common Council of 
the Uity of Boston, in City Council assembled, as fol- 
lows : — 

Section 1. Section 1 of an ordinance in relation to the 
regulation and inspection of buildings, passed July 8, 1871, 
and amended April 6, 1878, is hereby repealed and the fol- 
lowing enacted in place thereof : — 


Section 1. The limits within which all buildings here- 
‘after erected shall be required to conform to the provisions 
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of Chapter Two Hundred and Eighty of the year Eighteen 
Hundred and Seventy-One, are hereby established and de- 
fined as follows : — 

Beginning at the intersection of the centre line of Dover 
and Albany streets; thence running eastwardly through the 
centre of Dover street to the Harbor Commissioners’ line ; 
thence around the northerly portion of the “City Proper,” 
by the said Harbor Commissioners’ line to a point on Charles 
river at the intersection of said line with the boundary line 
between Brookline and Boston; thence along said boundary 
line to a point opposite the centre of Longwood avenue ; 
thence through the centre of Longwood avenue eastwardly 
to the centre of Parker street; thence through the centr of . 
Parker street to Ruggles street; thence through the centre 
of Ruggles street eastwardly to the centre of Washington 
street ; thence through the centre of Washington street to a 
point opposite the centre of Palmer street; thence through 
the centre of Palmer and Eustis streets to the centre of 
Hampden street; and thence through the centre of Hampden 
and Albany streets to the point of beginning. 

The said district being shown on a plan made by the City 
Surveyor, dated June 28, 1881, and deposited in the office 
of the City Surveyor. 
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The Common Council of the present year having directed 
the Commissioners to reprint and stereotype their first vol- 
ume of reports, the present issue has been made after a care- 
ful revision of the text and index.

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FIRST REPORT OF THE RECORD COMMISSIONERS. 
To his Honor the Mayor and the City Council of Boston: — 


The ordinance * creating the office of the Record Commis- 
sioners defines their duties as follows: “To complete, as far 
as practicable, the record of births, deaths and marriages in 
the town and city of Boston, prior to A.D. 1849.” The 
reasons which led to the passage of the ordinance will be 
found in Appendix A, being a portion of the report of a 
Joint Standing Committee of the City Council for 1875. 

A reasonable construction of the duties of the commission- 
ers seems to include therein all such investigations as will 
directly assist in perfecting the record of the vital statistics 
of Boston. How great are the deficiencies in those records 
will be seen by the statements made in Appendix A; and 
although the readiest mode of supplying the information will 
be to copy the existing church records, the commissioners 


* SECTION 1. In the month of July in the year 1875, oras soon thereafter as may 
be, and every fifth year thereafter, the Mayor shall appoint, subject to the approval 
and confirmation of the City Council, two suitable persons, to be termed Record Com- 
missioners, who shall hold office for the term of five years from the first Monday in May 
in the year of their appointment, and until their successors.shall be appointed and qual- 
ified. ‘They shall have and exercise the powers and duties hereinafter designated, shall 
serve without compensation, and may be removed at any time by the Mayor or by con- 
current vote of two-thirds of both branches of the City Council, and all vacancies 
occurring from any cause shall be filled in the same manner as the original appoint- 
ments are herein directed to be made. 

Srot. 2. It shall be the duty of said commissioners to complete, so far as practicable, 
the record of births, marriages and deaths, inthe town and city of Boston, prior to A.D. 
1849, and to receive and collect all documents obtainable therefor. All documents and 
records so collected shall become at once the property of the city of Boston, and be 
deposited in the office of, and be in the charge of, the City Registrar, or such other officer 
as the City Council may direct. 

Sect. 3. The said commissioners shall have no power to enter into any contract or 
agreement in behalf of the city with any person, whereby the expenditure of money, or 
any other obligation, shall be incurred, unless expressly authorized so to do by the City 
Council; provided, however, that, unless otherwise ordered, they shall have the charge 
and control of the expenditure of all moneys expressly appropriated for copying any 
documents or records supplementary to the town or city records. 

Passed July 6, 1875. 

[July 12, 1875, William H. Whitmore and William 8. Appleton were nominated and 
confirmed as Record Commissioners. ] 
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desire at this time to report upon certain preliminary inves- 
tigations which they have made. | 

‘Evidently, any trustworthy information as to the names of 
the inhabitants of Boston during the period for which the 
registers are so defective, must be of the greatest value in 
any attempt to supplement those records. If we know the 
heads of families, we shall have a guide to the extent of the 
information yet to be obtained. 

The earliest directory of the inhabitants of the town was 
published in 1789, and contained 1,474 names; the second in 
1796, containing 3,531 names. No earlier list of names is 
known to be in print, except two given in Nathaniel Dear- 
born’s “ Boston Notions ” (1848), and one appended to “John 
Dunton’s Letters from New England,” published by the Prince 
Society in 1867. 

The various writers who have treated of our local history, 
Pemberton, Snow, Shaw, Dearborn, Drake and Shurtleff, 
have apparently been unable to make any attempt at supply- 
ing the names of the earlier inhabitants, or, indeed, of those 
living here at any date prior to 1789. The very defects 
which have led to the appointment of this commission have 
so disheartened our successive historians that they have all 
failed to write a town history of Boston. As is well known, 
a great proportion of the towns in New England possess full 
and satisfactory histories, not only of the acts of the commu- 
nities, but of all families therein resident. Of Boston it may 
be said that much has been written about the town, and very 
little about the citizens. 

It is with the greatest pleasure, then, that the commis- 
sioners announce that, very recently, documents have been 
recovered, which will enable those interested to gain a very 
satisfactory knowledge of the inhabitants of the town prior 
to A.D. 1700. 

Although the records in charge of the city clerk, outside 
of the books of the town and of the selectmen, are very 
scanty, a number of very valuable papers have been found 
in the custody of the Board of Overseers of the Poor. 
‘That Board has recently had examined the papers which had 
accidentally come into its possession, and has kindly given 
the Record Commissioners every facility for examining and 
copying the same. 

In this collection are portions of the tax lists of 1674 and 
1676, and fortunately the missing parts are not parallel. 
There are at the State House tax lists for 1687 and 1688, 
and in the city clerk’s office a list of inhabitants made in 
1695. 

Inasmuch as these lists will afford a very satisfactory 
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account of the heads of families in Boston for one genera- 
tion, and as this information is at present not easily attain- 
able by the public, it has seemed to the commissioners best 
to make this report, and to advise the publication of these 
lists. The field to be covered by their work is so large and 
the results will be so diversified, that it now seems best to 
report whenever any particular subdivision can be completed. 
In the present case it seems evident that the public good 
will best be served by furnishing a sufficient number of 
printed copies of these papers to supply all of our citizens 
who may desire them. Such documents are not easily read 
in the original, and the worn and tattered condition of these 
papers renders it highly undesirable that they should be 
handled often. A printed copy, carefully made, will meet 
the wants of all but special investigators, and will enable 
us to preserve the originals for posterity. 

Should the present proposition be favorably received: by 
the city government, the commissioners will feel encouraged 
to pursue other subdivisions of their work, in the belief that 
whatever directly contributes to a knowledge of the past 
history of Boston will be promptly made available by its 
inhabitants. 

The commissioners, therefore, respectfully suggest that 
this report and the accompanying papers be printed for 
distribution.

The following extracts from a report of the Joint Committee on 
the Public Library (City Document No. 46 of A.D. 1875) contain 
some special information in regard to the deficiencies in the city 
records, and are, therefore, worthy of reproduction. The commit- 
tee reported in favor of establishing the Board of Record Commis- 
sioners, and, as this advice was accepted, the argumentative por- 
tions are omitted. 

The report states as follows : — 

‘‘It appears by the statement of N. A. Apollonio, the City 
Registrar, hereto annexed, that the records of births, deaths and 
marriages in the City of Boston are now kept systematically and 
have been since the year 1849. This, however, is but a brief part 
of the period since the settlement of the town, and your commit- 
tee is obliged to report great and deplorable deficiencies in the 
earlier records. 

‘¢ To explain the extent of these deficiencies the following state- 
ments are copied from Shattuck’s Report on the census of 1840, 
pp- 5, 180, showing the population of the town : —

*¢ It may be assumed that the annual number of births is about 3 
in every 100 inhabitants, and the deaths about the same. Let us 
examine the number of probable births in Boston during certain 
' periods : — 

‘¢ist. From 1630 to 1700, the probable average population was 
3,000, giving 90 births per annum, and in. 70 years 6,300 births. 
Our record has about 1,850 births. 

‘¢2d. From 1700 to 1744, average population, 13,000, births, 
390 per annum,* or for 44 years, 17,160 births. Our record has 
20,000 for the whole period, and is therefore reasonably full. 


* Shattuck’s table shows in ten years, 1735-1744, there were 5,779 baptisms. 
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“3d. From 1744 to 1807, average population, 20,000; births, 
600 per annum; for 63 years,* 387,800 births. Our record. has 
about 5,000 names, or not one seventh. 

‘¢Ath,. From 1807 to 1849, average population, 70,000; births, 
2,100 per annum; for 42 years, 88,200 births. Our meagre 
record is for 3,500 births. 

‘¢ We see then that for about a century, viz., from 1744 to 1849, 
the births must have amounted to at least 125,000, and our records 
preserve the names of but 8,500, or less than seven per cent. 

*¢ As to deaths, the record is even worse. Out of at least 60,000 
deaths which have occurred in Boston between 1630 and 1810, we 
have a record of some 4,700 only. In fact, these statistics are 
almost entirely wanting. Yet at the same time we are able to fix 
with considerable accuracy the number of deaths, since a weekly 
table was published for many years in the newspapers. <A copy is 
given in Shattuck’s Report, Appendix, p. 71, showing that from 
1704 to 1774 there were 35,673 deaths.+ Add 85 years (1775- 
1810), at 500 per annum, 17,500, and at least 10,000 for the 60 
years previous to 1700, and the total is 60,000 deaths. 

*¢ As to the marriages, in any particular period, the number is 
rather less than half the number of births. It seems, therefore, 
that from 1630 to 1807 there were undoubtedly some 25,000 to 
30,000 marriages. Our volumes contain about 20,000; and this 
part of the record is the best of all. 

‘¢ We are forced to report, therefore, that in regard to the records 
of the city proper, between the years 1630 and 1849, not more 
than 7 per cent. of the births are preserved, about the same per- 
centage of the deaths, and probably about two-thirds of the mar- 
riages. We also see that in regard to the births the deficiencies 
occur mainly in the century from 1744 to 1849, and that, owing to 
the increase in population, the greatest number of the unrecorded 
deaths occurred during the eighteenth century. 

‘¢'To any one familiar with the records of the towns in Massa- 
chusetts, and aware of the care and completeness with which 
records have generally been kept, this report on our Boston 
records will be a disappointment. It is impossible now to learn 
when or where the deficiencies in these records were caused. The 
successive town clerks may have neglected their duties, or the 
records may have been destroyed, or a part at least may yet be 
recoverable. 

‘¢Tt is evidently the duty of the city, now that these deficien- 
cies have been pointed out, to take immediate measures to fill the 
blanks by all the secondary evidence that can be obtained. Your 
committee, therefore, desire to point out the sources from which 
much important information can be at once procured. 

‘¢ The church records of baptisms, burials and marriages are 
numerous and copious. Although their records relate mainly to 
church members, with their families, this class during the last two 

centuries embraced by far the greater part of our citizens. Prior 


* Also he shows in thirty years, 1745-1774, there were 12,284 baptisms. 
+ See tables later in this Appendix. 
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to 1700, at least seven churches were established here, and three 
or four times as many have been founded since. 

‘¢ The custom of infant baptism enables us to obtain the births, 
therefore, of a great number of children, with an accuracy of date 
sufficient for all purposes. In fact, it is to be remembered that in 
England nothing but baptisms are recorded, and the system of 
town records of births, like the system of registering deeds, was 
practically employed in New England as a new plan. 

‘*But inasmuch as the records of the thirty oldest churches of 
the city, are in private hands, and not generally accessible, and as,

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moreover, they are always subject to destruction by fire or other 
accident, it is most désirable that carefully authenticated copies 
should be deposited with our other records, in the custody of the 
City Registrar. 

*¢ Again, as regards deaths, the tombstones of the three old 
graveyards in the city give much information, and that of the 
highest authenticity. Copies of these inscriptions have been 
printed, but a full and complete revision should be made, and the 
results placed in our city archives. 

‘¢ As to marriages, the church records will supply much, and the 
newspapers of the day will add much more, as they will also to 
the record of deaths. 

‘*¢ Other sources of information, as deeds, family records, printed 
directories, etc., can also be depended upon as certain to be capa- 
ble of giving valuable results. 

‘¢ It seems, therefore, that not only are the deficiencies evident, 
but the means of supplying our wants are at hand, though in daily 
danger of destruction. 

‘¢ The work calls for no large outlay, but it does require a contin- 
ued and patient labor until all possible sources of information 
have been exhausted, and the results have been transferred to our 
Registry. 

‘“Of the necessity of the work there can be no doubt. Every 
community recognizes the importance of preserving its records, 
and this city now properly expends a large sum annually for this 
object. Itis of equal importance to collect the records of the 
past citizens of this.city, and by Prop action a very satisfactory 
record can now be perfected. 

‘¢ Your committee has examined chiefly the records of the city 
proper; but any plan of collecting missing records will equally em- 
brace the archives of Charlestown, Dorchester, Roxbury, West 
Roxbury and Brighton, now included in our limits.” 

The following documents were appended to the report: —

Dear Sir, — In compliance with your request, I have the pleas- 
ure of furnishing you with a statement concerning the records be- 
longing to this office, specifying the number “of volumes they 
embrace, and the periods which they cover, together with their gen- 
eral condition. 

As you are already aware, this office contains full and complete 
records of the births, marriages and deaths, from the year 1849 to 
the present time. ‘The births during this period are comprised in 
twelve large volumes, containing, perhaps, an average of 15,000 
names in each volume. For this same period there are fifteen vol- 
umes of marriage records, containing, probably, not far from 
100,000 marriages. The records of deaths are contained in six- 
teen large volumes, embracing the period between 1810 and 1875. 
These records are full and-complete. ‘There are no records of 
deaths between 1800 and 1810. Whether none were kept during 
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that period, or whether they have been lost, it is impossible to 
determine. 


In addition to the above theré are, — 

1. A volume of births, marriages and deaths, embracing the 
period between 1630 and 1666. This volume was transcribed on 
parchment, by order of the City Council, in 1856. 

2. <A volume containing over 20,000 births, during the period 
between 1630 and 1744. ‘This volume has been transcribed within 
two years, and is believed to be full and complete. 

3. <A volume of 107 pages, containing births from 1744 to 1807. 
This record is not a complete one, and contains probably not more 
than 5,000 names. 

4. A volume of about 70 pagés, containing about 3,500 births, 
between 1800 and 1849. All the entries of this volume were made 
subsequent to 1849. The records during this period are exceed- 
ingly meagre, and make no pretentions to completeness. 


In addition to the Marriage Records, before mentioned, are, — 

1. A volume of 107 pages (lettered ‘‘ A”), embracing the 
period from 1651 to 1662, and from 1689 to 1720, and containing 
about 4,300 marriages. Evidently not complete. 

2.. A volume of 141 pages (lettered ‘*B”), containing about 
the same number of marriages as the preceding volume. The 
period embraced in this book is between 1720 and 1752. 

3. A volume of 113 pages (lettered ‘‘C”), containing about 
3,500 marriages, between 1750 and 1790. 

4, A volume of 221 pages (lettered ‘*D”), containing about 
6,000 marriages. The period covered is between 1761 and 1807. 
There is no record of marriages between the years 1752 and 
1761. 

5. <A volume of over 500 pages (lettered ‘‘E”), containing 
about 8,000 marriages. The period embraced in this book is be- 
tween 1807 and 1830.

6. A volume of about 450 pages (lettered ‘‘F”), containing 
in the neighborhood of 9,000 marriages, embraces the period be- 
tween 1830 and 1840. This record is also a complete one. 

7. A-volume of about 320 pages (lettered ‘‘G”), containing 
about the same number of marriages as the preceding volume. It 
covers the period between 1840 and 1849. 


In addition to the Records of Deaths, before mentioned, there 
are, — 

1. A small volume of 39 pages, containing about 1,700 deaths. 
This record is.a transcript of the deaths contained in the volume 
copied on parchment, before mentioned. 

2. A volume of 79 pages, containing about 3,000 deaths, from 
1700 to 1800. This record is manifestly very imperfect. 

It is perhaps proper to say, that in addition to the above there 
is one volume containing marriages, in other towns of the State, of 
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parties residing in Boston. The marriages were prior to 1800, and 
were recorded in compliance with an Act of the Legislature in 1857 
or 1858. The number of marriages recorded in this volume is 
about 1,000. 

There are also about 60 calories of Intentions of Marriage, 
reaching from 1707 to 1875. These are full and complete. 


The Roxbury Records, to the pene of annexation (1868), are 
comprised in nine volumes, viz.

Dear Sir, — In compliance with your wishes, I would state, that 
Messrs. Sampson & Davenport have been employed since the crea- 
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tion of the Registration Law, in 1839, to procure the returns of 
births in Boston. For this purpose they use a corps of canvassers, 
who commence their work on the first day of January each year, 
and finish it on or before the first day of February ensuing. A 
transcript is made of these returns on the city records, and the 
originals forwarded to the Secretary of the Commonwealth, in 
accordance with the law. 

In collecting the births, town clerks and registrars are subject 
to the instructions of the Secretary of State, by whom they are 
directed to enter the name of every child they find born during the 
year, irrespective of the real place of its birth. After the returns 
are made from all the towns, the Secretary causes the foreign 
births to be eliminated from each, and assigned to their proper 
places. These returns, with those of marriages and deaths, which 
are forwarded in like manner, furnish the materials for the yearly 
State Registration Reports, issued by the State Department. 


I desire further to say that, after twenty-one years’ observation 
of this method of making up the records, and no little reflection on 
the subject, I am persuaded that there is little or no room for 


improvement in this direction.

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APPENDIX B. 


INTRODUCTION. 


In regara to the following list of tax-payers in the town of 
Boston, it is proper to say that it has been the intent of the editors 
to make a careful transcription of the names without emendation. 
The lists are in various handwritings and of very widely differing 
degrees of accuracy. Some of them are the revised lists prepared 
by practised clerks, and others are the hasty transcripts of less 
accomplished officials. Some of the writers used the modern forms 
of letters, and others retained the earlier style in vogue in the 
generation of the emigrants to New England. Every one who has 
had occasion to examine manuscripts is aware of the difficulty in 
discriminating between certain letters, and this difficulty is greatly 
increased by any lack of scholarship on the part of the writer. 
Again, a list of names is especially difficult of transcription, 
because there is no repetition of words or letters to assist the 
copyist in reading doubtful portions. ‘There is no guide to the 
intent of the writer, since, when we feel sure of the name intended, 
we are not certain of the method of spelling followed by the writer. 
Again, the transcriber has not felt at liberty to seek other sources 
of information to learn the names of the inhabitants of Boston at 
the period, because there is no certainty that persons of names 
resembling those of well-known citizens did not also reside here for 
a short time. 

In most cases the industry of genealogists will hereafter succeed 
in identifying the names here given; but as these lists are meant 
to be the sources of information, no attempt has been made to 
annotate the record. The sole object of the transcript is to give 
an exact copy of the words written on each paper, so far as they 
can be made out from a careful study thereof. 

The original papers will all be carefully preserved in the city 
archives, and every one dissatisfied with the commissioners’ ver- 
sion will have an opportunity to examine the documents anew. 

Some clerical errors in these lists will strike every examiner. 
The forms of the vowels, e, 0, a, u, are so easily confounded that 
it is difficult in many cases to decide what was meant; while on 
the other hand, it is clear that the old spelling and pronunciation 
often varied from the present form. Phonetic forms occur, as when 
Jeffries is placed under G in alphabetical lists, Eustis under U, 
and Uran under Y. Such a name as Maccarty is sometimes found 
under C as Carty.’ Infact, no name must be considered as wanting 
from the list until it has been sought under all possible variations 
of spelling. 

Some apology may seem necessary for printing so many of these 
lists containing so many repetitions. In excuse it may be pleaded 
that all these facts are new to the public, and that these lists, it is 
feared, are all that remain of the great mass of such material once 
on record. The great deficiencies in the town records render it 
desirable that we should give all the information in our power as

to the length of time that any and every person remained in Bos- 
ton. Often the nearest approach we can make to the date of the 
death of one of our early citizens will be the fact that he disap- 
peared from the tax-list. 

In order to save expense, the names only have been copied on 
most of the lists, the exceptions being the first town-rates of 1674 
and 1676, and the very copious tax-lists of 1687 and 1680. In the 
latter especially, the details of the property of our citizens are 
given with so great thoroughness as to afford valuable information 
to the historian. 

In respect to the system on which the lists were made, it is 
evident that the divisions to which the constables were apportioned 
were those of the military companies of the town. 

Prior to 1670 the number of constables (besides one each for 
Rumney Marsh or Chelsea, and Muddy River or Brookline) was 
four. In town-meeting, March 14, 1669-70, the number was 
raised to six for Boston, and again, March 10th, 1677-78, to 
eight. 

By the Colony records it appears that October 7, 1674, the 
Court ordered the militia to be divided into companies of one hun- 
dred each, and in Boston eight companies were accordingly made. 
The captains were Major Thomas Clarke, Thomas Savage, Thomas 
Clark, 2d, John Richards, James Oliver, Daniel Henchman, 
William Hudson, John Hull. | 

We are not able to fix with certainty the boundaries of these 
early local subdivisions, though the well-known citizens in each 
list will afford a clue for an approximation. 

In 1713 a division into eight wards was made, of which Suurt- 
LEFF says (Description of Boston, p. 129) that no record re- 
mains. Fortunately, a copy has been discovered, and will be given 
herein, although two years later another division was made, quite 
different in its lines. There is a certain probability that the first 
plan followed the lines then in use for the military companies, and 
that any changes would appear in the second plan. 

As Shurtleff shows, in August 1713, the Selectmen made a 
division into wards, which was not put on the book, but ‘‘ attested 
by the Town Clerk and put on file.” 

Among the papers discovered at the office of the Overseers of 
the Poor is an attested copy of this document, either the original 
or one made at the time for the use of that Board. It is as

In the selectmen’s book, under date of February 1, 1715, is the

‘¢ Voted, That it be left w™ the Selectmen to make such division 
suitable to that Occasion.” 

On the 8th of February, 1715, the following plan was read and 
an agreement voted : — 

This division is entered on the Selectmen’s book, though our 
transcript is taken from a contemporaneous copy at the office of 
the Overseers of the Poor. It has been printed in Shurtleff’s book, 
pp. 180-1. 

Shurtleff, indeed, says that Burgiss’s map of 1728, ‘* substantially 
shows these boundaries by dotted lines.” A careful inspection 
fails to confirm this; whatever Burgiss’s dots signify, they do not 
follow the lines of 1715. They resemble rather the lines of 1713, 
and may show the still older divisions of the preceding half- 
century. 

Pemberton says (Mass. Hist. Soc. Coll. 1st s. iii., 267) that in 
1735 the town was divided into twelve wards, which number long 
continued. 

In Shaw’s Description of Boston, pp. 111-115, is an account of 
the boundaries as settled in 1805.

The following documents supply a large portion of the names of 
the tax-payers of Boston in 1674. The papers, which have been 
preserved, consist of four lists out of six corresponding to the 
divisions for the town, and also of the lists for Muddy River 
(Brookline) and Rumney Marsh (Chelsea). These are really the 
earliest lists extant, as although there is List No. 1 for a tax in 
1673, the names are identical with those on the corresponding List 
No. 1 for 1674. Fortunately, also, there is, with each of the four 
Tax Lists, a preliminary list made by the constable, which gives 
the names of a number of persons not placed on the Tax List, 
being sojourners, servants, or children.

besides nearly 300 more of persons who were undoubtedly living in 
the town. Hence we can estimate that we obtain five-sixths of the 
tax-payers in 1674. |

This list, like the others hereafter mentioned, was probably pre- 
pared before the Tax List, and was a guide in making up the 
taxes. We shall find in the similar lists prepared by the other 
constables various memoranda in regard to the persons named, as 
that they were lodgers, servants, children, etc. But this list of 
Constable Greenwood’s has nothing but the names, and is of ser- 
vice mainly as supplying the names of certain inhabitants who 
were not tax-payers. 

The following list contains all the names on the Preliminary 
List which are not on the Tax List of 1674 in Greenwood’s 
division, and printed in the preceding pages. There are 319 in all, 
213 being also on the Tax List. ‘The Tax List has also 26 names 
not on this.

It is in four columns, on two pages; the columns contain respec- 
tively 52, 52,49 and35names. I have been thus precise, as I have 
affixed to the names, found therein, and on the Tax List, the num- 
ber (in parenthesis) which they hold on this Supplementary List. 

There are in all 188 names, of which 104 names are on the Tax 
List; the 84 other names are mostly called servants. It is to be 
remembered that by servants are meant apprentices and workmen ; 
and in most instances the persons so described will be recognized 
as members of well-known families. The Tax List has 132 names, 
28 being new. 

I add the names on the Supplementary List; and not on the Tax 
List; also are given some names, marked with a star, which are 
on the Tax List, but concerning which some additional information 
is given by this Preliminary List. The notes in parenthesis are 
mine; everything else is copied from the original. The 11 names 
in small capitals are those beginning with U or W, and which may 
have been on the missing part of the Tax List. 

The whole number of names on the Tax List is 132 (omitting 
Henry Ongram, who appears also as Henry Ingram), 104 being 
on the Preliminary List, and 28 being new names.

The documents next in date are four sheets out of six, com- 
prising the valuation of Boston in 1676. The summary on sheet 
six shows that sheets one and five are missing. The individuals 
on the lists number

— 225 — and the other two sheets would give 


about one hundred and fifty names more, or three hundred and 
seventy-five heads of families. The tax calls for eight hundred 
and fifty-three heads, a discrepancy hard to explain if the plan of 
enumeration be the same as that in use in 1687, in which few 
persons were taxed for more than one ‘‘ head” in each family. 
It is therefore probable that in the taxation of ‘‘ heads” in 1676, 
the list for which is lacking, the minors, servants, etc., were 
assessed to the real head of the family. 

It will be observed that the arrangement of these sheets is not 
by the local divisions; at least we do not find all of division one, 
two, or three, in consecutive order.

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ALMSHOUSE Rate oF 1685. 


The following extract, from ‘* Snow’s History of Boston”’ 
(p. 324), will explain the cause of this tax :— 

‘The Old Alms House, Work House and Bridewell together _ 
with the Granary, were situated on Park street. The Granary 
was a long wooden building at the corner of Common st, capable 
of containing 12,000 bushels of grain, which it was customary for 
a committee, annually appointed by the town, to have stored in it 
for the accommodation of the poor and others who wished to pur- 
chase in small quantities, at an advance on the wholesale price not 
exceeding ten percent. The Alms House was a two story brick 
building, in the form of an L., with a gable roof, appropriated to 
the aged and infirm poor. ‘The Work House was a large brick 
building, 120 feet long, two stories high with a gable roof, for the 
reception of vagrant, idle and dissolute persons. Bridewell was 
contiguous to the work house and was a sort of prison for the dis- 
orderly: a part of the house was assigned to the insane.” 

*¢ The first proposal for an Alms house on the Town records occurs 
in Nov. 1660. In Feb. 1685, a person is admitted into the Alms 
house. Dec. 16, 1682, the Alms house being burnt a new one is 
proposed: it was building June 2, 1686. The Work house was 
built in 1738.” 

Drake adds (p. 597) that the North End market-house fell into 
disuse, ‘‘ was eventually taken down, and the timber used in the 
construction of a Work-house.”’ 

On Burgess’s Map only three houses (those on the corner where 
the Tremont House stands) are depicted on the whole square en- 
closed by Beacon, Park, and Tremont streets. Yet on Bonner’s 
Map of 1722, as reproduced by George G. Smith, we find several 
more houses, together with the Bridewell on Park strect,,and the 
Almshouse on the corner of that street and Beacon strect. 

May 25, 1795, the town voted to sell all this land, and March 
23, 1801, it was sold at auction by the agents of the town. The 
corner lot where the church now stands extended 118 feet up Park 
“street; then came three lots, each 78 feet long, on that street, and 
bounded by the Granary burying-ground. The next lot was .72 
feet wide, and extended back 156 feet, overlapping lot No. 3, and 
reaching‘to the grave-yard. Lot No. 5 was the corner lot, 66 feet 
on Park street and 156 feet on Beacon street. Lot No. 6 was 56 
feet on Beacon street, running through to the grave-yard, and 
bounding east on the lot sold to William Phillips, and since 
covered by the Athenszeum building. 

On lot No. 6 the Misses Payne and their brother built a large 
double house with a drive-way through the centre. Lots 5 and 4 
were bought by Thomas Amory, and here he built the large double 
house which has had as tenants Samuel Dexter, Christopher Gore 
and George Ticknor. On the Park street lots have lived Judge 
Artemas Ward, Abbott Lawrence, Gov. Gardner, the Quincys, 
Warrens, and other distinguished citizens of Boston.
